T is with great Satisfaction I meet this Parliament, which 

I have fummoned to affift me in carrying on the juft 
and neceffary War, in which we are engaged. 1 have 
called you together as early as was confiftent with your 
Convenience in coming out of your feveral Countries; and 
I affure myfelf of fuch Evidences of your A ffections toMe, 
and of your Zeal for our commen Caufe, as will not only 
give Spirit and Forwardne!s to our own Preparations, but 

fuch Example and Encouragement to our Allies, as, by 
God’s Bleiling, cannot fail of a good Effeét, for the Ad- 
vantage of the whole Confederacy. 

I have met with fo many FExpreffions of Joy and Satif- 
faction in all the Countries through which I have lately 
had Occafion to pafs, that J cannot but look upon them 
as true Meafures of the Duty and Affection of the refl of 
my Subjects. 

Gentlemen of the Houfe of Commons, 

I muft defire you to grant Me fuch Supplies, as will 
enable Me to comply both with our particular Treaties 
and Engagements, already made, and fuch others as 
may be neceflary for the Encouragement of our Allies, 
and the profecuting the War, where it fhall mott fenfibly 
affect our Enemies, and be moft effectual for difappoint- 
ing the boundlefs Ambition of France. 

And, that my Subjects may the more chearfully bear

I muft obferve to you, with fome Concern, that the 
Funds given by the laft Parliament have, in fome mea- 
fure, fallen fhort of the Sums propofed to be raifed by 
them ; and though I have already paid, and applied to 
the publick Service, the Hundred thoufand Pound which 
I promifed to the laft Parliament, yet it has not fupplied 
that Deficiency. 

My Lords and Gentlemen, 

I cannot, without much Trouble, take notice to you 
of the Dif»ppointment we have had at Cadiz. I have not 

yet had a particular Account of that Enterprize, nor of 
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all the Difficulties ovr Forces may have met with there; 
but I have had fuch a Reprefentation of D.forders and 
Abufes ‘committed at Port St. Mary’s, as hath obliged 
Me to give Directions for the ttri€teft Examination of that 
Matter, 

I am earneftly defirous, for all our Sakes, that this may 
prove a fhort Seffion; however, I hope you will find 
Time to confider cf fome better and more effe€tual Me- 
thod to prevent the Exportation of Wool, and to i nprove 
that Manufaéture, which is of great Confequence to the 
whole Kingdom: On my Part nothing fhall be omitted 
for its Encouragement. 

J am firmly perfuaded, that the Love and good Affec- 
tion of My Su jects is the fureft Pledge of their Duty and 
Obedience, and the trueft and jufteft Support of the 
Throne; and as I am refolved to defend and maintain 
the Church, as by Law eftablifhed, and to protect you in 
the full Enjoyment of all your Rights and Liberties, fo I 
rely upon your Care of Me.

In Confideration hereof, and of his electoral 
Highnefs’s conftant good Intentions to the common Good, 
and that his Dominions are more expofed than any o- 
ther, to the Inconveniencies and Waftes of War, her 
Majefty the Queen of Great Britain, and the States Ge- 
neral, fhall give to his ele¢toral Highnefs, as long as the 
War lafts, each their Moiety of a yearly Subfidy of Fifty 
thoufand Crowns, payable from three Months to three 
Months; the firft Payment of 12,500 Crowns, that is, 
6250 Crowns by the Engii/b, and 6250 Crowns by the 
States, fhall be made immediately after the Ratification ; 
and fo the fame Payment fhall be continued exactly from 
three Months to three Months; and, as long as his elec- 
toral Highnefs has no Perfon in England, to receive the 
Money there, her Majefty will, out of particular Favour 
to him, caufe the fame to be paid by her Minifter, or fome 
other, at the Hague, or at Amfterdam, to him, that fhall 
refide from his electoral Highnefs at the Hague. 

VII. Her Majefty the Queen, and the States General, 
will agree with the reft of the Allies, to fecure, as much as 
they can, the Town of Triers, and to prevent the French 
from getting Footing there again, or intirely ruining it. 

VIII. They will fpare his electoral Highnefs’s Territo- 
ries, as much as they can from Encampments, and other 
Inconveniencies of War; but if the Service, and publick 
Good, requires the marching and encamping of the Armies 
in the faid Territories, it fhall be done with exa& Difci- 
pline, and in fuch Manner, that the Troops fhall be fur- 
nifhed and fupplied from the Magazines, without require- 
ing any thing from his electoral Highnefs’ Subjeéts, ex-

I. "THEIR electoral and moft ferene Highnefies, the 
Lord Elector, and the Lord Duke of Bruafwick 
Lunenburg, promife to fupply her Majefty the Queen of 
Great Britain, for the Service of the common Caufe, for 
this Campaign, with a Body of Troops of Ten thoufand 
Men; Part whereof is already arrived on the Lower 
Rhine, and the reft actually marching to follow them 
with all poffible Diligence. - 

I]. Her Majefty fhall dire thofe auxiliary Troops to 
be paid, and entertained, after the Rate of 700 Hore, in 
Two Regiments of Horfe, and 9300 Foot, in 12 Regi- 
ments of Foot, in the fame Manner, as the Troops are, 
which their electoral and moft ferene Highneffes now have 
in the Service of the States General of the United Provin- 
ces, as well for their ordinary Allowance, as their extraor- 
dinary Advantages; which will amount, in a long Month 
of 6 Weeks, or 42 Days, according to the Eftablifhment, 
annexed to this Convention, to the Sum of 23,715 Gil- 
ders [a], 83, Stivers, Dutch Money; and fhall be paid regu- 
larly at Rotterdam every Fortnight, to commence from the 
1ft Day of this inftant une, N.S. Thefe Troops fhall 
likewife enjoy, in every thing elfe (without Exception) the 
fame Advantages, Benefits, Profits, and Conveniencies, 
with thofe Troops which their electoral and moft ferene 
Highneffes have in the Service of the faid States General. 

III. Thefe auxiliary Troops fhall be received by her 
Majefty’s Commiffary on the Frontiers of the States Ge- 
neral, and fhall then take an Oath to her Majetty. 

IV. Her Majefty paying the Horfe, according to the 
Second Article, only upon the Foot of Two Regiments, 
of 700 Horfe, although there is a much greater Number 
of them who are pafied, in Pay, as Foot only; it is 
agreed on both Sides, that their electoral and moit ferene 
Highneffes may, when they think fit, change into Foot 
the Horfe in that Body, that are over and above the faid 
Two Regiments, which make in all 700 Horfe. 

V. Their electoral and moft ferene Highneffes referve 
to themfelves the Liberty of recalling all thofe Troops, 
or Part of them, in cafe they are eet, or in manifeft 
Danger of being fo, in their own Dominions; and her 
Majefty confents to this Refervation, and, to facilitate 
their Retreat in fuch like Cafes, they fhall be removed as 
little as is poffible, from the Lower Rbine. 

VI. Deferters may be reclaimed reciprocally, and fhall 
be returned dona fide, without any Reftitution of the 
Charges or Expences. And whereas Difputes often hap- 
pen, whether the Men that are reclaimed, can be reputed 
Deferters, or not; in fuch Cafe there fhall be no Occafion 
for any other Proof, or Form of Procefs, than that fuch 
Men be found in another Body without Leave, in writ- 
ing from their Commanders. 

VII. Although this Convention be made only provi- 
fionally for this Campaign, it is neverthelefs intended 
to work, during that Time, upon a more particular

Sir Walter Clarges reported from the Committee to 
whom it was referred to enquire into the Reafons of the 
exceffive Price of Coals within the weekly Bills of Mor- 
tality ; and to confider of fome Means for lowering the 
fame, and preventing the like exceffive Prices for the fu- 
ture; the Matter, as it appeared to the Committee, and 
the Refolutions of the Committee thereupon ; which he 
read in his Place, and afterwards delivered in at the Clerk’s 
Table ; where the fame were read, and are as follow; viz. 

That it appeared to the Committee, upon the Ex- 
amination of feveral Mafter Colliers, and other Per- 
fons, that one Reafon of the exceffive Prices of Coals is 
from the high Wages that are now paid; viz. a Boy, 
of Seventeen Years of Age, has 46 Shillings a Month ; 
and a Man (though old) 7 or 8/. a Voyage, who formerly 
had but 30s. 

But, that a further Reafon appeared alfo to the Com- 
mittee, from a certain Contract that was made near two 
Years ago, and is now in force, between feveral Owners 
of Collieries at Newcajtle, and the Body of Lightermen at 
London; whereby the Proprietors oblige themfelves to 
pay the Lightermen 3d. per Chaldron, for all Coals they 
fhould fell for them; in Confideration of which Reward, 
the Lightermen are to pay the Proprietors Six-pence per 
Chaldron, for all other Coals they fhall at any time fell, 
before the Proprietors Coals are fold off. 


1p 

That, under the Advantage of the faid Contract, the 
Proprietors at Newca/ftle have raifed the Price of their 
Coals there, 12d. and 18 d. per Chaldron ; which the Ma- 
fters of the Veffels are forced to pay them, alihough they 
can have as good Coals fo much cheaper, otherwife they 
cannot fell their Coals here, till the Proprietors Markets 
are over; which has been very detrimental to feveral of 
the Mafters who have loaded with Sunderland, and other 
good or better Coals, than the Proprietors in Contract, 
by being often obliged to lie many Days in the River 
here, waiting until the Contract Coals are all bought 
up, before they can fell any. 

And whereas the Proprietors, before the Contraét, ufed 
to allow the Mafters Three, Four, and fometimes Five, 
Chaldrons to the Score, now they will allow none. 

That one Mr. Rickards, one of the Contraétors for the 
Lightermen, keeps an Office, from whence the Proprie- 
tors Agent diftributes and pays the Three-pences per 
Chaldron to the Lightermen. 

The faid Mr. Rickards (being fummoned) attended the 
Committee, and owned the faid Contract, and produced 
Two Papers, purporting the fame; one, underfeveral Pro- 
prietors Hands, to the Lightermen, and the other, aCopy 
of that, under the Lightermen’s Hands, tothe Proprietors: 

But faid, the Proprietors had not collected any of the 
Six-pence per Chaldron Forfeitures, if any were due: 

That the Reafon of the Contract was, to prevent the 
mixing of good and bad Coals together (whereby all 
People were cheated) by the Fitters, or Coal-brokers, at 
the Collieries : 

For that now the Proprietors have their own Fitters, 
and fend up Coals without Mixture, for them to fell; 
and they do prefer the Proprietors Coals, for which they 
are paid the Three-pences per Chaldron, in felling them 
off before any others : 

And that the high Price upon Coals was partly occa- 
fioned by the Fleet miffing the making of Two Voyages 
the laft Seafon, upon the Account of an Embargo that 
was then laid upon all Shipping. 

That, upon Confideration of the whole Matter, the 
Committee came to the Relolutions following ; viz. 

Refolved, 1. That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That the Agreement between feveral Coal-owners of 
Newcaftle, and the Lightermen in Loudon, is a great Dif- 
couragement to the Coal Trade, tends to the Prejudice 
of Navigation, and is an Occafion of the Advancement 
of the Price of Coals in London. 

Refolved, 2d, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That, to allot a competent Number of Seamen to the Coi- 
liers, Prefs-free, and to have a competent Number of 
Ships appointed for Convoys and Cruizers, will be a fure 
Means to lower the Price of Coals, and prevent the like 
exceflive Price for the future. 

The firft Refolution being read a Second time ; 

An Amendment was propofed to be made therein, by 
leaving out ‘“‘ Agreement,” and inferting ‘* Combina- 
tion” inftead thereof. 

And the fame was, upon the Queftion feverally put 
thereupon, agreed unto by the Houfe.

and Truftee; that Mr. Wortley obtained a Verdict, laft 
Trinity Term, againft the Peritioner; to be relieved 
again{t which, the Petitioner has brought his Bill in 
Chancery againft the faid Mr. Wortley, ‘and to call him to 
amr Account; but Mr. Wortley infifts on his Privilege, 
as a Member of this Houfe: And praying, that Mr. 
Wortley may not be allowed to ftand upon his Privilege 
in the faid Suit, he being only an Executor in Truft. 

To which the faid Mr. Wortley being heard ; 

Ordered, ‘That the Confideration of the faid Petition be 
referred to the Committee of Privileges and Elections ;

Mr. Bromley (according to Order) reported, from the 
Committee of Privileges and Eleétions, the Matter, as it 
appeared to them, touching the Election for the Borough 
ot Southwark, in the County of Surrey, and the Refolutions 
of the Committee thereupon ; which he read in his Place, 
and afterwards delivered in at the Clerk’s Table; where 
the fame were read, and are as follow; viz. 

Upon the Petition of Yobn Lade Efquire, complain- 
ing of an undue Election of Charles Cox, and John 
Cholmley, Efquires, to ferve for the Borough of 
Southwark: 

That the Counfel for the Petitioner infifted, that the 

Election was void, becaufe a Riot was committed by the 
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Servants and Agents of the Sitting Members, att i 
of the Election oe to be heard A the Right of a 

That they called feveral Witneffes, who faid, that on 
Thurfday, the 16th Day of Fuly, being the 2d Day of the 
Poll, there was a great Tumult and Riot, occafioned by 
about Ten, or more, of Mr. Cox’s Draymen, who were dif- 
tinguifhed by grey Hats, with red Ribbands: Thar, being 
joined with the Servants of Mr. Malyn (Mr. Cox’s Brother« 
in-law) and many others, they aid, with their Hats in their 
Hands, ftrike divers Perfons, and cleared St. Marvarer’s 
Hill (where the Poll was taken) of thofe that came to vote 
for Mr. Lade, and hindered many of them coming to the 
Poll, and others could not come to it, without Hazard and 
Difficulty: That, for this Reafon, the Poll was cloted 
fooner than it had been the Night before; and that the 
Conftables were not able to do their Duty, in keeping the 
Peace. One of the Conftables faid, he faw a Man, that 
owned he belonged to Mr. Cholmley, beat another: He 
would have carried him to the Compzer, had he not been 
re{cued by others that were for Mr. Cox and Mr. Cholmley. 
He faid, the Place of Polling was pretty clear, though the 
Fighting was not far from it: That Mr. Cholmley called 
upon him, to keep the Peace; but he durft not venture 
among them. Another Conftable faid, the Diforders were 
from the Zeal of both Parties; but that the Men with 
the grey Hats were moft remarkable in them; and that 
he was called upon, either by one of the Sitting Members 
or by the head Bailiff, to keep the Peace. ‘ 

Rowland Fones faid, that, {peaking to one of the Men, 
with a grey Hat, and red Ribband, to take care not to 
make a Riot, he anfwered him, that they did nothing but 
what they were ordered. 

That Mr. Lade did, on Friday Morning, proteft againft 
their Proceedings, and went away; but all things were 
at that Time very quiet. 

That the Witneffes for the Sitting Members fpoke, in 
the Firft place, ® the Bailiff’s impartial Behaviour. 

They faid, that, after the Diforders began, the Voters 
came not fo faft to poll, as before: That feveral were 
polled, during the fame, but not any, as they remember, 
that were for the Petitioner: That they thought this as 
quiet an Election, as ever they faw in the Borough, un- 
lefs one of Mr. Bowyer’s: That on the Friday Morning 
all was fo quiet, one might freely come to poll. 

That they faw one Walker, who was for the Petitioner, 
and had been drinking, very diforderly, and ftriking feve- 
ral, with his Hat and Peruke in his Hands: Which fome 
of the Petitioners Witneffes had owned ; but faid. that 
Walker was firft pufht by others, and that then, they be- 
lieved, he might do as they did; and that the Friends of 
Mr. Cox and Mr. Cholmly began the Diforders. Some 
of the Conftables faid, they heard Mr. Cholmley propofe 
to Mr. Lade the Adjournment of the Poll, for fear of Mif- 
chief ; and that it was done with his Confent. . 

_Fofah Ratcliffe {aid, he was abufed for voting for the 
Sitting Members, and invited to poll afterwards for the 
Petitioner. 

Whereupon the Committee came to thefe Refolutions: 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That there was a great Tumult, and Riot, at the Election 
of Burgeffes, to ferve in Parliament for the Borough of 
Southwark, in the County of Surrey. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
Thatthefaid Tumult, and Riot, was committed by the Ser- 
vants andA gents of Charles Cox and fobn Cholmley, Efquires. 

That, after this, the Counfel for the Petitioner fpoke 
to the Right of Election. 

They faid, that the Inhabitants at large had been ad- 
mitted to vote at this Election; under which Pretence, 
the Prifoners of the King’s Bench had fometimes voted, 
and fo many others, that it was impoffible ever to have 
a fair Election, or any Scrutiny: That none, of common 
Right, ought to vote, but iuch as were liable to pay 
Wages to their Members; and thofe were only fuch as 
paid Scot and Lot. 

This they infifted on, but produced no Evidence. 


That 
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That, for the Sitting Members, feveral Witnefies were 
produced, who fpoke to the Elections for 20, 30, and 
jome of them for 40, Years paft; and all of them affirm- 
ed the Ufage to be, for all the Houfekeepers, not receiv- 
ing Alms, to vote. They defired, the Refolution of the 
Hovfe in the Convention Parliament, upon a controverted 
Election, might be read; where the Houfe agreed with 
the Committee, That the Right of Election was in the 
Houfekeepers, not receiving Alms. 

That then the whole Report was defired by the Counfel 
for the Petitioner to be read; who obferved from thence, 
that this was no new Claim, now fet up; and that, in 
Mr. Thomp/on’s Election, thofe only, that paid Scot and 
Lot, voted; and urged, That, at former Eleétions, the 
Houfeholders, not receiving Alms, had been let in to 
vote, by Articles, agreed on betwixt the Candidates ; 
which ought not to alter any Right. Some of the Wit- 
nefies for the Sitting Members owned, they had heard of 
Articles at former Elections, but did not remember 
what they contained. 

That then they proceeded to another Allegation in their 
Petition, of indirect Practices; and, to prove them, pro- 
duced a great many Notes, under the Hands of Mr. Cox, 
and another Juftice of the Peace, for difcharging feveral 
Perfons, that were rated in Levies to the Poor ; and fome 
of thefe Notes had Poftfcripts, to this Effect ; “* That they 
were taken off, at the Inftance of Mr. Chelmly:’? Several 
of which Perfons voted for the Sitting Members. 

That the Veftry book of St. Olave’s Parifh was pro- 
duced ; where an Entry is made of the Irregularity of this 
Practice; and the Perfons fo difcharged, are there or- 
dered to be put into the next Poor’s Rate. 

That thefe Notes did all bear Date long before this laft 
Election, and none of them later than the 3d of. April, 
1702. 

or that, upon the whole, the Committee came to 
the following Refolutions ; viz. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That the Right of electing Burgeffes, to ferve in Parlia- 
ment for the Borough of Southwark, in the County of 
Surrey, is only in*the Inhabitants thereof, paying Scot 
and Lot. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That Charles Cox, Eiquire, is not duly elected a Burgefs, 
to ferve in Parliament for the faid Borough of Southwark. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That ohn Cholmley, Efquire, is notduly elected a Burgefs, 
to ferve in Parliament for the faid Borough of Southwark. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That the lace Election of Burgefies, to ferve in Parliament, 
for the faid Borough of: Southwark, is a void Election. 

The faid Refolutions, being feverally read a Second 
time, were, upon the Queftion feverally put thereupon, 
agreed unto by the Houte. 

Ordered, That Mr. Speaker do iffue his Warrant to the 
Clerk of the Crown, to make out a new Writ, for the 
electing two Burgefies, to ferve in this prefent Parliament 
for the faid Borough of Southwark, in the room of the 
faid Charles Cox, Eiquire, and Fobn Cholmley, whofe Elec- 
tions are declared to be void. 


Mr. Bromley alfo (according to Order) reported from 
the Committee of Privileges and Eleétions, the Matter, as 
it appeared to them, touching the Election for the Borough 
of Whitchurch, in the County of Southampton, and the 
Refolutions of the Committee thereupon, which they had 
directed him to report to the Houfe; which he read in his 
Place, and afterwards delivered in at the Clerk’s Table ; 
where the fame were read, and are as follow: 

Upon the Petition of Daniel Parke Equire, complaining 
of an undue Election and Return of Burgeffes, to 
ferve in Parliament for the Borough of Whitchurch : 

That the Right of Election was agreed to be in the 
Burgage Tenants, in thofe that had a Burgage Houfe, 
or one Acre of Burgage Land, for Life, either in their 
own Right, or in the Right of their Wives. 

A Copy of the Poll was produced ; by which it ap- 
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peared Mr. Woollafton had 46 Votes; Colonel Shrimpton 
41; and Colonel Parke 40. 

But the Counfel for the Petitioner objected, that Five of 
thofe (viz. Thomas Taylor, Fames Butler, Richard Tal- 
mage, Thomas Mafon, and Fra. Sawyer) who voted for 
the Sitting Members, had no Right to vote; that the 
Votes of Four others were obtained by corrupt and indi- 
rect Practices ; and that the Sitting Members voted for 
themfelves. 

Evidence was given, that Tho. Taylor confefied, when 
he was polled, that he had no Conveyance, in Writing, of 
the Land he voted for. His Father faid, he had given 
him the Landa Year and a half before the Election; that 
his Son had built an Houfe upon it, at his own Charge ; 
and that the Conveyance was ordered to be drawn be- 
fore, though not executed till after, the Eleétion. 

That James Butler was only a Mortgagee of Burgage 
Land, for a Term of Years, and not in Fee. It was an- 
fwered, he had been Four Years in Pofieffion, and voted 
at the former Election. 

That Richard Talmage had not a Title to his Burgage 
Land, becaufe his Mother, whofe Land it was; had not 
joined in the Conveyance. 

That Thomas Mafon voted for Land that was not 
within the Borough. 

There were Witneffes faid, that he paid a Burgage 
Rent, of one Penny, to the Mayor; and that the Owners 
of this Land had voted in former Elections, for Thirty 
Years, without Exception. 

Bunny, who fold the Land to Ma/on, faid, it was not 
Burgage Land ; and, as to the Rent, that he contracted 
with him, to pay One Penny yearly; which was Pare of 
that Rent, he was obliged to pay for other Burgage Land. 

And that Francis Sawyer voted for Burgage Land, 
that is an Idiot’s Eftate, not his own. 

That then they proceeded to prove the obtaining Votes 
for the Sitting Members, by indireét and corrupt Prac- 
tices. 

That Thomas Powell and his Wife were treated with 
Meat and Drink by the Sitting Members, at 4udover, the 
Saturday before the. Election ; but the Landlord of the 
Houfe faid, it was his Treat to Mr. Woollafion and Colonel 
Shrimpton, who had bought a Hogfhead of Wine of him, 
and that, feeing Powell in the Yard, he fent him tothem. 

Fames Haflet was called, who informed the Committee, 
that, upon his afking William Read, how he could be fuch 
a Villain, to vote againft Mr. Park and Mr. Dean, when 
he had heard him promife them his Votes, he told him, 
he got more by voting for the Siting Members ; for Co- 
lonel Schrimpton had promifed to make him a Serjeant 
in the Guards, and to give him Five Guineas, to vote for 
Mr. Woollafton,; which he had received. 

Haflet and Read were confronted: They pofitively con- 
tradi€ted each other; but Read faid, Colonel Park had 
promifed to keep him in Work, if he would vote for him, 
and to make him a Governor of his Negroes in Virginia. 

Haflet further faid, Read told him, he would not give 
falfe Teftimony : That Colonel Schrimpton had afked him, 
if he could not teftify, that Colonel Park had offered him 
20 /, for his Vote. He owned, Mr. Wool/aften had lent 50 /. 
to his Brother, which his Father was to repay ; who told 
him, he would not have voted for Mr. Wooilsfton, but 
upon Account of this Money. There was no Obligation 
under his Father’s Hand, neither did Mr, Woollafion de- 
mand the Money before the Election, or threaten him. 

That a Buck was fent to the Houfe of To. Long, an 
Inn-keeper at Whitchurch, after the Tefe of the Writ: 
That Mr. Woollafton told Long, that, if he would vote 
for him, and for Colonel Schrimpton, the Buck fhould be 
fpent there ; otherwife not ; and that it was carried from 
his Houfe to Phillips’s. 

But Phillips faid, the Buck was carried by Miftake to 
Long’s; that he was fpoke to by Mr, Woollafton, and 
had Notice of it, 3 or 4 Days before the Buck came in; 
and made other Provifion for the Entertainment of the 
Duke of Bolton, and the Gentlemen of the Country: That 
no Elector dined with them ; that the Dinner is not yet 
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paid for, though he had received fome Money of Mr. 
Woollafion towards it. Tho. Weffon was treated with a 
Pint of Wine, by Mr. Shephard and Mr. Alexander: 
They defired his Vote for Colonel Schrimpton, and the 
latter promifed to buy Shalloon of him: Mr. Shepard 
faid, he was coming to live in the Country, and would 
be his Friend, if he voted for Colonel Schrimpton. 

Thomas Waterman faid, Mr. Dean owed his Brother 
about 30s. for Work ; which Mr. Wooilafton promifed 
to pay, if he would vote for him. 

But Tho. Gerard faid, he afked Waterman to vote for 
Mr. Woellafton ; and Waterman mentioning the Wages, 
due to him from Mr. Dean, Mr. Woollafton replied, he 
was a Juttice of the Peace, and would get him his Wages, 
whether he voted for him, or not. 

That the Counfel for the Sitting Members objected to 
thofe that voted for the Petitioner ; and Evidence was 
given, that William Smith voted for a Burgage Eftate, he 
held in Right of his Wife, in which fhe had only Thirds : 
But he faid, he had other Burgage Lands. 

That Mr. Wood had an Acre of Burgage Land, but 
fold Half before the Election. 

That ¥. Edwards has only a third Part of an Acre of 
Burgage Land, in Right of his Wife. 

That then they proceeded to: prove corrupt Practices 
in Colonel Park. 

And William Butler faid, Colonel Park had promifed 
to take off-his Shalloons at a dead time, and to give him 
his Price, and to lay out 50/. a Year with his Brother, 
for Shoes for his Negroes. He faid, he wanted not his 
Cuftom, nor defired it ; but voted for him. 

That ¥. Millet was afked by Colonel Parke, to vote for 
him; and told, he fhould do Half his Work, and his 
Brother fhould fhoe his Horfes : His Brother voted only 
for Mr. Dean; he, for Colonel Park, and Colonel 
Schrimpton: ‘That he had not voted for Colonel Park, 
but that he did his Work ; though he paid them only 
the common Rate, and was in the Work, before he came 
into the Country. 

' That, before the Diffolution of the Parliament, an 
Hogfhead of Beer was drunk at one Pointer’s, by Mr. 
Stokes’s Order, to make an Intereft for Colonel Parke 
among the Freeholders; and that Colonel Park after- 
wards told him, that, if he voted for him, he would pay 
for it; otherwife Mr. Stoaks fhould. 

And that, upon the whole Matter, the Committee 
came to thefe Refolutions : 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That Richard Woollafon, Efquire, is duly elected a Bur- 
gels, to ferve in Parliament for the Borough of Wbitchurch, 
in the County of Southampton. 

Refolved, That it isthe Opinion of this Committee, That 
‘fobn Schrimpton, Efquire, is duly elected a Burgefs, to 
jerve in Parliament for the faid Borough of Whitchurch. 

The faid Refolutions, being feverally read a Second 
time, were, upon the Queftion feverally put thereupon, 
agreed unto by the Houte. 


Mr. Bromiey alfo (according to Order) reported from 
the Committee of Privileges and Ele¢tions, the Matter, as 
it appeared to the Committee, touching the Eleétion for 
the Borough of Haflemere, in the County of Surrey, and 
the Refolution of the Committee thereupon, which they 
had directed him to report to the Houfe ; which he read in 
his Place, and afterwards delivered in at the Clerk’s Table; 
where the fame was read, and is, as followeth ; viz. 

That the Committee infpected the Record of the double 
Return, between Lewis Ogleiborp Efquire, and Fames 
Titchborn Efquire, for the Borough of Haflemere; and 
alfo have examined the Merits of that Election. 

That, which occafioned the double Return, was an Ob. 
jection to Mr. Oglethorp’s Age, that he was not 21 Years 
of Age at the Time of the Election. 

Mr. Oglethorp’s Counfel, to prove his being of Age, 
called feveral Witneffes. 

Mr. Soba Pye faid, that Mr. Ogletborp was in the 22th 
Year of his Age; which he remembered by this Circum- 
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ftance, that he was married himfelf the 16th March 1680, 
and Mr. Ogletbcrp was born the February preceding. 

Mrs. Middlegeffe faid, Mr. Oglethorp’s Age was 22 the 
next February; which fhe could very well fpeak to, be- 
caufe fhe was fent for to the Lady Oglethorp’s Labour, 
and fhe faw him born in Felruary, 1680. 

Mrs. Banks, and Mrs. Middleton both of them faid, they 
wereat the Lady Ogletborp’s, when the lay in of Mr, Og/e- 
thorp; and that they took Mr. Oglethorp to be in the 22th 
Year of his Age: Which Mrs. Banks remembered by 
her being married the June following; and Mrs. Middle- 
ton by her Daughter’s Age, which was her firft Child, 
and would be 21 next February. 

That the Regifter-book of S#, Martin’s Parith was pro- 
duced; wherein Mr. Ogletborp’s Name was entered in Two 
Places, in the Year 1681; but both interlined, and writ 
with a different Hand from the reft of the Regifter, 

That Mr. Titchborne’s Counfel produced the Copy of 
the Record of Fitzbarris’s Conviction; by which. it ap- 
peared, his Trial was in Trinity Term, 34 Car. II. 

That Mr. Titchborn’s Counfel examined feveral Wit- 
nefles ; viz. 

Mr. Martin James, Mr. Samuel Freeman, Two of the 
Jury-men on that Trial ; who teftified, that Mrs. Wall, a 
Gentlewoman belonging to the Duchefs of Pori/mouth, 
was examined, as a Witnefs at that Trial, by that Name, 

And Mr. Bulfrede teftified, that the Lasty Oglethorp, 
was the Perfon, fo examined. 

That it was replied, that the Lady Oglethorp, though 
then married, for fome Reafons might think fit to con- 
ceal her Marriage. 

And that the Committee came to this Refolution : 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That Lewis Oglethborp, Efquire, is duly elected, and re- 
turned, a Burgefs, to ferve in Parliament.for the Borough 
of Haflemere, in the County of Surry. 

The faid Refolution being read a Second time; 

Refolved, That the Houfe doth agree with the Com- 
mittee in the faid Refolution, That Lewis Oglethorp, 
Efquire, is duly elected, and returned, a Burgefs, to ferve 
in Parliament for the Borough of Ha/lemere, in the County 
of Surry. 

Ordered, That the Clerk of the Crown do attend this 
Houfe Toemorrow Morning, to amend the Return for 
the faid Borough of Haflemere, by taking off the Inden- 
ture, by which Fames Titchborne, Efquire, is returned. 


And then the Houfe adjourned till To-morrow Morn- 
ing, Nine a Clock.

Ordered, That Mr. Speaker do iffue his Warrant to 
the Clerk of the Crown, to make out a new Writ, for 
the electing a Burgefs, to ferve in this prefent Parliament 
for the faid Borough of Lewis, in the room of the faid 
Mr. Pelbam. 


A Petition of Thomas Ewer, of Bufhy-ball, in the 
County of Middlefex, Efquire, was prefented to the Houfe, 
and read ; fetting forth, that in an Act of Parliament, 
paffed in the 12th Year of the Reign of the late King 
William, to enable Sir Robert Marfoam to {ell Bufby-bail, 
and other Lands, in the County of Hertford, a Miftake 
hath happened in the Ingroffment, in the Recital of the 
Ufes; viz. inftead of, ** to the Ufe of the faid Sir Robert 
Marfbam,”’ it is recited, ** to the Ufe of Rotert Marfoam, 
and the Heirs Males‘of his Body ;”” which Miftake (as ad- 
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vifed) may prove a Deficiency in the Petitioner’s Title, 
who has purchafed the faid Premiffes, ata valuable Con- 
fideration, under the faid Act: And praying that Leave 
may be given to bring in a Bill for rectifying the faid 
Miftake, all Parties confenting thereto. 

Ordered, That Leave be given to bring in a Bill, ac- 
cording tothe Prayer of the faid Petition ; and that Mr. 
Mountague do prepare, and bring in, the Bill. 


_ Colonel Granville reported to the Houfe, that her Ma- 
jefty had been attended with their humble Addrefs, con- 
gratulating her Majefty upon the publick Bleffing, in the 
Recovery of his Royal Highnefs Prince George of Den- 
mark, from his late dangerous Sicknefs; and that her 
Majefty had received the fame very gracioufly, and did 


return this Houfe her Thanks, for the Expreffions of their 


Duty and Affection, therein expreffed, both to herfelf, . 


and the Prince: And he likewife acquainted the Houfe, 
that Prince George of Denmark had been attended with 
their Congratulation upon his Royal Highnefs’s Reco- 
very ; which the Prince was pleafed to receive very kind- 
ly, and to return the Houfe his Thanks, for the great 
Concern they have fhewed for him therein. 


A Complaint being made to the Houfe, that Mr. Gre- 
gory (a Member of the Houfe) having diftrained Goods 
of one Edward Wilkinfon, a Tenant of his, for Rent due 
tohim, one Mr. Wood, an Attorney at Law, and his 
Agents, have contrived to take the fame out of. his Pof- 
feflion, to the endangering the Lofs of his Rent, in Breach 
of the Privilege of this Houfe,; 

Ordered, That the Confideration of the faid Complaint 
be referred to the Committee of Privileges and Elections; 
and that they do examine the Matter thereof, and report 
the fame, with their Opinion therein, to the Houtfe. 


A Petition of William Fownes, Ephraim Dawfom, Cap- 
tain Temple Brifcoe. and Foba Wilks, on behalf of the Re- 
giments, now, or lately, commanded by Brigadier Wil- 
liam Woofley, Colonel Robert Echlin, Colonel Charles Roffe, 
Major-general William Stuart, Sit Fobn Hanmer, Sir 
Henry Bellafyfe, Lieutenant-general Douglas, Colonel Fobn 
Mitchelburn, and Colonel Thomas St. Foin, was prefented 
tothe Houfe, and read; fetting forth, that the Commif- 
fioners, for taking the Accounts of the Army have put a 
Stop to the delivering Certificates for the Balances, due to 
the faid feveral Regiments (whereby the Petitioners are 
deprived of receiving their Debentures, and applyingthem 
to the purchafing of the Jrif> Forfciture:) until the Plea- 
fure of the Houte be known, touching the Jrifa Eftablifh- 
ment; the faid Stop arifing from an Eftablifhment, in- 
tended to be put in Force from the 1ft of Fanuary, 
1690-1, which appointed the faid Regiments, with 
others, to be the ftanding Forces for Ireland, upon Irifh 
Pay; but the War continuing, they were paid upon the 
Englifo Eftablifhment, till the 31th December, 1691, the 
faid Irifh Eftablifhment being reprefented, by the then 
Lords Juftices, as impracticable: And praying Relief 
in the Premifes. 

Ordered, That the faid Commiffioners of Accounts 
have a Copy of the faid Petition; and that they do report 
to the Houfe a State of the Matter therein mentioned. 


Sir Chriftopher Mufgrave, Baronet, being chofen a 
Knight of the Shire for the County of We/tmereland, and 
alfo a Burgefs for the Borough of Totneffz, in the County 
of Devon, made his Election to ferve for the County of 
Weftmoreland.

_ Fokn Feffries, Efquire, being chofen a Knight of the 
Shire for the County of Brecon, and alfo Burgefs for the 
Borough of Marlbcrough, in the County of Wilts, made 
his Election to ferve for the County of Brecon. 

Ordered, That Mr. Speaker do iffue his Warrant to 
the Clerk of the Crown, to make out a new Writ for the 
electing a Burgefs, to ferve in this prefznt Parliament 
for the faid Borough of Marlborough, in the room of the 
faid Mr. Feffreys. 


A Petition of Sir Edward Williams, of Gwernevet in 
the County of Brecon, Knight, was prefented to the Houfe, 
and read; fetting forth, that, upon the Petitioner’s Inter- 
marriage, a Settlement was made of divers Manors, Lands, 
and Premifes, upon himfelf and Wife, for their Lives, 
and the Iffue, Male and Female, begotten between them; 


-at which Time the faid Premiffes were incumbered with 


feveral confiderable Debts, which are unpaid, and which 
the Petitioner is unable to pay, without Sale of Part of 
the Premiffes, and incapable, by Reafon of the faid Limi- 
tation, without the Aid of an Aét of Parliament: And 
praying, that Leave may be given to bring in a Bill, to 
veft fome Part of his Eftate in Truftees, to enable them 
to fell and difpofe of the fame, for difcharging the Debts, 
charged thereupon before the faid Settlement. 

Ordered, That Leave be given to bring in a Bill, ac- 
cording to the Prayer of the faid Petition; and that Mr. 
Foley and Mr. Harley do prepare, and bring in, the fame. 


The Clerk of the Crown attended, according to Or- 
der and amended the Return for the Borough of Ha/le- 
mere, in the County of Surrey. 


Sir Henry Pickering (according to Order) prefented to 
the Houfe a Bill for the cleanfing and digging the Shal- 
lows of the River Cham, from the Univerfity and Town 
of Cambridge unto Clayhive Ferry; and for making and 
erecting Sluices, and other Engines, on, and adjoining 
unto, the faid River: And the fame was received. 


Mr. Bromley, from the Commiffioners for taking the 
publick Accounts, prefented to the Houfe a Narrative or 
Reprefentation of their Proceedings, in relation to the 
Accounts of the Earl of Ranelagh, Paymafter of the 
Forces; which he read in his Place, and afterwards de- 
livered in at the Clerk’s Table; where the fame was read, 
and is as followeth ; viz. 


HEN your Commiffioners entered upon the Ex- 
W ecution of the Truft lodged in them by A& of 
Parliament, they applied themfelves, in the firft Place, 
to the Examination of the general Receipts and Iffues of 
the publick Revenue, for as long time paft, as, they fup- 
pofed, their Commiffion would allow, and to the In- 
fpection of the particular Management of thofe Offices 
ioxogh which the Treafure of the Nation is conveyed 
into the Exchequer; and though it is little more than 
Seven Months fince they were firit conflituted, and fome 
Time was neceflarily {pent in many previous Prepara- 
tions, before they could enter upon Bufinefs, as well as 
loft afterwards by that Interruption, which the calling of 
a new Parliament occafioned, yet they wil! in few Days 
be ready to make you a Report of their Proceedings upon 
thefe Matters. 

They refolved alfo to enquire into the Management of 
the Receipts at the Exchequer, and the Diftribution of 
the Money afterwards; but this being a large Field, and 
a Work of great Extent, they chofe chiefly to apply 
themfelves to the Two great Branches, the Army, and 
Navy; for the Services of which, 47,674,089/. 15. 354. 
have been paid to the feveral Treafurers and Paymatters, 
between the sth of November, 1688, and Michaelmas 
lait; of which the greateft Part has not been at all ac- 
counted for. 
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Of this Sum the Earl of Ranelagh, Paymafter of the 
Army, has received 19,518,452/. 45. 1d. 

Your Commifficners began, as early as they could, 
toc.ll upon his Lordhhip, and the other Officers concerned 
with the Army, for thofe Materials, they thought necef- 
fary, in order to the examining and ftating his Accounts ; 
and being very fenfible of his long Experience, and great 
Abilities, as well as of their own little Praétice in Things 
of this Nature, they endeavoured to collect fuch Papers, 


which your Commiffioners, taking into Confideration his 
Lordfhip’s great Care and Caution, and the Jealoufies, he 
feemed to have of them, directed the Books to be feale{ 
up, and no Ule to be made of them, till the Abftra&s 
had been examined and compared. 

His Lordfhip’s Clerks were fo uncertain in their Atten- 
dance, and fo often ill, or out of Town, that Three Weeks 
pafied before this could be finifhed ; and then, upon your 
Commiffioners [2] looking upon them, it foon appeared, 
they were in no Sort what they expected, or what his 





















and afk fuch plain Queftions, as mutt, if fairly complied 
with, and punctually anfwered, lay all open to their View. 

That your Commiffioners might the better judge, 
what was proper for them to afk of his Lordfhip, they 
writ to him, April the 15th, for a true Copy of his Com- 
miffion, together with fuch Inftructions, as he had at any 
Time received, for the Execution thereof. 

May the 15th, your Commiffioners iffued a Precept to 
his Lordfhip, for Accounts to be exhibited, on Tbur/day, 
the 25th of une, according to the Schemes they pre- 
fcribed him, of the Balance remaining in his Hands on 
the 5th of November, 1688, of all Money he had re- 
ceived, between that Time and the 25th of December, 
17013; of all Deductions made from the Regiments ; 
and alfo of all his Payments whatfoever. 

His Lordhhip, in Return to this Precept, brought to 
your Commiffioners general Abftra&ts of Accounts, with 
grofs Items of his Payments, and fuch, as were in no 
Refpect conformable to the Method they prefcribed; and, 
among other Things, his Lordfhip urging the great Pains, 
and Expence of Time it would require, to be fo particu- 
lar as they defired, that therefore the leat Trouble pof- 
fible might be given him, your Commiffioners only in- 
fifted, that he fhould make up for them fuch Regimental 
Accounts, to the laft of March, 1692, inclufive, as from 
that Time he had been obliged to do by A& of Parlia- 
ment. With this his Lordfhip was fometimes pleafed 
to fay, he would comply, and immediately afterwards to 
affirm it to be impracticable. They argued, that it wasim- 
poffible for him to make out Debentures, for clearing the 
Regiments to this Time, if he had not had all his Pay- 
ments vpon Account to them before him; and that the 
grofs Sums, delivered in to your Commiffioners, mutt 
arife from Particulars. At laft his Lordfhip owned, that 
in the Books of his Office they were contained, with all his 
Payments to, and for the U‘e of, the Forces, digefted re- 
gimentally. Much Time having been unprofitably {pent 
in Conferences and Letters, that no more might be loft, 
nor his Lordfhip put to the Trouble of picking (as he 
called it) thefe Payments out of his Leidger, they defired, 
he would pleafe to let them have the Originals, and pro- 
mifed to take that Labour off his Hands. 

His Lordfhip then began to difpute their Authority to 
require any of thefe Accounts, which had been laid before 
former Commiffioners, and fome of which had been paffed 
by the Auditors: Though your Commiffioners mutt beg 
Leave to obferve, that his Lordfhip had already brought 
them Abjftracts of thefe Accounts, and never difputed 
their Authority, till they called upon him to lay before 
them fuch further Particulars as they thought abfolutely 
neceffary for the perfect examining, and true ftating, of 
them; and that his laft Account, for 15 Months, end- 
ing the 31ft of March 1692, was not declared, till after 
they had fent to him for his Accounts, and a very few 
Days before he made his Return. 

That your Commiffioners might be able to judge 
whether the Leidgers, in his Lordfhip’s Office, would an- 
{wer what was expected from them, they fent, Zu/y the 
2d, a Member of this Commiffion, with one of the Ac- 
comptants, to infpect them; but his Lordfhip refufed to 
fuffer it, and, after taking more than Seven Weeks, to 
confult his Counfel (which he had promifed to do in Two 
or Three Days) whether, by Law, he was obliged to 
comply with what your Commiffioners had defired, at 
laft, Augu/t the 19th, he fent them Two Books, but at 
the fame Time acquainted them by Letter, that he 
thought it both reafonable, and neceffary, to take fuch 
Abftraéts as might readily inform him, what they con- 
tained, fhould any Misfortune happen to them: Upon 


Lordfhip had given them Reafon to believe they were, 
Thefe Difappointments difcouraged not your Commif- 
fioners, who defired his Lordfhip once more to give him- 
felf the Trouble of coming to them. With this he was 
pleafed to comply ;_ and they acquainted him, that they 
thought it impoffible for them to diicharge their Duty 
faithfully, and to your Satisfaction, unlcfs they had the 
Credits of the feveral Regiments more particularly {tated ; 
and unlefs he was pleafed to diftinguifh, what he paid in 
Cafh, and what he deducted for Poundage, Hofpital, 
Arms, Ammunition, Tranfportation, Bread, &c. His 
Lordfhip faid, that, if your Commiffioners would name 
any Regiment, he could foon give them fuch an Account 
of it: They then replied, if his Lordthip could do it in 
one Inftance, he muft be able, in a little more Time, to 
do it in all the reft; and preffing him for fuch Accounts, 
he thought ftagainto infift, that he was not obliged to give 
them any for this Time; but being afked, if that was his 
final Refolution, he faid, he would look for thofe Scraps of 
Paper (to ufe h's own Expreffion) which Mr. 4dot per- 
haps might have left behind him, and endeavour to give 
them Satisfaction. They let his Lordfhip know, he fhould 
have immediately a Precept to this Effect, from them; 
and accordingly, as foon as it could be dictated, and 
writ, it was difpatched to his Lordfhip’s Office ; buthehad 
juft before taken Coach, and was gone to Crenborne; and 
from that Time they have had no fuch Account from him. 
Notwithftanding all thefe Difficulties that your Com- 
miffioners have laboured under, from Delays, Negleéts, 
and imperfect Accounts, they have received from the 
Paymafter of the Army, and the little SatisfaGion they 
have met with, in their Enquiries, from thofe other Of- 
fices, that were chiefly inftituted, as Checks and Controls 
upon the Paymafter; yet, that nothing might be want- 
ing, on their Part, to difcharge the Truft repofed in them, 
they have examined, as well as they have been able, the 
Paymatter’s Accounts between the 1ft of Fanzary, 1687, 
and the laft of March, 1692; and though they cannot 
pretend [to prefent *] you with a perfect State of them, 
yet they fhall humbly lay before you, what Method they 
have taken, and what Obfervations have occurred to them 
upon the faid Accounts. 
They have examined the Earl of Ravelagh’s Charge, 
which appears to confift of the following Particulars: 
Balance due from the Accomptant at i, d. 
the Foot of the preceding Account. i 3985 13 8+ 
The Exchequer Charge 3838540 18 oF 
What his Lordhhip voluntarily charges 64,359 6 4 
Intereft receivedon Tallies, more than 
what his Lordfhip bringsto Account f +A EMRIS 
His Lordfhip’s Anfwer to the Charge of Intereft, re- 
ceived on Tallies, is, that thefe Tallies were affigned over 
to feveral Perfons, who received the Intereft; and there- 
fore he ought not to be charged withic. He alleges, 
that it has been his conftant Courfe to, write his Name up- 
on the Back of the Orders, without avy formal Affign- 
ment; that thefe Orders were then delivered to fuch as 
had a Right to receive them, with all the Intereft due 
from the Date of them; and that, upon Examination, ir 
appears, that when the Money due on fuch Orders, has 
been received at the Exchequer, Acquittances have been 
written over the Paymafter’s Name, as if he had received 
both Principal and Interett. Upon which, your Commif- 
fioners obferving what his Lordthjp afirmed, theythought 
it proper to write to him, to come prepared with Evidence, 
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* Thefe Words are fupplied from the Original Narrative, which is 
preferved among the Papers of this Seffjon. 
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to juftify this Anfwer to their Charge of Intereft; in 
Return to which his Lordfhip acquainted them, that Mr. 
Piceen, his Clerk, being out of Town, he could not fo 
foon be ready: And fince that Time they have never 
heard from him. _- 

Your Commiffioners have ftill charged him with this 
Intereft; and they beg Leave to take notice, that the 
Method his Lordfhip ufes in his Affignments of Tallies, 
appears to them a Practice very liable to Fraud, and 
capable of covering any ; and fince no Date of Affignment 
appears, nor other Name, but his Lordfhip’s, or his 
Agents, your Commiffioners conceive it their Duty to 
charge him with all Intereft received upon the fame. 

If they are right in thefe Particulars, then his Lordfhip’s 
Charge for this Time, as far as it has been in their Power 
to ftate it, amounts to 4344/. 8s. 3d. more, than he 
has made it. 

As to his Lordfhip’s Difcharge, they have at prefent, 
for the Reafons before mentioned, only thefe following 
Obfervations to lay before you: 

Firft, That all the Regiments, Troops, and Compa- 
nies, which were in the Service of the late King James, 
and which, it is notorious, had many popifh Officers and 
Soldiers in them, and were broke, and difperfed, upon 
the Earl of Fever/bam’s difbanding the Army on the 1 3th 
of December, 1688, are, by Warrant upon his Lordfhip’s 
Certificate of Debentures, paid compleat to feveral Days 
in January, February, March, and April, following. 

Secondly, That the Warrants, for feveral fuch Pay- 
ments, bear Date, fome a Year, others Two Years, 
after the faid Regiments, Troops, and Companies, were 
difbanded. 

Thirdly, That there are feveral Warrants, for paying 
compleat Numbers allowed on the Eftablifhment, not- 
withitanding any Defect in, or Want of, Mutfter-rolls. 

Fourthly, That there isa Warrant, dated the 17th of 
Ofober, 1689, tothe Auditors of the Imprefts, to allow 
his Lordfhip the Sum of 172,340/. which he had Dire- 
tion from his Majefty to pay to feveral Perfons, without 
Deduétions. The Auditors are not to charge the Perfons 
aforefaid with thefe Sums, or any Part thereof; his Ma- 


jefty referving the Examination of the particular Dif- 


burfements to himfelf, or to fuch as he fhall appoint 
for that Purpofe. 
Fifthly, That his Lordfhip difcharges himfelf of feveral 
Sums, paid for levying the Lord Mordaunt’s (now Earl of 
Peterborow) and Sir Fobn Guife his Regiments, although 
your Commiffioners find, one of the Articles in the Ac- 
count, laid before this Houfe, of the Charge the States 
General had been at in the Revolution, and upon which 
you paid them 600,000/. is for raifing the Regiments of 
the Lord Mordaunt, Sir Robert Peyton, Sir Fohn Guife, and 
others. And here your Commiffioners muft obferve, that 
the Earl of ZLeven’s Regiment is paid from the 5th of No- 
vember, 1688, the Earl of Monmouth’s, from the 1oth, 
and that of Colonel Lutterell’s, from the 23th, of the faid 
Month, though his late Majefty landed in England on the 
5th of November, Five Days before the Second, and Nine- 
teen Days before the laft. Befides, as to the Payment of 
15822. 25s. to the Earl of Monmouth, your Commiffioners 
find the Vouchers figned, and, they believe, writ, by the 
faid Earl himfelf; in which it is expreffed, that Part of 
this Sum was received from Mr. Row, Part from the 
Dutch Paymatter, and the reft from the Earl of Ranelagh: 
Now his Lordfhip hath furcharged himfelf with what 
was paid by Mr. Row, but not (as he ought to have 
done) with what was paid by the Dutch Paymatter. | 
Sixthly, That, whereas his Lordfhip difcharges himfelf 
of feveral Sums, paid by Warrant to Captain Mathew 
Smith, Captain Anthony Power, and Captain Heary Da- 
vies, and has paffed his Account for the fame, by Vouch- 
ers under their Hands, the faid Captains Swith and Da- 
vies have made pofitive Oaths, that their Hands are 
forged; and your Commiffioners have reafon to fufpeét, 
that Captain Powers’s Hand is fo too; and, as an unde- 
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niable Evidence of this Faét, in what concerns Captain 

Smith, it appears to your Commiffioners, that, after his 

Lordfhip had made ufe of the Voucher, in order to ftop 

a Complaint, which was coming into this Houfe, he made 

up Captain Smith’s Account, and paid him the Balance. 

Seventhly, That fome of his Lordfhip’s Vouchers for 
Payments are only loofe Papers, put into Warrants, with 
a Name, and nothing more, writ on them. 

Eighthly, That the Payments differ very much, in 
many Particulars, from the Eftablifhments: That there 
are Rafures in fome Warrants, and very extraordinary 
Payments directed in others ; of which your Commiffion- 
ers will give you the Inftances, when you pleafe to re- 
quire them. 

Ninthly, That his Lordfhip charges himfelf, for In- 
tereft received, 916/. due intermediately upon Tallies, 
transferred over to Sir Fofeph Herne: Your Commiffioners 
find a Warrant, figned by the late King, for allowing 
the Earl of Ranelagh this Sum, as paid to George Clark - 
Ejquire, for fecret Service, together with another Sum, 
paid to Rudolph Kien, of Two thoufand Pounds, without 
Account; and alfo a Privy Seal, dated the 18th of Fune 
laft, for the Auditor to allow his Lordthip the fame upon 
his Accounts: And, upon further Enquiry, it appears 
to your Commiffioners, that the faid Sum of 916/. (the 
only Intereft his Lordfhip brings to Account) was never 
paid, as is pretended, to George Clark Efquire, but his 
Name was only ufed in Truft tor his Lordfhip, who had 
the fame to his own proper Ufe. 

Tenthly, That, whereas his Lordfhip difcharges him- 
felf by Payments to Colonel Cunningham, and to Lieu- 
tenant Colonel St. Zohn, each 2000/. your Commiffioners 
are not very well fatisfied with his Lordfhip’s Vouchers 
for the fame, and are making further Enquiry into that 
Matter; but, in the mean time, they think themfelves 
obliged to acquaint you, that Colonel Cunningham hath 
made Oath, that he re-paid to the Earl of Ranelagh 
1500/. or thereabouts, in Part of the 2000/, which had 
been imprefted to him; and this, your Commiffioners 
conceive, his Lordfhip ought to have furcharged him- 
felf with. 

To their Obfervations, upon thefe Accounts, your 
Commiffioners have only this further to add, that the 
Earl of Ranelagh makes the Balance of his Account, due 
to himfelf, 185,268/. 145. od. 

The Army was cleared to the laft of March, 1692; 
and therefore your Commiffioners made this the Firft 
Period of Time for their examining the Paymafter’s Ac- 
counts. They have not been able to proceed much fur- 
ther upon thofe which follow, and which feem to be 
laid before them very confufed and imperfect; for, up- 
on the little Infpection they have made into them, they 
obferve, his Lordfhip’s Difcharges are generally by Pay- 
ments of grofs Sums, upon Account:

As your Commiffioners, from thefe and other the like 
Inftances, fee, that thefe fubfequent Accounts are as ex- 
traordinary, and no lefs imperfect, than the former; fo 
they have great Reafon to apprehend, that when they 
fhall call upon his Lordfhip, to lay others before them, 
in fuch a Method as they conceive moft neceffary for 
their due examining and {tating of them, it cannot be com- 
plied with; becaufe, when they fent Two of their own 
Members with a Precept to his Lordfhip, to fee whether 
he had kept fuch a Regifter of his regimental Accounts, 
as he was required to do by a Claufe in an Act, paffed in 
the 4th and 5th of the late King and Queen (for punifh- 
ing Officers and Soldiers, who fhall mutiny or defert) and

Freeholders, in the like Manner ; reprefenting me as unfit 
to fit in the Houfe, threatening them with the Bifhop’s 
Difpleafure ; and faid, they might as well vote for the 
Prince of Wales, as for me.

Sir, no Man hath the Command of Fortune, but every 
Man hath Virtue at his Will; and though I may not al- 
ways be fo fuccefsful in your Service, as upon this Expe- 
dition, yet I will prefume to affure you, I fhall never be 
more faulty. 

I muft repeat my Inability to exprefs myfelf upon this 
Occafion ; but as I have a due Senfe of the great Honour, 
the Houfe hath been pleafed to do me, {fo I fhall always 
retain a due and grateful Memory of it; and though my 
‘Duty and Allegiance are {trong Obligations upon me, 
to do my beft in the Service of my Country, yet I fhall 
always take this as a particular Tye upon me, to do 
Right and Juftice to your Service upon-all.Occafions. 


Mr. Speaker acquainted the Houfe, that there had been 
with him, this Morning, the Prolocutor of the Lower 
Houfe of Convocation, and alfo the Dean of Canterbury, 
Archdeacon Oftley, and Mr. Moor ; and brought him the 
following Order ; viz.

Mr. Bromley (according to Order) reported, from the 
Committee of Privileges and Ele¢tions, the Matter, as it 
appeared to the faid Committee, upon the Petition of the 
Earl of Sandwich, and the Kefolutions of the Committee 
thereupon ; which he read in his Place, and afterwards 
delivered in at the Clerk’s Table ; where the fame were 
read, and are, as follow; viz. 

Upon the Petition of the Earl of Sandwich, praying, 
that he might not be hindered proceeding in Chan- 
‘cery by any Privilege of Parliament of Sidney Wort- 
ley, Efquire, for the Matters therein fet forth : 

That the Committee had heard Counfel on both Sides ; 

and that the Counfel for the Earl ftated his Cafe thus: . 

That the late Earl, his Father, did, by his Will, make 
feveral Executors, of whom Mr. Wortley is the only acting 
Survivor. 

That he devifed feveral Legacies, and, among others, 
50/1. to Mr. Wortley, and made him only an Executor in 
Truft for the Refiduum ; and that the Earl of Sandwich 
enjoyed fome Goods, Part of this perfonal Eftate ; but an 
Aétion hath been lately brought by Mr. Wortley for the 
fame, and a Verdié& obtained ; upon which the Earl of 
Sandwich hath been advifed to bring his Bill in Chancery, 
to ftop. Proceedings at Common Law, and to have this 
Matter fettled there: He has alfo brought another Bill in 
Chancery, for Mr. Wortley to account, as a Truftee. 

That the Counfel for Mr. Wortley acknowledged the 
late Earl of Sandwich’s Will, and the Cafe, upon that, to 
be, as ftated, only with this Difference: that the Refi- 
duum was to be divided betwixt this Earl, and his Bro- 
ther, Mr. Richard Mountague,; to whofe Share he is now 
entitled in his own Right, as his Executor. That, out of 
Refpect to the Earl, Mr. Wortley let him have fome of 
the beft Goods, but took Security, from him, of 1000 /. 
for them. That he brought his Action, and recovered 
710/, but the Earl infifting on his Privilege, he has had 
no Benefit of the Verdict. 

To this Mr. Saunderfon was called ; who faid, he fpoke 
tothe Earl’s Attorney, who would not fay, the Earl waved 
his Privilege ; and therefore they deferred going to Trial, 
till Privilege was out. He did not fpeak with the Earl, 
and cannot direétly fay, that what his Attorney faid, was 
by his Order. They further alleged, that Mr. Wortley has 
now a Right of his own, and therefore is not barely a 
Truftee: That the Earl has given a Releafe, as to his 

; Father’s 
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Father’s Will; and one of the Bills in Chancery calls in 
quetion the Validity of Mr. Richard Mountague’s Will 
which is to defeat what Mr. Wortley claims in his own 
hight. 

Frinat the Counfel for the Earl of Sandwich denied his 
having infilted on his Privilege, and, in his Name, de- 
clared his waving it in all Suits with Mr. Wortle.. They 
faid, if there is any Releafe, it was obtained unduly, and 
by Surprize, and one of the Bills in Chancery is to be re- 
lieved againit its and that, by the other, he only defires 
a jutt and fair Account of the Truft kL ftate. 

And that, upon the whole, the Committee came to 
thefe Refelutions ; viz.

Mr. Bromley alfo reported, from the faid Committee of 
Privileges and Eleétions,. the Matter, as it appeared to 
them, touching the Election for the Borough of Colchefter 
in the County of Effex, and the Refolutions of the Com- 
mittee thereupon ; which he read in his Place, and after- 
wards delivered in at the Clerk’s Table; where the fame 
were read; and ate as follow, v’z. 

Upon the Petitions of fobn Potter, Efquire, and of fe- 
vera] Freemen of the Borough of Colcbefter, complain- 
ing, that Sir J/aac Rebow and his Agents, by treating 
and corrupt Practices, did procure feveral of the Elec- 
tors to vote for him at the laft Election; as alfo upon 
the Petition of feveral other tree Burgeffes of the faid 
Borough, complaining of the like ill Practices by Sir 
Thomas Cook, and his Agents: 

That the Committee began with the Two firft. 

And it was admitted, that Sir Tfaac Rebow had the Ma- 
jority, on the Poll, of Mr. Potter; but infifted, that fe- 
veral Voters were procured by Threats, and corrupt Prac- 
tices: And to prove this, the Petitioner’s Counfel called 
feveral Witneffes : 

Some of which faid, that Fobn Weely, 

Bete} Baad aan Fofeph Pierce, and An- 

thony Hill, were bufy Men for Sir [aac 

Rebow; and that they went from Houfe to Houfe, to afk 
Votes for him. 

That Weely and Hill promifed to help Cornelius Worren 
Vor. XIV. 
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to a Loom’s Work: That Fo/eph Prerce faid he fhould 
carry Sir J/aac Rebow in the Chair; or, that he fhould 
have a Crown, if he did not: That, the Day before the 
Eleétion, he was in Company with Sir /uae Rebow, and 
others, and flaid an Hour with them, and drank Wine, 
without paying for it: That, the Day of the Eleétio», he 
went to the Red Lion, being invited thither by Jofeph 
Pierce ; that be was drinking there an Hour and hali, 
but was not then afked for hs Vote. It was teftified by 
feveral Witnefies, produced by the Petitioners (and not 
contradicted by Sir J/faac Rebow’s Witnefles) that the Red 
Lion was a Place of general Entertainment on the Day of 
Election, many going thither, and eating and Crinking 3 
only, that it was alleged by the latter, that thofe who 
eat and drank there, paid for what they had, and were 
not treated by Sir J/aac Rebow, or his Agents: And there- 
fore fome were caled, to tcftify, that they were at the 
Red Lion, aud cid not pay. 

, One Witnefs faid, he laid down 2 d. at 
Daniel Browne,\ his firft coming there, though his Share 
rl all in the Reckoving came to more. It ap- 
Fobn Soby on, | peared, fome of thefe voted for Sir Thoin .s 

Cook, as wellas for Sir //eac Rebow; and 
Abraham Lovegate acknowledged, that, on the Eleétion 
Day, he was invited by Hil/, who appeared for Sir Tho- 
ms Cook, to the Queen’s Head, and did not pay. Wii- 
liam Fobnfon faid, that, going out of the Red Lion, Fo- 
Jeph Pierce {poke to him, faying, he hoped he would give 
his Vote for Sir //aac;'and then he went in, and drank 
again, The Two ‘Yobnfons received 5 5. a-piece, about 
Three Weeks before the Election (they think) by Sir 
Tho. Cock’s Order, but faid, this was what they look’d 
upon as due to them ever fince the preceding EleCtion, 
they having carried him in the Chair, and received no- 
thing before for it. 

Fames Aldway, another Witnefs, faid, that Fo/eph 
Pierce treated him at the Red Lion, and defired his Vote 
for Sir l/aac Rebow. 

Fane Swan, a Maid Servant, that lived at the Red L‘on, 
teftified, that Fohn Wee'y, and Edmond Fobnfin promited 
to fee her Miftrefs paid the Reckoning. 

That the Counfel for Sir J/aac Rebow infifted, that 
every one paid their Share in the Reckoning at the Red 
Lion; and called Witnefies, who faid, 

That the Reckoning was chalked to eve-

ig eagle only Ale, and Bread and Cheefe ; and every 

Geo Wood, Man, as far as they obferved, paid his own 

Ben. Howell, (Share; and one of the Witneffes gathered 
4 or 5 /. of the Reckoning, 

Fobn Sheldrake f{aid, That he faw fohn Weely and Fo/eph 
Pierce give 205. to Four Men, ‘Two Days before the 
Election, to vote for Sir J/aac Rebsw. 

Samuel Deacon faid, he lived at I;/wich; and Mr. Suel- 
ling, of Ipjwich, fent for him, and defired him to go to 
Coich fier, and vote for Sir I/aac Rebow, and carry what 
Friends he could with him, and not Jet them want Money, 
Meat, or Drink: And he faid, one Samuel Crockett had 
35. 6d, and another 15, by Sir //aac Rebow'’s Order, be- 
ing poor, and having nothing to entertain theméelves : 
Which was owned by Crockett. 

James Betts, another, faid, that the Night Sir To. 
Cook came to Town, feveral were drinking at the King’s 
Head, and Tho. Thompson offered to give 20 Crowns to 
20 Men, that would vote for Sir [faze Rebcw. 

Sir Jfaac Rebow’s Counfel called one Abrabam Dutch, 
to fpeak to the Reputation of James Betts; who affirmed, 
that Betts had faid, fpeaking of his giving Evidence to 
the Committee, that he would fwear right or wrong: 
But Dutch being afked particularly to this Matter, owned 
himfelf to have been prefent, when Thompfon pulled Mo- 
ney out of his Pocket, and faid, ‘* Here is 20 Crowns 
for 20 Men, to vote fur Sir Ijaac Rebow.” 

Abrabam Wyat {poke to the Reputation of Fobn Shel- 
drake. 

And that, upon this Evidence, the Committee came 
to thefe Refolutions: 


L, Refelved 
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Refelved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 

hat the Agents of Sir I/aac Rebow have been guilty of 
Treating, and other corrupt Practices, in order to procure 
the faid Sir I/aac Rebow to be elected a Burgefs, to ferve 
in Parliament for the Borough of Cofchefter, in the County 
of Effex. 

Refolued, That it is the Opinion cf this Committee, 
That Sir J/aac Rebow is not duly elected a Burgets, to ferve 
in Parliament for the faid Borough of Colcbefer. 

That then the Committee proceeded to hear the Evi- 
dence upon the Petition againft Sir To. Cook. 

And firft, to prove who were Agents to Sir Thomas 

Cook, they called a Witneis ; who faid, 
Sih Bia That Alderman Boyce, Ben. Cock, 
William Hawdins. with others, went out to meet Sir Tho- 
mas Cook, when he came to Colchefter : 
And another faid, that they both defired his Vote for Sir 
Thomas Cook. He {poke alfo to feveral Sums of Money, 
due from Sir Thomas Cook, upon Account of the former 
Election; which were promifed a little before, though 
not paid till fome Days after, this Election. 

That the Counfel infifted, that there had been Treat- 
ing on Sir Thomas Cook’s Behalf ; and called feveral Wit- 
nefles, to prove it. 

William Hawkins, one of them, faid, Mr. Potter gave 
hima Shilling, to drink his Health ; and put him in mind, 
to keep clofe to Sir Thomas Cock. That, the Night before 
the Election, he gave Notice to feveral, to meet at Alder- 
man Cox’s, and other Houfes ; where a great many that 
voted for Sir Thcmas Cook and Mr. Potter, were enter- 
tained, and fome that voted for Sir I/aac Rebow. 

Thomas Smith, another, faid, that Sir 740. Cook’s Friends 
were alfo entertained at Alderman Boyce’s, and Widow 
Cox’s, on the Election Day: And Samuel Woodall {aid fur- 
ther, that thofe, who drank there, did not pay; and that 
Brown declared, he had Order to give every one of Sir 
Thomas Cook’s Friends a Flagon of Drink. 

Abraham Byer, another, faid, he was at the White Hart, 
and the Queen’s Head, on the Election Day ; and that fe- 
veral of Sir Tho, Ccok’s Voters were entertained in both 
Places. 

George Wood, another Witnefs, faid, Fobn Cox profered 
him a Loom’s Work, to poll for Sir Tho. Cook; and Mr. 
Potter gave him 1 5. to poll for Sir To. Cook, and himfelf 5 
which 1 5, was {topped afterwards out of his Wages, be- 
caufe he voted for Sir Tho. Cock and Sir Ifaac Rebow. 

Richard Howell, another, faid, that, the Morning of the 
Election, he believed there were about 16 of Sir Thomas 
Cook’s Friends at the Shoulder of Mutton: and one /Vall 
advifed him to give a fingle Vote for Sir Tomas Cook, and 
gave him a by Chain, and faid, he would pay the Reckon- 
ing: Himfelf voted for Sir J/aac; but, he faid, the reft 
voted, or promifed to vote, for Sir Tho. Cook. 

Ja. Morris, another, faid, he came from Chelmsford to 
Colchefier, to vote for Sir Thomas Cook and Mr. Potter, and 
had half a Crown given him by Mr. Potter, for the Charges 
of his Journey. 

Others, viz. Fon Hedgetherne, Andrew Muffon, {poke 
again to their receiving 5 5. a-piece, not long before this 
Election, for having carried Sir Tho, Cook in the Chair at 
the former Eleéction. 

And that, upon the whole Matter, the Committee came 
to thefe Refolutions: 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That Sir Thomas Cook is duly elected a Burgefs, to ferve 
in Parliament for the Borough of Colchefer, in the County 
of Effex. 

Rejelved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That Foba Potter, Efquire, is not duly elected a Burgefs, 
to ferve in Parliament for the faid Borough of Colchejter. 

The faid feveral Refolutions being feverally read a Se- 
cond time, the fame were, upon the Queftion feverally put 
thereupon, agreed unto by the Houfe.. 

Refoved, That the Charge of Sir [aac Rebow againtt 
Sir Thomas Cook, a Member of this Houfe, for Bribery, 
is falfe, and groundlefs. 


Ordered, That Fceba Weely, Agent for Sir [aac Rebow, 
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for his corrupt Practices, in endeavouring to procure the 
faid Sir J/aac Rebow to be elected a Burgefs for the faid 
Borough of Colchejter, be taken into the Cuftody of ‘the 
Serjeant at Arms attending this Houle. 


Mr. Bromley alfo reported from the faid Committee of 
Privileges and Elections, the Matter, as it appeared to 
them, touching the Election for the Borofigh of Wendover, 
in the County of Bucks, and the Refolutions of the Com- 
mittee thereupon ; which he read in his Place, and after- 
wards delivered in at the Clerk’s Table; where the fame 
were read; and are as follow, w/z. 

Upon the Petition of Richard Crawley, Efquire, com- 
plaining of an undue Election and Return of Sir Ro- 
ger Hill, to ferve for the Borough of Wendcver : 

That the Poll was agreed to ftand thus: 

For Sir Roger Hill, 8g. 
For Mr. Crawley, 76. 

That the Right of Election was agreed to be in the In- 
habitants, being Houlekeepers, and not receiving Alms 
within a Year, 

That the Petitioner’s Counfel infifted, there was great 
Partiality in the Conftable, Mr. Ginger ; and that they 
fhould object to feveral, that voted for Sir Roger Hill, ei- 
ther becaufe they were not Inhabitants and Houlekeep- 
ers, or becaufe their Votes were obtained by Corruption 
and indirect Praétices. 

That, in the firft place, they offered Evidence, to prove 
the Conftable an Agent to Sir Roger Hill, and partial ; 
and to that they called feveral Witnefles ; v#z. 

George Humpbryes, Phil. Hughes, Fames Hayward, Fchn 
Sly, Thomas Davy, Mr. Sheldon, Mr. Boheme, who {poke 
to his ordering Drink to be drawn, to entertain Sir Ro- 
ger Hill’s Friends; to his taking an Account of what 
Drink was drawn on Sir Roger Hill’s Account ; to his put- 
ting a Man into a Houfe, that promifed to vote for Sir 
Roger Hill, and telling him, he fhould pay no Rent; to 
the appointing the Friends only of the Sitting Members 
to attend the Court; to his refufing any Scrutiny or Ex- 
amination of the Poll, and to his declaring, he would re- 
turn Right or Wrong. 

That then the Petitioner’s Counfel proceeded to their 
Exceptions to feveral who voted for Sir Roger Hill. 

And, as Six of them, it appeared, they only came to 
Wendover, by Certificates from other Parifhes. 

And a Queftion arifing betwixt the Counfel, whether 
they were {uch Inhabitants as were entitled to vote; the 
Committee came to this Refolution : 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That Perfons coming by Certificate to live in the Bo- 
rough of Wendover, have not thereby a Right to vote for 
the Election of Members, to ferve in Parliament for the 
{aid Borough. 

That the Perfons coming to Wendover, by Certificate, 
were Fchn Stevens, Fobn Crofts, Rich. Chamile, Fobn Foun- 
taine, H. Holmes, Fofeph Hughes. 

Thomas Duffie faid, that, as to Fofeph Hughes, one of 
them, he was, abour a Fortnight after Michaelmas was 
12 Months, made an Headborough, and had now ferved 
a Year in that Office. 

A Witnefs was called, who faid, that he did not believe 
Fames Dancer was an Houfekeeper ; but that he lived with 
his Sifter. It was proved, he had voted at feveral Elec- 
tions, though with a Quere. 

Then another was objected to, as being an excommu- 
nicated Perfon. * Ss 

Mr. Sheldon, another, faid, That Daurtey’s Mother has 
told him, She was the Houfekeeper, and not her Son. 

Mr. Bobeme, ‘okn Aldridge, {poke to Henry Bening: 
That he was a melancholy Man, and {carce compos mentis ; 
that his Vote was carried by others to the Place of Polling, 
he being at fome Diftance from it ; and that he only named 
Mr. Hampden: Thovgh a Witneis for the Siting Mem- 
ber faid, he named Hiz/l, fhort. 

Fames Hayward, the Excifeman, faid, that Zohn Nafp, 
and others, to the Number of 18, who had not ufed to 
draw Drink (unlefs fome of them at Fairs) and were un- 

licenfed, 
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licenfed, had drawn Drink for Sir Roger Hill; but could 
not fay, it was after the Writs came out. 

Thomas Harding faid, he was 407. the worfe, for being 
for Mr. Crewiey the lat time, but fhould be now. the bet- 
ter for his Vote. 

Thomas Duffle —That Fobn Sly came Three Weeks or a 
Month before the Election, and went away before the 
Election. 

That Robert Cawdry came a little before the Election, 
and went away foon after. ; 

That Robert Beefon came to the Town about a Fort- 
night or Three Weeks before the Eleétion. 

That, as to Charles Woctton, it is generally thought, 
the greateft Part of the Houfe where he lives, is his Sif 
ter’s. 

Thomas Stevens,—T hat Matthew Stevens was no Houfe- 
keeper, but lives with his Mother. — 

Another faid, that William Smith’s Wife had received 
18d. from the Overfeers of the Poor, in the Month of 
April, 1702 5 but it was faid, the lived from her Hufband, 
and that her Hufband was not in the Poor’s Book. 

The Nonage of Thomas Davall was objected to; and a 
Certificate produced, that he was baptized the 27th Fuly, 
168". 

That Sir Roger Hili’s Counfel infitted, that Edward 
Neighbour, and Machel, had polled for the fame Houfe.

II. for the well governing and regulating of 
Corporations, they ought to have received the Sacrament, 
according to the Rites of the Church of England, within 
One Year before they are elected Burgeffes. The Coun- 
fel faid, they fhould, on his Head, object to feveral , viz.

= William More, another, teftified, he had heard the 
Mayor fay, that he would make none Burgeffes, that were 
not Diffenters from the am’s Teat; for if they chofe 
Churchmen, they would be always againft them. 

‘That it alfo appeared, by the Teftimony of the Wit- 
nefies, that, according to this Conftitution of the Corpo- 
ration, the Mayor fummoned the Burgeffes to do every 
Corporation Aét ; that they had all a Right to come to 
thefe Meetings; that 16 muft be prefent, to make any 
A& valid; and that, at fuch Meetings, they let Leafes, 
and made By-laws, for the better Government of the Cor- 
poration.

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That the Petitioners Counfel faid, that no Perfons ought 
to be made free of the Borough of Zaft Retford, but the 
Sons of Freemen, and fuch as had ferved Seven Years Ap- 
prenticefhip within the Borough ; and that the younger, 
as well as the eldeft, Sons of Freemen, and fuch as had 
ferved Apprenticefhip within the Borough, had a Right 
to their Freedom ; and that others, living in the Borough, 
but not Foreigners, might be made Freemen by Re. 
demption. 

The Sitting Members Counfel faid, that the eldeft Sons 
only of Freemen, and fuch, as had ferved Apprenticefhip 
within the faid Borough, had a Right to demand their 
Freedom; but that the Corporation had a Power to make 
whom they pleated free, as well Perfons living without the 
Borough, as Perfons that lived within the Borough, if 
they thought fit. 

That the Committee firft examined, what Power the 
Corporation had to make Foreigners free ; and called fe- 
veral Witneffes : 

Richard Bunby, Wm. Nicholls, Wm. Bunby, Wm. Smith; 
who faid, they had been acquainted with Eaf Retford 17, 
20, and 40, Years, and did not know any Inftances of 
Foreigners being made free ; yet they acknowledged, Sir 
Edw. Nevill was elected Alderman, and Sir Willoughby 
Hickman, though not refident, was a Burgeds. 

That the Counfel for the Sitting Members infifted, that 
this Matter had been determined for them by Vote of 
this Houfe. ‘Then they produced Two Orders in the 
Town-books; the Firft, 6° Zacodi I. that no Foreigner 
fhould be made free, under 205. Fine to the Corpora- 
tion; and an Admittance of a Perfon to his Freedom, 
6 E. VI. he paying 205. pro libero fuo. 

That they alfo called fome Witneffes. 

Thomas Rawfon, one, ifaid, he was made free of Eaf 
Retford, and did not live there; and paid for his Free- 
dom, in all, 5/. and that he lived with Sir Edward Nevill, 
who was alfo made free. 

John Reynolds, another, confirmed his Teftimony, as to 
his Freedom. Evidence was alfo given of feveral Foreign- 
ers, made free about 17 Years fince. 

To this it was replied, That Sir Edward Nevill was en- 
titled to be a free Burgefs, as he had ferved in Parliament 
for the Corporation : And it appeared by the Return, that 
he was elected a Burgefs, to ferve in Parliament, 31 Car. II. 
and was not made an Alderman till 32 Car. II. 

The making feveral Foreigners free, in the late King 
ames Reign, was not denied; but they faid, they look- 
ed upon them to be very irregular. 

And that, upon this Matter, the Committee came to 
this Refolution : 

Refolved, ‘That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That Perfons not inhabiting in the Borough of Eaf Ret- 
ford, inthe County of Nottingham, are incapable of being 
made free of the faid Borough by Redemption. | 

Upon this Head, it was affirmed, that they took off 
36, who lived in the Counties of Nottingham, Derby, and 
York, and were made free foon after the Jate King’s Death. 

That the Counfel for the Sitting Members admitted 33. 

The Petitioners Counfel then excepted to Three others; 
viz. to Mr. Thorubagh junior, as being made free, and 
no Inhabitant ; and to the Sitting Members, voting both 
for themfelves, and each for the other. 

That the next thing, the Petitioners Counfel proceeded 
on, was to add feveral to their own Poll. 

Then Witneffes were called; viz. 

Villiam Smith, William Nicholls; who fpake to the 
making free of Fobn Leary, fohn Colton, and Tho. Bony- 
vant, by Bailiff Popplewell : One was a Freeman’s eldeft 
Son, another a younger, and the laft had ferved an Ap- 
prenticefhip, which entitled them all to demand their Free- 
dom; but they, and Popplewell himfelf, were refufed to 
be polled for the Petitioners. . 
William Woodbead, Others, that had a Right to their Free- 
Jeet akin” dom, were refufed to be admitted, and 
The. Sibly. not fuffered to vote, as they defired, for the 

Sitting Members. 
That the Counfel for the Sitting Members infifted, that 
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the Freemen pretended to be made by Popplewell, were 
not duly made. 

And Mr. Clayton, the Steward, faid that the fenior 
Bailiff had ordered him to adjourn the Court; and that 
his Deputy only attended Mr. Popplewell, when they were 
made free. 

The Disfranchifement of Popplewell was alfo produced ; 
in which one Reafon given, was, for making thefe Free- 
men. 

The Petitioners alfo called Evidence, as to the Right of 
younger Sons to their Freedom. 

Tho. Moody, Threefcore Years old, and upwards, faid, 
he was a younger Son, and he, and his Two younger Bro- 
thers, were made free. 

Wm. Moody, the elder Brother, teftified the fame; and, 
as he has heard, Three of the Smiths, and Three of the 
Coltons, were made free. 

William Bunby, Robert Mafon, Two younger Sons, faid, 
they were fummoned to take their Freedom, and were 
made free. One faid, he paid a Noble ; the other, 55. 40d. 
Court Fees. 

And * Nicholls faid, that he heard Alderman Tonfeall, 
deceafed, fay about 3 or 4 Years ago, upon the Demand 
of a younger Son to be made free, that it had been the 
Cuftom, for younger Sons to be made free, but it fhould 
be fo no longer. 

That the Sitting Members Counfel excepted to fome 
of the Petitioners Voters. 

Wm. Booth faid, That Robert Bibby and Tho. Clark had 
received Wharton’s Charity ; viz. 205. in Fune latt. 

Matth. Boxted {aid, That William Buttery and Martin 
Colton did each of them, as he himfelf, receive 205. a 
Year, at Two Payments, being a Gift of 3/. to Three 
ancient Men; but that he paid to Church and Poor: And 
he could not fay Martin Colton received any thing from 
the Parifh; and they voted in other Matters belonging 
to the Corporation. 

That fome Witneffes were alfo called againft the Right 
of younger Sons to be madefree. 

Mr. Reynolds faid, That he knew Richard Calton, a 
younger Son, made free, 22 or 23 Years ago, and paid 
a Fine. 

Mr. Clayton, the Steward, and Wm. Feffop, who had 
gone through all Offices, faid, they never knew the 
younger Sons of Freemen made free, without paying a 
Fine, unlefs they had ferved Apprenticefhips. 

That they read Two Entries in their Books: That 
William Woodroffe paid a Fine of 40s. and Fra. Woodroffe 
paid alfo a Fine. 

That they defired a Refolution of this Houfe, the laft 
Parliament, might be read; in which the Houfe agreed 
with the Committee, That the younger Sons had not a 
Right to their Freedom. 

And that, upon the whole, the Committee came to thefe 
Refolutions : 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That all the Sons of Freemen of the Borough of Eaft Ret- 
ford have a Right to the Freedom of the faid Borough. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That Fobn Thornbagh, Efquire, is not duly elected a Bur- 
gefs to ferve in Parliament for the Borough of Zaft Ret- 
ford. in the County of Nottingham. 

Rejolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That Thomes White, Efquire, is not duly eleéted a Bur- 


gefs to ferve in Parliament for the faid Borough of Eaf 


Retford. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That Sir Willoughby Hickman, Baronet, is duly elected a 
Burgefs to ferve in Parliament for the faid Borough of 
Eaft Retford. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That William Levinz, Efquire, is duly elected a Burgefs, 
to ferve in Parliament ‘for the faid Borough of Eaft Ret- 


ford. 


The Firft Refolution being read a Second time. 
And the Queftion being put, That the Houfe do agree 
with the Committee in the faid Refolution, That Perfons 
not, 
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inhabiting in the Borough of Eaf Retford in the 
rave of Nottingham, are incapable of being made free 
of the faid Borough by Redemption; 

The Houle divided: 

The Noes go forth: 

Tellers for the Yeas, 
Sir Matthew Dudley, i oe. 
Mr. Kuatchbull : 

Tellers for the Noes, 

Mr. Woollajton, ; 86. 
Sir ‘fobn Holland: 

So it was refolved in the Affirmative. 

The reft of the Refolutions, being feverally read a 
Second time, were, upon the Queftion feverally put 
thereupon, agreed unto by the Houfe. 

Ordered, That the Clerk of the Crown do attend this 
Houfe upon Monday Morning next, to amend the Re- 
turn for the Borough of Eaf Retford, in the County of 
Nottingham, by rafing out the Names of John T. hornbagh, 
Efquire, and Thomas White, Efquire, and inferting Sir 
Willoughby Hickman, Baronet, and Wm. Levinz, inftead 
thereof. ; 

An ingroffed Bill for preventing occafional Confor- 
mity, was (according to Order) read the Third time. 

An Amendment was propofed to be made to the Bill, 
Prefs * L. * by inferting, “ and by the Authority of the 
fame” : 

And the fame was, upon the Queftion put thereupon, 
agreed unto by the Houfe; and the Bill amended at the 
‘Table accordingly. : 

Refolved, That the Bill do pafs ; and that the Title be, 
An Aé& tor preventing occafional Conformity. _ 

Ordered, That Mr. Bromley do carry the Bill to the 
Lords, and defire their Concurrence thereunto. 


And then the Houfe adjourned till Monday Morning, 
Nine a Clock.

Mr. Topham (according to Order) prefented to the 
Houfe a Bill to enable Charles Aldworth, Efquire, to fell 
fome other Lands and Tenements, than his Father fettled, 
for raifing his Daughters Portions, and Payment of his 
Debts, thofe fettled being not fufficient for that Purpofe: 
And the fame was received.

Mr. Conyers (according to Order) prefented to the 


Houfe a Bill for continuing the Duties upon Coals, Culm, 
and Cinders: And the fame was received. 


The Bill was read the Firft time. 
Refolved, That the Bill be read a Second time. 


The Clerk of the Crown attended, and (according to 
Order) amended the Returns for the Borough of Wilton, 
in the County of Wilts, and for the Borough of Eaft Ret- 
ford, in the County of Nottingham. 


Mr. Comptroller of her Majefty’s Houfhold reported, 
that the Committee, appointed to attend the Earl of Marle- 
borough with the Thanks of this Houfe, for the great and 
fignal Services, by him performed for this Nation, had at- 
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tended his Lordfhip accordingly ; and that thereupon his 
Lordfhip expreffed himfelf to this Effe& ; viz. 

That nothing could add to the Satisfaction, he took in 
the Queen’s moft gracious Acceptance of his hearty and 
fincere Endeavours for the publick Service, but the oblig- 
ing and favourable Senfe, which this Houte is pleafed to 
exprefs of them; of which Honour no Man can be more 
truly fenfible, than himfelf: That our Succefs is chiefly 
to be imputed to God’s Bleffing upon her Majefty’s hap- 


py Conduct, and the great Bravery of her own Troops, 
and thofe of her Allies. 


A Bill for granting a Supply to her Majefty, by feve- 
ral Duties impofed upon Malt, Mum, Cyder, and Perry, 
was (according to Order) read a Second time. 

Refolved, That the Bill be committed to a Committee 
of the whole Houfe. 

Refolved, That this Houfe will, upon I’riday Morning 
next, refolve itfelf into a Committee of the whole Houfe, 
upon the faid Bill. 


Mr. Speaker acquainted the Houfe, that the Two 
Truttees for the Jri/s Forfeitures, who are in Town, had 
been with him, and informed him, that their Papers are 
now come, and that they are ready to attend, when the 
Houfe will pleafe to appoint them. 

Ordered, That the faid Two Truftees do attend this 
Houfe upon Wednefday Morning next, with fuch Papers, 
as they have to lay before the Houte. 


The Earl of Ranelagh (according to Order) prefented 
to the Houfe his Anfwer to the Narrative, and Objec- 
tions, of the Commiffioners for taking the Publick Ac- 
counts, relating to his Accounts; and the fame was read, 
and is, as followeth; viz. 


The Anfwer of Richard Earl of Ranelagh, Paymatter- 
general of her Majefty’s Forces, €c. to the Narra- 
tive, and Objections, relating to his Accounts, con- 
tained in a Paper, under the Hands and Seals of 
the Seven Commiffioners of Accounts, and by them 
delivered to this honourable Houfe on Wednefday, 
the 11th Day of this inftant November, 1702. 


THE faid Paymafter, in the Firft Place, returns his 
humble Thanks to this Houfe, for their having or- 


dered him a Copy of the faid Narrative, &c. and a Time 
to anfwer it. 

In the next Place, he muft fay, that he cannot but think 
himfelf very unhappy, to fall under fo fevere Animadver- 
fions, as are contained in the faid Narrative, after his 
having been 17 Years in his Office, without any material 
Objection made to his Management, either by the Six 
former Commiffions of Accounts, or by any other Per- 
fon whatfoever. 

In the 3d Place, he muft obferve to this honourable 
Houle, that his Office of Paymafter is altogether minifte- 
rial: That, though, by Virtue of it, he hath received 
vaft Sums of the publick Revenue, no lefs than One-and- 
twenty Millions, and upwards, between the 1ft of Fa- 
nuary, 1685, and this Day, yet he hath no Power to iffue 
the fame, but according to Eftablifhments, Regulations 
of Subfiftence, and Warrants figned by the Crown, or 
according to the Directions of the Lord High Treaturer, 
or Commiffioners of the Treafury: That he never re- 
ceives any Money from the Exchequer, but by Orders of 
the Treafury; and moft commonly, if not always, the 
Ufes to which the Sum, fo ordered, is to be applied, — 
are particularly fet down and exprefled in the fame 
Order. 

In the 4th Place, he muft obferve, that, during the 
faid Seventeen Years‘of his Management, he hath had the 
Misfortune to bury Three Deputies, -and all other the 
Officers, which he found in his Office, when he firft en- 
tered upon it; by which means his Books are not in fo 
good Order, as he heartily wifhes they were ; but, what- 
foever Trouble this creates to him, he will ufe his utmoft 
Care, that the Publick fhall not fuffer by it. 
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In the 5th Place, he muft obferve, that feveral Millions 
of the aforefaid Sum, received by him, were iffued and 
paid out by his Deputies in Holland, Flanders, Germany, 
and the Weft Indies: That this Variety of Payments, 1n 
fo many Places, hath, as may eafily be believed, begot 
fome Confufion in his Vouchers; which, howfoever, he 
doth not doubt to fet right, though with great Trouble. 

What the faid Paymafter hath next to obferve, is, that 
the Paper tq which he is to anfwer, contains, Firft, A 
Narrative of Proceedings between the Seven Commiffion- 
ers, and him: Secondly, Ten Obfervations of theirs up- 
on his Accounts, paffed, and declared: Thirdly, Some 
Animadverfions, not numbered, on his Accounts, not 
yet paffed. ; 

As to the Narrative, the faid Paymafter anfwers, that, 
purfuant to a Letter of theirs, dated the 15th of April lait, 
defiring a true Copy of his Commiflion, he fent them his 
Two original Patents, under the Great Seal of England, 
the one from the late King Fames; the other, from the 
late King William. ; 

He owns, that he received a Precept from them, dated 
the 15th of May laft, requiring him to exhibit to them, 
oit Thurfday, the 25th of une following, according to the 
Schemes therein prefcribed, the Balance remaining in his 
Hands on the 5th of November, 1688, and Accounts of 
all his Receipts, and Payments, between that Time, and 
the 25th of December, 1701. 

He faith, that, in purfuance of his Precept, he attended 
the faid Commiffioners on the Day appointed, and then 
delivered to them a Paper, intituled, A State of the 
Accounts of Richard Earl of Ranelagh, Paymafter-general 
of her Majefty’s Forces, &c. from the 1ft of Fanuary, 

1685 (on which Day he firft entered upon the Execution 
of that Office) to the laft of March, 1692, inclufive, be- 
ing Six Years and Three Months; as alfo a State of the 
Poundage, deducted by him within the fame Time : The 
faid Paper telling them, that, by that State, they might 
fee, at one View, the whole of his Receipts, and Pay- 
ments, within that Time; which could not be clear to 
them by any State, beginning from the 5th of November, 
1688, as they defired ; fince the Balances of his Accounts, 
preceding that Period, would not appear. He likewife 
told them, that his Accounts? for the faid Six Years and 
Three Months, were, in Number, Seven, and were alla¢tual- 
ly paffed, and declared; and that he had a Quietus eff upon 
each of them: And he then delivered to them true Copies 
of the faid Seven Accounts; as alfo an Abftraét of his 
Account, lying before Mr. Auditor Bridges, from the 1ft 
ot April, 1692 (being the next Day after his laft Account, 
declared, ended, as aforefaid) to the laft of September, 
1695, inclufive ; and an Abftraét of his Account, lying 
betore Mr. Auditor Dowe, from the 1ft of Ooder, 1695, 
to the 25th of March, 1699, inclufive; each of the faid 
Two Accounts being for Three Years and an half, in all, 
Seven Years ; his Receipts, and Payments, for that Time, 
being divided into the faid Fwo Accounts, by Order of 
the then Lord Commiffioners of the Treafury, that fo 
both the Auditors might proceed to examine, and ftate the 
faid Two Accounts, at one and the fame Time, for the 
more fpeedy Difpatch of them. He alfo then told them, 
that he was making ready Three further Accounts, which 
fhould contain all his Receipts, and Payments, from the 
faid 25th of March, 1699, to the 25th of December, 
1701, being Two Years and Three quarters: So that, by 
thefe Twelve Accounts, viz. the faid Seven declared Ac- 
counts, the faid Two Accounts, lying before the Two 
Auditors, and the faid Three Accounts, preparing, they 
might fee all his Receipts, and Payments, from the 1{t 
of Fanuary, 1085, to the 25th of December, 1701, being 
16 Years; he defiring nothing more than to lay all his 
publick Tranfactions plainly before them: And at the 
fame Time he delivered to them a current Account of 
his Receipts, and Payments, from the faid 25th of De- | 
cember, 1701, to the 24th of June, 1702; he being re- 
quired fo to do by Two Precepts of theirs: And, on the 
2gth of Fune laft, he fent them, as they defired, the 
_original Parchment Duplicates of his faid Seven declared 
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Accounts ; which the faid Commiffioners, however, are 
pleafed to call general Abfttaéts of Accounts, with grofs 
Items of his Payments. 

On the 26th of September laft he fent to them the Three 
Accounts, which, he told them on the 25th of June, he 
was making ready; which contained his Receipts, and 
Payments, from the faid 25th of March 1699, to the 
25th of December, 17013; and which he could not pof- 
fibly make ready fooner, by reafon of the Multiplicity of 
his other publick Bufinefs; particularly, by his being obli- 
ged, by Act of Parliament, to make out all the Deben- 
tures, payable out of the forfeited Lands in Ireland, by 
the 30th of September laft; which was a very tedious, 
troublefome, and voluminous, Work: And on the faid 
26th of September lait he likewife fent them a current Ac- 
count of his Receipts, and Payments, from the 24th of 
Sune laft, to the 1ft of September laft: So that he can 
fafely fax, he made as much Hafte as poffibly he could, 
to comply with their feveral Precepts; and he did 
then think, that, having thus laid all his Accounts before 
them, they would have applied themfelves to examine, 
and ftate, fuch of his Accounts, as were not pafled, and 
declared ; which were Five in Number, and contained, 
as aforefaid, all his Receipts, and Payments, from the 
ft of April, 1692, to the 25th of December laft, being 
Nine Years and Three quarters; his Receipts, for that 
Time, amounting [to] 14,798,215/.05.5d. But the faid 
Paymafter foon found, that the Commifiioners, inftead 
of proceeding upon his faid Five Accounts, not yet 
pafied, were refolved to lay open and unravel Four of 
his feven Accounts, paffed, and declared, and upon each 
of which he had a Quietus eff; the faid Four Accounts 
beginning from the 1{t of Fanuary, 1687, and ending the 
laft of March, 1692; for, on the 27th of June laft, 
being but Two Days after he had delivered them fo 
many of his Accounts, as aforefaid, they fent him a 
Precept, to make up regimental Accounts, for the Time 
of the faid Four Accounts, in the fame Manner as he 
was required to do by Aét of Parliament, and had done 
from the ift of April, 1692, tothe 25thof March, 1699; 
and the next Day, when, by Summons, he waited on 
them in their Office, they infiited upon this Direction : 
To which the Paymafter anfwered, that the Act, which 
required regimental Accounts for the Time aforefaid, did 
not look back beyond the 1ft of 4pril, 1692: That the 
Reafon of its requiring fuch Accounts for that Time, was; 
becaufe the Army had not been cleared between the faid 
ft of April, 1692, and the faid 25th of March, 1699; 
which Reafon could have no Operation in what they now 
directed, fince the Army was cleared to the laft of 
March, 1692: That, when he paffed the faid Four Ac- 
counts before the Auditors, he had delivered up all his 
Vouchers relating to them; which made it almoft im- 
practicable for him to comply with their Directions : 
That, though his Books might, in fome meafure, guide 
his Compliance, yet he could not, in Juftice to himfelf, 
and Family, confent to lay open his Accounts, upon 
which he had his Quietus eff. He likewife told them 
then, or foon after, that he did not think (with great 
Submiffion to them) that they had any Authority to un- 
ravel paffed and declared Accounts; and that none of 
the Six former Commiffions of Accounts had éver pre- 
tended to do it. 

Upon this they required him to fend them the original 
Leidgers of his Office, from the 1ft of Faxuary, 1687, 
to the laft of March, 1692; that fo they might extract 
and frame out of them fuch regimental Accounts, as they 
defired. To this he anfwered, That he had no diftinct 
Leidgers for that particular Time: That Leidgers were 
no publick Books, but only Helps to an Accomptant, 
to fettle Accounts with his Cafhier: That they could 
neither charge, nor difcharge, an Accomptant, before 
an Auditor; and therefore they were never offered, or 
accepted, as Vouchers: And after many other Argu- 
ments, of this Kind, he told them, that, fince it was 
plain, they required them, in order to ravel into, and 
lay open, his faid Four Accounts, paffed, declared, and 
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upon each of which he had a Quietus ef, he could not 
part with them; neither did he think (with great Sub- 
miffion) they had any Authority to require them, none 
of the Six former Commiffions of Accounts having ever 
demanded them. 

On Fuly the 2d they fent one of their Number to his 
Office, with a Precept, directing the Paymatter, and his 
Deputy and Deputies, his Clerk or Clerks, belonging to 
his faid Office, to permit and affift the faid Commiffioner, 


and Mr. Cartwright, their Army Accomptant, to infpec 


- the Leidgers and Journals of the Office, which contained 
the Receipts and Payments, from the faid 1ft of Fa- 
nuary, 1687, to the lait of March, 1642 : To which Pre- 
cept he returned an Anfwer, which the faid Commif- 
fioner writ down; the Subftance of which was, That he 
hoped, they would not take it ill, if he did advife with 
Counfel, whether any of his Accounts, paffed by the 
Auditors, could be laid open by their Authority, efpeci- 
ally, fince the faid Accounts, before declared, had been 
laid before former Commiffioners of Accounts, Notwith- 
ftanding this Anfwer, they fent another Precept to him, 
dated the very next Day, requiring the faid Books to be 
laid before them the next Morning; and by a Letter, 
dated the Day following, being a Saturday, he was fum- 
moned to attend them in their Office on Monday Morning; 
where and when they repeated their Earneftnefs to have 
the faid Leidgers, and he ftill infifted to have Time to 
advife with his Counfel: Upon which they told him, 
that, from that Day, they intended to make a Recefs for 
Three Weeks, or a Month; that they hoped, he would 
advife with his Counfel in the mean time; and that, if 
he was advifed to deliver the faid Leidgers, their Secre- 
tary, Mr. King, would be in the Way to receive them, 
and to give a Receipt for them. To this he anfwered, 
he would lofe no Time in taking Advice, nor in de- 
livering his Books, if advifed thereto. Accordingly, 
the Wednefday following, he endeavoured to meet with 

‘Two Gentlemen, who have always been his Counfel, but 
found, they were both gone out of Town, to attend their 
Elections ; where they ftaid till the Beginning of Auguft ; 
on the 4th of which Month the Commiffioners, being 
likewife returned, fent him a Precept, requiring him, on 
Saturday following, to exhibit his faid original Leidgers 
to them, or his Reafons, in writing, why he refufed them ; 
which Order they repeated in their Letter of the 10th of 
that Month. On the rgth of that Month he fent them a 
Letter, which told them, that the Reafon they had not 
fooner heard from him, was, his Counfel’s being out of 
Town: That though, upon their Return, they had both 
agreed in Opinion, that the prefent Commiffion of Ac- 
counts gave no Authority to lay open any Account, pafi- 
ed and declared, which had been before the former Com- 
miffions of Accounts, nor to demand the Leidgers of 
‘apy Accomptant (they being rot publick Books) yet, to 
thew his Readinefs to give them any Satisfaction he could, 
he had fent them his Two original Leidgers, from the 
tft of Fanuary 1685, to the latt of March 1692; and, 
that he fhould have fent them fooner, had he not thought 
it reafonable to take fuch Abftracts of them, as might 
inform him what they contained, fhould any Mistor- 
tune happen to them: Which: Word ‘ Misfortune,” 
he folemnly avers, was not ufed by him out of any 
Jealoufy of the honourable Commiffioners, but for the 
fake of their Army Accomptant, who hath moft malici- 
oufly and fcandaloufly behaved himfelf towards the faid 
Paymafter for fome Years patt. 

The foregoing Particulars, though many, the faid Pay- 
mafter thinks neceflary to lay before this honourable 
Hovufe, that they may be thereby truly informed, from 
whence the Difputes and Differences have arifen between 
the Commiffioners and him. As to his Part, he humbiy 
leaves it to your Judgment (to which he will always 
readily fubmit) whether he was in the right, to infitt, 
that they have no Authority, by their Commiffion, to lay 
‘open any Account paffed and declared, and which hath 
‘heretofore been examined by any of the Six former Com- 
miffions of Accounts: But, that it may not be thought 
he ftarts this Queftion in order to fhelter himfelf againft 
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anfwering the particular Obje@tions in their Narrative, 


he will-now haften to return a particular Anfwer to each 
of them. ' 
As to the Charge of his Four declared Accounts, 
which begin from the 1ft of ‘fanuary, 1687, and end 
the laft of March, 1694, the Commiffioners make it 
confift of the following Particulars :

To this the faid Paymafter anfwers, That he makes 
no Objection to the Firft of the faid Four Sums, being 
39851. 135. 83d. nor to the Third of the faid Sums, 
being 64,359/. 65. 3d. but to the Second, being 
3,838,540/. 185. oid. he objects; and faith, that this 
Sum, by theAuditor’s Charge, is but 3,791,080/. os. 83d. 
which is fhort of the Commiffioners faid Sum of 47,460. 
175. 4d. The Reafon of which Difference is, becaufe: 
the faid 47,460/. 175. 4d. though received from the Ex- 
chequer in January, 1687, yet it was iffued to him, to 
clear the Eftablifhment to the laft of December, 1687, 
and he is charged with it in his Account then ending ; 
and confequently, he ought not to be charged with it,in 
his Account from that Day: And the right honourable 
the Lord Hallifax, when he delivered to the Commiffion- 
ers his Account of the Paymaiter’s Receipts, between the 
ift of Fanuary, 1687, and the laft of March, 1692, told 
them, that this was the Truthof the Fact; and, fora further 
Confirmation of it, the Total of the Paymatter’s Charge, 
from the Exchequer, between the 1{t of January, 1685, 
and the faid laft of March, 1692, agrees, to a Farthing, 
with the Total, charged by the Auditors for that Time, 
which is all taken into his Seven declared Accounts. 

Tothe 4th Sum he likewife objects, being 4344/. 85. 
3d. alleged to be received by him for Intereft on Tallies, 
more than he hath accounted for ; becaufe he is pofitive, 
he never received that Sum, nor any Part of it; but the 
faid Sum was received by the feveral Perfons to whom 
thefe Tallies were affigned by him; who had a Right to 
receive them, with all the Intereft due from the Daie of 
them. He further faith (as the Commiffioners have very 
faithfully reported) that his conftant Courfe hath been, 
as it always was in the Pay offices of the Army and Navy, 
to write his Name only upon the Back of the Orders, 
without any formal Affignment ; and that, upon Exami- 
nation, it appears, that when the Money due on uch 
Orders, hath been received at the Exchequer, Acquittan- 
ces have been written over the Pay mafte:’s Name, as if he 
had received both Principal and Intereft. This he hath 
difcovered in feveral Orders, which, in Part, make up the 
faid 4344/. 8s. 3d. and he is in purfuit of the reft. In 
the mean time he humbly conceives, he ought not to be 
charged with that Sum, in regard that, by a Claufe in an 
A&, for making good Deficiencies, pafied in the laft Par- 
liament, the Account of Intereit, received by Paymatfters 
(if any) is to be brought into their final Accounts. 

And this is all the faid Paymafter hath to offer, in An- 
fwer to that Part of the Commiffioners Narrative, which 
relates to the Charge of his Four declared Accounts, from 
the 1ft of Fanuary, 1687, to the laft of March, 1692. 

As to the Difcharge of his faid Four Accounts, their 
Obfervations, and his Aniwers to them, are here iet 
down in Order, as follows: 

Firft, That all the Kegiments, Troops, and Com- 
panies, which were in the Service of the late King 
James, and which, it is notorious, had many popifh 
Officers and Soldiers in them, and were broke znd 
difperfed, upon the Earl of Fever/bam’s difbanding 
the Army on the 13th of December, 1658, are, by 
Warrants upon his Lordfhip’s Certificates of De- 
bentures, paid compleat to feveral Days in January, 
February, March, and April, following. 
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To this Obfervation the faid Paymafter anfwers, and 
agrees, That there were feveral popifh Officers and Sol- 
diers, in the Regiments, Troops, and Companies which 
were in the Service of the late King Fames: He likewife 
agrees, that feveral of the faid Regiments were difmifled 
by the Earl of Feverfbam on the 13th of December, 1688 : 
But he faith, that the late King, the then Prince of 
Orange, did the very next Day iffue a Declaration, fetting 
forth, that, he being informed that divers Regiments, 
Troops, and Companies, had been encouraged to difperfe 
themfelves in an unufual and unwarrantable Manner, 
whereby the publick Peace was very much difturbed, he 
had thought fit thereby to require all Colonels, and Com- 
manders in chief, of Regiments, &c. to call together the 
feveral Officers, and Soldiers, belonging to their refpec- 
tive Regiments, in fuch Places as they fhould find 
moft convenient for their Rendezvous, and there to keep 
them in good Order and Difcipline. 

That, in purfuance of this Declaration, moft (if not all) 
of the faid Regiments, fo difmiffed, did re-unite, and 
were kept in good Order and Difcipline ; and when his 
late Majefty did think fit, foon after, to difband feveral 
of the late King Fames’s Forces, none of the faid difband- 
ed Regiments, Troops, and Companies, were paid com- 
pleat, but a Deduction was made, for what was due to 
their popith Officers, according to the Method preicribed 
by his faid late Majefty ; and the fame Care was taken, 
in paying the Remainder of the late King Fames’s Forces, 
which his late Majefty thought fit to continue in his Ser- 
vice; none of which were paid tompleat (as this Ob- 
fervation alleges) there being a Deduction made alfo, for 
what [was] due to their popifh Officers, as by a Lift of 
their faid Deductions will appear : And all the Certificates 
of Debentures, made by the faid Paymafter, for the Pay- 
ment of the faid Forces, contrary to the ufual Method (of 
which this Obfervation feems to complain) were fo made 
purfuant to feveral Warrants under his late Majefty’s 
Hand, pofitively directing them to be fo; as by Copies 
of the faid Warrants will fully appear, the Originals 
thereof being in the Hands of the faid Commiffioners. 

Secondly, That the Warrants for feveral fuch Pay- 
ments, bear Date, fome a Year, others Two Years, 
after the faid Regiments, Troops, and Companies, 
were difbanded. 

To this the faid Paymafter anfwers, That the private 
Soldiers of a Regiment always receive, by way of Subfift- 
ence, their full Pay, except what referved for their Cloth- 

ing; and the Clothing, and Subfiftence, of the non-com- 
miffioned Officers, leaves but a fmall Matter due to them; 
which, if paid, as generally it is, before, or upon, their 
difbanding, there remains only a Debt due to the com- 
miffioned Officers ; for the Payment of which, War- 
rants are feldom, or never, prepared, till there is Money 
ready to pay them ; which many times there is not, till a 
Year or Two after the difbanding: Witnefs the Regi- 
ments difbanded upon the Peace at Re/wick; where only 
the Subfiftence was cleared to the common Soldiers, and 
a Bounty-money given them ; and the non-commiffioned 
Officers being cleared, and a Bounty-money given them 
alfo (which a fmall Sum effeéted) the commiffioned Of- 
ficers were left unpaid; and fo they are to this Hour, 
there being no Warrants to clear them, although it is 
full Five Years fince they were difbanded. 

Thirdly, That there are feveral Warrants for paying 
compleat Numbersallowed ontheEftablifhment,not- 
withftanding any Defect in, or Wantof, Mufter-rolls. 

To this Obfervation the faid Paymafter anfwers, That 
Warrants, for paying the Forces, are never prepared by 
the. Paymafter, that being the Work of the Secretary at 
War ; and, if Warrants are figned, dire€&ting the Payma- 
fter to pay compleat, according to the Eftablifhment, not- 
withftanding Defeéts in, or Want of, Mutfter-rolls, it is his 
Duty to obey fuch Warrants, and to pay accordingly. 

Fourthly, That there is a Warrant, dated the 17th of 
Oétober, 1683, tothe Auditors of the Imprefts, to al. 
low his Lordfhip the Sum of 172,340/. which he had 
Direction from his late Majefty to pay to feveral Per- 
fons, without Deduétion, The Auditors are not to 
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charge the Perfons aforefaid with thefe Sums, or 
any Part thereof; his Majeity referving the Exa- 
mination of the Particulars to himfelf, or to fuch 
as he fhall appoint for that Purpofe. | ; 

This Obfervation feems to complain of the Warrant 
mentioned therein, and not of the Paymatfter; who cer- 
tainly paid all the Sums contained in the faid Warrane, 
upon proper Directions, and delivered to the Auditor au- 
thentick Vouchers for the fame: And though he need 
fay no more, to juftify himfelf, yet, for the Vindication 
of the Warrant, he begs Leave to fet down here the par- 
ticular Sums mentioned there.n, which, together, make 
up the faid :72,340/. and the Nature thereof. The 
Sums are as follow : 

To my Lord Portland, by the Name of William Een- 
tinck, 10001, 

This Sum was paid to his Lordfhip on the 22th of Fe- 
bruary, 1688, for the Ute of his Majefty’s privy Purfe, 
by Dire€tion, in Writing, from the then Lords Coa:- 
miffioners of the Treafury. 

To George Lord Dartmouth, 7o00l. 

This Sum was paid to his Lordfhip on the faid 22th 
of February, 1688, and by the like Direétion, for tran{- 
porting the late King Yames’s Horfes, who had defired 
they might be fent after himi; which his lace Majcfty 
readily agreed to. 

To Henry Powle Efquire, Speaker, 11401. ' 

One thoufand Pounds of this Sum was paid on the 26t 
of January, 1688, for his Equipage-money, as Speaker 
of the then Convention; and the remaining 140/. was 
paid him for his Allowance, as fuch, for 2& Days, ar 
the ufual Rate of 5/. a Day; the whole being paid by 
Direction, in Writing, of the Treafury. . 

To Peter Ifaac, 6cool. 

This Peter Jfaac was Steward to his late Majetty’s 


Houfe, when Prince of Orange; and this Sum was paid 


him, for that Ufe, by Three feveral Payments, in the 
Month of Fanuary, 1688; all by Direction, in Writing, 
from the then Lords Commiffioners of the Treafury, . 

To Mrs. Anne Van Golftein, 10001. 

This Gentlewoman was one of the late Queen’s Dref- 
fers ; and this Sum was paid her on the 22th of Febru- 
ary, 1688, for her faid Majefty’s Service, by an Order 
of his late Majefty in the Treafury Chamber. ° | | 

To Facob Vander Efch Efquire, 162,500/. 

This Gentleman, as every body knows, was Pay- 
mafter to his late Majefty’s Dutch Forces, from the Time 
they firft landed in England; and the aforefaid Sum was 
paid to him by the Englifb Paymatter, for their Ufe, at 
feveral Times, between the 31th of December, 1688, and 
the 12th of 4pril following, by Directions, in Wriiing, 
from the Treafury. 

So that the Sums, mentioned in this Warrant, are Six 
in Number. The Five firft (which make together 98 40/.) 
may feem improper to be paid out of the Pay-office ; but 
the Reafon, they were fo, was, becaufe there was no Privy 
Seal in being, but that of the Paymafter’s of the Army, 
when thefe Payments were directed; and nobody can 
think, that any of thefe Five Sums were proper to be ac- 
counted for but to his late Majefty, or fuch, as he fhould 
appoint for that Purpofe: And as to the 6th Suin, being 
the great Sum, paid to Vander Efch, it is well known, 
that his late Majefty would not, tor many Years after his 
Acceffion to the Crown, fuffer his Dusch Forces either to 
be muttered or paid, but according totheir own Method; 
and therefore, not only in this Warrant, bur in feveral 
fubfequent Warrants, relating tothe Payment of his faid 
Dutch Forces, his faid Majefty always referved the faid 
Vander’s Efch’s Accounts to his own Examination. — 

Fifthly, That his Lordfhip difcharges himfelt of feve- 

ral Sums, paid for levying the Lord Mordaut’s (now 
Farlof Peterborough) and Sir Fobn Guife’s Kegiments, 
although your Commiffioners find one of the articles 
inthe Account laid before this Houfe, of the Charge, 
the States General had been at inthe Revolution, and 
upon which you paid them 600,000/. is for raifing 
the Regiments of the Lord Mordant, Sir Robert Pey- 
ton, Sir Fobn Guife, and others. And here your Com- 
miffoners muft obferve, that the Earl of Levinz’ 
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Regiment is paid from the 5th of November, 1688, 
the Earl of Monmouth’s from the 1oth, and that of 
Colonel Luttrell’s from the 23th, of the faid Month, 
though his late Majefty landed in England on the 5th 
of November, Five Days before the 2d, and Nineteen 
before the laft. Befices, as to the Payment of 1582/, 
2s. to the Earl of Monmouth, your Commiffioners 
find the Vouchers figned, and, they believe, writ, 
by the faid Earl himfelf; in which it is expreffed, 
that Part of the Sum was received from Mr. Row, 
Part from the Dutch Paymafter, and the reft from 
the Earl of Ranelagh: Now his Lordfhip has fur- 
charged himfelf with what was paid by Mr. Row, 
but not, as he ought to have done, with what was 
paid by the Dutch Paymatter. 

To this Obfervation the faid Paymafter anfwers, That 
he has lately feen an Account, laid before the Houfe of 
Commons on the 14th of March, 1688, of the Charge the 
States General had beenat in his late Majefty’s Expedition 
for England, for which that Houfe paid them 600,000/. 
in which Account there was this following Article: 

“¢ Several Charges to thofe that followed his Majefty, 
“¢ and to the Forces that came over, and alfo to the raif- 
“ ing the Regiments of the Right honourable the Lord 
“ Mordaunt, Sir Robert Peyton, Sir Fobn Guife, and others, 
“© Two hundred and Fifty thoufand Guilders.” 

But the Paymafter never yet heard, nor indeed was it 
any ways material for him to enquire, what Part of that 
Sum was paid to the Three Colonels, mentioned in that 
Article, for raifing theirRegiments. Sure he is, that what 
he charges, as paid for Levy Money to the faid Three Co- 
lonels, was a very inconfiderable Sum, and not fufficient, 
according to the loweft Allowance, to raife Three Compa- 
- nies; for what he charges in his Sixteen Months Account, 
ending the laft of April 1689, to which this Obfervation 
refers, is in all but 300/. viz. 100/. to my Lord Mon- 
mouth, 100l. to Sir Fobn Guise, and iool. to Colonel 
Francis Luttrell, and his late Majefty’s Warrant, which 
direé&ts the Allowance of thefe Three Sums, faith, that he 
was gracioufly pleafed to allow the faid Three Colonels 
the faid 100/. each, as Levy Money, for completing 
their refpective Regiments : So that nothing is charged 
by the Paymatter, for raifing the faid Three Regiments. 
And as to that Part of this Obfervation, which faith, that 
my Lord Levin’s Regiment is paid from the sth of No- 
. vember, 1688, the Earl of Monmouth’s from the 1oth, 


and that of Colonel Zuttrell’s from the 23th, of the faid ° 


Month; the Paymafter anfwers, that he was pofitively 
direéted, by Warrant under his late Majefty’s Hand, to 
compute the faid Three Regiments from thefe refpective 
Days, as by the faid Warrants will appear. And as to 
the Objeétion, which clofes this 5th Obfervation, viz. 
That the Paymafter ought to have furcharged himfelf 
with what the Dutch Paymafter paid my Lord Menmcuth, 
in Part of the 1582/. 25. as well as he hath furcharged 
himfelf with what paid by Mr. Row, in part of that Sum; 
the Paymafter anfwers, that he cannot imagine how the 
Dutch Paymafter’s Name came to be mentioned ia the faid 
Far!’s Acquittance; nor can the faid Earl (who has been 
{poke to in this Matter) recolle&t how he came to men- 
tion him therein: Befides, it appears by a Certificate, 
hereunto annexed, under the Hand of Mr. Sobinus, who 
was Deputy to the Dutch Paymatter from the 5th of No- 
vember, 1688, that the faid Paymafter never paid my 
Lord Monmouth any Money whativever, for his Regi- 
ment, between the faid roth of November, 1688, and the 
Jatt of April, 1689. 

Sixthly, That, whereas his Lordfhip difcharges him- 
felf of feveral Sums paid by Warrant to Capiain Me- 
thew Smith, Captain Anthony Power, and Captain 
Heury Davis, and hath paffed his Account for the 
fame, by Vouchers under their ands, the faid Cap- 
tains Smith and Davis have made pofitive Oaths, that 

~ their Hands are forged; and your Commiffioners 
have fome Reafon to fufpeét, that Captain Power’s 
Hand is fo too; and, as an undeniable Evidence of 
this Faét, in what concerns Captain. Smith, it appears 
to your Commiffioners, that, ‘after his Lo:dfhip had 
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made ufe of the Voucher, in order to ftop 1 Com- 
plaint which was coming into this Houfe, he made up 
Captain Smith’s Account, arid paid him the Balance. 
To this Obfervation the Paymatter anfwers, T Hat there 
was a Warrant, figned by his late Majefty, dated the 28th 
of February, 1688, directing him to pay to the aforefaid 
Three Captains, for the Pay of themfelvcs, and the Three 
independent Companies under their Command, from the 
feveral Days in Offeber, November, and December, 1688, 
on which they were firft muftered, to the Time of their 
difbanding (which was on or about the 7th of Fanua:y; 
1688) the Sums following; viz.

That the faidSum of 712/. 16s, 2d. is charged, as paid 
to the faid Three Captains, according to their refpective 
Proportions aforefaid, in his Account for Sixteen Months, 
which ended the laft of April, 1689: That the faid Sum, 
fo charged, was vouched by the original Warrant of his 
late Majefty, upon the Back of which the faid Three Cap- 
tains Names were endorfed: Thathis faid Sixteen Months 
Account has been paffed, and declared, many Years fince, 
and none of the faid Three Captains ever complained, or 
pretended to fay, that their Names, endorfed upon the 
{aid Warrant, were net their own Hand-writing, till 
thofe who had been employed by the Paymafter in the 
Management of the Butinefs of his Office, in the Years 
1688,-1689, and 16go, were all dead, but who, when 
living, were known to be Men of undoubted Integrity 3 
and therefore it cannot be prefumed, either in Juftice, or 
Reafon, that fuch Men, through whofe Hands this War- 
rant pafled to the Auditor, could be guilty of counter- 
feiting Names upon the Back of it. Befides, it is to be 
obferved, that Captain Auth. Power, one of the faid Three 
Captains, never made any Complaint that his Name was 
counterfeited, or that there was any one Farthing un- 
paid of the 221/. 155. 8d. charged to his Account; 
and that, when Captain Mathew Smith, another of the 
faid three Captains, did pretend, in the Year 1695, that 
his Name was counterfeited, and that he had not received 
the full of the faid 237/. 135. 2d. charged to his Ac- 
count, he then claimed but 50/. 55. 11d. as unpaid of 
that Sum; which 50/. 55. 11d. the faid Paymafter’s 
Deputy, Mr. Mordecai Abbot (being tired with his cla- 
morous Importunity) paid him out of the faid Pay- 
matter’s private Money ; telling him, when he did {o, 
that he thought it was better for his Service to give that 
Sum, than to have his Name brought into the Houfe of 
Commons, with a Complaint from fo fcandalous a Man 
as Captain Smith; who, upon receiving that Sum from 
the faid Mr. Abbot, gave this following Acquittance, 
ready to be produced : 

‘“* Received trom the Right honourable Richard Earl of 
“< Ranelagh.the Sum of sol. 55. 11d. being the Balance 
“‘ of a Warrant, for my independent Company’s Pay, 
** dated the 28th of February, 1688; his Lordfhip hav- 
“* ing formerly paid it in his own wrong, without my Ac- 
“* quittance, or my Agent’s, but upon an Acquittance, to 
“© which my Name was fet, but was not my Hand-writ- 
“ing; whereby both his Lordfhip, and I, have been 
“‘ abufed. Wienefs my Hand this 25th of March, 1695. 
“ M. Smythe,” 

This is the Truth, as to Captain Smith; who certainly 
confirms the ill Charaéter he has in the World, by his 
complaining of, and fwearing againtt, the Pay-office, after 
he had been fo well ufed there. As to Captain Henry 
Davis, the Third of the faid Three Captains, and one of 
the Two late Swearers, his Cafe is as follows: He, being 
made a Captain of an independent Company in Ofoler, 
1688, did, by a Letter of Attorney, in the ufual Form, 
dared the 17th of that Month, conftitute one Mr. Rederick 
Mackenzie his Agenty which Letter of Attorney is en- 
tered at large in.a Book of the Pay-office; and when the 
faid Captain did, about Two Years fince, pretend that his 
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Name, onthe Back of the faid Warrant, was counterfeited, 
and that fome Part of the faid 253/. 75. 4d. directed for 
him by the faid Warrant, was ftill unpaid, and due to 
him, he was fhewn the Entry of his faid Letter of At- 
torney, and the original Receipt, figned by his faid 
Agent, Mr. Roderick Mackenzie, tor the faid full Sum of 
253/. 7s. 4d. and at that Time there was a Gentleman 
prefent, who had been his Lieutenant, who very well 
knew the faid Mr. Mackenzie, was acquainted with his 
Hand, and declared, before the faid Captain Davis, and 
feveral others in the Office, that he verily believed, the 
Body of the Acquittance, and Name, were Mr. Macken- 
zie’s own Writing; to all which the faid Captain then 
made no Objection. This being the Matter of Fact, which 
your Commiffioners might have known, had they been 
pleafed to have heard the Paymafter upon this Obferva- 
tion, before they made it, he muft now humbly defire this 
Houfe toconfider, of what fatal Confequence it may be 
to the Publick, if Men be allowed to {wear themfelves in- 
to a Claim of Money, by denying their Hands to Vouch- 
ers, delivered by an Accomptant to his Auditor 12 or 
13 Years ago, and for which he has a legal Difcharge ; 
and how improbable, or rather incredible, it is, that an 
Office which, during the faid Paymafter’s Management, 
has received, and paid, more than One-and-twenty Milli- 
ons, without any Reflections upon it, fhould be guilty of 
the Forgery pretended, for fo inconfiderable a Sum as 
50/. 55. 11d. To which he has this only further to 
add, that it is neither juft nor reafonable to a{perfe any 
principal Officer for Mifcarriages, fuppofed to be com- 
mitted (nor indeed, though actually committed) by any of 
his inferior Officers; fince it cannot be prefumed, that 
any principal Officer can be always in{pecting thei: Pro- 
ceedings, nor can any Paymafter pretend to judge of the 
Variety of Hands which go through his Office. 

Seventhly, That fome of his Lordfhip’s Vouchers, for 
Payments, are only loofe Papers, put into Warrants, 
with a Name, and nothing more, writ on them. 

To this Obfervation the Paymafter anfwers, That 
fuch as are acquainted with Bufinefs of this Nature, 
know it to be no unulual Thing; and the only figning 
the Back of a Warrant, or writing a Name on a loofe 
Paper to put into a Warrant, by a Perfon who is im- 
powered to receive the Money, has always been efteemed 
a good Voucher, and allowed as fuch. 

Fighthly, That the Payments differ very much, in 
many Particulars, from the Etftablifhment: That 
there are Rafures in fome Warrants, and very extra- 
ordinary Payments directed in others; of which your 
Commiffioners will give you the Initances, when you 
pleafe to require them. 

To this Obfervation the Paymafter anfwers, That, no 
doubt, in fome Cafes, he has made Payments which dif- 
fer very much from the Eftablifhment; which ought not 
to be reckoned as a Faule in him, when it is vifibie, that 
the faid Difference is occafioned by Warrants: For, 
though he is obliged ftriétly to purfue the Eftablifhment, 
where no Warrani interpoles; yet where Warrants direct 
him otherwife, he is cbuged to obey the Warrant; fince, 
[as] one Eftablifhment fuperfedes another in the whole, 
fo a Warrant, figned by the fame Authority, fuperfedes 
any Fftablifhment in Part, and hath ever been accounted, 
for what it contains, as authentick, as the Eftablifhment 
itfelf: And where there are Warrants which direct very 
extraordinary Payments, the Paymafter is not to be 
- blamed; fince he has nothing to do either with preparing, 
or procuring, thofe Warrants. And as to the Rafures 
~ which, this Obfervation fays, are in fome Warrants; the 
Paymatter knows nothing of it ; and he darcs aver that, 
if any fuch be, they were made before they came to his 
Office ; and do not, in any material Matter, alter the In- 
tention of the Warrant; for then he fhould have taken 
notice of them fo far, as not to make any Payment upon 
them. 

Ninthly, That his Lordfhip charges himfelf, for }n- 

tereft received, 916/. due immeaiately upon Tallies, 
transferred over to Sir Fofeph Herne: Your Commif- 
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fioners finda Warrant, figned by the late King, for 
allowing the Earl of Ranelagh this Sum, as paid to 
George Clark Efquire, for fecret Service, together 
with another Sum, paid to Rudolph Kein, of 2000/, 
without Account; and alfo a Privy Seal, dated the 
18th of Fune laft, for the Auditor to allow his Lord- 
fhip the fame, upon his Account: And, upon fur- 
ther Enquiries, it appears to your Commiffioners, 
that the faid Sum of g16/. (the only Intereft his Lord- 
fhip brings to Account) was never paid, as is pre- 
tended, to George Clark Efquire, but his Name was 
only ufed in Truft for his Lordthip, who had the fame 
to his own proper Ufe. | 

To this Obiervation the Paymafter anfwers, That he 
freely owns, whatfoever is faid in it, relating to the 916/. 
particularly, that the faid Sum was granted by his late 
Majefty to George Clark Efquire, in Truft for him: He 
further faith, That the Warrant granting this Sum, was 
dated the 4th Day of March, 1692, and counterfigned by 
the then Lords of the Treafury: That his Petition, defir- 
ing it, was publickly read inthe Treafury Chamber; and 
the Confideration upon which he defired it, was the great 
Lofs he had fuffered by the late War in Ireland ; having 
had his Two Caftles of Athlone and Rofcommon utterly 
deftroyed, his Manfion-houfe in Dudlin pulled down, and 
upwards of 12,000/. of his Rents in that Kingdom in- 
tirely loft. And as to the 2000/7. mentioned in this Ob- 
fervation, as paid to Mr. Rudolph Kein, without Account ; 
he faith, It was for his late Majefty’s own private Ufe; 
that he, the faid Paymafter, never faw one Shilling of 
it; and that the Warrant which allowed him the Pay- 
ment of this Sum in his Account, was dated the 8th of 
February, 1692, and counterfigned by the then Lords of 
the Treafury, who well knew that his faid late Majefty 
had then a preffing Occafion for that Sum. 

Tenthly, That, whereas his Lordfhip difcharges him- 
felf by Payments to Colonel Cunningham, and to 
Lieutenant-colonel St. Fobn, each 2000/. your Com- 
mifiioners are not very well fatisfied with his Lord- 
fhip’s Vouchers for the fame, and are making further 
Enquiry into that Matter; but, in the mean time, 
they think themfelves obliged to acquaint you, That 
Colonel Cunningham has made Oath, that he repaid to 
the faid Earl of Ranelagh 1500/1. or thereabouts, in 
part of the 2000/. which had been imprefted to him; 
and this, your Commiffioners conceive, his Lordthip 
ought to have furcharged himfelf with. 

To this Obfervation thePaymafter an{wers, That, pur- 
fuant to Two Warrants, figned by his [iate] Majefty, and 
counterfigned by the then Lords of the Treafury, the one 
dated the 14th of March, 1688, and the other the roth 
of April, 16839, he paid to Colonel chu Cunningham, and 
Lieutenant-colonel Thomas St. Fobu, 20001. each with- 
out Account, he being directed by the faid Warrant fo to 
do, that their Receipts for thofe Sums are endorfed on the 
Back of the faid Warrants, and are paffed, and allowed to 
him in his :6 Months Account, ending the laft of April, 
169, which has b.en paffed, and declared, many Years 
fince; and therefore he cannot well underftand what the 
Commiffioners mean by faying, they are not very well 
fatisfied with his Vouchers, and that they are making 
further Enquiry into that Matter: And as to their fay- 
ing, That Colonel Cunningham has made Oath that he re- 
paid the faid Paymafter 1500/. or thereabouts, in Part of 
the faid 2000/, the Paymafter anfwers, That, though, in 
the paying out more than One-and-twenty Millions of 
Moncy, he has paid many and great Sums to feveral Per- 
fons without Account, yet he never knew any one of 
thofe who received it fo, return any one Farthing of it 
again: And he further fays, That Colonel Cunningbam’s 
Oath (who has been for many Years in great Diftrefs and 
Want, and is ftill a Prifoner for Debt) is not to be regard- 
ed; for certainly, if he had repaid the Sum pretended, he 
would have produced the faid Paymatter’s Acquittance 
for that Sum; it being altogether incredible, that fuch a 
Sum as 1500/. or thereabouts, fhould be paid by any 
one Man living to another, without a Receipt for it. p 
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And now the Paymatter, having thus humbly offereds 
to this honourable Houfe, his Antwers to the 1 én Obfer- 
vations of the Commiffioners of Accounts, muft beg Leave 
to obferve to you, That all the faid Ten Obfervations relate 
to Four of his Seven Accounts, which are paffed, and de- 
clared, and upon each of which he has a Quietus ef ; and 
theteford, with great Submiffion, he is humbly of Opinion, 
that the faid Commiffioners had no Authority to unravel 
them, for the Reafons which he fhall humbly offer to your 
Confideration and Judgment at the End of this Paper: 
In the mean time he will apply himfelf to anfwer that Part 
of the Commiffioners Narrative, which, though not num- 
bered, follows the faid Ten Obfervations. 

The Firft Paragraph is, That to their faid Obfervations 
they have only this further to add, That the Earl of 
Ranelagh makes a Balance, duetohimfelf, of 185,268 /. 
145. od. 


To this fhort re a which feems to imply, as if 


the Paymaiter was rich enough to credit the Government 
‘with rs great a Sum, the Paymafter anfwers, That, at 
the Foot of his laft declared Account, which ended the 

ith of March, 1692, there is written, ** And then the 

“ faid Accomptant will be in Surplufage :85,268/. 145.” 

which, in the Language of an Auditor, is faying, that the 

Payments, in that Account declared, doexceed the Sun 

received within the Time of that Account, fo much; 

and it is the Auditor who always makes the Balance, and 
not the Accomptant: And, when the Payments, in any 
declared Account, do exceed the Receipts, it is well 
known, that thofe Payments have been made with publick 
Money, received after the Period of Time, which ends 
the faid declared Account ; and no Accomptant is one 
Penny the richer, for being in Surplufage, nor one 
Farthing the poorer, for having a Balance due from him, 
except it be his-laft and final Account; for, in the firft 
Cafe, he makes his Surplufage Part of his Difcharge in his 
next fucceeding Account; and, in the other Cafe, he makes 
the Balance, due from him, Part of his Charge: And, for 
Proof of this, the Paymafter needs only to obferve, that, 
though that great Sum of 185,268/. 145. was his Sur- 

lufage on the laft of March, 1692; yet, in his next 
Eecoueiiier Account, which is now under the Examination 
of Mr. Auditor Bridges, he is Debtor, as far as yet ap- 
pears, fomewhat above 20,000/. And to this he muft add 

(though with Grief he fays it) that he was never yet in a 

Condition to lend Money, his Folly having always led 
him to fpend his Income. 

The next Paragraph faith, That the Army was cleared 
to the laft of March, 1692; and therefore they made 
this the firft Period of Time for examining the Pay- 
mafter’s Accounts: That they have not been able to 
proceed much further upon thofe which follow, and 
which feem to be laid before them very confufed, and 
imperfect ; and, upon the little Infpection they have 
made into them, they obferve, the Paymafter’s Dif- 
charges are generally by Payments of grofs Sums, up- 
on Account; others, by Payments to feveral Perfons, 
tor Services, and on feveral Occafions, without {peci- 
fying the Services, or Occafions: Particularly, he dif- 
charges himfelf, in fome Inftances, thus:

vices, and for fundry Difburfements 
for efpecial Services, relating to the

Paid feveral Perfons for Contingencies

To this Paragraph the Paymafter anfwers, That the 
Words, ‘ very confufed and imperfect,” are not com- 
monly applied to Accounts, till the faid Accounts have 
been throughly examined ; which, the Commiffioners are 
pleafed to fay, they have not yet been able to do: That 
the Army has not been cleared between the Firft of 
ma 1692 (to which Day they are cleared) and the 25th 
fo) 


March, 1699, is certain, and therefore, whatfoever 
Vou. XIV. 
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hath been paid them within that Period of Time (being 
Seven Years) was paid them upon Account, and mutt 
confequently be charged, as fo paid, in the Paymafter’s 
Accounts. And as to the Three Inftarices given, that the 
Paymafter charges Payments to feveral Perfons, and on 
fevetal Occafions; without fpecifying the Services, or 
Occafions, the faid Paymafter anfwers, That the firft Sum 
inftanced, being 27,150/. 165. 3d. is an Ariicle in his 
Account, which begins from the Firft of Ofoéer, 16955 
and ends the 25th of March; 1699, now under the Exa- 
mination of Mr. Auditor Done, of which he delivered an 
Abftract to the Commiffioners on the 25th of Fune laft 5 
and though, in that Abftraét, this Sum is mentioned only 
in general, to avoid Petplexity, yet in the Account, de- 
livered to the faid Auditor in Decemder, 1701, the Par- 
ticulars, making up that Sum, are enumerated, being’ 


about Seventy in Number. 


That the Two other Sums inftanced, being 50,929 /. 
175. 3:d. and 76,477/. 85. o+d. are contained in his Ac- 
count, which begins the Firlt of Apri/, 1692, and ends the 
laft of September; 1695, now under the Examination of 
Mr. Atditor Bridges, of which he alfo delivered an Abf- 
tract to the Commiffioners on the faid 25th of June lafty 
and though, in that Abftraét, the faid Two Sums are only 
mentioned in general, to avoid Perplexity, yet in the Ac- 
count itfelf, delivered to the faid Auditor in Nuvembery 
1701, the Particulars, making up thofe Two Sums, are 
enumerated, being 21< in Number, or thereabouts. 

And the Paymafter further faith, that the Commiffion- 
ers have not only an Abftract, before them, of his Ac- 
counts, delivered by him, as aforefaid, to Mr. Auditor 
Bridges, but they have alio had, for fome Months pat, 
the original Account itfelf, they having fent to the faid 
Auditor for it; by which they may be eafily {fatisfied of 
what is here averred. 

The Third Paragraph, which fpeaks particularly, is, 
That the Paymatter has forgot to carry a Balance, due 
from him, of 20,792 /. 75. 1d. and that in another 
Account he makes the Balance dueto himfelf, 58,886 /. 
125. but has carried to the following Account 98,429 /. 
135. 113d. which, according to his own Calculation, 
is more, than it ought to be, 39,543/. 115. 183d. 

To this Paragraph the faid Paytafter anfwers, Firft, in 
general, That no Accomptant can afcertain the Balance of 
any Account, whilft it is under Examination, fince it is the 
Auditor, as before hath been obferved, who alone fettles 
the Balance, due either to, or from, the Accomptant ; 
and it is a Juftice, which hath been always fhewn to an 
Accomptant, to leave his Accompt open, for fome time 
after the Delivery of it to an Auditor (efpecially when the 
Account is for great Sums, and for a long Period of 
Time) that fo i Accomptant may have Tirhe, and 
Liberty, to add any Articles omitted in the firft Deli- 
very, either to his Charge, or Difcharge. 

He further faith, That he never yet knew an Auditor 
forget to carry the Balance, due at the Foot of one Ac- 
count, to the Charge of the next fucceeding Account ; 
nor did any Auditor, as he hath heard, ever atlow a Ba- 
lance due to.an Accomptant, beyond what his Ditcharge, 
well vouched, made it. And the Paymafter, having faid 
this in general, haftens to anfwer the particular Initances. 
in this Paragraph. 

In order to which, he muft firft humbly acquaint this 
honourable Houfe, that he hath delivered to the 1aidCom- 
miffioners Five Accounts of his Receipts, and Payments, 
from the Firft of April, 1692 (to which Day his Seven 
declared Accounts go on) to the 25th of December, 1701. 
none of which are yet paffed, and declared ; the two firft 
of them depending before the 1'wo Auditors, as before 
hath been faid, and the Three laft not being yet delivered 
them, by reafon they cannot properly take them into their 
Examination, till the faid Two firft are ready for Declara- 
tion ; and the faid Three laft Accounts were framed pur- 
fuant to the Commiffioners Precepts, and for their prefent 
Satisfaction, in order to fhew them the State of his Re- 
ceipts, and Payments, from the 25th of March, 1699; 
to Chriftmas, 1701 ; which, as far as the faid Paymatfter 
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can compute, will very near balance each the other : 
And he further faith, that the Balance, due from him, of 
20,792 /. 75. 1d. (which, this Paragraph faith, he hath 
forgot to carry to his next fucceeding Account) relates to 
the Firft of the faid Five Accounts; that the Balance, 
due to him, of 58,8867. 125s. relatesto the 2d of the faid 
Five Accounts ; and the Increafe of that Balance, from 
5%,9861. 125. to 98,4294 135. 115d. (which, this 
Paragraph faith, is an Addition to it of 39,543415.1 1d. 
according to his owe Calculation) relates to the 3d of the 
faid Five Accounts: Toall which he anfwers, that, when 
he delivered his 2d Account to Mr. Auditor Doze, in De- 
cember, 1701, he then delivered to him an Abftraé of it, 
at the Bottom of which there was a Memorandum, ac- 
quainting him, that he had other Articies co add to the 
Difcharge of that Account, which were not then afcer- 
tained, but which he hath fince added, and make his 
Diicharge, upon that 2d Account, not only fufficient to 
an{wer the Charge of it, but alfo to clear the faid 20,792 /. 
7s. 1d. (faid to be forgot, as aforefaid) and {till to leave 
a Balance, due to him, of 98,429/. 135. 114d. which 
therefore is carried to the Difcharge of his 3d Account. 
And this whole Matter was fully explained to the Com- 
miffioners, before they delivered in their Narrative to this 
honourable Houfe, by a Letter, which the faid Paymatter 
writ to them, and of which he hath a Copy ready to pro- 
duce. 

In the 4th and laft Paragraph the Commiffioners are 
pleated to fay, That, as they fee, from thefe, and 
other the like, Inftances, that the Paymaiter’s fubfe- 
quent Accounts are as extraordinary, and no lefs im- 
pertect than the former; fo they have great Reafon 
to apprehend, that, when they fhall call upon him to 
lay others before them, in fuch a Method as they 
conceive moft neceffary, for their due examining and 
ftating of them, it cannot be complied with; becaule, 
when they fent Two of their own Members with a 
Precept to him, to fee whether he had kept fuch a 
Regitter of his regimental Accounts, as he wasrequired 
to do by a Claufe in an At, paffed in the 4th and 5th 
of the late King and Queen (for punifhing Officers, 
and Soldiers who fhall mutiny ordefert) and continued 
by feveral other Acts, till the roth of April, 169%, 
they reported, that there was no fuch Regifter kept, 
that neither he, nor thofe he employed, owned, they 
knew of the Claufe; but that he defired to know, 
where it was to be found, and faid, he would read 
it, before he flept: They reported alfo, that he feemed 
ignorant of the like Claufe, paffled in another A& of 
the laft Seffion, againft Mutiny and Defertion; and 
that he had kept no fuch Regifter in his Office. 

To this Paragraph he anfwers, That a Precept was 
brought him to his Office, dated the 13th of Offoder laf, 
by Iwo of the Commiffioners of Accounts; by which 
he was required to permit the faid Two Commiffioners to 
infpect fuch Offices, Books, and Papers, as they fhould 
think fit. Upon Sight of this Precept, the Paymafter 
affured them of his Readinefs to comply with it. Upon 
this they afked him, whether he had kept fuch a Regifter 
of his regimental Accounts, as he was required to do by 
a Claufe in an Act, paffed in the 4th and sth of the late 
King and Queen (for punifhing Mutiny and Defertion) 
and continued, by feveral other Acts, to the roth of 
April, 1698. To this he anfwered, That, purfuant to the 
Claufe aforefaid, he had, with great Labour and Pains, 
made up all the faid regimental Accounts, belonging to 
his Office, from the firft of April, 1642, to the 25th of 
March, 1699 ; that he had given out the faid regimental 
Accounts, io-made up, to the feveral Colonels, or their 
Agents; and that, before he did fo, he had caufed them 
all to be fairly entered, or regiftered, in large Books, pre- 
pared for that Purpofe. Whereupon they defired to fee 
thofe Books, which were immediately laid before them ; 
and after they had infpected them fome time, and taken 
notice, how fairly they were entered, they told him, that 
he was obliged, ‘by the Claufe aforefaid, to atteft, under 
his own Hand, or that of his Deputies, that each regi- 
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mental Account, fo entered, was a true Account. To this 
the Paymafter anfwered, that he, or his Deputy, had fign- 
ed all the original Accounts, delivered as aforefaid, to the 
feveral Colonels, or their Agents; and that, having done 
fo, he thought, there was very little need of figning the 
Copies of them, entered in thofe Books: And when 
replied to this, that the aforefaid Claufe required fuch fign- 
ing. he told them, that he had not read that Claufe ot a 
long Time, but that he would read it before he flept ; ‘and 
that he thought, he had fully complied with the Intention 
of it, by figning the original Accounts, given out to the 
Colonels, or Agents; and, if it were thought neceffary, 
he would have the feveral Entries of them tigned by fuch 
of his Clerks, as had both entered and examined them ; 
adding, that, though he entered all his Letters of Buii- 
neis in Books, yet he never thought it neceffary to atteft, 
or fign, thofe Entries. After this they aiked, him, whe- 
ther he had made up fuch regimental Accounts, purfu- 
ant.to the like Clautes, paffed in another Act of the laft 
Seffions, againft Mutiny and Defertion : To which he an- 
iwered, ‘That he had not as yet much minded that Clauie, 
thinking there was no great need of it, fince the Forces, 
under his Care, were now paid regularly, as foon as the 
Rolls for any Mufter were brought into his Office; and 
that, though the Letter of this laft Claufe had not been, as 
yet, exactly complied with, yet he had the Vouchers and 
Warrants, belonging to each Regiment, from Chriftmas 
laft, ready to fhew them, though that laft Claufe was to 
take Effect only from the ift of March laft. 

This is a true Narrative of what paffed between the faid 
Two Commiffioners and him, on the Day aforefaid; and 
therefore the Paymafter cannot but wonder, that this Pa- 
ragraph fhould {fo pofitively fuggeft, that he had kept no 
Regifter of the regimental Accounts, required by theafore- 
faid Firft Claufe, and that even he had forgot, there was 
fuch a Claufe ; though he can fafely fay, that it coft. him 
very near Two Years conftant Trouble, in making up and 
entering the faid Accounts; which were made up with that 
Exaétnefs, that the Five Commiflioners ot Accounis have 
grounded all their Certificates for Debentures upon them; 
and as to the laft Claufe, now in ‘being, he hath fince 
punctually complied even with the very Letter of it, trom 
Chriftmas \att. 

Thefe arethe Anfwers, which the faid Paymafter humbly 
offers to all the material Obfervations, contained in the 
Narrative of the Commiffioners of Accounts ; to which 
he begs Leave now to add the Reafons why he hath, and 
ftill doth infift, that the faid Commiffioners have no Au- 
thority to ravel into, or lay open, any of his Accounts, 
pafled and declared, upon which he hath his Quietus eff 
in due Form of Law, and which have been heretofore 
under the Examination of any of the former Commiffions 
of Accounts. 

The Firft Ac&t appointing Commiffioners of Accounts, 
pafied in the 2d Year of the late King and Queen: The 
Commiffioners, thereby appointed, had a general Power 
and Authority to examine all Accounts of publick Mo- 
ney between the sth Day of November, 1688, andthe 
25th of Fanuary, 1691: Which A& was revived to the 
25th of April, 1693, by the laft Claufe in the Aét, grant- 
ing a quarterly Poll to their Majefties, in the 3d Year of 
their Reign. 

The next A& appointing Commiffioners of Accounts, 
paffed in the 4th and sth Years of their faid late Majetties 
Reign, That Parliament thinking that it was no Ways 
reafonable to give fuch Perfons as had delivered in their 
Accounts to the Commiffioners appointed by the faid 
firft-recited Act, the Trouble of accounting over again, 
for the fame Matters, before the Commiffioners appointed 
by this Act, did not give them a general Power, as in the 
Firft Aét, but confined and limited their Power, to take 
Accounts of all Monies iffued between the faid 5th of 
November, 1688, and the 24th of April, :694, not ac- 
counted for by virtue, or in purfuance, of the faid firft- 
recited Act, or the laft Claufe, touching publick Ac- 
counts, enacted in the aforefaid Act, granting a quar- 
terly Poll. 

And 
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And the Powers of the Commiffioners of Accounts, 
appointed by an Aé made in the sth and 6th Years of 
their faid late Majefties Reign, and of thofe appointed by 
another Act made in the 6th and 7th Years of his faid late 
Majefty’s Reign, and of thofe appointed by another Act 
made in the 7th and 8th Years of his faid late Majefty’s 
Reign, are all, for the fame Reafon, limited and confined 
to the taking the Accounts of the publick Money, not ac- 
counted for by virtue or in purfuance of any of the former 
Aéts; and therefore the refpective Commiffioners, in the 
faid: Acts named, did never require an Account of any 
Money from any Paymafter, an Account of which had 
been laid before any former Commiffioners. 

And fince the Power of the prefent Commiffioners is 
given them in the very fame Words, in the late A@, as 
was given to the refpective Commiffioners in the faid 
former Aéts; viz. To take Accounts of all publick Mo- 
nies, due or payable on the 5th Day of November, 1688, 
or at any Time between the faid 5th Day of November, 
1688, and the 25th Day of March, 1703, not accounted 
for by virtue, or in purfuance, of the faid former Acts, 
or any of them; and that the publick Money paid to the 
Payimafter of the Forces, between the faid 5th of No- 
vember, 1688, and the faid laft Day of March, 1692, hath 
been accounted for by the faid Paymafter to former Com- 
miffioners of Accounts, by virtue, and in purfuance, of 
the faid former Acts; the faid Paymafter did, and ftill 
doth, humbly conceive, that the prefent Commiffioners 
had not a Power to require an Account of the fame from 
him, much lefs to ravel into, and lay open, his faid Four 
Accounts, paffed and declared, from the rft of Fanuary, 
1687, to the faid laft of March, 1692, upon which their 
Ten Obfervations, and the additional Claufe to them, are 
entirely grounded. 

And the faid Paymafter muft further add, That in the 
Firft A&t appointing Commiffioners of Accounts, which 
pafied, as before hath been faid, in the 2d Year of their 
late Majefties Reign, there is a Claufe, which faith, 

«< Provided always, and it is the trué¢ Intent and Mean- 
* ing of this prefent Act, that all Accomptants to their 
« Majefties, of all fuch Sum or Sums of Money, fo by 
<< them received, and iffued, or to be received, and iffued, 
‘¢ as aforefaid, fhall render and make their refpedtive Ac- 
counts, in their Majefty’s Court of Exchequer, accord- 
“ing to the ufual Courfe of the faid Court; any thing 
“ contained in this Act to the contrary notwithftanding :”

Samuel Sweetland faid, his Father, William Sweetland, 
had a Bill from one Paul Phipps, a Reiation of Mr. 
Phips, for 20/. and that his Father told him, he had 
fome Money lent him, in Confideration of his voting: 
But one Robert Downing faid, it was only a Bill of Ex- 
change, and that he had repaid the Money. 

Fobn Humphreys faid, that Fonathan Axford, the 
Mayor, voted for the Sitting Members ; and that he de- 
clared, he had been out of Pocket 20/. in his Mayoralty. 
and whofoever he returned, fhould reimburfe him, and 
give him Security, to indemnify him in making the Return. 

That Witnefles were called to ill Practices in general. 

Fohn Hancock faid, Mr. Phipps, at his own Houfe, 
about a Month before the Election, profered him zo/. if 
he would vote for him; and that he was offered half a Tun 
of Iron, being a Blackfmith: But Robert Downing and 
Henry Murfit teftified, that Hancock told him, Three 
Days after the Election, Mr. Phipps never afked him for 
his Vote, nor offered him any Money. 

Fobn Sly faid, that, about Two Months before the 
Election, Mr. Phipps told him, that if he would vote for 
him, he would give 80/. or 100/. amongft the Voters. 

Richard King faid, that Mr. Phipps afked him for his 
Vote, and told him, he fhould have what Money he 
wanted. William Pierfon teltityed, that King, Three 
Weeks after the Election, folicited him to be a Witheis 
againft Mr. Phipps, and told him, he fhould have ;o/. 
to pay Mr. Bates, to whom he was indebted. 

William 
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William Fordan faid, that, about Two Months before 
the Election, Mr. Trenchard afked him for his Vote; and 
that, being a Tallow-chandler, Mr. Trenchard told him, 
he had an Intereft in Jreland, and would help him to 2 
or 300/. worth of Tallow in Jreland, from a good Hand, 
and pafs his Word for it. 

But William Cockle, being examined on Mr. Trenchara’s 
Behalf, faid, he was with Yordan at Mr. Trenchard’s 
Houfe, and when the Difcourfe was; and that it was 
only a general Difcourfe about helping him to Tallow 
in Jreland, but with no refpeét to his voting. 

That the Sitting Members Counfel infifted, that it did 
not appear, what Reiidence was neceffary to give a Right 
to vote at this Election, but produced feveral, who faid, 
that, at the Election to the Oxon Parliament, they remem- 
bered, fome had voted, and were not objected againit, 
that had lived only Two or Three Days, or a Week, in 
the Borough.

They afterwards endeavoured to recrimi- 
nate; and called Witneffes, who faid, that 
Robert Cox and Ben. Borne offered to /Villiam Pier fon Two 
Trees, worth 5/. to vote for the Petitioners; and that 
Samuel Gibbs and ‘¥ohn Humpbryes threatened, he fhould 
have no further Eitate in his Houfe, if he did not vote 
for the Petitioners. 

That Gibbs was an Agent for the Earl of Abingdon, 
and threatened, that, if he voted againft that JLord’s In- 
tereft, he fhould never have his Leafe; neither has he it 
yet, though granted. 

« Auftin, Robert Forfter, faid, that Samuel Gibbs de- 
clared, that, if the Petitioners had only Ten Votes, they 
would carry it in the Parliament Houie. 

« Downing faid, that Fobn Millis offered him Two 
Lives in this Houfe, if he would be for the Petitioners ; 
and to give him a Bond of 30/. to make it good. 

Martin Taylor faid, that Fobn Davis told him, he had 
a mind to renew his Eftate, and was kept off from it; 
and that Mr. Moor, the Earl of Abingdon’s Chaplain, 
promifed him, he fhould renew; which was the Reafon 
he voted for the Petitioners. 

That fome Witneffes fpoke to their having Leafes 
granted by the Lord of the Manor, but that they were de- 
tained from them: To which it was anfwered, they were 
fo detained, either, becaufe they had not paid all their 
Fines, or their Fees to the Steward, or elfe, becaufe no 
Court had been held, fince they were granted. 

That the Counfel for the Sitting Members called one 
Thomas Browne, to {peak to fome Bonds of 20/. being 
given by the Tenants, to vote for the Earl of Abingdon’s 
Intereft, as long as they lived. He faid, he had given 
fuch a Bond to Edmund Bayly ; and that Baley told him, 
if his Father and he did not give it, they fhould have no 
Leafe. 

‘ohn Amyett fpoke to the fame Effect; and that they 
had voted for Mr. Trenchard and Mr. Phipps, but the 
Bonds were not fued. 

That the Petitioners Counfel offered to call Witneffes, 
to prove that thefe Bonds were given above Four Years 
fince, and had been all of them publickly cancelled, and 
deftroyed, long before this laft Election, in the late King’s 
Life-time, in the Prefence of thofe that gave them, and 
others, by the Direction of Mr. Robert Bertie, one of the 
Petitioners, as foon as the faid Petitioner had any Notice 
of thofe Bonds.

ordinary Courts of Juftice, where it will not be difficult to 
make Delays, till the Expiration of our Commiffion. 

4thly, There is a Notion induftrioufly fpread about in 
Ireland, that the Adjudications, made by the Truttees, 
and the Titles of thofe Lands, they fhall fell, purfuant to 
them, are fubject to the Re-examination of other Courts 
there: And though we conceive, the Act of Refumption 
leaves little Colour to countenance that Conftruction; yet 
fuch an Opinion, generally promoted and believed, may 
have the fame ill Confequences upon our Sales, as if it 
was better grounded. 

All which the Truftees are apprehenfive may tend to 
the depreciating the Forfeitures, and therefore thought 
it their Duty, and accordingly have directed us, to re- 
prefent the fame to your Honours; that fuch Provifion 
may be made for the Remedy thereof, as to your 
Honours, in your great Wiitdom, fhall feem meet.

Sir Godfrey Copley, from the Commiffioners for taking, 
examining, and {tating, the publick Accounts of the King- 
dom, acquainted the Houfe, that he had their Reply to 
the Anfwer of the Earl of Ranelagh to the Narrative, or 
Obfervations, in relation to his Lordfhip’s Accounts; and 
he read the fame in his Place, and afterwards delivered [it] 
in at the Clerk’s Table; where the fame was read, and 
is, as followeth; viz.

Y OU R Commiffioners do, in the firft Place, return 

you their humble Thanks, for having ordered them 
a Copy of the Anfwer of the Paymafter of her Majefty’s 
Land Forces to their Narrative, and Obfervations on his 
Accounts, and for your allowing them fo fhort a Day to 
deliver in their Reply to the fame; whereby they have 
an early Opportunity of juftifying themfelves, and their 
Proceedings. 

Your Commiffioners knew, that they had reported Mat- 
ter of Fact fo faithfully to you, and that their Obferva- 
tions were fo well grounded, that little Time could be- 
requifite for their Reply. In this Opinion they are abun- 
dantly confirmed by his Lordfhip’s Anfwer; and there- 
fore fhall not offer you other Reply in Writing, than this, 
that follows. 

That, in relating Matter of Fact, his Lordfhip is very 
much miftaken, and has plainly mifreprefented it in many 
Particulars. 

That, in his Anfwers to your Commiffioners Ten 
Obfervations, fome of the Facts he owns, and juftifies ; 
upon which you only are to judge betwixt his Lordhhip, 
and your Commiffioners: As to others, his Anfwers are 
generally evafive. Where he denies any thing charged by 
your Commiffioners, they are ready tomake good the fame. 

His Lordfhip’s Anfwers to their Animadverfions on his 
Accounts not paffed, are in the like Manner. 

As to what his Lordfhip relates of the Two Commif- 
fioners who were fent to fee the Regifter, he was required 
by Act of Parliament to keep in his Office, they crave Leave 


to lay the Report of thofe two Commiffioners before you, © 


as they agreed it, immediately upon their Return from the 
Pay-office, and as it was then entered in their Books. 
Martis, 13° Ofobris, 1702. 

** Two of the Commiffioners having attended the Earlof 
Ranelagh at the Pay-office, with a Precept to his Lord- 
fhip, {to permit*] them to infpeét fuch Offices, Books, 
and Papers, as they fhould think fir, they reported, 
that, delivering the Precept to his Lordfhip, he afked, 
what Books they did defire to fee; he was very willing 
to fhew them any he had. Then his Lordfhip was 
acquainted, the Books, the Commiffioners of Accounts 
had defired them to infpect in his Office, were the 
Regimental Accounts, which the Paymafter of the 
Army, or his Deputy, was obliged (by the A&, that 
palicd Anno 4° et 5° W. et M. for punifhing Off- 
cers, and Soldiers, €@c. and was afterwards yearly con- 
tinued to the 1oth of 4pri/, 1698) to make up on the 
1ft of Fuly, 1693, or within Six Days after, with the 
Colonel of every Regiment in their Majetfties Service, 


(*]} Thefe Words are fupplied from the Original, 
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“ or his Agent. His Lordfhip faid, he knew not whe- 
“ ther any fuch Books were in his Office; he trufted 
“ to Mr. Abbott, who was a very careful Man; he would 
** enquire, what Books there were, and would foon wait 
** on the Commiffioners, and give them an Account. 

“ We defired, we might now fee, what Books were in 
** the Office. His Lordfhip then faid, there were Two 
‘* Jarge Books, in which thefe Accounts, for that Time, 
“ were kept; and called for Mr. Pigeon, who was afked 
** for fuch Books. Mr. Pigeon feemed a Stranger to this 
“© Claufe in the A& of Parliament; mentioned the Two 
“ great Books, and, at our Defire, brought them to us. 
*© We looked into them, and found them to contain Ac- 
** counts of his Lordfhip’s Payments to feveral Regiments, 
‘< and were told, they were from the 1ft of April, 1692, 
** to the 25th March, 1699; but none of the Regimental 
“¢ Payments were fo figned, as the Act directed. His 
** Lordfhip defired to know, where the Claufe was to be 
“© found ; and faid he would read it over, before he flept : 
‘“* That, if his Books were not kept in the Method ex-

“* His Lordfhip was further acquainted, that there was

«© afked, whether he had made up his Accounts with the 
** Regiments, as he was thereby required. His Lord- 
“ fhip, and Mr. Pigeon, were fhewn the -faid Claufe; 
“¢ and his Lordfhip anfwered, he had taken care to make 
** up his Accounts, as the Mufters were fent him in, and 
“© to pay accordingly, fince the 25th of March, 16993 
*¢ but that there was a great Neglect in that Office; that 
“© he was forced often to call upon them for the Mufters ; 
“¢ and it was with Difficulty, and late, he had them: That

Whether his Lordfhip is merely a minifterial Officer, 
is fubmitted to you; but your Commiffioners apprehend, 
fuch Doctrine muft be attended with very abfurd, as well 
as very fatal, Confequences, to the Publick. 

And laftly, as to his Lordfhip’s difputing the Autho- 
rity of your Commiffioners of Accounts, in what they 
required, they fhall humbly offer you their Reafons, to 
fupport it, whenever you pleafe to enter into the Confi- 
deration of that Matter. You are the beft Expofitors of 
your own Aét, and your own Intentions. 

Your Commiffioners, for the avoiding Prolixity (which 
they conceive may be more proper in a Reply, than in 
the framing of Accounts, which are to be examined, and 
{tated) and that they may not engage in an endlefs Paper 
War, will not trouble you with any thing further in Writ- 
ing; but humbly beg, they may have the Liberty to make 
good their Narrative, ore tenus.

Wages in Provifions, Goods, and feveral Sorts of Wares, 
inftead of Money.

afterwards, as Lord and Lady of the faid Manor, 
in Breach of the Privilege of the Houfe : 

That it was admitted, that Sir Walter Clerges had been, 
for feveral Years laft paft, in Poffeffion of the {aid Manor, 
and received the Rents, and continued to be in Poffeffion 
of the fame, till Mr. Sherwin, and his Wife, came down 
into York/bire, the Beginning of September laft ; and that 
the Tenants attorned to them. 

William Wilfon, Fobn Hatter, Tho. Woodbou/e, W itnefles, 
were called, to make good the Complaint; who faid, 
that Mr. Sherwin, and his Wife, ufed Threats, made En- 
tertainments, and Promifes, to the Tenants, to induce them 
to attorn Tenants to them: They threatened, if they did 
not, to take their Farms from them, and to make them 
pay again all the Rent they had paid, for feveral Years 
patt, to Sir Walter Clarges : They entertained them daily 
with Meat and Drink, and Plenty of Wine; and pro- 
mifed, they fhould have good Bargains, and to ereét and 
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endow a Free-fchool for their Children, and the Benefit of 
the Town: That Leafes were granted to the Tenants b 
the faid Mr. Sherwin, and his Wife; and a printed Leafs 
was produced: That they called a Court, and, amonott 
other Things, fwore the Jury to be true to the faid Mr. 
Sherwin, and his Wife, as Lord and Lady of the Manor: 
That the Court was held by Mr. Thomas Barker, and Mr. 
Daniel Copley, and that Thomas Froft and Foba Froft were 
very active, both by Threats and Promifes, to induce the 
Tenants to attorn to the faid Mr. Sherwin, and his Wife. 

That, on the other Side, the Witnefies faid, that Mr. 
Sherwyn, and his Wife, claimed this Eftate; fhewed them 
fome Writings, and gave them Ten Days time, to write to 
Sir Walter Clarges, and to confider what they would do. 

Two of the Tenants, viz. Leo. Frith, and Francis Dune 
nington (one a Shoemaker, and the other a Hufbandman) 
faid, that they were fatisfied with the Title of Mr. Sder- 
coin, and his Wife, upon fecing the Writings they fhewed 
for it; and therefore voluntarily attorned. 

And that the Committee came to this Refolution :

him to report to the Houte; which he read in his Place, 
and afterwards delivered in at the Clerk’s Table; where 
the fame were read, and are, as follow; vz. 

Upon the Petition of Sir Thomas Twifden, Baronet, and 
Tho. Blife, Efquire, complaining of an undue Elec- 
tion and Return of Sir Robert Marfoam, Knight and 
Baronet, and Sir Thomas Roberts, Baronet, to ferve 
in Parliament for the Borough of Maidjone, in the 
County of Kent : 

That the Right of Election was not contefted, but 
agreed to be in the Freemen of Maid/tene, not receiving 
Alms. 

On the Poll the Numbers were thus : 


For Sir Rodert Marfham 410 
For Sir Tho. Roberts 348 
For Mr. Biife 293 
For Sir Tho. Tuijden 131 


That which was infifted on by the Petitioners Counfel, 
was, that many of the Sitting Members Votes were gained 
by Bribery and Corruption: And, to this Purpofe, they 
called feveral Witneffes. 

Tho. Hoade faid, he lived at Canterbury, and that Sa- 
muel Springate endeavoured to get Votes for the Sitting 
Members, and particularly defired him to vote for them, 
and fpent a Crown on him at Canterbury: He was alfo 
treated at Canterbury by Fobn Ely, who came to him, as 
he faid, on the Petitioner’s behalf, to know what he 
could fay againft Mr. Bly/e: That he had a Crown of one 
Flitcher, to be for the Sitting Members; but acknow- 
ledged he voted for the Petitioners, and even at the 
Time of receiving the Crown, declared himfelf for them. 
The Petitioners called Yohn Hill, to his Reputation ; who 
{faid, he was a Thief, a Pickpocket, and a villainous 
Fellow. 

William Woodhoufe faid, Richard Flitcher gave him 
Two Half Crowns, in Canterbury, to be for the Sitting 
Members, and alfo feveral times treated him: He con- 
feffed, he promifed to be for the Sitting Members, but 
did actually vote for the Petitioners. 

Robert Smith faid, he lived at Canterbury; and that 
Flitcher defired his Vote for the Sitting Members, and paid 
55. for hjs Horfe-hire: He faid, the next Day after he 
had given his Vote, he received 10s. of Mr. Fohn Smith, 
which Mr. Smith gave him for the Lofs of his Time. 

Henry Smith faid, that Fames Smith, the Night before 
the Election, told him he had received a Bribe, and, if 
he would keep off, he fhould have the fame; and that 
Robert Salmon defired his Vote for the Sitting Members, 
and promifed him 30s. but he voted for Captain Bife. 

Robert Smith faid, Thomas Field faid, he would not vote, 
unlefs he had a Debt of 145. paid him, which was due 
from Sir Robert Marfham, which Debt was paid; and 
that Thomas Couper faid, unlefs Mr. Biife would give him 
30 s. he would poll for the Sitting Members; for he could 
have it there. Mr. Yobn Smith, being examined on the 
behalf of the Sitting Members, faid, he gave the faid 
Robert Smith the 10s. purely out of Charity, he having 
known him '25 Years, and had given him Charity be- 
fore: Which Robert Smith denied. 

— ‘Ffobn Coney faid, Walter Harris afked Votes for Sir 
Robert Marfoam and Sir Tho. Roberts, and gave 105. to 
Roger Auftin, to vote for them. 

Robert Gatton {aid, that Thomas Cowper told him, he 
would not be for Mr. Bliffe, unlefs he had 30s. for he 
could have it on the other Side; and that Mr. Wood, one 
of the Jurats, gave him Two Months keeping of a Mare, 
to vote for the Sitting Members. 

John Bell {aid, that Robert Barrett, a little before the 
Election, afked them, if they ftood plum for the Sitting 
Members; and gave Half a Crown to him, Tho. Hodge, 
Robert Salinom, and Fobn Walter, to drink, between them 
(being working at the Paper-mill) and that Robert Solmon 
gave another Half Crown to drink. Peter Mulgrave was 
examined on the other Side; and faid, he was prefent at 
the Time fpoken of, and faw no Monies given; which he 
thinks, he fhould have feen, if any had been given. 
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Richard Green faid, he lived at Weftminfter, and was 
importuned by Wm. Majters, to go down to Maid- 
Stone, to vote tor the Sitting Members; and not hearing 
from Mr. Bliffe, who he detigned to vote for, he went to 
Mafters, and received a Guinea of him, and another of 
Geff; and, when he came to Billingsgate, he received 10 s, 
more; and he obferved, fome others received the like. 

Mary Allen faid, that George Willard told her, he 
would not go down to Maidjtone againtt Mr. Biiffe, unlefs 
he was fatisfied ; and at Billingsgate he pulled out a 
Guinea and ros. and faid, he was fatisfied. 

Tobias Bell faid, that he heard Robert Auftin promife 
Mr. Biiffe his Vote; and afterwards was perfuaded by Mr. 
Finch and Mr. Weldifb, for fear he fhould lofe his Work, 
to vote otherwife : That 4ufin told him, he had received 
of Mr. Finch 4s. but did not fay for what. 

Mrs. Vincent faid, that Thomas Hughes (a Journeyman 
Shoemaker) came to her Houfe, pulled out a Guinea, 
and offered her a Bottle of Wine, which he faid, he had 
of Sir Robert Marfham and Sir Tho. Roberts, and after- 
wards came, and fhewed another Guinea, faying, all his 
Money was not gone. He was fetched 20 Miles, to vote 
at the Election. 

That Mr. Colepeper gave to Downes, and Robins, 15, 
a-piece, and defired them to be for the Knights; and 
faid, he would give them more another time. 

Fobn Hill faid, he was at Sir Robert Marfham’s Houte, 
and Gerva/fe Hely defired his Vote for the Sitting Mem- 
bers, and told him, he would help him to get 305. a 
Week ; the ufual Wages of his Trade, as a Smith, being 
but 125. per Week. He acknowledged, he had defired 
of Mr. Hely a Guinea, and Mr. Hely refufed him. 

Fobn Ward {aid, that Sir Robert Marfoam came, with 
others, to his Houfe, and defired his Vote, and gave him 
Money, to give Penell and Ward, who lived at Roche- 
fter; viz. for each, Two Half Crowns: But the faid 
Ward acknowledged, that neither he, nor the other Two, 
voted for Sir Robert Marfham. Edward Cutbufb was ex- 
amined, on behalf of the Petitioners, as to fobn Ward’s 
Reputation; who faid, that 16 Years ago he was charged 
with ftealing Pippins; and that he had lately made a falfe 
Affidavit againit him. 

Fofeph Stanley laid, that Richard Flitcher came to his 
Houfe before the Ele&tion, and told him, he had been 
riding about to get Voters, and had difpofed 20 /. for Mr. 
Palmer, and got 32 Men for the Sitting Members. 

Robert Cheejman faid, that Thomas Bromfield defired 
YFobn Hoad’s Vote for the Petitioners, but did not promife 
him any thing; however, at Hoad’s Requeft, atter the 
Eleétion was over, Eromfeld gave him 5s. for Charges. 

Robert Ma/on faid, that ‘on Greenhill defired his Vote 
for the Sitting Members, and told him he fhould have 
30 or 405. in his Pocket. ; 

Robert Brook faid, that Edward Maffey came to his 
Houfe on the 18th of Augu/t, and faid, he defigned to be 
for Mr. Blife, but was fo promifed, and threatened, by 
Mr. Wildifh and Mr. Curtis, two of the Jurats, to whom 
he owed Money, that he was forced to vote for the Sitting 
Members. 

Fobn Swinyard faid, that, declaring himfelf for Mr. 
Bliffe, Mr. Wildifh threatened to ftrike him. 

That then they called Witneffes, to prove fome A fper- 
fions thrown on Mr. Biff. 

Eliz. Hamond faid, that Gervafe Hely publickly, in the 
Street, declared, that Captain Affe was a Jacobite, and 
took French Money. 

Dennis Vincent faid, that Gervas Hely endeavoured .to 
get Votes for the Sitting Members; and that he came to 
his Houfe feveral times, and abufed Captain Biiff, faying, 
he was a Rogue, and a Villain: But Yames How, being 
examined by the Petitioners Counfel, as to Gervafe Hely’s 
Carriage, faid, he was prefent, when Hely afked Wood- 
houfe {tor his Vote; and that, Woodbou/e *) declaring 
himfelt for Mr. Blife, Hely bid him ftand to him, and 
God blefs him. 

That the Counfel for the Petitioners faid, they had 
more Evidence of treating, and other indireét Practices ; 
but refted it here. That

n obn Hayward faid, that the Day of the Election he 
met ohn Hayes in the Street, and told him, he hoped 
he would be for the Sitting Members; and Hayes an- 
{wered, that the Captain had given him 20s. to be for 
him, and Sir Tho. Twifden; and he would not go from 
his Word. 

William Pattifon faid, Mrs. Vincent gave him 1os. from 
the Captain, and bid him be true to the Captain, and 
give him his Vote: He voted for Mr. B&ffe, and Sir Tho. 
Roberis. , 

Daniel Hope faid, that Tho. Harris endeavoured to get 
Votes for Mr. Blif; and that Harris thruft a Guinea 
into a Man’s Hand the Day before the Election, and 
faid, it was to Captain Biife’s Ufe; but Hope knew not 
who the Man was. 

Nich. Fordan faid, that Fofeph Ofborne owed Mr. 
Bliffe 2ol. and Mr. Clark a Jurat, and another, told him, 
that if he would vote for Mr. Blyffe, he fhould be abated 
10/. and that Madam BAyfe had promifed the fame. 

Thomas Collins faid, that Edward Seawell told him, 
Captain Bliffe gave him 15. for his Vote, Six Weeks be- 
fore the Election, and ordered him to take up a Coat 
without paying for it. Edward Seawell, being examined 
by the Petitioner’s Counfel, faid, that Mr. Biiffe gave him 
the rs. one Day that he met him on the Road, being 
very poor, to buy him Victuals: That, as to the Coat, 
Mr. iif, in April, ordered him to go to one Manly, and 
take up a Coat, which he was to pay for by 25. a Week; 
and he had paid Part of the Money. 

Vincent Baker faid, that Charles Feffries afked him for 
his Vote, and told him, he had as good poll for the Cap- 
tain; and that he would give him a Crown to do fo; 
and threw down 15. otherwife he would fend him to Sea: 
That Captain Béife afterwards, being told of it, faid 
Jefferies was a Ratcal for making ufe of his Name. 

Elenor Kingfton faid, fhe went to the Captain a 
Fortnight or ‘Three Weeks before the Election, to take 
off the T’ax for the Birth and Death of a Child; and the 
Captain faid, he would do it if her Hufband would vote 
for him; and the Captain then gave her 6d. 

Nicholas Lane faid, that Captain Biyfe defired his Vote, 
and promifed him, if he was turned out of Work, he 
would help him to Work, or he fhould have 10s. a Week 
during the Malt Seafon, whether he worked or not. 

Andrew Caning {aid, that he had voted for Captain 
Bliffe formerly ; and that the Captain, Two feveral Times 
before the Election, gave him Half a Crown at each 
Time; but there was no Promife of voting for him 
required. 

Roger Eaton faid, in the Crown and Scepter Entry Cap- 
tain Blife afked one Hill for his Vote, and gave him 1s. 
and Half a’ Crown. 

Tho. Allifon faid, that William Fenkins, Two Days be- 
fore the Eleétion, came to his Father, and afked him, 
why he would not draw Drink for him as well as another ; 
and faid he would fee him paid; and that feveral of Cap- 
tain Biiffe’s Voters drank there. 

Jobn Short faid, that Fohn Mafon, on the Thurfday be- 
fore the Election, took Money out of his Pocket, and 
put it into one Ra/fel’s Hands, and faid, “ Biff only.” 

William Fenkins faid, he had been in fome Trouble, at 
the Affizes, about a Broad Arrow, found on fome of his 
ron, and Mr. Bliffe defired his Vote, and faid, what it 
coft him ior the future, he would be at the Charge. 

And that, upon the whole Matter, the Committee 
[came] to thefe Refolutions : 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That Sir Robert Marfoam, Knight and Baronet, is not 
duly elected a Burgefs, to ferve in Parliament for the 
Borough of Mzidftone, in the County of Kent. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That Sir Tho. Roberts, Baronet, is not duly elected a 
Burgefs, to ferve in Parliament-for the faid Borough of 
Maidfton. . 


Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
Vou, XIV, 
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That Sir Tho. Twifden, Baronet, is not duly elected ‘a 
Burgefs, to ferve in Parliament for the faid Borough of 
Maidjfton. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That Thomas Bliffe, Efquire, is not duly elected a Bur- 
gefs to ferve in Parliament for the faid Borough of 
Maidfton. 

The faid Refolutions, being feverally read a Second 
time, were, upon the Queftion feverally put thereupon, 
agreed unto by the Houfe. 

Refolved, That the late Election of Burgefles for the 
faid Borough of Maidfton, is a void Eleétion. 

A Motion being made, and the Queftion being put, 
That no Warrant do iffue during this Seffion of Par- 
liament, for the making out a new Writ, for the electing 
Burgeffes for the faid Borough of Maidjton ; 

The Houfe divided :

Refolved, That Gervas Hely is guilty of indirect and 
corrupt Practices, in order to the procuring Members to 
be elected, to ferve in Parliament for the faid Borough 
of Maidfton. , 

Ordered, That the faid Gervas Hely be, for his faid 
Offence, taken into the Cuftody of the Serjeant at Arms 
attending this Houfe. 


Mr. Bromley (according to Order) reported from the 
Committee of Privileges and Elections, the Matter, as it 
appeared to them, touching the Election for the Borough 
of St, Ives, in the County of Cornwall, and the Refolu- 
tions of the Committee thereupon, which they had di- 
rected him to report to the Houfe; which he read in his 
Place, and afterwards delivered in at the Clerk’s Table; 
where the fame were read, and are as follow; viz. 

Upon the Petition of Zohn Pitt, Efquire, complaining 
of an undue Ele@ion and Return of Richard Chand- 
ler, Efquire, to ferve in Parliament for the Borough 
of St. Ives, in the County of Cornwall: 

That the Petitioner’s Counfel infifted, that the Borough 

of St. Ives was a Corporation and Borough by Prefcription. 

That the only Thing in Queftion was, the Right of 
Election; which, the Petitioner’s Counfel faid, was in the 
Burgeffes or Inhabitants at large, but the Sitting Mem- 
ber’s Counfel faid, it was in the capital Burgeffes only. 

That the Petitioner’s Counfel called feveral Witnefies, 
and delivered in feveral Returns to Parliament for the 
faid Borough. 

That the Witneffes, viz. Mr. Henry Morrice, Richard 
Trenkay, Richard Swaite, Tho. Cockaine, Fames Morrice, 
faid, they had been acquainted with this Borough 14, 23, 
40, and 60 Years; and that they had known {feveral 
Ele€tions; and that the Burgeffes at large had voted; 
and they never knew them denied. 

That they produced the following Returns; viz. 

Two Indentures of Return of the 16th of April, 1660; 
by one of which, Fobn St. Aubin Efquire, by the other, 
Fames Praed Efquire, is returned a Burgefs, to ferve in 
Parliament for the faid Borough. The firft Indenture is 
exprefied to be made between the Sheriff, of the one 
Part, and the Mayor, Burgeffes, and Commonalty, on 
the other Part; which was figned by a certain Number 
of capital Burgeffes and Common-council-men, and 
about 100 others, called Gentlemen and Freemen; and 
is faid to be under their Hands and Seals: The other 
Indenture is expreffed to be made between the Sheriff and 
the Burgeffes, and the Commonalty; and that the Bur- 
geffles and Commonalty, of their own unanimous Affent 
and Confent, had chofen Mr. Praed; and was under 
the Hands and Seals of the Burgeffes and Commonalty, 
and figned by above 150. 

T A Re- 
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A Return, 27° Martii, 13° Car. II. between the 
Sheriff, of the one Part, and the Mayor and Burgefies 
of St. Ives, on the other Part; by which it is expreffed, 
that the Mayor and Burgeffes had unanimoufly elected 
ames Praed Efquire: It is under the Common Seal, and 
figned by 34. 

10° Martii, 13° Car. I]. another Return, to which 
the Mayor and Burgeffes are Parties ; by which it is ex- 
prefied, that the Mayor and Burgeffes had unanimoufly 
elected Daniel Oneale Efquire: It is under the Common 
Seal, and figned by 48. 


19° Fanuarii, 16° Car. II. another Return of Edward 


Nofworthy Efquire, in the fame Form, figned by 58. 

10 Martii, 2° Willielmi et Marie, another Return by 
Yobn Hicks, then Mayor, who alfo made the Return now 
in queftion; and the Indenture is between the Sheriff, of 
the one Part, and the faid Mayor, Burgefles, and Com- 
monalty, of the other Part; and it is expreffed, that 
the faid Mayor, Burgeffes, and Commonalty, had unani- 
moufly elected the faid Mr. Praed: It is under the Com- 
mon Seal, and figned by 166. 

That the Petitioner’s Counfel alfo defired Two Refo- 
lutions of the Houfe to be read; One, 

16th July 1660, That the Freemen at large had a Right 
to elect Members, to ferve in Parliament for the Borough 
of St. Ives; and that Mr. No/worthy was duly elected: 

18th December 1661, another, That the Houfe do 
agree with the Committee, That the Burgeffes at large had 
Right of Election; and that Mr. Bafet had the Majo- 
rity of Voices; and that Mr. Nofworthy’s Election was 
void; and that the Indenture whereby Mr. Nofwortdy 
was returned, fhould be taken off the File, and cancelled. 

That then the Petitioner’s Counfel called fome Wit- 
nefles, as to the Proceeding of this Election. 

Fobn Bufvargus faid, that he was prefent at the laft 
Election, and the Burgeffles at large appeared; and that 
the Mayor, Mr. Hicks, recommended Mr. Chandler, as 
another Perfon did Mr. Praed ; and his, the faid Bu/var- 
gus’s, Mafter recommended Mr. Pitt, and told the Mayor, 
he hoped that he would not exclude the Burgeffes, as he 
did the laft Time; and the Mayor faid, he would proceed 
by King Fames’s Charter: That the Mayor called over 
the Aldermen, and then went out of the Hall, the Bur- 
geffes at large declaring, they were for Pitt and Praed ; 
and one Mr. Veale took their Poll, and had polled about 
20, before the Mayor went away. 

Parag ha It was alfo teftified, that, after the Poll 

peer was thus taken, an Indenture was figned 
by a great Number of Burgeffes, or Inhabitants; and 
that the Mayor refufed to return according to it. 

That it was further faid, that it was not Mr. Hicks’s 
Turn to be Mayor, but Mr. Pollard’s; and that the faid 
Mr. Hicks defired Mr. Pollard not to take it amifs, for 
he was made Mayor by the Duke of Bolton’s Order. 

That the Sitting Member’s Counfel infifted, that the 
ancient Returns were only by the Mayor, or Portreeve, 
and Burgeffes ; which could be conftrued only of the 
Freemen of the Corporation ; but thofe that voted for 
the Petitioner were only Inhabitants. 

To which the Petitioner’s Counfel replied, that the In- 
habitants of a Borough, by Prefcription, were the Burgeffes. 

That the Returns, by the Sitting Member’s Counfel 
produced, were, . 

14 Eliz. Warden, and Burgeffes, ele€ted: Return fign- 
ed by the Warden, and Eleven others. 

26 Eliz. Warden, and Burgefies, elefted: Return 
figned by about Eight or Nine. 

39 Eliz. Warden, and Burgeffes, eleéted: Return 
figned by Seven. 

1 Fac. 1. .Warden, or Portreeve, and Burgeffes, eleét- 
ed: The Return figned by the Portreeve, and about 
Six others. 

21 Fac.1. Portreeve, and Burgeffes, elected. 

3° Car. I. Portreeve, and Burgefies, elected: The 
Return figned by Twelve. 

Mr. ‘ohn Newman produced an ancient Book of the 
Corporation ; whereby it appeared, the Corporatian con- 
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fifted of a Portreeve, 12 capital, and 24 other, Burgef- 
fes; and faid, he had fearched in that Book, and found 
that thofe who made the Returns formerly, were of the 
capital Burgeffes. 

That the Counfel for the Sitting Member further al- 
leged, that, by a Charter from the late King James, 
the Election of Burgeffes was placed in the Mayor and 
capital Burgeffes ; which they made ule of, to excufe the 
Mayor making a Return otherwife than according to 
the laft Determination in Parliament. 

That the Committee came to thefe Refolutions : 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That the Right of Election of Burgeffes to ferve in Par- 
liament for the Borough of S¢. Ives, in the County of 
Cornwall, is not in the Inhabitants of the faid Borough, 
not receiving Alms. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committees 
That Richard Chandler, Efquire, is duly eleéted a Bur- 
gefs to ferve in Parliament for the faid Borough of St. Ives. 

The Firft Refolution being read a Second time; an 
Amendment was propofed to be made therein, by leaving 
out the firft Word * not :” 

And the fame was, upon the Queftion put thereupon, 
agreed unto by the Houfe. 

Another Amendment was propofed to be made, by 
leaving out, “ not receiving Alms,” and inferting in- 
{tead thereof, “* paying Scot and Lot :” 

And the fame was, upon the Queftion put thereupon, 
agreed unto by the Houfe. 

Refolved, That the Houfe doth agree with the Com- 
mittee in the faid Refolution, fo amended, That the Right 
of Election of Burgeffes to ferve in Parliament for the 
Borough of St. Jves, in the County of Cornwall, is in the 
Inhabitants of the faid Borough, paying Scot and Lot. 

The 2d Refolution being read a Second time ; 

And the Queftion being put, That the Houfe do agree 
with the Committee in the iaid Refolution, That Richard 
Chandler, Efquire, is duly elected a Burgefs to ferve in 
Parliament for the faid Borough of St. [ves. 

It paffed in the Negative. 

Refolved, That Fobn Pitt, Efquire, is duly elected .a 
Burgefs to ferve in this prefent Parliament for the faid 
Borough of St. Jves. 

Refolved, That Mr. Fobn Hicks, Mayor of the faid Bo- 
rough of S¢. [ves, is guilty of making a falfe Return of a 
Member to ferve in Parliament for the faid Borough of 
St. Ives, contrary to the laft Determination in Parliament. 

Ordered, That the faid Mr. Fobn Hicks be, for his faid 
Offence, taken into the Cuftody of the Serjeant at Arms 
attending this Houfe. 

Ordered, That the Clerk of the Crown do attend this 
Houfe To-morrow Morning, to amend the Return for 
the Borough of St. Jves, in the County of Cornwall, by 
rafing out the Name of Richard Chandler, Efquire, and 
inferting Fobn Pitt, Efquire, inftead thereof. 


Mr. Bromley alfo (according to Order) reported from 
the Committee of Privileges and Elections, the Matter 
as it appeared to them touching the double Return and 
Election for the Borough of Milborne Port, in the County 
of Somer/et, and the Refolutions of the Committee there- 
upon, which they had direéted him to report to the 
Houfe; which he read in his Place, and afterwards deli- 
vered in at the Clerk’s Table; where the fame were read, 
and are as follow; viz. 

Upon the Petition of Hohn Henley Efquire, as alfo upon 
the Petition of Fobn Hunt Eiquire, mutually com- 
plaining of the undue Ele¢tion and Return of each 
other tor the Borough of Milborne Port, in the 
County of Somerfet : 

It appeared, upon the Evidence, that Mr. Hunt was re- 

turned by one of the Bailiffs, and Mr. Healey by the other. 

That, upon the Poll, the Numbers between the Peti- 
tioners ftood thus : 

For Mr. Henley 77 
For Mr. Hunt 46. 

That. both agreed this to be a Borough by rr. 

ut 
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But the Counfel for Mr. Henley infifted, that the Right 
of Election was in the Inhabitants, paying a Quit-rent to 
the Queen Dowager, and not receiving Alms. 

And the Countel for Mr. Hunt infifted, that the Right 
of Eleétion was in the Nine capital Bailiffs, their Two 
Deputies, in the Nine Commonalty Stewards, and in the 
Inhabitants paying Scot and Lot. 

That, as to the Point of Right, Mr. Henly’s Counfel 
called feveral Witneffes; viz. 

Fobn Raymond, Richard Gerard, who could fpeak to 
4o and 50 Years; and they teftified, that the Ufage 
had been to admit all Houfekeepers, not receiving 
Alms, to vote. 

Richard Hymore faid, he had been Steward Ten or a 
Dozen Years; and the Method was, to call over the Voters 
by a Litt; which he did at this Eleétion ; and that the In- 
habitants, not receiving Alms, had always been admitted 
to poll; but he owned, that, at feveral Elections, Objec- 
tions had been made to fuch as did not pay Scot and Lot. 

That the Counfel for Mr. Hust admitted, that, for ;o 
Years, the Inhabitants, not receiving Alms, though they 
did not pay Scot and Lot, had been generally permitted 
to poll, to prevent any Difturbance by the meaner Peo- 
ple; but that they had been objected to, and there never 
had been any Determination upon their Right. 

They faid further, that the Inhabitants at large were 
permitted firft to poll in O/iver’s Ufurpation ; but infift- 
ed, that the Ufage, before that Time, was only for 
fuch as paid Scot and Lot, to vote. 

That they produced feveral Returns, and called {everal 
Witneffes, to make this appear. 

The Return, 4° Car. I. which is expreffed to be made 
between the Sheriff of Somerfet, of the one Part, and the 
Bailiffs, Six others, Burgeffes of Milborne Port, cum multis 
aliis Inbabitantibus | a\ Burgi predicti, feilicet, 12 others 
named, Eleétorum duorum Burgens’ ad Parliamentum; qui, 
ut major pars totius Burgi pradicti tunc ibidem exiften’ 
elegerunt. 

The Return, 16 Car. I. made between the Bailiff and 
Burgeffes: And therein it is expreffed, that the Bailiffs 
and Burgeffes, fubfcribing, with the whole Affent and 
Confent of the Burgeffes there, elected: Signed by the 
Two Bailiffs, and Six others. 

Caleb Barret, aged 73, faid, that the capital Bailiffs, 
and Commonalty Stewards, and fuch as paid to Church 
and Poor only, voted till O/iver’s Time; and particu- 
larly fpoke to the Oxford Parliament, when thofe, that 
did not pay Scot and Lot, were rejef&ted. And being 
examined as to thofe that figned the Return 16 Car. I. 
he was pofitive to all, but Two, paying Scot and Lot. 
He faid, others did vote, befides thofe named in the 
Return to 16 Car. I. but they were the fubftantial Men 
of the Borough. 

That they alfo produced a Return, 1 Fac. I. which 
concludes, That the faid Burgeffes and Electors, being 
the greateft Part of the faid Burgeffes and Eleétors, In- 
habitants, Houfholders, and Payers of Scot and Lot, 
in the faid Borough, had put their Hands and Seals to 
the Return. 

Edward Pranke faid, that fuch Members as were re- 
turned to ferve in Parliament for that Borough, had al- 
ways the greater Number of the Bailiffs and their Depu- 
ties, of the Stewards and Burgeffes, though thofe that 
did not pay to Church and Poor, have been permitted to 
vote: That himfelf could fpeak for 30 Years; and he 
has heard his Father and feveral old Men fay, the Right 
was fo; and that Mr. Huat, and other Gentlemen, had 
always objected to them that did not pay Scot and Lot; 
and that, in the feveral Elections of Mr. Hunt, he had 
always the Majority of fuch as paid Scot and Lot. 

Mr. Bull, a Servant of Mr. Hunt, faid, his Mafter 
always objected to fuch as did not pay; but their Poll 
was taken, to prevent a Mutiny; and that Mr. Hunt at 
this Time demanded a Return, according to the Majori- 
ty . _ as paid Scot and Lot; and fo did Mr. Henley 
at firft. 

Upon which Evidence the Committee came to this 
Refolution : 
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Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That the Right of Election of Burgeffes to ferve in Par- 
liament for the Borough of Milborne Port, in the Coun- 
ty of Somerfet, is only in the capital Bailiffs and their 
Deputies, in the Commonalty Stewards, and the In- 
habitants thereof, paying Scot and Lot. 

That upon this Head, of not paying Scot and Lot, 
Mr. Henley took off 21 of Mr. Huni’s Voters. Some 
Evidence was given, as to others, who voted for Mr. 
Hunt, and did not pay; but it was anfwered, that they 
were capital Bailiffs, or their Deputies. 

That Mr. Hunt, upon this Head of not paying, 
took off 58 of Mr. Henley’s Voters.

To the Firft Amendment, made by your Lordhhips to 
the Bill, intituled, An A&t for preventing occafional Con- 
formity, in Skin the 1ft, Line the 6th, the Commons do 
agree. 

To the 2d and 3d Amendments, Line the roth and 
11th, the Commons difagree ; 

Firft, Becaufe that the Recital that every Perfon, to 
be admitted into any Office, or Employment, fhould be 
conformable to the Church, as it is by Law eftablifhed, 
is confined to fuch Laws, as enact, that every fuch Per- 
fon fhall receive the Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper, ac- 
cording to the Rites and Ufage of the Church of England. 

2dly, Becaufe the Corporation and the Teft Acts, 
which have been frequently evaded, and are, by this Bill, 
intended to be made effectual, do provide, that all Perfons, 
to be admitted into any Office or Employment, in pur- 
fuance of thofe Acts, fhould receive the Sacrament of the 
Lord’s Supper, according to the Rites and Ufage of the 
Church of England, and all Perfons, under fuch Obliga- 
tion to receive the Sacrament, the Commons conceive, are 
obliged to be conformable to the Church, as it is by Law 
eftablifhed. 

To the 4th Amendment, Line the 20th, the Commons 
difagree ; becaufe it depends upon the former. 

To the 5th Amendment, 2 Skin, Line 4th, the Com- 
mons difagree ; 

Becaufe your Lordfhips admit this Bill to be reafonable, 
as to the Officers, and Perfons, defcribed in the former 
Part of this Claufe; and the Commons fee no Reafon, 
why this Bill fhould not equally extend to the Perfons, 
and Officers, defcribed in the latter Part thereof, left out 
by your Lordfhips in this Amendment. 

Secondly, Your Lordfhips leaving out, in this Amend- 
ment, thefe Words, viz. ‘* who, by the Laws, are obli- 
‘* ged to receive the Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper, ac- 
“< cording to the Rites and Ufage of the Church of Exg- 
‘¢ Jand,” may countenance an Opinion, that the Perfons, 
defcribed in the Words, left out by your Lordfhips, are 
not obliged to receive the Sacrament. 

Thirdly, Thofe Words do equally refer to the Perfons, 
defcribed in the former Part of this Claufe, to which your 
Lordfhips have agreed, as to the Perfons defcribed in your 
Lordfhips Amendment ; and the Commons take it to be 
very evident, that every Perfon, defcribed in this Claufe, 
as fent up to your Lordhips, is obliged to receive the 
Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper, according to the Rites 
and Ufage of the Church of England. 

To the 6th Amendment, Line the 2oth, the Commons 
do agree. 

To the 7th Amendment, Line 33, the Commons have 
agreed, with fome Amendments, 
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To the 8th Amendment, Line 34th, the Commons have 
difagreed; becaufe (though many other Reafons might be 
offered, from which the Commons can never depart ; 
yet, at this Time, they think it fufficient to fay) that the 
Penalties, left out by your Lordhhips, in this Amendment, 
are reafonable, and no more than what are neceffary to 
make this Bill effectual. 

To the 9th Amendment, Skin 3d, L. 9. the Commons 
difagree ; becaufe they think, the Penalty of Incapacity, 
as qualified by the fubfequent Provifo, is a proper Punifh- 
ment for this Offence; and the Commons conceive it 
neceflary to increafe the Penalty, upon a Second Offence, 
as has been practifed in many other Cafes. 

To Claufe A, the Commons agree. 

To Claufe B, the Commons dilagree ; becaufe, as this 
Bill takes away no one Privilege, that the Diffenters have 
by Law, fothe Commons cannot think it fit to give them 
any new Privilege by it. 

To Claufe C, the Commons difagree; becaufe the 
Commons conceive, there is no occafion for it. ; 

To Claufe D, the Commons difagree , becaufe the 
Commons think it neceffary, that the Bill fhould equally 
extend to all Perfons, before recited, as obliged to receive 
the Sacrament, and fee no Reafon for the Diftinction made 
thereby. 

To Claufe E, the Commons difagree ; becaufe, if fuch 
Perfons are obliged to receive the Sacrament, there is no 
Reafon to exempt them out of this Bill; and, if they are 
not obliged, the Claufe is unneceffary. 

The faid Reafons; being feverally read a Second time, 
were, upon the Queftion feverally put thereupon, agreed 
unto by the Houfe. 

Refolved, That a Conference be defired with the Lords, 
upon the Subject Matter of the faid Amendments. 

Ordered, That Mr. Grevill do go to the Lords, and 
defire the faid Conference.

Ordered, That the Clerk of the Crown do make out a 
Superfedeas of the faid Writ; and that Mr. Speaker do 
iffue his Warrant to the Clerk of the Crown, to make out 
a new Writ, for the electing a Citizen, to ferve in this 
8 prefent 
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prefent Parliament for the City of Gloucefer, in the room 
of the right honourable Fobn How Efquire, who made 
his Election, to feve for the County of Gloucefter. 


Ordered, That the ingroffed Bill for granting to her 
Majefty a Land Tax, for profecuting the War againtt 
France and Spain, be read the Third time this Day, after 
the Report from.the Committee of Privileges and Ele- 
tions, touching the Election for the Port of Rye. 


Mr. Bromley (according to Order) reported from the 
Committee of Privileges and Elections, the Matter, as it 
appeared to the Committee, touching the Election for the 
Port of Rye, and theRefolutions of the Committee there- 
upon, which they had directed him to report to the 
Houwfe ; which he read in his Place, and afterwards deli- 
vered in at the Clerk’s Table; where the fame were read, 
and are, as follow; viz. 

Upon the Petition of Edward Southwell, E{quire, com- 

plaining of an undue Election and Return of Tho. 
Fagg, Efquire, and fof. Offley, Efquire, to ferve as 
Barons in Parliament for the Port of Rye, in the 


County of Suffex : 
That the Poll was agreed to ftand thus: 
For Mr. Fagg, 40. 
For Mr. Offiey, 38. 
For Mr. Southwell, 25. 


That the Counfel for the Petitioner infifted, that the 
Right of Eleétion was only in the Mayor, Jurats, and 
jn the Freemen, inhabiting in this Port, and paying 
Scot and Lot. ) 

That the Counfel for the Sitting Members denied Re- 
fidency to be neceffary, or the paying Scot and Lot. 

That, as tothe Point of Refidency, Evidence was giv- 
en, and not pretended to be contradicted, unlefs in an 
Inftance or two, of Gentlemen, that had ferved in Par- 
Rament for the faid Port, and did not inhabit there, and 
yet, at the next Election after fuch Service, had been 
allowed to vote. 

Then,, as to the paying Scot and Lot, the Oath of a 
Freeman was produced; where, among other things, 
every Freeman {wears to pay all Scots and Lots, which 
fhall be due, or happen to be due, or granted to be le- 
vied, within the Port. Afterwards Witneffes were call- 
ed, who fpoke to this Matter; that they looked upon 
the paying Scot.and Lot to be neceffary ; and that they 
had known thofe objected to, that did not pay Scot and 
Lot: But it was proved by others, and not denied by the 
Petitioner’s Witnefles, that one Mr. Radford, who had 
been a Jutftice of Peace, and was fallen into Decay, had 
voted, when he did not pay Scot and Lot. 

That Two or Three were made free, and did 

Shere not pay Scot and Lot, when they voted; one of 

Palner. which was an Apprentice, the other a Journey- 

man, and the laft was excufed, by reafon of his 
Poverty. | 

But it was faid, thofe were not difputed Elections : 
And no other Inftances, than thefe, being given, the 
Committee came to this Refolution : 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That the. Right of Election of Barons, to ferve in Parlia- 
ment for the Port of Rye, is only in the Mayor, Jurats, 
and in the Freemen, inhabiting in the faid Port, and 
paying Scot and Lot. 

That the Right of Election being thus fettled, the Pe- 
titioner’s Counfel excepted againft Twenty-three, who 
voted for the Sitting Members; Five of which, they 
faid, were Diffenters (viz. Mr. Fofeph Tucker, Fobn Hick- 
mal, ‘ohn Dixon, Daniel Sandown, and Fobn Waite) and 
had not received the Sacrament within a Year, before they 
were made free; and therefore were notqualified, accord- 
ing to the Corporation Act of 13 Car. II. to be Free- 
men of the Port, fince, by the Conftitution thereof, all 
the Freemen are concerned in the Government of it. 

To which this Anfwer was given, that all the Free-' 
men had a Right to be fummoned to their Affemblies ; 
at which Meetings all Matters relating to the Government 
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of the Port, were tranfaéted: That indeed one Mr. Feke, 
and other Diffenters, formerly did not look upon them- 
felves legally qualified to vote, and act, at thefe Meetings; 
and therefore, though they came fometimes to them, be- 
ing defired, to give their Advice, they always withdrew, 
as foon as they had given it. It was urged, that the Ele- 
ction of Barons, to ferve in Parliament, was not at thefe 
Affemblies, but at another Court, called the Hundred 
Court; and they had ufed to vote there. It was replied, 
that the fame Perfons that conftituted the Court of Af- 
femblies, likewife conftituted the Hundred Court; and 
that, if they had no Right to be Members of the one, 
they could not be Members of the other, nor confequent- 
ly to vote there. 

That it was further offered for the Petitioner, that there 
were Three Ways of making Freemen for this Port; viz. 
The eldeftSons of Freemen, born after their Fathers were 
free, had a Right at Twenty-one Years of Age, and might 
demand their Freedom: Secondly, Every Mayor might 
make One: Thirdly, Any Perfon might be made free, 
with the Confent of the Majority of the Freemen at an 
Affembly ; but the Ufage of this Port was, that, if any 
Perfon, fo put up to be made free, was rejected, he could 
not be put up again in the fame Mayoralty. , 

That feveral Witnefles were called, to prove this 
Ulage, and no Evidence offered to the contrary, but in 
the Cafe of Allen Olive, who was rejeéted, and made free 
afterwards in the fame Mayoralty: And to that is was re- 
plied, that he was made free by the Mayor, as his Freemen. 

That then Evidence was given of Four (viz. Wa. Wa- 
ters, Tho. Hills, Thankfull Bifbop, and Fobn Young) that 
had been rejected the laft Year, and were put up again, 
and made free, in the fame Mayoralty. 

And that thefe Four, with the Five Diffenters, made 
Thirteen others (viz. W. Chifwell, Geo. Barwarth, Mor- 
gan Warner, Hen. Parker, Peter Collins, Tho. Thcmpfon, 
Robert Hounflet, Tho. Greble, Fobn Dad, Wm. Ofborne, 
Edw. Swaine, Fof. Breads, and Robert Smith) free by the 
Majority of their Votes; which, it was therefore infift- 
ed, were not duly made Freemen. 

Robert Swain, another who voted for the Sitting 
Members, was alfo excepted againft, as not paying Scot 
and Lot. 

That, on the.other Side, it was offered for the Sitting 
Members, and in Excufe for the making of Freemen, 
that were rejeCted, and others, that they were Men of 
good Subftance: That the Mayor had feveral times de- 
clared his Intention of making more Freemen, and had 
mentioned to them, that he underftood, that the Houfe 
of Commons defigned the increafing the Number of 
Eleétors in thofe Places where they did not exceed 50; 
and therefore thought it a prudent Precaution in them to 
make the Freemen of this Port at leaft 50. 

That then they proceeded to prove indirect Practices ; 
and Witneffes, viz. : 

Wm. Ofvorne, Fobn Hicknal, were called; who faid, 
that the Lord Afbburnham came to Rye, and treated the 
Freemen about a Month before the Eleétion, and before 
the Diffolution of the laft Parliament: That he then re- 
commended the Petitioner to them, and told them, That 
would be the Way to have a good Harbour, and to have 
Corivoys, and Protections; in which the Petitioner, 
being at Court, would be more capable, than another, to 
ferve them; And they faid, fome of their Neighbours 
told them afterwards, they had Protections. 

That the Counfel further faid, they could obje& to 
feveral that voted for the Petitioner, as having not re- 
ceived the Sacrament; but named none: And faid, that 
he had not proved, any of them were fo qualified. 

That they fuppofed, the Committee would not examine 
into the making of Freemen fome Years fince, they being 
in Poffeffion, and not made free upon this Occafion. 

That then they withdrew, and the Committee came 
to the following Refolution. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That Tho. Fagg, Efquire, is duly eleéted aBaron, to ferve 
in Parliament for the Port “ Rye, in the County of Suffer,

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That Edward Southwell, Efquire, is duly elected a 
Baron, to ferve in Parliament for the faid Port of Rye. 

The faid Refolutions, being féverally read a Second 
time, were, upon the — feverally put thereupon, 
azreed unto by the Houfe. 

Ordered, That the Clerk of the Crown do attend this 
Howfe upon Monday Morning next, to amend the Re- 
turn for the Port of Rye, in the County of Sufex, by 
rafing out the Name of Fofeph Offiley, Efquire, and in- 
ferting Edw.

which your Majefty hath fent, and entertained, on this 
fide the Water, for the Good of the common Caufe; to 
exprefs to your Majefty the Satisfaction we have received 
in the Prudence and wife Conduct of the Earl of Marlbo- 
rough, whom you had intrufted with the Command of 
them, and who, upon all Occafions, has given Proofs of 
his Valour, and Zeal for the publick Good, as well as the 
Troops of their Bravery ; and to congratulate your Ma- 
jefty upon the glorious Succefs of your Arms. We do not 
doubr, but our Ambaffadors have already performed their 
Duty herein; but to make appear to your Majefty, more 
particularly, our Acknowledgment, we have thought it 
proper to renew our Affurances thereof, and to reiterate 
our Congratulations, by this Letter, and to add thereunto 
thofe, which we make with all our Hearts, by reafon of 
the Victory, which the confederate Fleet has obtained at 
Vigo, whereof we have fince received the News ; befeech- 
ing God to blefs more and more your Majefty’s facred Per- 
fon, and all your juft Undertakings, But as we rejoice 
with your Majefty, upon fo happy and glorious a Begin- 
ning of a War, into which we are entered with your Ma- 
jefty, and the other Allies, for maintaining the Liberty of 
Europes 
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Europe, and reftoring the publick Tranquillity ; we can- 
not, at the fame time, but look forward, and confider of 
the Means, we think necefiary for preferving, and carry- 
ing on further, the Acvantages, we have gained over the 
Enemies in the laft Campaign, and to communicate our 
Thoughts to your Majefty, as the ftrongeft Support of 
the common Caufe, and the Proreftant Religion, in whom 
we have an intire Confidence. 

Your Majefty will, no doubt, agree with us, that, next 
to God’s Bleffing, the good Succefs we have had, is 
chiefly to be attributed to the Superiority in Number of 
Troops, that we had over the Enemy; from whence it 
followeth, that, for maintaining, and.improving, the Ad- 
vantages obtained, and to oblige the Enemy to the Terms 
of ageneral, fecure, and honourable, Peace, it will be re- 
quifice, above all Things, to keep up the fame Superio- 
rity of Forces: But, fince the French King is refolved to 
augment confiderably his Troops, and that they are now 
aétually about it in France, and that it appears from all 
Parts, that, the next Year, our Enemies intend to dotheir 
utmoft Effort, to regain their Lofs, and retrieve the Re- 
putation of their Arms; we are perfuaded, that your 
Majefty, according to your great Prudence, is of the fame 
opinion with us, that it will be abfolutely neceffary to 
augment Jikewife confiderably the Forces of the Allies in 


‘thefe Parts ; that we may not be in danger of lofing the 


Glory, and the Advantages, gained in the laft Campaign ; 
the ill Confequences whereof are fo evident, that we fhould 
wrong your Majefty’s great Wifdom, if we fhould relate 
them more at large: We only befeech your Majefty to 
reflect ferioufly upon it, as you are ufed to do on all things 
that concern the publick Good ; and, fince it is fo abio- 
lutely neceffary, that you will pleafe to increafe your 
Troops on this Side, by a confiderable Number, fo as that 
they may be in a Condition to act early in the Field. 
Your Majefty is very fenfible, how much we are already 
over-charged, even above our Strength ; however, if we 
are encouraged by your Majefty’s Example, we fhall en- 
deavour to make another Attempt upon ourfelves, and 
People, and to augment lkewiie our Forces above the 
Number we have at prefent; that fo, in Conjunction with 
your Majefty, and the other Allies, we may maintain a 
Superiority, which is fo abfolutely neceffary, and carry on 
the War with fo much Vigour, that it may be foon and 
happily ended; to reftore Peace to Europe, and. to your 
Majefty’s Kingdoms, as well as our State, a fufficient Se- 
curity for their Liberty and Religion: And as we may 
expect all things from your Majefty’s renowned Zeal for 
the Common Caufe, we proteft, that we will endeavour 
to concur therein, to the utmoft of our Power, and to give, 
on all Occafions, Proofs of our inviolable Adherence to 
your Majelty’s Intereft.

Madam, 

RESIDES what the States General, our Matters, 

have already acquainted your Majefty with, by their 

Letters of the 25th of November, and of the 5th of De- 

cember, and what the underwritten Ambafladors, and En- 

voy extraordinary, have propofed to your Majefty by 
word of mouth, they are ftill exprefly ordered to repre- 
fent to your Majefty, by this Memorial, how abfolutely 
neceffary it is, to preferve, next Year, the fame Superio- 
rity over the French Troops, as we had the laft Campaign, 
and of what Importance it is, to augment the Number of 
Troops in the Low Countries; without which it will be 
impoffible to preferve the faid Superiority, as well by 
reafon of the Augmentation of Troops in France, as 
the Diverfion made by the Duke of Bavaria, who is en- 
tered into the Intereft of that Crown ; fo that the Enemy 
becoming Mafters of the Field, the Places may be loft in 
as little Time as they were taken: Wherefore the faid 

Ambaffadors, and Envoy extraordinary, leave it to your 

Majefty, to confider, whether it would not be convenient 

to fix this Augmentation to 25,000 Men; and moft hum- 

bly pray, your Majefty will be pleafed to condefcend 
thereto. 

The faid States General finding themfelves, after the 
Death of the late King of Spam, in very great Danger, 
and deftitute of a fufficient Number of “Froops for their 
Defence, were obliged ona fudden to feck for fome (where- 
ever they could find them) for their Prefervation ; and, 
the Want they were in of them being well known, they 
paid very dear for them; moreover, not being fure of 
tuch fpeedy Affiftance from their Allies, as the Condition 
of their Affairs required, they could not keep juft Mea- 
ures, both as to the Number of Troops they have newly 
taken into their Pay, and thofe, they have raifed; fo 
that their High and Mightineffes have engaged them- 
felves in maintaining a greater Number of Troops, than 
they did in any of the former Wars: Befides, their Fron- 
tiers, having been formerly covered, a great many Years 
fince, by the Spanifb Netherlands, were in an Inftant ex- 
pofed, by the French invading the faid Barrier. 

Your Majefty will be pleafed to confider, that the faid 
States General,in order toput theirFrontiers in a reafonable 
State of Defence, have been put to very great Charges ; 
which happening all at once, their Provinces have been, 
and are itill, extremely burdened therewith; without 
mentioning the Loffes fuftained by their Subjects, as well 
by great Inundations, as the Encamping of their own 
Troops, and thofe of the Enemy ; whereby Part of their 
faid Subjects, and even of the Provinces, have been 
ruined. That, for thefe Reafons, although it be almoft 
impoffible to burthen the faid Provinces more, than they 
are; neverthelefs, their High and Mightineffes, to fhew 
their Zeal for the common Cauie, and confidering, how 
neceflary it is, to be fuperiour in Troops, and what Ad- 
vantages may be thereby reafonably expected, efpecially 
if, by Means of a vigorous War, and a Second happy 
Campaign, they may hope to come to a good and laft- 
ing Peace, and that thereby the Charges will be faved, 
which will be occafioned by a longer War, they will en- 
deavour to make their laft Effort, in cafe your Majefty 
will be pleafed to confent to the faid Augmentation, by 
bearing a Proportion of the faid 25,000 Men; in Hopes 
neverthelefs, that your Majefty will be pleafed to take 
their overburdened Condition into your Confideration.

N®* V. Tranflation of the Anfwer to the Memorial of 
the Ambaffadors of the States General, 3d December 
1702. 

TH E Queen having feen-and confidered your Excel- 

lencies Memorial, dated the firft of this Month, has 
ordered the following Anfwer to be given to it: That her 

Majefty has no other Intention, but to do all that lies.in 
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her Power, to fupport the Interefts of the States General, 
which fhe fhall always look upon as her own; and though 
by the Forms of Parliament, we cannot hope for any 
effect, by propofing to them, to raife new Levies for 
the Service of the Low Countries, without a Prorogation, 
which wouldentirely defeat all that has been already done, 
and would be of irreparable Mifchief, yet her Majefty 
has thought of fuch other Methods as may effetually 
fupport them, or plainly fhew, that nothing, on her Part, 
fhall be wanting, to affure them of her true Concern for 
their Welfare and Happinefs. In order to this, her Ma- 
jefty being affured of the Concurrence of her Parliament, 
to fupport her in any new Alliances, which fhe fhall make, 
for the Intereft of her, and her Allies, the earneftly defires 
the States to concur with her immediately, in fending 
Minifters to the King of Sweden, to induce him tos Peace; 
in which Cafe her Majefty will, jointly with the .., take 
into Pay 12,000 Swedes, and 8000 Saxons; and confider-: 
ing the prefent Circumttances of the King of Sweden, her 
Majefty hopes, this Negociation may be finifhed fo foon 
as that the faid ‘Froops may be in Holland, as {oon as will 
be neceffary for the next Campaign. 

The next Thing her Majefty propofes, is, to endeavour 
by all Means, to bring over the Elector of Bavaria, by 
an amicable Accommodation ; and, in order toit, to per- 
fuade the Emperor to gratify him in thofe Things that 
are likely to give him Satista¢tion: And her Majefty is 
willing, in Conjunétion with her Allies, to contribute 
fuch Subfidies, as may enable that Duke to maintain his 
Troops in the Service of the ANies, and thereby give fuch 
a Diverfion to France, as may effectually difappoint their 
Defigns ayainft the States. 

And further, fince the Succefs of fuch Negociations is 
uncertain, as alfo that with Portugal, tho’ her Majefty has: 
Reafon to hope it is ina fair Way ef being happily con- 
cluded, her Majefty does earneftly defire the States Gene- 
ral to join, with all poffible Expedition, fuch a Number 
of their Ships to thofe of her Majefty’s, as that a Detach- 
ment may be fent to the Mediterranean, her Majefty be- 
ing inclined to embark, on-board her Ships, all the Troops 
fhe can fpare from England, which, together with fome of 
the States General’s, may make fueh Attempts as fhall 
be agreed upon, to be moft likely to give the greateft 
Diverfion to France, and moft effectually prevent their 
Superiority in the Low Countries. 

And, if there be any other Expedient, which may oceur 
to the States, and ‘that is pra€ticable for her Majefty to 
join in, the will gladly. receive it, being refolved to-omit 
nothing that can contribute to. their Safety and Satif- 
faction.

We. alfo, thank you, Madam, with all our 
Heart, that you havebeen pieafed fo readily to. confider 
our Initances, in relation to the Recruits of your Majefty’s 
Forces on this Side of the Water; bur, as:we underftand 
by the faid Memorial, that, as, to.the Augmentation of 
the faid Troops, that Matter would meet. with fome Dif- 
ficulties, it having been already fertled by the Parliament, 
we 
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we moft humbly pray, your Majefty will give us Leave, 
befides the Reprefentationsour A mbafladors having already 
made, and befides what we have had the Honour to men- 
tion to your Majefty, in our Letter of the 26th of the laft 
Month, to take the Liberty, as an Effect of our Zeal for 
the publick Good, to repeat again our former Inftances 
on that Subjeét, and to lay before your Majefty the Dan- 
ger there will be if the Troops are not confiderably aug- 
mented, which are to. be employed the next Campaign in 
thefe Parts. It is certain, Madam, that Frence and Spain 
are ftung to the Quick, by the Loffes they have fuffered 
this Year, by the Arms of your Majefty, and thofe of your 
Allies ; it is likewife certain, that they are preparing to 
make extraordinary Endeavours to repair that which they 
have loft this Year; and to that Purpofe, France is very 
bufy, at this prefent, in augmenting very confiderably 
the Numbers of its Troops, with Intention to come into 
the Field, in Flanders, with much more numerous 
Armies, than they have had there heretofore: Which 
being certain, and vifible, on all Hands, as well as by Ad- 
vices from all Parts, ic is evident, that, in cafe the high 
Allies do not likewife augment the Number of their 
Troops, they will not be able, with thofe they had the lat 
Campaign, to maintain the Superiority in Number, which, 
by the Blefling of God, has given us the Advantages, for 
which we rejoice at this Hour; and that thereby we fhall be 
in danger to lofe the Advantages, and much more too, fo 
far are we from being to improve them, in order to the 
putting a fpeedy and good End to the prefent War. The 
Confequences feem to us fo inevitable, and at the fame time 
of fo great Weight, and Danger, that we could not fatisfy 
ourfelves, without reprefenting them once again to your 
Majefty, fince you are pleafed to honour us with your 
Friendfhip, and that we profefs ourfelves to be your moft 
faithful Allies. We are ingaged in one common Caufe ; 
we have entered into the War together, for the Mainte- 
nance of the Religion and Liberty of both Nations, and 
for the Re-eftablifhament of a firm Peace: throughout 
Europe; it is equally our Intereft, that the War ld 
not be prolonged, but that it fhould be made with 
Vigour, that fo we may expect a — and happy Iffue 
of it: We have to do with a powerful and formidable Ene- 
my; we cannot be ignorant, that he is preparing to do 
the utmoft, that poffibly he can; that he is ftrengthned 
by the Eleétor of Bavaria, and that thereby he will be 
ftronger the next Year, than he has ever hitherto been ; 
it is therefore undoubtedly prudent, and neceffary, that 
the Allies fhould do fomething more than they have yet 
done, if they have not a mind :to lofe their Superiority in 
Number, which is fo requifite, and to give Opportunity 
to the Enemy to triumph in their Turn. We beg your 
Majefty, with all poffible Earneftnefs, to give a frefh 
Attention to this Matter, feeing the Importance of it fo 
‘much requires, that it fhould be confidered more than 
once ; and, though the Parliament has already refolved 
upon the Number of Troops, the Bufinefs being of fuch 
great Confequence, as it is, we do not doubt, but they 
will take it into their Confideration anew; and that, fee- 
ing the preffing Neceffity, your Majefty, with your Par- 
liament, will refolve to augment your Forces on this Side 
the Water, according to the: Exigency of the prefent Con- 
juncture. It.is what we once more moft paffionately defire, 
being perfuaded, that it ‘is abfolutely neceffary for the 
putting a more fpeedy and happy End-to the War, we 
are jointly engaged in; and although our State-be charged 
with more than it can ‘bear, as-we-can- make evidently 
appear; neverthelefs, ‘being perfuaded, that [it] is better 
running, than walking flowly, through the Fire ; if your

‘tation of your Forces ‘here, -we-will endeavour to animate

High and mighty Lords, our good Friends, Allies, 
and Confederates, 

W FE, have received, with much Satisfa&tion; the Two 
“Letters, you have been pleafed to write us, of the 
26th paft, and sth inftant, finding therein acceptable Af- 
furances of the Pleafure you receive, by our Adherence 
to, and Zeal for, the common Caufe, by the Succefs' of 
our Arms, and the Condué& of our General, «which 
Things we are-both alike concerned in ; and therefore we 
have Reafon to congratulate you, on our Side, for them, 
as we moft fincerely do: And wheteas we defire nothing 
more earneftly, than to do all that lies in our Power, 
to fupport your Interefts, which we fhall always look up- 
on as our own, we wifh the Augmentation of our 
Forces, which you defire, could be made the next Year : 
but the Parliament having fettled the Number of our 
Troops, and the neceffary Funds for their Entertainment} 
we muft acquaint you, that, by the Forms of that Affem- 
bly, no Good can be expected, in propofing to them to 
raife new Forces, without coming to a Prorogation ; 
which would utterly deftroy all that is already done, and 
would occafion an irreparable Mifchief. ‘To avoid that 
Evil, we have turned our Thoughts to other Means, which, 
we believe, may be as Advantageous to you, or at leaft 
convince you, that nothing thall be wanting on our Part, 
to affure you of the real Care we take of whatfoever may 
contribute to your Safety and Happinefs ; and as we are 
affured of the Concurrence of our Patlismene to the Main- 
tenance of the Alliances we fhall think fic to make, for 
our Intereft, and that of our Allies, fo we defiré you 
will pleafe to concur with us, in fending Miniftets, with- 
out lofs of Time, to the King of Sweden, to induce him 
to make Peace with the King of Poland, and, if our En- 
deavours have the Succefs we defire, we will take, in 
Conjunétion with you, into our Pay, 12,000 Swedes, and 
8000 Saxons ; and we hope, that this Negociation may be 
perfected in fo good Time, that thofeTroops may be early 
enough in Holland, tobe employed there thenext Campaign: 
And believing it would be more for the { Benefit of the] 
common Caute, if the Elector of Bavaria could be reduced 
by fair Means, rather than by Force, we fhall be ready, 
not only to join our good Offices with yours, to perfuade 
the Emperor to give him all reafonable Satisfaction, but 
alfo to contribute, in concert with our Allies, towards 
fuch Subfidies as may be neceffary to put that Duke in a 
Condition to maintain his Troops in the Service of the 
Allies; to the end that, by that Means, France may not 
only be deprived of the Affiftance, it expected from him, 
but likewife, that they may be employed to break its De- 
figns againft your State. But the Succefs of all Negocia- 
tions is uncertain, and that it is requifite, at the fame 
Time, to make ufe of all Means, to do the utmoft Da- 
mage, that may be, to the Enemy, we delire you will 
join, with as much Expedition, as is poffible, a Number 
of your Ships to fome of ours, in order to fend fpeedily a 
Detachment into the Mediterranean, which may make 
fuch Attempts there, as may give a confiderable Diver- 
fion to France, and at the fame [time] afford great En- 
couragement to.our Allies: And if there is any thing ele, 
that may tend to the Advancement of our Common In- 
terefts, which you can think of, and wherein our Con- 
currence is neceflary, we fhall not fail to give you, on all 
Occafions, manifeft Proofs of the Sincerity of our Frienid- 
fhip, and of our Intentions to contribute whatever is in 
our Power, to your Safety and Satisfaction. Given in oyr 
Palace of St. fames’s, the 4th December, in the Year of 

our Lord 1702, and the Firft of our Reign.

Madam, 
AS N GST the Marks that we have received, from 


time to time, of your Majefty’s moft valuable good 

Will, we reckon the Honour, that you have been pleafed 
to do us, by a fpeedy Anfwer to our Letter concerning 
the augmenting the Forces, which we took the Liberty 
to propofe to your Majelty, only in Conficeration of the 
ublick Good. We find ourfelves obliged, Madam, very 
hee > to thank you, for the terious Attcntion you have 
given to our well. meant Reprefentations upon this Subject, 
as well as for the repeated and favourable Teftimonies that 
you have given of your conftant Inclinations for the Sup- 
port and Welfare of out State ; which we fhall endeavour 
to preferve, by an inviolab'e Adherence to all. your In- 
terefts; which we pray.your Majeity to be intirely con- 
vinced of. As to the Bufineis in Agitation, we very well 
underitand, that it would be too great a Damage and Pre- 
judice to the Affairs of your Majelty, and thoie of the 
common Caule, if, in order to lay the Affair of Augmen- 
tation of Troops before the Parliament, it is neceflary to 
come to a Prorogation, whereby all that has been done, 
already in this Affembly, muft be annulled; which we 
fhould not defire: But we hope, that fome Expedient may 
be found, to introjuce this Point into the Deliberation of 
the Parliament, without falling into this creat Inconveni- 
ence; and if this be any way to be done, which we muft 
leave to your Majefty’s great Wifdom, we would pray 
you, Madam, ftill to think of it, and to chufe that 
Method which you fhali find will beft anfwer this End. 
Neverthelefs, we have ferioufly confidered of the Means, 
that it has pleafed your Majelly to propo'e, for the Aug- 
mentation of Troops, which we have defired; viz. an 
Agreement between the Kings of sweden and Poland, in 
order afterwards to treat with them for a good Number of 
their Troops, and a Negociation with the Eleétor of 


Bavaria, to bring him over by gentle Means to the right 
Side, that we may make .ufe, cf his Troops againft the 


common Enemy. We cannot deny, but that both thefe 
Methods might be of great Advantage, and we are ready 
to employ, together with your Majefty, all. our good 
Offices, and all poffible Endeavours, to thefe Purpofes, 
fince we look upon it as a very confiderable Advantage, if 
we could in this Manner obtain a good Number of Troops; 
but your Majefty yourfelf looking upon the Event of the 
Negociations, as very uncertain, we judge the fame of 
them, and we confider them, as thefe Sort of Affairs 
fhould be, which are more to be wifhed for, than likely to 
fucceed: In all Cafes we forefee, that a great deal of Time 
will be left, before fuch an Agreement can be made; and 
that the Succour that may be expe&ed from thence, can- 
_not come time enough to fecure usagainft the Storm weare 
threatened with: As to the fending a Detachment towards 
the Meaiterranean, we allio apprehend, that this Method 
will not be effectual enough; neverthelefs, we are refolved 
to fend our Lieutenant-admiral, the Szeur d’ Allemonde, to 
concert Meatures, in relation to it, with your Majefty’s 
Minifters, and upon other Sea Expeditions for the next 
Year. Bur, fince you have been pleafed to give us Leave 
. to propoie fome other Method, we take the Liberty to de- 
fire your Majetty to feitle fome certain Fund with your 
Parliament, for making an Augmentation of Troops, 
which we may negociate either with Sweden, Poland, or 
Bavaria, or with other Princes, where we may get them 
moft readily and advantageoufly. Wedo not doubt, but 
we may obtain them this Way; and your Majefty fhall 
find us ready to concur with you herein, with all Equity, 
, although we are already charged beyond what we can bear. 
. Your Majefty will reflect, according to your great Pru- 
dence, that the Winter will be foon gone; and therefore 
we ought not to lofe a Moment’s time. And here we 
- muft repeat, what we have faid before, that we have cer- 
tain Intelligence, which is confirmed every Day, that our 
, Enemies make exceeding and very extraordinary Prepara- 
tions for the next Campaign, and that Fraace is refolved to 
make its utmoit Effort next Year; fo that we cannot heip 
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being under the Apprehenfions that we are, from thence; 
for we forefee, and hold it for certain, that, if the Eng- 
life Allies do not carry into the Field a more numerous 
Army than they had this Year, and early too, that our 
State, and the common Caute, will, by the Enemy’s 
Force, receive, fuch a terrible Blow, as afterwards they 
fhall not be able to repair at double the Charge, for 
which they may, by God’s Bleffing, prevent it, if they 
make ufe of fufficient Means in time. . For thefe Reafons 
we intreat your Majeity to confider this fo neceffary an 
Augmentation, as earneftly recommended by us; to the 
end that it may have its Effect, by the moft {peedy 
Method, We.have charged our Ambafiadors to explain 
our Thoughts more fully ; to which we refer ourfelves ;

NIX. Tranflation ef the Memorial of the Ambaffa- 

dors, and Envoy extraordinary, of the States Gene- 
ral, the ,4 Fanuary, 170}. 
Madam, 
~HE underwritten Ambafladors, and Einvoy extraor- 
dinary, of the States General of the United Provinces, 
are ordered: by their Mafters to accompany the Letter, 
which they, have had the Honour to deliver to your Ma- 
jefty, with this Memorial, and to reprefent to your Ma- 
jefty, that their High and Mightinefigs perceive by the 
Aniwer your Majetty has been pleafed to order to be given 
to them, that you-are of the: fame Opinion with them, 
about the Neceflity of an.Augmentation of Troops, your 
Majefty propgfing to take a good Number of them into 
the Service ; but they are: afraid left, according to thofe 
Propofals, none fhould be got fo {peedily, as Neceffity re- 
quires, fince they cannot but expect to have to do with a 
formidable Army of the Enemy, who: will act in the 
Spring: That, on the other hand, the Defign of taking 
Troops from-the Kings of Sweden and’ Poland, as alfo of 
bringing over the Elector of Bavaria to the good Caufe, 
feems both very uncertain, and remote, to their High and 
Mightineffes, notwithftanding the earneft Defire they have 
to fee the fame accomplifhed: That, as to Sweden and 
Poland, the Affairs of thofe Two Kings feem ftill fo much 
embroiled, and their Minds fo irritated, that there is no 
Reaion to hope for a fpeedy Accommodation: It would 
take up much Time, before one could enter upon a Nego- 
ciation which might be drawn out in Length; and al- 
though it fhould be happily concluded, the King of 
Sweden, who might ftill be at War with the Czar of Mu/- 
covy, could not, ona fudden, part with a Number of his 
Troops; and the King of Poland having given 8000 
Men of his to the Emperor, it is much to be doubted, 
whether he could fpare any to the Confederates.  Befides 
thefe Obftacles, the negociating of Troops cannot but go 
on flowly, by the Diftance of Places; and it would re- 
quire much Time, before Recruits could be made, and 
that thofe Troops could arrive in the Low Countries ; and 
therefore, in all appearance, they would be very little 
ferviceable, during all the next Campaign. 

As to the Elector of Bavaria, their High and Mighti- 
nefies would look upon it as a very defireable Thing, if, by 
fome amicable Way, he could be brought off from the In- 
tereit of France, and induced to employ his Troops for the 
Good of the common Caufe ; but their High and Mighti- 
nefles, confidering the faid Elector’s Conduct of late, are 
very much afraid, it cannot be done, but by more effectual 
Means; for which Reafon, they think, his Imperial Ma- 
jefty muft be induced to ufe all poffible Ways, to with- 
draw the Elector of Bavaria from the Engagements with 
France, and, if poffible, to bring him over fo the Intereft 
of the Confederates ; and that no Time‘is to be loft in per- 
forming the fame. The States General, before they re- 
ceived your Majefty’s Letter, had already fent Orders to 
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their Minifter at Vienna, to a&t in Concert, in this Matter, 
with your Majefty’s Minifter there; but as thefe Means, 
which have been propofed, are both uncertain and remote, 
and that there is a preffling Neceffity, the Underwritten 
humbly pray, your Majefty will take, without any Lofs of 
Time, a good Refolution about this Augmentation, which 
is fo neceflary ; and, in order to it, that your Majefty will 
be pleafed, with your Parliament, to provide a Fund for 
that Purpofe; fo as that Care may be taken afterwards 
to look out for Troops in Sweden, Poland, and Bavaria, 
in cafe there be a Likelihood of getting them there in a 
convenient Time ; and, if it be impoffible to get them fo 
foon, as the Neceffity of this prefent Conjuncture requires, 
that one might treat fomewhere elfe for other Troops. 
Their High and Mightineffes doubt not but a good 
Number may be found in Hol/teine, Wolfenbutile, Heffe, 
Mun,er, and with other Princes of the Empire, with whom 
one mght treat forthwith, and, by Provifion, take their 
Troops, without any Prejudice to the Negociations that 
may be entered into with Sweden, Poland, and the Ele¢tor 
of Bavaria, which neverthelefs might be carried on with 
Vigour; and, in cafe of Succefs, there will be Means enough 
of employing thofe Troops, without their being very 
chargeable, thofe in actual Service diminifhing daily. 

The underwritten Ambaffadors, and Envoy extraordi- 
nary, are ordered moft humbly to reprefent to your Ma- 
jefly, in the moft prefling Terms, the Neceffity of the 
aforefaid Augmentation; and that England, and their 
States, being engaged in a common War, the good or 
bad Succefs thereof will occafion the Safety or Lofs of 
both Nations: That it is for that Reafon, that the Alliances 
mention, that the one fhall affift the other with all their 
Forces: That, as the Seat of War is chiefly on the Fron- 
tier of the Republick, their High and Mightineffes fear, 
left, notwithftanding all their, Endeavours, they fhould 
not be able to make Head againft the Enemy’s Power, 
without a greater Affiftance from your Majefty; they 
having received frefh Advices, that Frauce is aflem bling 
all the Troops they can, to make a laft Effort next Year, 
and to venture all, in order to overthrow the faid Repub- 
lick. For preventing fuch a Misfortune, and the evil 
Defigns of the Enemy, the Underwritten are obliged once 
more to repeat to your Majefty the abfolute Neceffity of

fons may be admitted, without being under an Obligation 
to receive the Sacrament on that Account; and therefore 
they cannot agree to let a Claufe ftand, wherein a Matter 
of i act is pofitively affirmed, which they take to be other- 
wife. : 

The Lords infift on the 4th Amendment, becaufe it 
depends on the former. 

The Lords infift on their 5th Amendment; 

Becaulfe the Act of the 25th of King Charles the 2d, 
called The Teft A&, which has been found by Experience 
to have been an effectual Security againft Popery, and 
which their Lordfhips are willing to entorce yet further by 
this Bill, as to the Diffenters, is known to every body, 
and it is generally underftood, to what Employments ir 
does extend; and therefore their Lordfhips think it rea- 
fonable to reft there, and not to fubjeét Men to the Pe- 
nalties of this Bill, upon general or uncertain Words. 

2dly, The Lords do not go about to take away the 
Force of the Corporation Aét, or to leffen any Security 
the Church of England has by it; but cannot agree to ex- 
tend the Penalties of this Bill to the general Words of that 
Aét, which, by Conftruction hereaiter, may ferve Pur- 
poies which are not owned, at prefent, to be the Intent 
of this Bill. 


The Lords infift on their 8th Amendment, which re- 
lates to the Punifhments, as they ftood, when the Pill 
was fent up from the Houfe of Commons. 


Whatever Regard their Lordfhips may have to Reafons, 
which the Houfe of Commons are refolved never to de- 
part from, they hope, it will not feem ftrange, that 
they are not convinced by fuch Reafons as are not thought 
fit to be offered. But, in Juftification of their Amend- 
ment, their Lordfhips think fit to fay, that as they have 
an undoubted Right to begin Bills with pecuniary Penal- 
ties, and toalter and diftribute pecuniary Penalties in Bills 
fent up to them by the Houfe of Commons (which Right 
their Anceftors have always enjoyed, and from which their 
Lordfhips can never depart) fo they are convinced, there 
never was a more juft Occafion of making ufe of that 
Right, than in the prefent Cafe. 

adly, They conceive the Penalty of 1007. and 5/.a 
Day for every Day after the Offence committed, to be 
exceflive ; and the Whole being given to the Informer, 
would prove a dangerous Temptation to Perjury, and of 
pernicious Encouragement to Informers (the moft odious 
Sort of Perfons) which would be a Blemifh on the beft 
Reign. 

Their Lordfhips have given a fufficient Proof of their 
Willingnefs to make this Bill as effectual as will confift 
with Reafon, by agreeing to fuch a pecuniary Penalty 
(befides the Lofs of Office) as may be a proper Encou- 
ragement to Informers to {wear the Truth, though not 
perhaps a fufficient Temptation to go further. 

As to the 9th Amendment ; 

The Commons fay, they difagree, becaufe they think 
Incapacity a proper Punifhment for this Offence. The 
Lords infift upon their Amendment, becaufe they think 
directly the contrary. : 

2dly, Their Lordfhips obferve, that as the Law now 
ftands, any Perfon having an Office, may be prefent at 


~ Mafs, upon much eafier Terms than he might be pre- 


fent at a Conventicle, if the Lords fhould depart from 
this Amendment. 

3dly, The Lords think, an Exglifhman cannot be re- 
duced to a more unhappy Condition, than to be put, by 
Law, under an Incapacity of ferving his Prince and 
Country ; and therefore nothing but a Crime of the 
moft deteftable Nature, ought to put him under fuch a 
Difability. They who think the being prefent at a 
Meeting to be fo high a Crime, can hardly think that a 
Toleration of fuch Meetings ought to continue long; and 
yet the Bill fays, the .\ct of Toleration ought to be kept 
inviolable. 


The Lords do not think it at all neceffary to make an 
Increafe of Punifhment for a‘Second Offence; becaufe the 
. Fit 
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Firft Offence is made Forfeiture of Office, and when the 
Office is gone, the Perfon may go to a Meeting, without 
Breach ot any Law, while the Act of Toleration con- 
tinues ; and if he fhall afterwards get another Office, he 
will forfeit the fame, and incur the Penalties in this Aét, if 
he fhall ever after be prefent at a Conventicle; which their 
Lordhhips think fufficient Punifhmentior a Second Offence. 
ad Skin, 32 Line, The Lords agree to the Commons 
Amendments to their Lordfhips Amendment, with 
the Addition of the Words following, after the 
Words “ prayed for,” viz. “ in purfuance of the 
“© Act, pafled in the Firft Year of King William and 
Queen Mary, intituled, An Act declaring the 
Rights and Liberties of the Sc ject, and fettling 
the Succeffion of the Crown ; and the Act, pafied 
in the 12th and 13th of King William the 3d, 
intituled, An Act for the further Limitation of 
the Crown, and better fecuring the Rights and 
Liberties of the Subject.” 

The Lords infift on the Claufe B; 

Becaufe, to leave Proteftant Diffenters fubjeét to Penal- 
ties, if they do not accept of Offices, and at the fame 
time reftrain them, if they accept of them, upon the 
Penalties of this Bill, from doing what they think them- 
{elves obliged to in Confcience, is Perfecution for Con- 
fcience, and does not agree with what is fet forth in the 
Preamble of the Bill. 

The Lords infift on Claufe C ; 

Becaufe they fee no Reafon, why being prefent at Ser- 
mons, or Lectures, preached, or read, in the Univerfities, 
and eftablifhed by ancient Cuftom and with very good 
Intentions, fhould fubjeét Men to the Danger of incur- 
ring the Penalties of this Law; and the fame Claufe was 
thought neceffary in the Act of Uniformity. 

The Lords infift on Claufe D ; 

Becaufe the foreign reformed Churches, allowed, or to 
be allowed, were, by the Act of Uniformity, exempted 
from the Penalties of that Law; and other foreign Pro- 
teftants, who have been forced out of their own Country 
by a cruel Perfecution, having fettled here in England, by 
Encouragement from Parliaments, as well as from the 
Crown, it would have aftrange Appearance, if it fhould be 
thought fo high an Offence for any of her Majefty’s Sub- 
jects in Office but once to be prefent at their Way of Wor- 
fhip.. This would give fuch a Difcountenance to thofe of 
the fame Religion abroad, as would no way fuit with her 
Majefty’s Character of Head of the Proteftant Intereft in 
Europe 

The Lords infift on Claufe E; 

Becaufe the Perfons concerned in it have no Profit, 
nor any Truft, but what relates to the Poor; and, without. 
this Claufe, charitable Foundations, as Hofpitals, publick 

Workhoufes, and the like, would meet with Difcourage- 
ment, and the Number of them might be leffened.

N ingroffed Bill for Sale of feveral Eftates, and 

that the Money thereby raifed may be applied to 

the Payment of the Debts now charged thereupon, and 

that the Refidue may be placed out at Intereft for the 

Benefit of Giles Lone, and other Infants, purfuant to their 
Father’s Will, was read the Third time. 

Refolved, That the Bill do pafs ; and that the Title be, 
An Act for Sale of feveral Eftates for Payment of Debts 
charged thereupon, and for difpofing of the Refidue of 
the Money at Intereft for the Benefit of Giles Lone, and 
other Infants, purfuant to their Father’s Will. 

Ordered, That Mr. Pigott do carry the Bill to the 
Lords, and defire their Concurrence thereunto. 


A Petition of Rebecca Vifcountefs Dowager of Falk- 
land was prefented to the Houfe, and read ; fetting forth, 
that Anthony late Vifcount Falkland, being feifed of the 
Manors of Great and Little Tew, in the County of Oxon, 
of 925%. per Annum, viz. 8351. 155s. in Reverfion 
(after the Death of his Mother, Rachael Vifcountefs 
Falkland, who held the fame for her Life, for her Join- 
ture) and the Remainder only in Pofleffion,’ did, by 
Indenture, in May 1681, mortgage the faid Eftate to 
Mr. Cherry, and Mr. Needler, in Truft for Mr. Kirwood, 
for 8000/. in Fune, 1681, the faid Lord Falkland 
was made Treafurer of the Navy, and in the fame 
Month was married to the Petitioner; that, in Auguft 
following, the Lady Litton, the Petitioner’s Mother, 
paid Kirwood the faid 8000/. and Intereft, and his 
Truftees, and Lord Falkland, by Indentures, dated 13th 
and 14 Auguff, 1681, did convey the faid Manors to 
Truttees, and their Heirs, to the Ufe of the Vifcount 
for Life, Remainder to the Petitioner for Life (except 
a fmall Part) for her Jointure, Remainder in Tail Male 
and Female, Remainder to the Petitioner, and her Heirs; 
that the Lord Falkland died without Iffue, and his Mo- 
ther is now living; fo that the Petitioner has had but 
little Benefit out of the faid Eftate; and the faid 8000/. 
Debt, with Intereft, amounting to about 18,400/. the 
Petitioner was defirous to fell the fame; but fome Doubt 
arifing, whether the Equity of the faid Eftate might not 
be liable for the Account of the Lord Falkland, as Trea- 
furer of the Navy, his late Majefty, upon Application, 
did, by Letters Patents, in March, 1697, grant the faid 
Manors unto the Petitioner and her Heirs: And pray- 
ing, that fhe may have a Saving in the Bill, for refuming 
fuch Grants as are therein mentioned. 

Ordered, That the Confideration of the faid Petition be 
referred to the Committee of the whole Houfe to whom 
the faid Bill is committed.

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A Petition of Jfabella Duchefs of Grafton was pre- 
fented to the Houfe, and read; fetting forth, that the 
Petitioner, as Executrix of her late Hufband, Henry Duke 
of Grafton, is legally poffeffed of Three Fourth Parts of 
Havering Park in Effex, for the Remainder of a Term of 
99 Years, to be renewed by the Queen Dowager from 
time to time, to 31 Years, at 150/. per Annum Rent; 
that the faid Duke having contracted great Debts in the 
Service of their late Majefties, they, by Letters Patents, 
dated 13 March, in the 5th Year of their Reign, in 
Confideration of the Duke’s good Services, and to en- 
able the Petitioner to pay his Debts, did grant unto John 
Hampden Efquire, and Tho. Covell, in Truft for the Peti- 
tioner, the faid 3th Parts of the faid Park, for 99 Years, 
after the Term aforefaid, at 205. per Annum Rent, after 
the Death of Queen Dowager ; that the Petitioner hath 
paid the Debts of the Duke, more than to the Value of 
the faid Term in Remainder, or any other his perfonal 
Eftate, whereby fhe is become a Purchafer, upon a full 
valuable Confideration of the Premifes: And praying, 
that a Claufe, for the Petitioner’s Relief, may be added 
to the Bill for refuming fuch Grants as are therein men- 
tioned. 

Ordered, That the Confideration of the faid Petition 
be referred to the Committee of the whole Houfe to 
whom the faid Bill is committed. 


A Petition of Thomas Ayres was prefented to the 
Houfe, and read; fetting forth, that Sir William Pulte- 
ney, deceafed, was pofleffed of certain Lands in the 
Parith of St. Fames’s, by virtue of a Grant made by 
King Charles the Second, and by Leafe let out the fame 
to feveral Perfons to build upon, and by his Will di- 
rected all his Leafehold Eftate to be fold, appointing 
thereby Sir Tho. Clarges and Henry Guy Efquire, Trutt- 
ees, who, to further the Sale thereof, did purchafe of 
their late Majefties a further Term of 99 Years, and 
procured an Act of Parliament for confirming the Pur- 
chafes from the Crown,.and to enable the Truftees to 
make further Sales, pay Debts, and raife Portions; that 
the Petitioner, having held the. Premifes 37 Years, and, 
from a common Gravel-pit, improved and built upon 
the fame, was induced, upon the Credit of the faid Ad, 
to purchafe Part of the faid Lands, with the, Buildings 
thereon; to complete which, and further improve his 
Purchafe, he has difburfed more than his own Money; 
to be deprived of which faid Purchafe will be the Ruin 
of himfelf and Family: And praying the Relief of this 
Houfe, in fuch Manner as they fhall think meet. 

Ordered, That the Confideration of the faid Petition be 
referred to the Committee of the whole Houfe to whom 
the Bill for refuming. fuch Grants, as. are therein men- 
tioned, is committed. 


A Petition of Charles Duke of St. Albans, and Diana 
Duchefs of St. Albans, his Wife, was prefented to the 
Houfe, and read; fetting forth, that the Petitioners, in- 
termarried, upon their late Majefties Promife to fettle 
upon them, for their Lives, 2000/, per Annum, in lieu 
of all Portion to the Duke, and as. a Jointure for his 
Duchefs; and accordingly, by Letters Patents, dated 
the 14th dugu/?, in the 6th Year of their Reign, their 
faid Majefties did grant to the Petitioners an Annuity 
of 20c0/. iffuing, as followeth; viz. ,00/. per Annum 
out of the Revenues in the Principality of Wales, 50o0/. 
per Annum out of the Alienation Fines, and the remaia- 
ing 1000/. per Annum out of the Firft. Fruits and 
Tenths, during the Life of the longer Liver of the Pe- 
titioners; that the Petitioners aré advifed, the Bill for 
refuming fuch Grants, as are therein mentioned, will 
make void the faid Letters Patents: And praying, that 
a Saving Claufe may be inferted therein, to preferve the 
faid Annuity to the Petitioners. 

Ordered, That the Confideration of the faid Petition 
be referred to the Committee of the whole Houfe to 
whom the faid Bill is committed. 
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Sir Humphry Mackworth reported from the Committee 
to whom the Bill for the incorporating certain Perfons 
for the better providing for, and fetting at Work, the 
Poor in the City of Gloucefter, was committed; that they 
had made feveral Amendments to the Bill, which they had 
dire€&ted him to report to the Houfe: Which he read in 
his Place, and afterwards delivered in at the Clerks 
Table; where the fame were once read throughout, and 
then a Second time one by one, and, upon the Queftion 
feverally put thereupon, agreed unto by the Houfe. 

A Claufe was offered to be added to the Bill, that it 
fhall not extend to prejudice the charitable Gift of T; timothy 
Nourfe, of 251. per Annum, amongft the Poor of the 
Parith of St. Fobn’s Bedwardins, near Worcefter. 

And the fame was twice read, and, upon the Queftion 
put thereupon, agreed unto by the Houfe to be made 
Part of the Bill. 


_ Ordered, That the Bill, with the Amendments, be 
ingroffed. 


Ordered, That the Report of the Bill for the more 
effectual Punifhment of Acceffaries to Felonies, and Re- 
ceivers of ftolen Goods, be made To-morrow Morning. 


Mr. Bromley (according to Order) reported from the 
Committee of Privileges and Elections, the Matter, as 
it appeared to them, touching the Election for the Bo- 
rough of Sudbury, in the County of Suffolk, and the Re- 
folutions of the Committee thereupon, which they had di- 
rected him to report to the Houfe; which he read in his 
Place, and afterwards delivered in at the Clerk’s Table ; 
where the fame were read, and are as follow; viz. 

Upon the Petition of George Da/bwood Efquire, com- 

plaining of an undue Election and Return of Fo/eph 
Hajfkenftiles Efquire, to ferve in Parliament for the 
Borough of Sudbury, in the County of Suffolk ; 

That the Petitioner’s Counfel alleged, that the Mayor 
and Town Clerk were partial; and infifted, that he had a 
Majority of good Voices; and that the Sitting Member, 
or his Agents, had been guilty of Bribery, and other in- 
direct Practices, 

That the Right of Election was agreed to be in the 
Freemen, not receiving Alms. 

That a Copy of the Poll was produced; whereby it 
appeared, that the Sitting Member had a Majority of 
the Petitioner, by 15; to 32 of which it was, on his 
Part, objected, that they were not duly qualified to vote, 
becaufe of their receiving Alms, or Nonage, or Polling 
twice, or becaufe they were not Freemen. 

That then they delivered in a Lift of 35, who, they 
infifted, were good Votes, and had been refufed to be 
polled for the Petitioner. 


Upon which a Queftion arifing, as to the Admiffion 


of thofe to their Freedom, who had a Right to demand 


it, Evidence was heard on both Sides, to that Point; 
and the Committee came to this Refolution: 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That the Sons of Freemen, born after their Fathers were 
made free, and thofe that have ferved Apprenticefhips in 
the Borough of Sudbury, in the County of Suffolk, have a 
Right to vote in the Election of Members to ferve in Par- 


liament for the faid Borough, without any Admiffion, in 


Form, to their Freedom, or taking the Oath of Freemen. 

Thar, after this, they went through the Lift: They 
gave Evidence to the Freedom [a] of moft in it, and 
waved the reft. 

That the Evidence given by the Petitioner, as to the 
Partiality of the Mayor and Town Clerk, and the Bribery 
and other ill Practices, of the Sitting Member, and his 
Agents, was, as follows : 

Mr. Hull faid, that the Mayor declared, that no Man 
fhould have a Vote, whofe Name was not inrolled accord- 
ing to a late Order he had obtained from the Corpora- 
tion, to oblige all Freemen to inroll themfelves; and, for 
want of Inrollment, the Mayor refufed feveral that had 
voted 30 Years; and that feveral, for Mr. Ha/fenftiles, 
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were inrolled, after they were polled: And that the 
Mayor caufed to be put down, in a By Paper, 40 or 50 
difputable Votes, and then would put down no more; 
and that, when the Poll was over, the Mayor put his Hat 
on aStick, and cried, “¢ An Elwes! A Styles!” And that 
there was great Rudenefs offered to Mr. Daf-coocd, and 
his Friends; and that it was generally enguired, who the 
Voters were for, before the Iarollment was iearched 
whether they were free. 

William Belgrove faid, he offered himfelf four times to 
poll for Mr. Dafhwood fingly, and the Mayor ftruck him, 
and bid the Conitable and Serjeants carry him to Gaol. 

Robert Soul faid, he was allowed by the Mayor, as an 
Infpector for Mr. -Dafbwoed; yet the Mayor abuied him, 
and took him: by the Hair, becaufe he fpoke againft ebu 
Smith’s Polling, who was not free. 

Andrew Fleicher faid, that Tho. Fofter offered to 
vote for Mr. Dafbwood two or three times; and infilting 
on his Right, the Mayor faid in the Court publickly, 
right or wrong, he fhould not poll: Sir ohn Cordell 
alio fwore, he fhould not poll. 

Edward Bowtell faid, that he offered to poll finely for 
Mr. Dafowood; and that he was ftruck and abuled in 
Court. 

Daniel Bantock faid, he offered to poll for Mr. Dafh- 
wood, and the Mayor would not let him, becaufe he was 
an Apprentice. He did not deny his being Appren- 
tice; but faid, he was born free, and was 23 Years of 
Age. 

abn Till faid, that he was prefent at the Poll, but not 
a Freeman; and faw a Man (whofe Name he did not 
remember) offer to poll for Mr. Da/bwood, whom the 
Mayor refufed; and the Man infifting on his Right, the 
Mayor (at Sir fobn Cordell’s Defire) threatened to fend 
him to Gaol, and afterwards polled him for the Two 
Sitting Members. 

Fobn Gofling, Henry Golding, Thom. Elden, Robert 
Gelding, were examined, to prove, that Sir Yoba Cor- 
dell, who married Mr. Hafkenfiyles’ Daughter, and Sa- 
muel Golding, of London, Barber, had been Agents in 
the procuring feveral Votes for Mr. Hafkenftiles at this 
Election. 

And Richard Root faid, that Mr. Thomas Hall defired 
his and Mr. Pink’s Votes for the Sitting Members, and 
put Two 55. Pieces in his Hand; which he refufing, 
he took them from him, and put them into Pink’s 
Hand ; who promifed his Vote, and voted for the Sitting 
Members. 

Fobn Langden faid, that Edward Woodward afked him, 
obn Hofle, and others, to be for Mr. Hafkenftiles, and 
that Sir Yohn Cordell gave him Half a Crown fince Whit- 
fontide, and defired him to make an Intereft for his Fa- 
ther, and promifed him another Half Crown on the fame 
Account: That he faw Woodward receive one Half 
Crown, and he told him, he had received another; and 
that he fhould have a Breakfaft, and 10s. and that Muf- 
ketts andWoods told him, they had received Half a Crown 
a-piece, Part of 40s. that were to be diftributed. 

Henry Somerfett faid, he received 205. of Samuel Gold- 
ing, in London, to go down and vote for Mr. Hafkex- 
files: That he gave Golding a Note for the Money; but 
Golding promiled him, if he polled for Mr. Hafkenftiles, 
it fhould be deftroyed; otherwife, he was told, he mutt 
repay the Money: That he did poll for Mr. Ha/ken- 
ftyles, and the Note was tore; and afterwards he received 

s. more of one Darby, that lived at Sir Fo. Cordell’s. 

Robert Golding confirmed Henry Somerfett’s Evidence; 
and that William Woodward and Tho. Webb received 205. 
a-piece on the fame Condition, and that, the Wedne/- 
day following, about 12 Freemen received 55. a-piece, 
at Sir Fohn Cordell’s Houfe, from Samuel Golding. 

Tho. Webb confirmed Robert Golding’s Evidence, as 
to himfelf; and faid, he would have been for Mr. Daf- 
wood, but he could not get any Money of Mr. Cole. 

Sam. Fones faid, that one Smith went round the Town, 
and gave 35. a Piece to 2 or 300 Freemen; but he could 
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not fay, he fpoke to them about the Eletion; only he 
had a Lift of their Names, and, as he paid them, croffed 
them out. It was obferved, that Smith had not been 
proved an Agent for Mr. Hafkenjtyles. 

He further faid, that Sir Zohn Cordell afked him to be 
a Witnefs againft Mr. Dafbwood, but did not fay, to what, 
and told him, he would pay a Debt of 10/. which he 
owed to Mr. Co/e’s Client; and that Mr. Ray, the Steward, 
told him, that he would put him out of the Parith Rate, 
if he would come up with him; which, he underftood, 
was to be a Witnefs againft Mr. Dafbwood: That Two 
Guineas were offered to Robert Olive, to be a Witnets 
tor Mr. HafRenftiles, but it was not mentioned, to what; 
and Olive faid, he could fay nothing. 

That the Counfel tor Mr. Hajkenftiles recriminated, 
and called feveral Witnefles; wiz. 

Mr. Fob Pen; who faid, that Mr. Defhwood and 
Mr. Cole came to his Houfe about the 18th of May, and 
defired his Vote; and that Mr. Pen anfwering, they had 
Two good Members already, Mr. Dafbwood replied, if 
they would chufe him, he would give 200/. towards 
making the River navigable, and 200/. more for a 
Work-houfe: That Mr. Penn propofed it to him, io pay 
the Money down; and Mr. Defiwood faid, he did not 
know, but he might, before he was 2; Hours older: 
That Daniel Hafle was by, when it was faid; and Hafle, 
being examined, confirmed the fame. 

Mr. Tho. Paris iaid, that, upon the 18th of Jzy, 
as he remembered, his Brother told him, that Mr. Da/)- 
wood had given him a Bill for 200/. drawn upon Mr. 
Hayes, payable within Ten Days, and thac the Money 
was to be kept ull the Election was over, and then was 
to be applied towards making the River navigable: That 
he knew Mr. Dafowood’s Hand, and is confident, it was 
figned by him; and that he carried the Bill to Mr. F/ay.s? 
Chamber; where he faw Mr. Dafhwood, 2nd was told, he 
might come Three or Four Days after for the Money; 
but he returned the Bill to his Brother. 

Robert Gurling faid, that, in May laft, Mr. Dafbwood 
and Mr. Cole came to his Houfe, and Mr. Dafowood afked 
him, if he had heard the Parliament was come home [a]; 
and defired his Vote and Intereft: That he told Mr. Dafb- 
wood, he thought, it would be to no Purpofe for him to 
ftand; for Work was fcarce, and poor People would not 
be againft them that employed them; and thereupcn 
Mr. Dafbwood faid, that he would give fuch a Gift among 
the poorer Sort, as fhould oblige them, and he would 
oblige the reft, by giving 2co/, more towards making 
the River navigable; and offered to pay down the Mo- 
ney into his Hands; but he recommended him to Mr. 
Paris; and Mr. Cole faid, if they queftioned the Money, 
he would give his Note for it: That Mr. Dafbwood 
further faid, “« The Town is poor, and let us make the 
“ beft of it:” And Gurling objecting, this would be 
Bribery, Mr. Dafbwood replied, if he got into the Houte, 
let them get him out, if they could. 

Wm. Sparrow faid, he had 2s. of Mr. Dafbwood. 
for his Journey from Hafted to Sudbury, being Seven 
Miles: That Yohn Eafterfon, of Colchefter, received Half 
a Guinea; but he could not fay, who gave it. 

John Berril faid, he lived Three Miles from Sudbury, 
and Mr. Dafowood, about a Fortnight before the Eleétion, 
gave him 3s. for his Journey, to. prove his Freedom; 
and he had two Days Entertainment at one Wade's 
Houfe: That a great many Bufhels of Wheat having 
been diftributed, and he having had none, he receivea 
35. in lieu of a Bufhel of Wheat, which was given to 
others. 

Thomas Woeds faid, he received Half a Guinea from 
an unknown Gentleman, to vote for Mr. Da/fbwood, Mr. 
Wade being in the next Room; and he voted for Mr. 
Dafowood on that Account; and that Mr. Dafbwood told 
him, he had given Five Guineas, to be laid out and 
diftributed in Wheat.

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William Bunion faid, he received Half a Guinea from an 
unknown Gentleman, to voce for Mr. Dafhwood, Wade 
being in the Yard, when it was given him: That there- 
fore he voted for Mr. Dafowood, otherwile he would have 
voted for the Sitting Members. 

Edw. Mufkin faid, he received 10 s. from an unknown 
Gentleman, Wade being in Company, who brought the 
Gentleman to him: ‘That he offered his Vote tor Mr. 
Dafhowood, and Mr. Hefk-njtyles; and he was treated on 
the Eleétion Day, on Mr. Dafowood’s Account. 

Tho. Bower faid, that Mr. Dafhwood and Mr. Wade 
afked him, if he was willing to give Mr. Dafbwoed his 
Vote; and Mr. Dafhweed faid, he would be as kind to 
him as any other: And, alittle before the Ele€tion, Mr. 
Wede, with another unknown Gentleman, met him, and 
afked him, if he would be as good as his Word; and 

ave him i0 5. upon which he promifed him his Vote, and 
voted for Mr. Dafowood, otherwife he would have voted 
for the Sitting Members. 

Fobn Hemfted faid, he lived Seven Miles from Sudbury, 
and on Whit/on Tuefday went to Mr, Da/hwooa’s Houle ; 
and received 3 s. from him; and told him, if he did not [a] 
vote for him, he would give him 6s. for his 35. Thaton 
on ihe Election Day he received 5s. of Wade, and halfa 
Dozen of Beer, having told him, he would not otherwife 
be for Mr. Dafhwood. 

Thomes Hemfled {aid he was prefent, when his Brother 
Fcbu received the 3 5. and in that confirmed his Brother’s 
‘Teftimony. 

David Thompfon faid, he received Half a Guinea from 
an unknown Perfon, to bear his Charges from Colchefter : 
‘Lhe unknown Perfon did not engage him to vote for 
any one, but he had before promifced his Vote for Mr. 
Dafhwocd. 

Tho. Spring faid, he received 3 s. from Wade, to go for 
his Brother, who was out of Town; and afterwards re- 
ceived 55. of Mr. Cole, to gratify his Brother: His Bro- 

ther came 24 Miles; and Mr. Da/bwood had promifed to 
gratify his Brother, 

And that, upon the Whole, the Committee came to 
thefe Refolutions. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That Fofeph Hafkenftyles, Efquire, is not duly elected a 
Burgefs to -ferve in Parliament for the Borough of Sud- 
bury, in the County of Suffolk. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That George Dafbwood, Efquire, is not duly elected a Bur- 
gefs to ferve in Parliament for the faid Borough of Sud- 
bury. 

The faid Refolutions, being feverally read a Second 
time, were, upon the Quettion feverally put thereupon, 
agreed unto by the Houfe. 

Refolved, That the Election of F:/eph Hafkenftyles, Ef- 
quire, a Burge!s, to ferve in Parliament for the faid Bo- 
rough of Sudbury, is a void Election. 

Refolved, That it appears to this Houfe, that Bexjamin 
Ca: tev, late Mayor of the Borough of Sudbury, in the 
County of Suffolk, was, at the laft Ele€tion of Burgefies, 
to ferve in Parliament for the faid Borough, guilty of 
great Violence, and many indire& Prattices, contrary to 
the Rights and Privileges of this Houfe. 

Ordered, That the laid Benjamin Carter be, for his faid 


Offences, taken into Cuflody of the Serjeant at Arms at- 
tending th.s Houte. 


Mr. Bromiley alfo (according to Order) reported from 
the Committee of Privileges and Elections, the Matter, 
as it appeared to them, touching the Eleétion for the Bo- 
rough of Tavistock, in the County of Dew, and the Re- 
jolution of the Cammittee thereupon; which he read in 
his Place; and afterwards delivered in at the Clerk’s 
‘Table ; where the fame were read, and are as follow; viz. 
Upon the Petition of Henry Manaton Efguire, com- 
plaining of an undue Election and Return of the 
Lord Fames Rufiell, to terve in Parliament for the 
Borough of Tavifeck, in the County of Devon:

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That, upon the Poll, there was, 
For the Lord Fames Ruffel!, 39. 
For Mr. Manaton, 26. 

And the Counfel for the Petitioner opened, that they 
fhould take off 13 from the Sitting Member’s Poll, and 
es 19 to their own ; which would give him a Majority 
of 18. 

That they infifted, that the Right of Election was in 
the Freeholders of Inheritance, in Poffeffion, and inhabit- 
ing in the Borough. 

That the Counfel on the other Side faid; this was not 
fufficient ; but that it was further requifite, they fhould be 
prefented by the Jury of Enquiry, at the Court within 
the Borough. 


Upon which feveral Witneffes were examined on both 
Sides. 

For the Petitioner : 

Samuel Carter, who had known Taviftock 60 Years, and 
had been at all Elections fince 1660; who faid, that the 
Prefentment by the Jury was not a Queltion, till the laft 
controverted Ele€tion about 6 or 7 Years fince: That he 
voted, before he was prefented ; and, when he has teen 
of the Jury of Enquiry, he did not make any Prefent- 
ment. 

Fames Cowper faid, he had been at the Eledctions for 15 
Years; and that, in the Year 1688, there was a great 
Conteft, and a Scrutiny ; and all the Votes were ftrictly 
examined, and the Copies of Wills and Deeds were pro- 
duced ; and no Objection made to any Perfon that pad 
not been prefented ; nor was it an Objection, till the latt 
Refolution of the Houfe. He faid, the Jury had been 
partial to the Duke of Bedfora’s Intereft ; and gave fome 
Inftances of it. 

Dan. Mattacol faid, he had known Taviftock 14 or 15 
Years ; and that the Right of Election was in the Free- 
holders of Inheritance, living within the Borough; but it 
was never reckoned neceflary to have them prefented, till 
the laft Refolution of this Houfe, and that at the laft 
Court he carried in, to the Jury, the Names of 12 or 13 
Freeholders, who were ready, either at the Door, or in 
the Court, with their Deeds, to make out their Free- 
holds; but the Jury refufed to prefent them; and Cun- 
ninebam and Spry faid, ** Why fhould they alienate thofe 
*¢ Fellows? They did not think them for their Turn.” 
But Mattacol acknowledged, that ieveral were prefented, 
the laft Court, who voted for Mr. Manaton, 

Zac. Rowell faid, that, after he came home from the 
hearing of Mr. Manaton’s Election, about 6 Years ago, 
Mr. Cunningham afked him, ‘* What will become of your 
‘* Alienations ?” And the Steward faid, he would alicnate 
none but who were for them: That three, who were of 
the Jury at that Time, declared they would alienate none 
that were for Mr. Manaton; and thofe three, he thinks, 
have been conftantly of the Jury fince that Time. He 
owned, that the Jury confifted of 24; and, that they were 
fome of the moft fufficient Men of the Town. 

That the Petitioner’s Counfel urged feveral Refolutions 
of the Houfe in Favour of their Right; viz. 

17° Dec. 13. Car. I]. When the Houfe agreed with 
the Committee, That the Freeholders of Inheritance only 
had Voices. 

8° Dec. 3 Gul. et Mar. when it was reported, that it 
appeared to the Committee, That the Right of Election 
was in the Freeholders of Inheritance, inhabiting within 
the Borough. 

13° Mar. 8. Gul. when ’twas refolved, That the Right 
of Eleétion is in the Freeholders of Inheritance, inhabit- 
ing within the Borough. 

To anfwer which Evidence, the Sitting Member’sCoun- 
fel called feveral Witnefies. 

Mr. Cunningham faid, he had known Taviftock 50 Years, 
and his Father and himfelf had been Portreeves ; and that 
the Freeholders of Inheritance, living within the Bo- 
rough, ought to be prefented by the Jury; and fo he has 
heard his Father fay ; and they were called the Abbot's 
Burgefles : That the Jury is returned by the Bailiff, whois 
wpon his Oath; and chat ro Steward gives ftriGt Charge, 
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to prefent all Perfons that have a Right; and that, as 
far as he has obferved, all Perions Titles have been pre- 
fented, unlefs there was a very good Objection againft 
them; as, particularly, upon the {fplitting of Votes; fo 
that fometimes 405. a Year has been fplit, to make Halt 
a dozen Votes. He faid, as to the 12 or 13, mentioned 
by Mazttacol, there was only a Notre given of their Names ; 
but they never prefented themfelves to the Jury, nor pro- 
duced their Deeds. He faid, he could not remember any 
formerly refufed to vote, for not having been prefented ; 
but they did not reckon their Eftates very good, till they 
were prefented. 

Wa. Shelliburn faid, that he had known Tavijfock 20 
Years; and gave Evidence to the like Effect with Mr. 
Cunningham. 

William Spry faid, he had known Taviffock 32 Years 5 
and that himfelf, and one Serjeant, were prefented 20 
Years ago; and he had heard old Men fay, that thofe Per- 
fons that claimed Lands by Defcent or Purchafe, ought 
to be preiented ; and that he thinks, the Jury prefent all 
Perfons impartially. . 

That then the Refolution of this Houfe, 4° Fed. 8 Gul. 
was produced; That rhe Right of Eleétion is in the Free- 
holders of Inheritance. in Poffeffion, inhabiting within 
the Borough, who have been, or fhall be prefented, as 
fuch, by the Jury of Enquiry of the Borough. 

Upon which the Committee came to this Refolution : 

Refolu:d, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That the Right of electing Burgeffes, to ferve in Parlia- 
ment for the Borough of Tavifteck, in the County of De- 
von, is in the Freeholders of Inheritance, in Poffeffion, 
inhabiting within the Borough, who have been, or fhall 
be, prefented, as fuch, by the Jury of Enquiry of the 
Borough. 

That the Petitioners Counfel then proceeded to give 
Evidence, to fet afide feveral of the Lord James Ruffell’s 
Votes; and called feveral Witnefies; who faid, that Fa. 
Hockiday, David Serjeant, Elias Wilberton, Geo. Ballott, 
Rich. Farewell, William Knight, Ralph Carter, Wm. Bur- 
geffe, Tho. Kelly, and Ed. Weymouth, had no Votes; one 
of them being on compos, and the others having no Free- 
hold of Inheritance ; and befides, that the two laft had 
Money given them, for their Votes, by the Duke of Bed- 
ford’s Bailiffs; ove 57. the other 6 /. 

Thar the Petitioners Counfel would have gone on to 
give Evidence of fome Perfons, who had Freehold Eftates, 
and had not been prefented by the Jury of Enquiry, tho’ 
they tendered themielves ; but this was oppofed, becaufe 
of the Refolution of the Committee ; and not being al- 
lowed, they offered nothing further. 

‘That the Counfel for the Sitting Member only called 
Witneffes to the Reputation of Mattacol, who had given 
Evidence to the 5 /. mentioned before. 

Mr. Cunningham. Fobn Edgcombe, faid, that Daniel Mat- 
tacol had been charged with the ftealing of cloth from 
his Matter, when he was an Apprentice; and had been 
prevailed on by his Friends to go to Virginia. 

And then they withdrew, and the Committee came to 
this Refolution : 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That the Lord Fames Ruffell is duly elected a Burgefs, to 
ferve in Parliament for the Borough of Taviftock, in the 
County of Devon.

To the honourable the Commons, in Parliament affem- 


bled: 


ITH all due Acknowledgment to this honourable 
Houtfe, for the Favour of being allowed to anfwer 
the Obtervations of the Commiffioners of Accounts, on 
the Revenue underour Management, wethe Commifiioners 
of her Majefty’s Cuftoms, whofe Names are hereunto fub- 
fcribed, humbly crave Leave, for the clearer Satisfacticn 
of the Houfe in every Article, to offer what we have to 
fay in our Defence, Paragraph by Paragraph. 
Firft Obiervation : 

As to the Conftitution and Management of her Ma- 
jefty’s Revenue of the Cuftoms, your Commiffioners ob- 
ferve, that tho’ the Cafh Account of the Cuftoms is yearly 
paffed, the general Accounts are far behind; which, in 
their Opinion, is chiefly to be imputed to the great Re- 
mifinefs of fome of the Examiners, in not giving due 
Difpatch to the Examination and Comptroll of the feveral 
Accounts of the Out-ports, as well as the Inability of 
others for the difcharging that Truft. 

To the Firft Article, concerning the general Account: 

1ft, That the general Cafh Account of the Cuftoms is 
made up to Chrifimas 1702; which is nearer by Three 
Months than ever it was, or could be, done, till fome 

of the prefent Commiffioners propofed, in their 

A. Prefentment of the 30th of November, 1697 (a 

Copy whereof is hereunto annexed) a Regulation 
of the Method, the Receivers-general were in before that 
Time, of making double Certificates, for many Weeks 
together, at the Clofe of every Year; and that the general 
grofs Account is made up to Chrifimas 1699; which is as 
near as it ufed to be formerly, when it did not require 
One third of the Examination that it does now, by the 
Multiplicity of Duties, whereof the Receiver-general keeps 
31 Accounts: That there are about 70 Collectors Books 
of the Out-ports, to examine for every Quarter; and that 
great Precipitation, in a Matter of fo much Difficulty, as 
is the prefent Computation of the feveral Duties at the 
Cuftom-houfe, with the different Difcounts and Allow- 
ances, would not be for the Service of the Reventie; and 
yet it is certified to-us, upon Enquiry, that the 
Four prefent Examiners have carried in their Books to 
the Comptroller General, to Midfummer \aft, excepting 
only ef Two.or Three.Ports, where, by the Death of the 
Colleétors, the Books have happened not to be yet fent 
up in due Form: So that we find no Reafon to complain 
ot the Remifinefs of thefe Officers, or to doubt of their 
Submiffion to the Authority of the Board; and as to their 
Ability; Two of -them have been above 12 Years in the 
Service; and, forthe other Two, though we cannot fay 
they have equal Experience, we hope they may attain 
to a better Difpatch by their Diligence. The repeated 
Orders of this Board to the Colleétors, to fend up their 
Quarter Books, and other Accounts, and to the Ex- 
aminers, to difpatch their Obfervations upon them, as 
well as to all the other Officers under our Direétion, 
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whofe Remifinefs has been taken Notice of in any of thefe 

Articles, muft have been obvious to thele Gentlemen, 

from our Minute Books, which were before them. 
Second Obiervation : 

That the Charges of the Management, which amounts 
to a very great Sum per Aanum, are chiefly borne by 
the Duty of Cuftoms for Deficiencies ; whereas divers 
Aéts, granting the other Impofitions, direct, that they 
fhall alio bear their Proportion. 

2. Asto the Second Article, concerning the Charge 
of the Management : 

The old Eftablifhment of Officers, and ordinary Inci- 
dents, continue to be paid out of the Cuitoms, as the 
more certain Revenue; but where it has been neceffary to 
fet up new Officers, on Occafion of any of the additional 
Duties, the Charge of tuch new Officers has been paid 
out of the refpective Duties (as Debentures and Allow- 
ances always are) which is as muchas, we humbly pre- 
fume, was intended by the ieveral Acts; where we find 
the additional Charge, neceflary for Management of fuch 
Duties, generally excepted out of the Appropriations : 
But the Word Proportion, as it is mentioned in this Ar- 
ticle, does not occur to us in that Part of any of the faid 
Acts of Parliament ; beiides, that the making the feveral 
Funds bear the Salaries, and other incident Payments, in 
Proportion to the Produce of them (though perhaps ’tis 
barely poffible to be done, by a retrofpective Account, 
yet) would be a Work of great Trouble, and no manner 
of Ute, now the principal Duties are ali united into one 
common Fund. And the Commiffioners were fo far from 
apprehending themfelves liable toany Imputations, upon 
their Management in this Particular, that they thought 
it might be a proper Evidence of their good Service, to 
repretent very lately, in another Place, that, although 
the Revenue had increafed from about 500,coo/. to 
1,640,000 /. per Annum, for each of the Two laft Years 
of the Peace, by the feveral additional Duties which 
have been put under the Management of this Board, and 
although in moft of the Aéts granting fuch Duties, 
there have been Claufes of Allowances for Management, 
yet we have not charged the Publick with soo/. a Year, 
for all the Duties together, excepting only in the Coal 
Duty (wherein Meters are appointed by Law) fog the 
15 per Cent. (which being according to the Value, by the 
Candle, requires a diftinét Management, and at a Diftance 
from the Cuftom-houfe) and befides fome Allowances to 
the Clerks, neceflary to be added to the Receiver-general, 
for the great Increafe of Bufinefs in that Office. : 

Third Obfervation : 

That there has not been due Care taken in the dif- 
charging of Debentures; in particular, your Com- 
miffioners find, that, till about the Year 1697, the De- 
bentures, due upon the Silk, were paid out of the Duties 
of Cuftoms, to the great leffening the Revenue arifing 
from thence: and, confequently, very much tothe Pre- 
judice of thofe who were entitled to the Produce of it. 

To the 3d Article we aniwer; That, by the fpecial 
Care of fome of the _prefent Commiffioners (though after 
a very long Struggle) the Number of Parchments, on 
which Debentures aré made out, have been reduced above 
one Half of what they were before; Tor, whereas there 
were Four Debentures, formerly, for the fame Quantity 
of Tobacco, there are now but Two; and for that, as 
alfo for other Goods, where the Duties are all paid, but 
One ; except for the 15 [a]. per Cént. So that, though the 
Merchant has better Difpatch, and it isat leis Charge than 
formerly; yet the feveral Officers have more Time to exa- 
mine, and compare with the Entries in their Books, that 
the Debentures afe right.. And we crave Leave to appeal 
to all the fair Merchants of England, whether the Officer, 
who has had for fome Years paft the Charge-of exa- 
mining Debentures, has not been more exaét-fpr the 
Intereft of the Revenue, and yet given them better Satil- 
faction in their Difpatch, -fince this: Method took | place, 
than ever they had before.

chareine Debentures to Account, and not to the Payment 
of them: And, as tothis, we fay, that the Commiffioners 
got it altered, by the Second Paragraph in their Prefent- 
ment, before-mentioned, which is above Five Years 
fince; and hope, they fhall not be now blamed, becaufe 
they could not get it done any fooner: And though we do 
not pretend to excufe the then Receiver General, in fuch 
Mifapplication of the Cuftoms, as is alleged, which, no 
doubt, is a Leffening of the het Produce of that Fond; 
yet, in the laft Appropriation of them for 1,200,000/, 
there arofe a very great Surplus out of this Fond, after 
all the Debt paid. 
4th Obfervation: 

That it does notappear, there is a fufficient Check upon 
fome Parts of the Management of this Revenue, where 
there is moft Occafion for it: As, for Example, your 
Commiffioners do not find, there is fuch Care taken, as 
is requifite, to fecure Duties upon Importation of Goods ; 
the Jerquer, whofe proper Bufinefs it is, to comptroll 
the Mafters Reports by the Landwaiters Books, and 
to fee, that all the Goods, imported, are duly entered, 
often contenting himfelf with the Account the Merchant 
gives in, without ever looking in the Landwaiters 
Books, to fee, whether they agree with the Matters 


- Reports; and many of the Landwaiters Books are found 


not to agree, as to the Species, or Quantities, of Things 
imported. 
_ Tothe 4th Article; We have examined the Jerquers, 


_ whereof there are Three in this Port; who all underftand 


their Bufinefs, and have fatisfied us, that their Practice, 
in jerquing of Ships, is never in the manner objected 
againft them in this general Charge, without examining 


the Matters Report by the Warrants, and comparing 


both with the Landwaiters Books: And as to what is 
faid of the Landwaiters; unlefs we had the Names of the 
Ships, and Time of Importation, and the Species of Goods, 
fuppofed to be delivered, we cannot be informed, whether 
it does bear upon any of them, or no. 

5th Obfervation : 

That the Collectors in the Long Room are not fo 
punctual in their Difcharge, as your Commiffioners con- 
ceive they ought to be; for, though they are obliged 
weekly to pay the Receiver General, not only all the 
Money they receive, but likewife to deliver over all the 
Bonds, that are taken by them in the preceding Week, 
yet, it appears, they detain Part of the Money longer 
in their Hands; and as it is feldom, that any of the 
Bonds are delivered up fo foon asthey fhould be, to 
the Receiver General, fo many of them are not delivered 
up atall, but kept by the under Receivers, till they be- 
come due, and then the Money is by them received 
thereupon; the Confequence of which is, that, by this 
means, it is exceeding difficult to find out whether they 
duly bring to Account all, they receive, or not, the 
Bonds being very numerous, and the Receipts, upon this 
Revenue, of a very great Bulk ; and, unlefs there be a 
Check upon them weekly, to infpect the State of the 
Bonds taken by them, and fee, that they charge them- 
felves with the Money, as foon as they receive it with- 
out keeping it in their Hands, to make any indire&t Ufe 
of it, it is impoffible to difcover whether thofe Officers 
perform the Duty of their Places with that Fidelity, that 
is neceflary for the publick Service. _ 

As to the 5th Article; The Receivers in the Long 
Room bring their Accounts of Money, as near as they 
can, toa Balance every Week; but, as the Receiver 
General clofes his Accounts on Saturday, and... Comptrolls 


do not give the particular Collectors their certain Charge © 


till Monday, or Tuefday, they can’t balance always to 
a Shilline: And as to the Bonds; thofe for Wine, and 
Tobacco (which are the moft confiderable) have of 
late, purfuant to the Commiffioners Directions, been. de- 
livered over to the Receiver General, as foon as the Col- 
leétors have had time to enter them in their Books; but 
the Bonds taken from the Eaft India Company, can’t 
be brought to a regular Account, till the Sights are per- 
fecied for the Importation Duty, or the Goods fold by 
Vou. XIV. 
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the Candle for the 15 per Cent. which, being a Tranf- 
action the Receiver General has no Cognizance of, is 
more readily done by the proper Collector, who ac- 
knowledges to have kept the Bonds for other Duties alfo 
of that Receipt, in his Hands, till difcharged : But we 
muft give him this Teftimony, that, in an Account of 
many hundred thoufand Pounds, which have paffed 
through his Hands yearly, for feveral Years patt, it does 
not appear to us, that ever this Officer made a bad Debt 
to the Crown. 
6th Obfervation : 

That it does not appear, there is greater Care taken 
in the appointing fufficient Checks, to comptroll the Ac- 
counts of the Receivers General, either as to his Charge, 
or Difcharge : For, as to what regards his Charge, your 
Commiffioners do not find, there is any Comptroll over 
that Part of hisReceipts, which arifes from Remittances 
from the Out-ports; the Colleétors there fending up only 
quarterly, or monthly, Remittances of what the feveral 
Duties produce in thofe Ports; and the Bills being many 
in Number, and paid at different Times, it is impoffible, 
they conceive, tilla better Method is taken for the keeping 
thofe Accounts, to difcover whether the Receiver 
General charges himfelf with the Receipt of any, much 
lefs of all, the Money, fo foon as it comes to his 
Hands. 

As to this 6th Article; If the Commiffoners of Ac- 

counts had been pleafed to take Notice 

Paper A. of our Prefentment, of the 30th of No- 

N° VI. vember, 1697, they might have obferved 
that, what they mean by this Article, 

was therein more particularly propofed; and, if they 
would have fent for the Comptroller General of the Ac- 
counts of the Cuftoms, they would have

trad, D. ever fince: So that, if this Care did not 

appear to thofe Gentlemen, we hope, it 
fhall not be imputed to us; that, which we had propofed 
for the publick Service, being actually put in Practice in 
this Inftance. 
7 Obfervation : 

In like manner, that Part of his Charge, which pro- 
ceeds from Bonds turned into Money, appears not to 
be fufficiently taken care of ; fince, according to the 
prefent Management, it feems impracticable to difcover 
whether the Money arifing from thence, is duly charged 
in his weekly Certificates ; there being no one Officer in 
that Revenue, who thinks it his Bufinefs to infpect that 
Matter, and, by examining the Bonds, and feeing 
whether he has them all by him or not, to find out 
whether the Sums for which they have been taken, 
have not been received much fooner than they have been 
brought to Account. . 

The 7th Article muft receive the like Anfwer. Some of 
the prefentCommiffioners firft propofed infifting upon In- 
tereft at the Cuftom-houfe, where Bonds were not paid in 
time: The Merchants petitioned againft ir, but were over- 

ruled at the Treafury, on the Commiffioners

Report E. ing it praéticable, and the Officers, con- 

cerned, directed to make their Objections, 

if they had any, or to propofe fome other Method; and 

if we fhould be blamed, becaufe the Merchants are with 

Difficulty brought tocomply, and the Officers to execute, 

*cwill be a very great Difcouragement to all furure En- 
deavours for advancing the Revenue. 
8th Obfervation : 

Befides thefe Defects in the Management of this Re- 
venue, with regard to the Receiver’s Charge, your Com- 
miffioners are humbly of Opinion, there are others in his 
Difcharge , it not appearing to them, that the Compt- 
roller hath any Power, or at leaft ever makes ufe of 
it, to infpeét and examine weekly, whether the Re- 
ceiver has actually in his Poffeffion all the feveral De- 
bentures, which he craves Allowance for in his Cer- 
tificates, and whether he does not fometimes difcharge 
himfelf of :many Sums, as ow upon that Head, before 

al they 
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they are aClually paid: However your Commiffioners 
think, that, in Juftice to the prefent Receiver General, 
they ought to let you know, they do not find he has made 
any indirect Ufe of thefe Opportunities, but that they 
thought it became them to fubmit thefe Cbfervations to 
your Confiderations, not knowing what Advantage may 
be made by thefe, who fhall fucceed him, from the 
Latitude there is for Corruption, and Abufe, in the Re- 
ceipt of thofe Revenues. ' 
That this Obfervation, in fome Refpects, is true; yet 
we mutt crave Leave to do that Right to the Manage- 
ment, that we propofed a Regulation of it in our 
C. Prefentment of the 14th of duguft, 1696 (Copy 
whereof is hereunto annexed) to which we pray to be 
referred, for juftifying our Endeavours to have itrectified 5 
which appear again in the firft Paragraph 
of our Report, of the 30th of November, 
1697. And fome of our Applications 
were fo far from refting ina Matter (as was conceived) 
fo neceflary for the Security of the Revenue, that, on a 
Petition of One cf our Number, in the Year 1701, the 
then Lords of the Treafury agreed to propofe to his Ma- 
jeity this, with the other Part petitioned for, and received 
his Majefty’s Approbation of both; purfuant to which, 
the faid Petitioner entered into that Province which was 
allotted to him; and how the Direétion for the other 
Part came not to be purfued at that time, was not under 
our Obfervation.

gth Obfervation : 

That, whereas there was an Order made by theCom- 
miffioners for managing this Revenue, and approved by 
the Lords of the Treafury, that no Merchant fhould be 
fuffered to enter new Bonds, before he had cleared 
thofe formerly given, yet your Commiffioners find, 
That Order has been frequently broke, -and no juft Ac- 
count made of the Intereft due upon the Bonds, under 
Pretence that the Merchants refufe Payment, when by 
Law they might be compelled to it. 

This is a prudential Order, frequently repeated by us, 
and we humbly hope, wefh all not be charged with the Off- 
cers Neglect of our Orders, when we take all the Care we 
can, to have them duly obferved ; it being impoffible for 
us to watch every one, in al] the Acts of his Duty. As 
to the Account of Intereft, mentioned in this Article, we 
hope, it is fufficiently anfwered in our Obfervation on the 
7th; and we are informed by the General Receiver, that, 
where the Merchant difputes the Payment of Intereft, he 
refufes to cancel the Bonds, though the sas be re- 
ceived, and the Time of Payment mentioned thereon. 

10th Obfervation : 

That there is no due Care taken, in quickening the 
Merchants in the Payments of their Bonds; it appearing, 
that many Bonds have not been put into the Solicitor’s 
Hands, till long after they became due, to the great 
Detriment of the Publick. 

The Time of the Bonds growing due is under the im- 
mediate Obfervation of the Receiver General; and, if thefe 
Gentlemen do not find, in their 8th Obfervation, that he 
makes any indireét Ufe of thefe Opportunities, we hope, 
they will be pleafed to obferve alfo, that he was obliged 
to charge himfelf with the Intereft, from the Times that 
the Bonds were due. 

11th Obfervation : 
__ And that, when they have been put into theSolicitor’s 
Hands, your Commiffioners obferve, that they have not 
been profecuted with fuch Difpatch, as the publick Ser- 
vice required, : 

We do not defire to excufe any Neglect that has been 
in any Part of the Bufinefs; nor could we juftify our- 
felves, if it did not appear, that we have frequently ex- 
cited this Officer to more Diligence. 

12th Obfervation : 

This Revenue has alfo fuffered very confiderably, for 
want of fufficient Care in infpecting the Securities ufually 
given. 

The taking Securities, if it be meant upon Merchants 
Entries, is the proper Bulinefg of the refpective ColleCors. 
We have frequently repeated our Orders of Caution to 
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them, in this Particular; and as foon as it was reprefented 
to us, that One of theReceivers was negligent in this Part 
of his Duty, he was difmiffed by the Board. And we 
humbly crave Leave to obferve, upon this Occafion, that 
the Sums, that may fall fhort, at the Foot of the Cuftom- 
houfe Account, for Ten Years paft, will be but very incon- 
fiderable, in proportion to the many Millions accounted 
for in the whole Receipt of that Time. 

13th Obfervation : 

Your Commiffioners, upon a particular Enquiry, find 
further, that, ‘for feveral Years during the late War 
with France, and afterwards, a clandeftine Trade was 
carried on, for importing French Wines from St. Se- 
baftian, and other Ports of Spain: That, though his late 
Majefty gave Notice thereof to the Commiffioners of the 
Cuftoms in April 1695, yet no Seizures were made or 
profecuted, till the Year 1700: That this clandeftine 
Trade was carried on by a notorious Confederacy be- 
tween the Importers, the Confuls abroad, and fome 
Officers in the Cuftoms: That mean Appraifements, 
and undue Compofitions, have been made for Seizures : 
That the Infpector of the Fines and Forfeitures, on 
Seizures (the Duty of whofe Office is to take care, the 
Publick is not defrauded) has not regularly attended 
the Appraifements, Compofitions, and Sales by Inch of 
Candle, and owns, he kept no Account of the fame; 
and that, when perfonal Informations have been entered, 
and Offenders profecuted, at the Charge of the In- 
formers, they have been greatly difcouraged, and Nor 
prof. entered, not only to the Injury of the Infermers, 
but the Prejudice of the Publick: By all which unfair 
Practices, it appears to your Commiflioners, this Re- 
venue has fuffered confiderably. 

As to the 13th Article, concerning the St. Sebafian 
Trade, we do humbly offer, that it does appear 

F. by our Solicitor’s Schedule of the particular 
Caufes, hereunto annexed, that there were Seizures, 
Profecutions, and Trials, for importing French Wine 
from St, Sebaftian, in the Years 95, 96, 97, 98, and 99, 
though without any Succefs, Verdicts being all againft 
the Crown: That by our Prefentment to the 

G. Lords of Treafury, of the 9th of March, 1695 
(hereunto alfo annexed) we did reprefent the Diffi- 

culties we were under relating to this Trade ; which we 
humbly pray may be read, for our Juftification in this 
Matter: And although, by his late Majefty’s DireCtion, 
purfuant to our faid Prefentment, Two Officers were fent 
to St. Sebaftian, in order to difcover, and prevent, this 
Trade, and carried with them a Commiffion to examine 
Witneffes, touching the Ship Revenge, then under Seizure 
in this Port, on Suppofition of her having imported 
French Wine from St. Sebaftian, and whereof, they pre- 
fumed, they had fufficient Evidence; yet the Jury gave 
their Verdict againft the Crown. And, for the Continu- 
ance of our Endeavours to prevent this Trade, notwith- 
ftanding the ill Succefs in Wefminfter-ball, we crave 
Leave to appeal to many Gentlemen, now in this honour- 
able Houfe, whether, on the Commitment of a Bill for 
reventing the Sophiftication of Wine, One of our 
Masses did not propofe a Claufe, for preventing fo- 
phiftical Importation, mentioning the St. Sebaftian Trade, 
and whether there were not many Claufes, to the fame 
Effect, in the Bill we brought in the next Seffion, for 
reventing clandeftine Trade. If there was any Colluficn 
in this Matter with any Officers of the Cuftoms, no Proof 
of that kind. was ever produced at the Cuitom-houfe 
Board ; and, if there be any, we could with, fuch Officers 
might be named, that innocent Perfons may not fuffer 
in their Credit undera generalCharge. That we took all 
the Care was poffible for us, by many repeated Orders to 
our Infpector, to fee fuch Wines, as were feized, duly ep- 
praifed, and alfo by recommending it to the Commiffioners 
for Appraifements, that Men of Skill and Subftance thould 
be fworn for that Purpofe, we hope, the Commiffioners 
of Accounts will do us that Juftice to acknowledge, fron 
our Minutes of this Tranfaétion, which are all before 
them; and that any undue Compofitions have been made 
by Direétions, or Allowance, of this Board, or Nox prof.

ropofed, but in fuch Cafes, where the King had com- 
annie is what we abfolutely deny ; and the entering 
Non prof. for the King’s Parr, could not hinder the Pro- 
fecutor from going on for his own, if he thought fit.

fecution, could be conftrued injurious to the Publick, 
where the Crown received the whole Benefit of the Com- 
polition 5 whereas a private Informer would have been 
entitled to Half; which, in that Cafe, could be only of 
the appraifed Value, the Court of Exchequer feldom re- 
fufing Writs of Delivery. And as for the Compofition, 
on the perfonal Information, the Quantum was 

M. fubmitted wholly to the Lords of the Treafury, 

and the Modus, in both, to the Judgment of his 
Majefty’s learned Counfel. All which, we humbly hope, 
will fuffice to juftify us in this whole Tranfaction, 
14th Obfervation : 

Your Commiffioners muft acquaint you further, that 
they are not able to fay, what Anfwer the Commiffioners 
of the Cuftoms can make to any Part of thefe Ob- 
fervations ; becaufe, though they have deferred laying 
this Report for fome time before you, in order to hear 
them upon thefe, and feveral other Matters, as thofe 
Commiffioners themfelves defired ; yet they have not 
thought fit to fuffer themfelves to be examined, or to 
aniwer the feveral Queries defigned to be propofed to 
them: However this Juftice muft be done them, that 
they have had no great Encouragement to endeavour 
the Reformation of Abufes, fince, upon Reprefentations, 
formerly made by them tothe Treafury, of Defects in 
the Management of the Cuftoms, your Commiffioners 
do not find any great Notice taken, or any thing done 
to remedy the moft material Abufes. 

Tothis we humbly offer, that, from the Time we knew, 
that the Commiffioners of Accounts were making En- 
quiries relating to our Management, we were defirous 
to give them all the SatisfaCtion we could, in Eafe of their 
Examination; and although we are not charged with One 
Shilling of the publick Money, and have therefore no 
Account of our own to be taken, ftated, or examined; 
yet we thought it our Duty to fubmit to an Authority, fo 

derived, as that Commiffion is, as may be feen 

N.. ina Tranfcripr, herewith humbly prefented, of 

all that pafied between us, and that Board; 
wherein it will alfo appear, that thefe Commifhoners, in 
Obedience to their Precept, have had carried to their 
Office daily (as long as they thought fit) all our Prefent- 
ments from 1691, our Minute Books from 1692, .and 
our Reports from.1693; in which Books are entered the 
moft material Tranfactions of the Cuftom-houfe Board : 
And as there can be no doubt, but that the honourable 
Gentlemen have believed it incumbent upon them to re- 
prefent, for the publick Service, whatever they judged 
proper to be altered in our Management; fo we hope, 
that, in whatever Part they have been filent, we fhall have 
the Advantage, from their Enquiries, to be reputed 
blamelefs. If therefore what the Commiffioners of Ac- 
counts have, in their Obfervations, thought fit to be re- 


-gulated, agrees intirely with the Propofals we have made 


from time to time (as willappear from Papers, referred 
to in this Anfwer, which were under their View) we hope, 
they will be pleafed to make us fome Allowance, for the 
Advantage we have in concurring with their Opinion, 
and if what remains imputed to us, in their Charge, is, 
that our Orders have been fometimes: neglected, we will 
hope for their Pardon, fince they themfelves are fenfible, 
we wanted Support, and Authority, tokeep our Officers 
to their Duty. Upon the whole Matter, we humbly 
refer to the favourable Confideration of this honourable 
Houfe (with regard to our fincere, iteady, and vifible 
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fuccefsfulEndeavours for the Advantage of the Revenue, 
and the publick Service) what we have been able, in fo 
fhort a Time, to recollect for our Defence, with all 
poffible Refpect and Submiffion ; further humbly pray- 
ing, we may have Leave to verify, by our Books, any 
fuch Papers as may need it, and Opportunity to Anfwer 
any new Matter that may be objected to us.

The Commiffioners of the Cuftoms faid Anfwer to the 
Petition of Nathaniel Senior, viz. 
To the honourable the Commons of England, in Par- 
liament affembled : 
PP HE Commiffioners of her Majefty’s Cuftoms having, 
by the Favour of this honourable Hovfe, obtained a 
Copy of a Petition of Nathaniel Senior, relating to this 
Board, with the Order of this Houfe, to make Anfwer 
thereunto upon Monday Morning next; the faid Petition 
alfo referring to a former Petition to the honourable the 
Commiffioners, for taking and ftating the publick Ac- 
counts of the Nation; the Petitioner thereby fuggefting, 
that, after great Induftry, and Expence, in difcovering 
a clandeftine Trade by a confiderable Number of Mer- 
chants, by importing French Wine, and Brandy, from 
St. Sebaftian and other Places in Spain, he was greatly 
hindered and difcouraged in the Profecution of thofe 
Offences by the Commiffioners and Officers of the 
Cuftoms: The faid Commiffioners, for Aniwer, humbly 
pray Leave to be referred to Two Reports, made by 
this Board the 22th January, and 11th of February, 
1700, upon the Petition of Tho. Bellamy; wherein the 
State of thofe Profecutions is plainly and at large fet forth; 
which faid Reports are hereunto annexed: And the faid 
Commiffioners do herewith alfo humbly lay before this 
honourable Houfe the Proceedings of the faid Senior (to- 
gether with his Kinfman, Mr. Stiffed, who is fuppofed 
to have been joined with him in the Profecution of all 
the Informations, mentioned in the Petition) in the Court 
of Exchequer; whereby, upon the Oath of Stephen 
Creagh, and Michaell Fallet, and Benjamine Willfon, it does 
appear, that, foon after Michaelmas Term, 1700, a 
Verdict of 480/. being obtained againft Stephen Creagh 
and Mich. Fallet, upon an Information, exhibited in the 
Name of one Bellamy, for the Forfeiture . . Nine Ton of 
Brandy, being Aliens Goods, which they had entered in 
their own Names, the. faid 480/., being the Value re- 
covered for .the faid Brandy; that the faid Mr. Stifted 
and Mr. Senior appeared to treat with the faid Creagh and 
Fallet about the Verdict, and about compounding another 
Information, then depending, for the Forfeiture of feveral 
Quantities of Wines, which had not paid the French 
Duties; and, after feveral Meetings, the faid Stiffed and 
Senior received 240/. being the Informer’s Moiety of 
the Verdict, and 360/. to difcharge the other Information, 
then depending, for Wine, and alli other Informations 
whatfoever,; and promifed to indemnify, and fave them 
harmlefs, from the King’s Part of the faid Informations 
for Wines, frequently giving them a Caution to keep 
their own Counfel, and not to make the leaft Difcovery 
of the faid Treaty and Agreement: That Mr. Creagh 
and Fallet afterwards preffing Capt. Sviffed, to give a 
Receipt for the faid Money, he did affure them, they 
never fhould be troubled about thofe Informations, for 
that he would go to the Exchequer-Office, and burn and 
deftroy the original Informations, that they fhould never 
come in Judgment againft them; and that the faid Creagh 
and Fallet, being Defendants in the faid. Informations, 
whofe Concern it was to take out the faid Licences, 
never did order or direct any Licence to be taken out, 
neither, at the Time of the faid Treaty, was it pretended 
by the faid Stifted and Senior, that any Licences were 
taken out. 


And 
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And we beg Leave to obferve, that long after the faid 
3601. paid, as aforefaid, viz. in Hilary Term, 1701, 
being above 12 Months after the Compofition was made, 
a Licence was taken out, and a Compofition fwore to by 
the'faid Bellamy, for the Informer’s Part: Upon which we 
pray Leave further to obferve,~that upon the Informa- 
tions, exhibited by this Board againft thefe Defendants, 
Creagh and Fallet, the Crown has received, for Com- 
pofition, at the Rate of 4/. per Ton, the Sum of 693/. 
which is above double more than would have been paid 
in upon Mr. Senior and Stifted’s faid Compofition, if they 
had meant fairly. 

There is alfo another Licence, entered by Mr. Stifed, 
or Mr. Senicr’s Clerk, the fame Term, to compound 
with Jofeph Moor, for 22 Tons of French Wine, and 
taken out in the fame Manner, and with the fame Ap- 
pearance of Fraud, as the other; and the Compofition- 
money is 31/. 10s. which is under 305. per Ton; whereas, 
upon the Information, exhibited by Order of the Com- 
miffioners, the Compofition was 92/. 105. 

There was alfo another Licence, to compound with 
John James David, which was in like Manner, as the 
tormer, fraudulently taken out by Stiffed, or Senior; and, 
though the Licences mention no more that 30 Tons, the 
Information being for 55 Tons, the Defendant in this 
Cale (as in Creagh and Fallett’s) is cheated notorioufly. 

It is alfo be obferved, that the faid Mr. David had 
paid to the Crown, upon the Informations exhibited by 
this Board, 460/. which is more by 350/. than would 
have been recovered upon Senior’s Compolition. 

By all which, the Commiffioners humbly hope, will ap- 
pear to his honourable Houfe, the Unfairnefs and Infin- 
cerity of the faid Stifted and Senior’s Proceedings; and that 
the Informations, exhibited, or pretended to be exhibited, 
by the Petitioner, and the faid Sti/ted, were intended to 
defend and fkreen the Offenders from the King’s Procefs, 
and not for the Service and Advantage of the Publick, 
as is fuggefted in the Petition. 

And the Commiffioners humbly crave Leave further to 
reprefent to this honourable Houfe, that, in the whole 
Courfe of their Proceeding in the Compofitions with the 
Merchants, they have a¢ted with all Fairnefs and Caution 
imaginable ; having firft reprefented the Cafe to their 
Superiors, who always, upon fuch Prefentment, con- 
fulted the King’s learned Counfel, what was fit to be done ; 
and, upon mature Deliberation with thofe learned Gentle- 
men, it was thought beft and fafeft for the publick Service 
to accept of Compofition, according to the Courfe of the 
Court of Exchequer, rather than to hazard the Succefs 
of a2d Tryal, which if unfuccefsful, the Sum of up- 
wards of 30,000/. gained by Compofition, muft have 
been loft to the Crown, and that Trade have been carried 
on, without any Difturbance for the future, for that 
there having been Profecutions, in fuch like Cafes, in 
1695, 1696, 97, 98, 99, and 1700, and ftill Verdicts 
acain{t the Crown. 

And, until we had actually compounded with thofe 
Merchants, whofe Wines were under Seizure, and were 
profecuting others, whofe Wines had efcaped the Officers 
Hand, we never heard of Mr. Bellamy, Mr. Stiffed, nor 
Mr. Senior, nor any Informations of theirs depending in 
the Court of Exchequer. 

And we crave Leave further to obferve to this honour- 
able Houfe, that the Crown received the whole Benefit of 
thefe Compofitions; whereas, upon Mr. Senior’s Infor- 
mation, the Crown could have been entitled but to a 
Moiety; and in all the Compofitions made by Mr. Senior 
and Stifted, the Commiffioners Compofitions are upwards 
of two Thirds more to the Crown, than theirs. 

Moreover it appears by Entries in the Cuftom-houfe 
Books (a Copy whereof is hereunto annexed) that the 
faid Stifted was difmiffed from his Employment in the 
Cuftoms, 19 Years fince, for certifying Debentures, to 
entitle the Merchant to a Drawback for Goods, which 
were never fhipt. 

And it further appears by Matter of Record (Copies 
whereof are hereunto annexed) that thefe pretended Com- 
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pofitions, made by Senior and Stifted with Creagh and 
Fallett, were made without Licences, inafmuch as the 
Licences, pretended for the faid Compofitions, were not 
taken out, tillabove a Year after; whichOffence, by the 
Statute of 18 Queen Eliz. Cap. 5th, is punifhable with 
Pillory: And therefore we humbly fubmit to the Con- 
fideration of this honourable Houfe, how far the Charge 
of Perfons concerned in fuch Praétices, fhall affeé the 
Reputation of a publick Commiffion of the Revenue,

The firft Report to the Treafury, referred to in the faid 
Anfwer, as followeth; viz. 
May it pleafe your Honours, 

In Obedience to your Lordfhips Commands, fignified 
to us by Mr. Lowndes, upon the feveral annexed Petitions 
of Thomas Bellamy, and of Stephen Creagh, and Michael 
Fallet, the former fetting forth, that the Petitioner, being 
well informed of a clandeftine Trade, fet on foot, and 
carried on, by a great Number of Merchants of London, 
viz. from Bourdeaux in France, and St. Sebaftians in Spain, 
to the Port of London, whereby his Majefty hath been 
defrauded, in his Cuftoms, great Sums of Money, and 
Trade thereby greatly injured, and retarded, did, at his 
own Charge, fend over a Perfon to Burdeux, and St. 
Sebaftians, in order to make a full and perfec Difcovery 
thereof : 

That the Petitioner, by virtue thereof, and by other 
his great Diligence, hath made a large Difcovery of 
what Wine and Brandy was fo traded for, and imported 
in England, between the Months of Fuly and latter End 
of February, 1699; and hath exhibited Informations 
againft the feveral Offendants, for the Values of the faid 
Wines and Brandies, in his Majefty’s Court of Exchequer : 

That the Petitioner hath alfo brought to Tryal, at his 
own Charge, one of the faid Informations, for 18 Pieces 
of Brandy, againft Michael Fallet and Stephen Creagh; and 
recovered therein, for his Majefty and himfelf, 480/. 
wherein there didappear, upon Trial, to have been Three. 
notorious Frauds committed; viz. 1ft, That they were 
French Brandy, and entered at the Cuftom-houfe for Spani/b 
Brandy: 2dly, That the faid Creagh and Fallet did 
enter them in their own Names, and paid Englifh Duties 
only; whereas they were the Goods of an Alien: And 
gdly, The faid Fallet did enter them Spenifh Brandy, 
upon Oath, ad Valorem 301. per Ton; and they were 
afterwards fold for French Brandy, for upwards of 100/. 
per Ton: 

That the Petitioner doubts not but to prove great 
Frauds committed to his Majefty, upon all the reft of the 
faid Informations; but, inafmuch as your Petitioner hath 
good Reafon to believe, that he fhall meet with great 
Oppofition from fo great a Body of confiderable Merchants, 
as are herein concerned, as well as from thofe Officers of 
the Cuftoms, through whofe Hands they paffed, befides 
the Dangers he may be prefumed to run, as to his Perfon, 
his Solicitor having been already publickly menaced, for 
perfifting in the Profecution of the faid Informations; 
and forafmuch as this Undertaking of the Petitioner is 
greatly for his Majefty’s Service ; 

Humbly praying your Lordfhips Favour, and Protec- 
tion, in the Premifes, and, as a Compenfation of his 
great Zeal, and Charge already fuftained, and, in fome 
meafure, the better to enable him to go on in fo good and 
ferviceable an Undertaking for his Majefty and the 
Publick, that your Lordfhips will be pleafed to grant 
him his Majefty’s Part of the faid 480/. recovered againft 
the faid Creagh and Fallet, as aforefaid, or otherwife 
encourage and prote¢t your Petitioner in his faid Under- 
taking, as to your Lordfhips great Wifdom fhall feem 
meet : . 

And the latter Petition fetting forth, that in the Month 
of Auguft, 1699, the Petitioners had configned to them 
(being Partners) by Meffieurs David and Laffeurs, Mer- 
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chants in St. Sebaftians, in the Kingdom of Spain, Eighteen 
Pieces of Brandy, which the Petitioner Fallett entered at 
the Cuftom-houfe in the Port of London, in his own and 
the Petitioner Creagh’s Names, and paid all Duties to 
his Majetty for the fame, according to the beft of his 
Knowledge : ; 

That one Thomas Bellamy, who is altogether unknown 
to the Petitioners, exhibited an Information in the Court 
of Exchequer againft the Petitioner, for entering the faid 
Brandy in their own Names; alleging, that the faid 18 
Pieces of Brandy were the proper Goods of an Alien; 
and came to a Tryal with the Petitioners thereupon, the 
Sitting after the laft Term, and recovered again{ft them 
480/. a Moiety whereof belongs to his Majefty : 

That the Petitioner, Stephen Creagh, was, at the Time 
of the faid Entry, in Holland, and knew not thereof; and 
the Petitioner Mich. Fallett, being a Frenchman born, and 
wholly ignorant of the Law in that Cafe, did make the 
faid Entry in both their Names, but without any Intention 
of defrauding his Majefty of the Aliens Duty; which is 
but Eight Shillings per Ton over and above the Cuftoms 
paid for the fame, and amounts to, in the Whole, but 
3/. 125. So that the faid Duty is but inconfiderable, and 
could not be any Inducement to the Petitioners to run fo 
great a Hazard, as the Forfeiture of the Value of the 
faid Brandy : 

That the Petitioners, in the Year 1699, paid to his 
Majefty Cuftoms, for Goods, by them imported into the 
Port of London, upwards of 6000/7. Humbly praying, 
your Lordfhips will remit to them his Majetty’s Part of 
the faid 480 /. 

We do humbly report to your Lordfhips, that, though 
the Prayers of the faid two Petitions feem to be very 
different, yet, becaufe they both relate to one Forfeiture, 
the former praying the Grant of the King’s Part of the 
faid Forfeiture, and the latter the Remiffion thereof, 
we have taken the Liberty to join them together in. one 
Report; and, becaufe both of them have Relation to that 
collufive Trade, of bringing French Goods from St. Se- 
baftian, we crave Leave to make a fhort Deduétion to 
your Lordfhips, of what has been tranfacted at this 
Board, for the preventing that Trade, and the detecting 
and punifhing the Offenders therein, from the Vintage of 
the Year 1699, which is as muchas relates to the prefent 
Cafe. And we do humbly inform your Lordfhips, that 
in December, 1699, the Commiffioners, having Reafon to 
fufpect, that French Wines were colourably imported from 
St. Sebaftians, called the Surveyors before them, and 
directed them ftriétly to examine, and tafte, all Wines 
then delivering ; and the Surveyors at that time acquaint- 
ing the Commiffioners, that they had tafted' the Wines, 
and thought, there might bea Sufpicion, in the Tafte, 
that there might be a Degree of French Wine in them, 
yet it feemed not io evident to them, to adventure to 
make Seizure, they were directed to continue their 
Diligence in examining, and tafling all Wines from St. 
Sebaftian, and other Parts of Spain, and wait for a more 
certain Opportunity to feize, in order to a Tryal for the 
Forfeiture of the Goods, or Recovery of the French 
Duty; and the 29th Fanuary they acquainted the Com- 
miffioners, they had tafted a Parcel of Wines, belonging 
to Mr. Cairnes, from St. Antonio, which they believed to 
be French Wine, or to have a great Mixture of French 
Wine in them: They were direéted to lay their Hands 
on them, the Commiffioners being refolved to try the 
Point at Law; and after that, divers Initances of the 
fame Kind fell daily in, from Bélboa, St. Sebaftian, and 
other Ports of Spain, and the Wines were feized, and 
put into a Courfe of Tryal; and foon after, the Com- 
miffioners gave the fame Directions to the Out-ports, 
ftrictly to examine, and tafte, all Wines, that had’ the 
Semblance of French, and to feize all fuch as might be 
reafonably fufpected to be French, or mixed with French; 
and divers Parcels of Wines were thereupon feized, as 
well in the Out-ports, as in the Port of London, and in 
Eafter Term following, the Caufes were ready for Tryal 
again{t the feveral Proprietors of the faid Wines, many 
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of which are the fame Perfons againft whom the Petitioner 
Bellamy pretends to have exhibited the Informations, men- 
tioned in the Schedule annexed to his Petition; and one 
Caufe was brought to Tryal that Term, for a Parcel of 
Wines, belonging to the Petitioner Creagh; wherein 
though he obtained a Verdiét, againtt the Evidence, and 
the Opinion of the Court; yet the Court, being moved 
for a new Tryal, thought it reafonable to grant it; which 
was the Caufe, that the feveral Merchants, then under 
Profecution, came in, and made Propofals to treat, by 
Licence of the Court of Exchequer, and pay two Thirds 
of the appraifed Value: And we did afterwards, by our 
Report of the 23d of November, humbly offer our Opinion 
to your Lordfhips, that fuch Importers as had, in the 
Beginning of the Year, efcaped the Knowledge of the 
Officers, before the Myitery of this Trade was difcovered, 
fhould be alfo profecuted, as far as the Evidence of the 
Fact would reach; and gave Direction to our Solicitor 
accordingly: And thius this Matter ftood, when Mr. 
Bellamy’s Petition came referred to us from your Lord- 
fhips; fince which we are, upon Enquiry and Search, 
acquainted that Informations are entered in the Book of 
Informations, remaining in the Exchequer Office, againft 
the feveral Perfons mentioned in the Lift, annexed to the 
faid Petition; and that the faid Infermations were entered 
the 15 February, 1699; and that they had lain dormant 
ever fince, without any Sudpwna’s taken out againft the 
Offenders, or any Offence, or Caufe of Information, 
affigned, or any thing elfe done thereupon, from that 
Time, until your Lordfhip’s Reference, and that we had 
given Direction to our Solicitor, to profecute the faid 
Perfons. And it is not unworthy your Lordfhip’s Ob- 
fervation, that thefe Informations were fecretly lodged 
in the Exchequer, at the fame time that we were laying 
our Hands upon the Merchants concerned in that Trade 
here, and making ftri& Enquiry after the fame in the 
Out-ports, fo that thofe latent Informations feem to us to 
be intended, rather as a Skreen, to defend the Offenders 
from the King’s Procefs, than to be effectually profecuted 
for the King’s Service; and we fee no Reaion why the 
Petitioner, who is a Perfon altogether unknown to us, 
and never appeared to us, but by a common Solicitor, 
and is already entitled to one Moiety of the Forfcitures 
recovered againft Creagh and Fallet, fhould be recom- 
penfed with the King’s Part of the Forfeiture : Neverthe- 
lefs if the faid Bellamy fall, to prove his Sincerity, difcover 
his Evidence to your Lordfhips, or the King’s Counfel, 
and affift the King’s Procefs therewith, in that Cafe he 
may be rewarded in fuch Proportion as your Lordfhips 
fhall think he may deferve. And we are humbly of 
Opinion, that there is no Pretence, that the Petitioners, 
Creagh and Fallet, fhould be gratified with the Remiffion 
of the King’s Part of the Forfeiture ; fince it is evident, 
that they incurred Premunire, by colouring Strangers 
Goods, to avoid the Payment of the French Duty.

Y O U R Lordfhips having been pleafed, at our laft 
Attendance, to order a Second Petition of Za. 
Bellamy, hereunto annexed, to be deliveredtous, wherein 
he would fuggeft to your Lordfhips, that the Services, 
which he pretends to have done the Publick, by the In- 
formations he had exhibired againft Merchants, for im- 
porting French Wines from St. Sebaftians, and other 
Ports of Spain, had not met with that Encouragement 
from this Board, which he might have expected, but that 
we had made ule of his Lift, to exhibit other Informations 
againft the fame Perfons ; and prayed to be heard before 
Mm your 
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your Lordfhips, by his Counfel: We do humbly acquaint 
your Lordfhips, that, by our Report of the 22th of 
anuary \aft, upon a former Petition of the faid Bellamy, 
we did, for the Reafons mentioned in the faid Report (to 
which we pray your Lordhhips to be referred) humbly 
offer it as our Opinion, that the Informations, exhibited 
in the Name of the faid Bellamy, were intended rather as a 
Skreen, to defend the Offenders from the King’s Procefs, 
than to be effectually profecuted for the King’s Service; 
and we can find nothing mentioned by the faid Bellamy in 
his Second Petition, that does perfuade us to be of an- 
other Opinion: And whereas he would infinuate, as if we 
had made ufe of his Lift, to profecute the fame Perfons 
he had exhibited Informations againft; we pray your 
Lordfhips to take notice, that Informations were entered 
in the Exchequer, by our Solicitor, the 14th of Fanuary, 
purfuant to the Orders of this Board in November Jatt, 
as may appear by a Certificate, hereunto annexed; 
which was before we had Notice of any Informations 
lodged in the Exchequer, in the Name of the faid 
Bellamy: And we look upon this Profecution to be a 
Matier of fuch Confequence to the Publick, as well as 
Concernment to the Revenue, that we humbly pray your 
Lordthips to take the Opinion of Mr. Attorney and Mr. 
Solicitor General, how any Abufe therein may be moft 
effectually prevented; and, if the Petitioner be allowed 
to be heard before your Lordfhips, by his Counfel, upon 
this Subject, we pray, that Mr. Attorney and Mr. So- 
licitor General may be prefent on the King’s Account.

P ETER le Blank took the Oaths appointed, in order 
to his Naturalization. | 
A Petition of William Fanfhaw, Efquire, was prefented 
to the Houfe, and read; fetting forth, that, in 1676, 
the Petitioner married the late Duke of Monmouth’s Sitter, 
and became Guardian to her three Children by her fart 
Hufband, William Sarsfeld, in maintaining whom, and 
profecuting for their Eftate, the Petitioner expended above 
4000/, That the Petitioner’s Wife died, and /gmondifbam 
Vefey, Efquire, privately married Charlott, her only fur- 
viving Child: who gave Ve/ey her Eftate, and died, with- 
out paying the Petitioner one Penny of his Expences: 
That, fince the Truftees for Jri/ Forteitures, claim that 
Eftate, as forfeited by Colonel Patrick Sarsfield, to whom 
his Brother William is fuppoled to have given it, by his 
Will, from his own Children, and Mr. Ve/ey, fearing, that 
the Petitioner would back the faid Will (wherein there 
was due to the Petitioner 1800/. Principal Money, for 
Maintenance of Wm. Sarsfeld’s Children) agrees to give 
the Petitioner 50/. in Hand, dnd a Mortgage for 2000/. 
upon the whole Eftate, in lieu of all his Pretences: That 
the faid Truftees decreed the Eftate forfeited, and Mr. Vefey 
petitioned the then Parliament for Relief; who granted 
him the faid Eftate, he paying three Years Value for it: 
That there is a Bill, from the Lords, now in this Houfe, 
for Sale of divers Lands in the County of Kildare, and 
Kingdom of Ireland (being the Eftate .. . Agmondifbam 
Vefey, Efquire, and his two Daughters, Aun Vefey and 
Henrietta Vefey) for the paying of Debts, and clearing In- 
cumbrances, charged thereon, and alfo for impowering 
the faid Agmondifbam Vefey to make Leafes for any Term, 
not exceeding one and-twenty Years; which Premifes are 
Part of the aforefaid Eftate; and now Mr. Vé/ey pretends, 
he is not obliged to pay the faid Mortgage, he being a 
Purchafer of the forfeited Eftate: And praying, that the 
faid Mortgage for 2000 /. may be fecured to the Petitioner, 
in fuch Manner as the Houfe fhall think fir, 
Ordered, 
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Ordered, That the Confideration of the faid Petition 
be referred to the Committee to whom the faid Bill is 
committed. 


Mr. Compton reported from the Committee to whom 
the ingroffed Bill, from the Lords, intituled, An A& for 
fettling divers Manors, Lands, and Hereditaments, the

And the Petition of feveral of the principal Inhabitants,

N Obedience to the Order of this Houfe, the 22th In- 
ftant, requiring the Commiffioners, for taking, ex- 
amining, and ftating, the publick Accounts of the King- 
dom, further to examine the Auditors, and other Officers, 
of the Exchequer, relating to the paffing of the Accounts 
for the publick Money ; and lay before this Houfe, what 
they find to be the Caufe, that the Accounts are not annu- 
ally and duly paffed, according to the Laws in that Cafe; 
and thro’ whofe Default it hath happened ; 

Your Commiffioners have further examined, upon 
Oath, Mr. Bridges, one of the Auditors of the Impretts, 
and Mr.-Moody, Deputy to Mr. Done (late the other Au- 
ditor of the Imprefts) and find, that, whereas the faid 
Auditors were required, by the Earl of Rocheffer’s Orders 
and Inftruétions (when Lord Treafurer) of the 6 Fuze, 
1685, enforcing the ancient Courfe of the Exchequer, to 
certify to the King’s Remembrancer the Neglects of the 
feveral annual Accomptants, that Procefs might go out 
againft them ; they have made only two fuch Certificates , 
one in March, 1685, the other the 17th of February, 
16£6; and can give no direct and clear Anfwer, why the 
fame have been fince difcontinued. Mr. Bridges believes, it 
was, becaufe the Remembrancer thought it not fafe to iffue 
Procefs, without a particular Order from the Treafury ; 
though your Commiffioners muft obferve, the fame Orders 
and !nftructions require the Remembrancer,without further 
Direction, to iffue Procefs againftevery Accomptant, and 
not ftay Proceedings thereupon, unlefs by Warrant from 
the Treafury, or from the Chancellor of the Exchequer : 
And Mr. Moody fays, he was very young in the Office, 
and dares not take upon him to fay, how thefe Certificates 
came to be difcontinued. They both agree, that, from 
that Time, they haye certified the Treafury; but it appears 
to your Commiffioners, upon their Examination, that thefe 
Certificates have not been regularly made, no certain 
ftated Times obferved for the making of them, and they 
have been made either tothe Treafury, er tothe Chancellors 
of the Exchequer, refpectively, as they have thought fit 
to call forthem, notwithftanding the Orders and Inftruc- 
tions, before-mentioned, require the Auditors to attend 
the Lord Treafurer every Lent Vacation, with a general 
Certificate of the State of all Accounts before them. 

Your Commiffioners have alfo examined, upon Oath, 
Mr. Barker, the Deputy Remembrancer; who knows 
not, why thefe Certificates have been difcontinued ; but, as 
to the iffuing Procefs againft the Accomptants, he has ac- 
quainted your Commiffioners, the fame has been often 
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ordered, and in moft Cafes afterwards ftayed; for 
which he has received only an Order, or Letter, without 
any Caufe affigned: And laying before your Commifion- 
ers the particular Inftances of Proceffes ordered to iffue, 
they muft let you know, that they have been generally 
againft the leffer Accomptants, and Receivers of Taxes, 
and fcarce any againft thofe who ftand accountable for 
the greateft Sums of the publick Money, and who have 
been certified, by the Auditors, to bein Arrear with their 
Accounts. 

Your Commiffioners, upon this Occafion, took notice 
to him, that, by the Act, Anno 8° et 9° of the late King 
(for the better Obfervation.of the Courfe, anciently ufed in 
the Receipt of Exchequer) the Auditor of the Receipts is 
obliged to tranfmit the ordinary Impreft Rolls half-year- 
ly to the Remembrancer ; and alfo examined him, how 
far the fame hath been complied witht: Who informs 
your Commiffioners, this hath not been duly and regu- 
larly obferved : That Two Impreft Rolls have been fent 
him, fince the Order to your Commiffioners, to make 
this Enquiry ; and that there are ftill three in Arrear. 

Your Commiffioners have further examined the Secre- 
tary of the Treafury, upon Oath; who fays, that the an- 
cient Courfe of the Exchequer has been for feveral Years 
difufed, in the making out the Certificates to the Queen’s 
Remembrancer, and his iffuing Procels of Courfe, which 
according tothe Duty of their Places, they ought refpec- 
tively to have done; and he apprehends, this muft have 
proceeded from undue Favour fhewn to the Accomptants.

An ingrofled Bill for the Eafe of Sheriffs, in the ex- 
ecuting their Offices, and paffing their Accounts, was 
read the Third time. 

And feveral Amendments being propofed to be made 
therein, as follow; viz. 

Prefs 1. L. 3. Leave out “ prepenting,” and infert 

‘“* preventing.” 
L. laft, Leave out ‘+ Records,” and infert 
** Record.”

And the fame were, upon the Queftion feverally put 
thereupon, agreed unto by the Houfe; and the Bill 
amended at the Table accordingly. 

Refolved, That the Bill do pats ; and that the Title be, 
An Aét for the Eafe of Sheriffs, in the executing their 
Office, and paffing their Accounts. 

Ordered, That Mr. Hicks do carry the Bill to the 
Lords, and defire their Concurrence thereunto. 


Mr. Bromley (according to Order) reported from the 
Committee of Privileges and Eletions, the Matter, as it 
appeared to them, touching the Election for the Borough 
of Higham Ferrers, in the County of Northampton, and 
the Refolutions of the Committee thereupon; which he 
read in his Place, and afterwards delivered in at the 
Clerk’s Table; where the fame were read, and are as 
follow ; viz. 

Upon the Petition of Thomas Wentworth, Efquire, 
complaining of an undue Election and Return of 
Tho. Pemberton, Efquire, to ferve in Parliament 
for the Borough of Higham Ferrers, in the County 


of Northampton : 
That, upon the Poll, the Numbers were thus : 
For the Petitioner = - . - “4% 
For the Sitting Member - - 5. 


That the Petitioner’s Counfel opened the Right of 
Election to be in the Mayor, Aldermen, and Burgefies 
at large, and in the Freemen, refiding within the Borough, 
and not receiving Alms. 

That the Sitting Member’s Counfel infifted, that the 
Freemen ought to be Houfholders. 

That, this being controverted, feveral Witneffes were 
called. 

Fof. Hofcott, Tho. Stratton, Rob. Levered, Sam. Ri- 
chards: who laid, they had known this Borough 20, 30, 
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69, and 60, Years: That they had known Free: 
who were not Freeholders, vote; 2: aie fom >of them hac 
voted as Freemen, when they were not Houfholders. 

That the Countel for the Sitti ng Member, in Anfwer 
to this Evidence, -infifted, that the Ujace was with them ; 
and alfo a Kefolution of the Houfe, the 10th May 
1660; whenthe Houfe agreed with the Committee, that 
the Burgeffes at large ou; cht to elect ; and, that Sir The 
Da c7veS Was rath ily- elected. 

That, astothe Ufage, they called fevera}] Witneffes ; viz. 

Fchn Bridgman, Robert Sanders, Mr. Wiilis, Arthur 
Hectly, Peter Sai devfon, who faid, they had known 
flighaia ke errers 11, 40, £0, and €o, Years; and that 

the Right of Eleétion was in the Houfckeepers, paying 

Scot and any and that, as Freemen, none had been 
permitted to vote, though they had fometimes offered 
themfelves: That they had known Petter fometimes re- 
fufed, and at others rejecte d, upon s Scrut nies. 

That then the Charter of 2° et 3° Pil et Mar. was 
produced ; which, in the Recital, calls them, The Mayor, 
Burgefies, and Comm unity, of Higham Ferrers, and, by 
that Charter, the Corporation is to confift of a Mayor, 
Seven Aldermen, and 13 Burgeffes ; and ee Privilege is 
eranted them of fending One Burgefs to Parliament. 

That, upon the whole, the Committee came to this 
Refolution : 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That the Rightof electing aBurgels, to fervein Parliament 
for the Borough of Higham Ferrers, in the County of 
Northampton, 1s inthe Mayor, Aldermen, Burgefies, and 
Freemen, being Houfholders, and not receiving Alms. 

That, the Right being thus fettled, the Petitioner’s 
Couniel proceeded to give Evidence to fuch as had a 
Right to vote, and offered themfelves for the Petitioner, 
and were refufed ; and to fet afide the Votes of others, 
who voted for the Sitting Member. 

That Lifts were offered accordingly, and Anfwers were 
given to them by the Counfel and Witneffes of the other 
Side. 

Evidence was given as to fome Votes that were gained 
by indirect Practices. 

Fobn Underwood, Wim. Underwood, faid, that Fobn 
Saunders had promifed Mr. Wentworth his Vote; but, a 
little before the Eleétion, he told him, Mr. Pemberton 
had promifed to pay him a Debt of above 30/. if he 
would vote for him; and that otherwife he would not. 
To which it was anfwered, that this was only paying a 
juft Debt: and that fobn Saunders was formerly in the 
intereft of Mr. Pemberton, and had voted for him at the 
former Election. 

Fohn Underwood faid, that Thomas Fackfon had pro- 
mifed to vote for Mr. Wentworth; but that Mr. Pem- 
berton had done Bufinefs in the Law for him, and had 
promifed, if he would vote for him, he would come to 
a fair Account with him: But Mr. Wilis being ex- 

amined, faid, that Mr. Saunders promifed him to be for 

Ar. Pemberton; though at the fame Time he declared, 
Mr. Pemberton had dealt hardly by him, and that he had 
not Money to pay him: With which he acquainted Mr. 
Pemberton; who faid he would come to a fair Account 
with him, whether he voted for him or not. 

Fobn Underwood alio faid, that William Male had pro- 
mifed to be for Mr. Wentworth; but Mr. Pemberton, at 
his Houfe, threatened to ftick {a] him, if he would not 
be for him; and promifed to raife his Wages from 12 d. 
to 144. a Day : But Mr. Willis and Tho. Freeman faid, 
they were prefent at the fame Time, and there was no 
Threatening ufed to him; and, as to the raifing of his 
Wages, Freeman faid, it was promifed only in this 
Manner; That, Male complaining he had but 12d. 
Day, when others had 14d. Mr. Pemberton faid, if he 
would do as much Work as others that had 14d. a Day, 
he fhould have the fame Wages. 

Edw. Freeman faid, that Richard Smal] told him, he 
would have been for Mr. Wentworth, out Mr. Pemberton 
owed him fome Money, and Mr. Willis told him, he 

[a] Sie Orig. ** ftrick,” Journal. 
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would pafs his Word for it, if he 

Pemberton. It was proved on the other Side, that Siacil 
had been always in the Intereft of 
his Friends. 

That there was a ar Strefs laid upon a fe Diftri- 
bution of Hay. The Cafe was {tated thus: That there 
is a Siaiow at Ligham Ferrers, of about vi Acres, 

called the Craft/ien’s Meadow: That there is a Meadow- 
reeve, who has always the Hay, growing upon 4 Acres, 
and he diftributes the Hay, that grows upon the other 20 
Acres, to the Craftfmen and Innkeepers of the Town, 
and their Widows; and that, when any Perfon has a 
Share of this Hay allotted him, ke has afterwards con- 
tinued to enjoy it ;

Fofeph tHefcoit, aged 60 Years, and born at Higham 
Ferrers, faid, that the Freemen, and Innkeene £5, who 
have received this Hay, have looked upon it as their I: 
heritance; and t! wie Widows have received it after 
and his Father and Mother, and he, received it all along. 

Tho. Stratton alfo teftified as to the Cuftom of Hay 
being continued to the fame Perfons, and being diftributed 
to their Widows after their Deaths; and that he had 
Hay for 30 Years together, but none the laft Year: He 
believes, it was, becaufe he was not for Mr. Pemberton ; 
and about Ten of his Neighbours fared fo. 

Tho. Weftonfaid, that Mr. Pemberton defired hisVote, and 
promifed him Friendthip in the Craft/men’s Meadow ; and 
a Week before the Election, fpeaking of the Hay, Mr. 
Pemberton told him, that they were not of the fame Side : 
Which he takes to have been the Reafon, he had no Hay. 

Robert Freeman, Fobn Hall, Tho. Stratton, gave an 
Account of feveral Perfons that voted: for Mr. Pewber- 
ton, whofe Allowance was increafed; and of others, who 
voted for Mr. Wentworth, whole Allowance was leffened, 
or taken away. 

Sam. Edey aid, the Mayor afked his Vote for Mr. Pem- 
berten, and threatened to turn him out of a Town houfe, 
he lived in, if he did not give it him; and that he did vote 
for Mr. Wentworth, and was turned out. 

That, to the Diftribution of Hay, it was anfwered, 
that the Hay was not diftributed till after the Ele@tion: 
That Mr. Pemberton, as Meadow-reeve, had the Diftri- 
bution of it, in fuch Proportion, and to fuch Craftfmen 
and Innkeepers, as he thought fit. 

Bridgmaa {aid, he received the Hay 20 Years ago, 
and it was taken away from him one Year, upon a 
Quarrel with the Meadow-reeve’s Servant; and that, 
about the fame time, it was taken away from the Widow 
Laugley. 

Tho. Freeman faid, the Meadow-reeve always difpofed 
of the Hay, as he thought fit; and that fome who vote’ d 
againft Mr. Pemberton, had kiny the laft Year: ‘Vhec 
feveral of thofe who were inftanced to have an Increaie 
of Hay, were Mr. Pemberton’s Tenants; and that there- 
fore he favoured them. 

That Mr. Pembertcn’s Counfel alledged, 
could take off from Mr. Wentworth’s Poll; but they took 
the Majority to be fo clearly with them, they waved it, 
and only called Witneflés, as to indirect Practices for the 
Petitioner. 

Tho. Freeman, Richards, faid, that the Lord 
Bekins, about 13 or 14 Years ago, had promifed 
the Town so/. towards renewing the Leafes of _ Poor’s 
Land, which afterwards were taken over their £ 
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That, about a Month or Six Weeks before the FleQion, 
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the Lord Rockinghent fent sol. ‘by Mr. Nevi'e his 
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Steward, to buy a Picce of Land, to be fettled to the Ue 
of the Poor: That, as feon as he came to the Town, he 
fent for feveral Perfons to his Inn, laid the Money before 
them upon the Table, and told them for whar

Ann Fervoife, . . Draper, faid, that, at the White

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aeorth’s Bailiff, to engage their Hufbands to be for Mr. 
Wentworth, and that Fob: Woodley, John Underwoed, 
and Robert Freeman, were pretent. 


To anfwer which Evidence, the Petitioner called thofe 
three Perfons; who denied that they fiw any Money 
given to them; but acknowledged that Mr. Wentwortb 
had given 205. to be difpofed to the Poor, who had no 
Votes; and that the fame was diftributed by 12d. and 
6d. a-piece. 

That, upon the Whole, the Committee came to this 
Refolution :

That the Petitioner having fo great a Majority, his 
Counfel infifted, that it was from the Partiality of the 
Bailiff, who had acted contrary to his Duty, he was not 
returned. 

That it was afirmed, and not contradicted, that, at the 
Time of the Election, fome Objections had been made to 
feveral who offered to vote, and they were refufed; but 
none to any that were admitted. 

That, after the Poll ended, the Bailiff adjourned to his 
own Houle (gn Alehoufe) and, after fome Hours, return- 
ing to the Hall, declared the Sitting Member duly elected ; 
and that the Bailiff being then afked his Reafon for it, 
made An{wer, He could look through an Iron Grate. 

That the Bailiff, a Fortnight or Vhree Weeks before 
the Election, declared, he would return Mr. Anderton, 
right or.wrong, though he had but five Votes. That 
there was a pretended Scrutiny, after the Election, made 
at the Bailiff’s Houfe ; where no Perfon was prefent on the 
Behalf of the Petitioner.

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fet forth, 
upon the Poll, yet, upon the Scrutiny which was de- 
manded in the Hall, upon a Sugegeftion that moft of the 
Petitioner’s Votes were obtained by Corruption and Bri- 
bery, there was plain Bribery proved upon jo many of the 
Petitioner’s Votes, that, when they were taken off, gave 
the Sitting Member the Majority; and accordingly the 
Bailiil¥ conceived, he ought to make the Return. 

That to thefe Allegations Witneffes were called : 

Fobu Winter; who faid, he was prefent at the Election ; 
and a Scrutiny was demanded in the Hail, upon a Sug- 
geftion of Bribery in the Petitioner; and thereupon the 
Bailiiy adjourned to his Houfe. 

He faid, that Febn Burford was an Agent for the Peti- 
tioner, and defired him to write to the Sitting Member, 
that if he would fend 502. he fhould be returned with 
the Petitioner. 

Tho. Cheney faid, that, a little before the EleQion, he 
went to the Petitioner’s Houfe, with 50 or 60 others; and 
then it was propofed to them by the Petitioner, to give 
them Two Guineas a-piece; but fome of them infifted on 
Three: That he went over a Second time, with Six 
others, and the Petitioner told them, he hoped, they 
were all his Friends, and he would fend the Money; and 
that Cox and Mather were made choice of to receive it. 

Mary Cleeve faid, that one Simcox, who was a Servant 
to the Petitioner, or to his Mother, about the Middle of 
May brought 1co/. to her Houfe, and left it under a 
Bed; and afterwards Thom. Smith and Fohn Burford 
came and defired her to put it up, by Two Guineas in a 
Paper, and give it to fuch as had Votes; and accordingly 
fhe gave fuch Papers to 17, at the fame time defiring 
their Votes for the Petitioner: That Smith took an Ac- 
count of the Money, with the Names of the Perfons fhe 
had given to; and Smith himfelf gave Two Guineas to 
one Hopkins; and Smith and Burford ordered her to de- 
liver the reft of the Money to Andrew Sherlock. 

Andrew Sherlock acknowledged, he received the Money 
from Mary Cleve; and faid, he had given Two Guineas 
a-piece to 17 others, to vote for the Petitioner; though he 
afterwards faid, he was ordered to give them the Money, 
without faying any thing, and what was done, he gave 
an Account of to Burford and Edward Cleeve. Sherlock 
himfelf voted for Sir Fre. Windham, and the Petitioner. 

Edw. Cleve confirmed the Teftimony his Wife had 
given, of Simcox coming to his Houfe, and bringing the 
100/, and the Direétions given to his Wife, by surford 
and Smith, about difpofing thereof; and faid, Sherlock 
gave an Account to Burford, of the Names of thofe 
Perfons he had diftributed to; and he put down the 
Names of thofe his Wife diftributed to; and diftributed 
himfelf to 5 or 6 others, by the Direction of Burford and 
Smith, and that it was owned, at that Time, to be to 
vote for the Petitioner to be a Member of Perliament. 

Steph. Tafwell faid, he afked fobu Sud, Why he would 
not vote for Mr. Anderton? And Sud anfwered, They 
were poor; and he muft vote for him, that would give 
moft. 

In Anfwer to that Part of the Evidence, relating to 
the so or 60 Perfons going to the Petitioner’s Hout, 
his Countel called 

. . Crawford; who faid, he was fent by his Mafter, the 
Petitoner,. to Icbefer, to forbid their coming ‘to his 
Houle; yet, notwithftanding, the fame Night, about 
‘Threcicore came to his Mafter’s Houfe: That he could 
not 
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not fay, he was prefent always; but he heard no Promite 
ot any Money. 

That, upon the whole Matter, the Committee came 
to thefe Refolutions :

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That Thomas Smith, Efquire, Agent for the faid Mr. 
Webb, hath been guilty of notorious Bribery, in order to 
procure the Eleétion of a Burgefs, to ferve in Parliament 
tor the faid Borough of Ilchefter. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That Fohn Burford, Agent for the faid Mr. Webd, hath 
becn guilty of notorious Bribery, in order to procure the 
Election of a Burgefs to ferve in Parliament for the faid 
Borough of Iicbefter. 

The Firft Refolution being read a Second time ; 

And the Queftion being put, That the Houfe do agree 
with the Committee in the faid Refolution, That ‘ames 
Anderton, Efquire, is duly elected a Burgeis to ferve in 
Parliament for the Borough of J/chefter, in the County 
of Somerfet ; 

The Houfe divided :

Ordered, That the faid Fobn Webb, Efquire, be, for 
his faid Offence, taken into the Cuftody of the Serjeant 
at Arms attending this Houfe. 

Ordered, That the faid Thomas Smith, Efquire, be, for 
his faid Offence, taken into the Cuftody of the Serjeant 
at Arms attending this Houfe. 

Ordered, That the faid Fobn Burford be, for his faid 
Offence, taken into the Cuftody cf the Serjeant at Arms 
attending this Houfe. 

Refolved, That it appears to this Houfe, that Yames 
Afpford, \ate Bailiff of the faid Borough of Ichefter, hath 
been guilty of arbitrary and illegal Proceedings in the 
late Election of Burgeffes, to ferve in Parliament for the 
faid Borough of Ilchefter. 

Ordered, \hat the faid James Afford be, for his faid 
Offence, taken into the Cuftody of the Serjeant at Arms 
attending this Houfe. 


Mr. Bromley alfo (according to Order) reported from 
the Committee of Privileges and Elections, the Matter, 
as it appeared to them, touching the Election for the 
Borough of Cheping Wycombe, in the County of Bucks, 
and the Refolution of the Committee thereupon, which they 
had direéted him to report to the Houfe; which he read 
in his Place, and afterwards delivered in at the Clerk’s 
Table; where the fame were read, and is as follow, viz. 

Upon the Petition of Henry Lord Shelburne, complain- 

ing of an undue Election, and Return of Fleetwood 
Dormer, Efquire, to ferve in Parliament for the Bo- 
rough of Cheping Wycombe, in the County of Bucks : 

That, upon the Poll, there was, 

For the Petitioner, 32. 
For the Sitting Member, 55. 

That the Right of Eleétion was agreed to be in the 
Mayor, Bailiffs, Aldermen, and Burgeffes, not receiving 
Alms. 

And the Controverfy was only upon the Manner of 
making Burgefles. 
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That the Petitioner’s Counfel infited, that the Bur- 
gefles ought to be made with the Confent of the major 
Vart of all the Burgeffes, duly fummoned, and aflembied 
at the common Hall. 

And the Petitioner’s Counfel alledged, that they fhould 
take off fo many Votes from the Sitting Member’s Poll, 
upon the Account of their not being regularly mace 
Burgefles, as would give the Petitioner the Majority. 

That it was objected, and Evidence given, that 21 
were made Burgeffes in Fanuery 1698, at a publick 
Houfe, without due Notice and Summons to feveral of 
the Aldermen, or capital Burgeffés, and not at the Town 
Hall, where all fuch Meetings ought to be held; and 
thefe Burgeffes voted for the Sitting Member. 

That a Protefatioa was produced, figned by feveral 
of the Aldermen, complaining of the Proceedings of 
the Mayor, and the other Aidermen, in the making 
thefe Burgeffes. 

That the making Mr. Wharton and Sir Tho. Skipwith 
Burgefles, at another Time, at an Entertainment at the 
Mayor’s Houfe, without due Summons to the Akder- 
men, was objected to; as alfo the making of Alderman 
Shrimpion a Burgets ; who was made a Burgels and Al- 
derman the fame Day, and in the lke Manner. 

That the Counfel for the Sitting Member admitted the 
making of the 21 Burgeffes in 1698, and of Three others, 
who voted for the Petitioner. ‘They faid, they were made 
by the unanimous Confent of the Mayor, and 7 others, 
who are a Majority of the 15, in whom the fole Power 
of making Burgeties is lodged : That fome of the Alder- 
men expreffing a Diffatisfaction in their not being fummon- 
ed, a Court was called, to meet the 25th of February 
following, at the Town Hall, in which all the Forms 
were duly obferved ; and, at that Meeting, thofe prefent 
adjourned to a publick Houle, near the Hall, and cleéted 
again thefe Burgeffes, as appeared by an Entry in the 
Town Book. 

That the Town Serjeant teftified, that, by the Mayor’s 
Order, he fummoned all the Aldermen to this laft Meet- 
ing ; and that the Bell tolled, as ufual, to give Notice 
of it. 

Fobn Bigg, Tho. Barns, one of the Aldermen, and 
he that was Mayor when thefe Elections were made, 
gave Evidence, as to the fummoning, to meet at the 
Town Hall, at the Second Ele@tion. 

That in the Petitioner’s Counfel’s Reply they obferved, 
that the fame Perions were the Electors, and prefent at 
both Elections, and no other. 

That, upon the Whole, the Committee came to this 
Refolution : 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That Fleetwood Dermer, Efquire, is duly elected a Bur- 
gefs, to ferve in Parliament for the Borough of Chepiug 
Wycombe, in the County of Bucks. 

The faid Refolution, being read a Second time, was, 


upon the Queflion put thereupon, agreed unto by the 
Houte. 


Mr. Bromley alfo (according to Order) reported from 
the Committee of Privileges and Elections, the Matter, 
as it appeared to them, touching the Eleétion for the 
Borough of Andover, in the County of Southampton, and 
the Refolutions of the Committee thereupon, which they 
had direéted him to report to the Houfe; which he read 
in his Place, and afterwards delivered in at the Clerk’s 
Table; where the fame were read, and are as follow; viz. 

Upon the Petition of Sir Yobm Cope, and Francis Con- 

way Seymour, Efquire, complaining of an undue 
Election and Return of Fobn Smith and Francis Shep- 
pard, Efgquires, to ferve in Parliament for the Bo- 
rough of Andover, in the County of Southampton :

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That Fobn Smith, Efquire, is duly elected a Burgefs, to 
ferve in Parliament for the faid Borough of Aadover. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That Francis Sheppard, Efquire, is duly eleéted a Bur- 
gefs, to ferve in Parliament for the faid Borough of 
Andover. 

The faid Refolutions, being feverally read a Second 
time, were, upon the Queftion feverally put thereupon, 
agreed unto by the Houte. 


Mr. Bromiley alfo (according to Order) reported from 
the Committee of Privileges and Ele@ions, the Matter, 
as it appeared to them, touching the Election for the 
Borough of Plympton, in the County of Devon, and the 
Refolutions of the Committee thereupon, which they had 
directed him to report to the Houfe; which he read in his 
Place, and afterwards delivered in at the Clerk’s Table ; 
where the fame were read, and are as follow; viz. 

Upon the feveral Petitions of Richard Hele, Fobn 
Williams, and Richard Strode, Efquires, complain- 
ing of an undue Election and Return of Richard 
Edgcomb and Tho. Fervoife, Efquires, to ferve in 
Parliament for the Borough of Plympton, in the 


County of Devon : 
That, upon the Poll, the.Numbers were thus : 
For Mr. Edgcombe 52. 
For Mr. Fervoife 46. 
For Mr. Hele 41. 
For Mr. Williams 27. 


For Mr. Strode Lp 

That it was agreed, that the Right of electing Bur- 
geffes, to ferve in Parliament for the Borough of Plymp- 
ton, was in the Freemen of the Borough: And the 
Petitioners Counfel infifted, that none, but the Sons of 
Freemen, when they attained their Age of 18 Years, by 
the Conftitution and Cuftom of the Borough, ought to 
be made free: The Counfel for the Sitting Members 
affirmed, that no Perfons whatfoever had any Right to be 
made free; but that the Corporation might make free 
whom they pleafed. 

Fobn Witchalls, Nich. Sparke, two very old Men, gave 
Teftimony, that they had never remembered any, till of 
late, made free, befides the Sons of Freemen. 

Sohn Waltham faid, that only the Sons of Freemen 
ufed to be made free ; but that himfelf with feveral other 
Foreigners, were made free about 26 Years fince, to ferve 
Mr. Treby, and had voted in all the Elections, except 
the firft ; in which they did not, becaufe they were made 
free after the Teffe of the Writ. That, in the Year 
1700, the Aldermen agreed to make each one Freeman: 
That they had yearly Two Courts in this Borough ; one 
of which is called the Fulfilling Court ; and the Town- 
clerk then gives it in Charge to the Jury, to prefent the 
Names of all the Sons of Freemen, above the Age of 
18 Years; who are fummoned to come in, and take up 
their Freedom. 

Mrs. Mary Spark faid, fhe had known Plympton above 
40 Years, and her Hufband, who had been Mayor 3 or 
4 times ; and that it was ufual for Freemen’s Sons, at 18 


_Years of Age, to come to the Fulfilling Court, and take 


up their Freedom ; otherwife the Bailiff warns them .to 
come, and take it up: That fhe has two Sons made free, 
and others of her Sons have been denied, about Two 


Years fince; and the Reafon was (as Mr. Tredy, the 
Vou. XIV. 
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Town-clerk, told her) becaufe they would not vote as the 
Magiftrates would have them. 

_ The Counfel for the Sitting Members called fome an- 
cient Men, who had known the Borough many Years: 

Chr. Bifhop, Tho. Dennis, ... Davy; who faid, that 
they looked upon no Perfons to have any Right to be 
made free, but fuch as the Mayor and Magittrates 
thought fit, and that they had known feveral Gentlemen, 
viz. Sir Fra. Drake, Mr. Hilfdon, Mr. Copfall, ce. made 
free, and vote in Elections of Members to ferve in 
Parliament. One of them, viz. Andrew Davy, acknow- 
ledged, the Jury, at the Fulfilling Court, prefented the 
Sons of Freemen ; but that it-was at the Pleafure of the 
Mayor, and major Part of the Aldermen, whether they 
would make them free, or not. 

That, in Reply to this Evidence, a By-law, in an an- 
cient Book of the Corporation, was read; whereby it was 
declared, that, if any free Burgefs born fhould be pre- 
fented in the Borough Court, and, being warned to come 
to be fworn, fhall not come to the Court, to be fworn, 
and claim his Freedom, within Three Months, he thall 
lofe the Poffibility of his Freedom, and not afterwards 
to be admitted thereto, but as a Stranger. 

That then the Committee came to this Refolution : 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That the Right of electing Burgeffes to ferve in Parlia- 
ment for the Borough ot Plimpton, in the County of 
Devon, is in the Mayor, Bailiff, and Freemen, of the 
faid Borough, and in the Sons of Freemen, who have a 
Right to demand their Freedom, and have been refuted 
the fame. 

That, the Right being thus fettled, the Petitioners 
Counfel infifted, they fhould add to their Poll, and take 
off from the Sitting Members, fo many as would give 
them a Majority ; and called feveral Witnefles, viz. 

Sohn Waltham, Nich. Spark, John Witchalls, and Fobn 
Veale; who faid, that John Woolcombe, Efquire, Fohu 
Lux, Edward Sparke, Henry Sparke, William Witchalls, 
Wm. Whiniate, Fobn Watts, Fobn Sparke, Rich. Church- 
file, Fohn Veale, were the Sons of Freemen, had demanded 
the Freedom, moft of them feveral times, fome of them 
at the Fulfilling Court, fome at the fame time when feve- 
ral Strangers from Exon were made free, and three of them 
only at the time of the Election. 

Henry Brooking, fohn Waltham,—T hat Edward Tutton 
and Nath. Blake, who were fworn Freemen, offered to 
vote, at the laft Election, for the Petitioners, but were 
refuled. 

That the Petitioners Counfel proceeded to take off, 
from the Sitting Members Poil, 17, who lived at Exon, 
who were not the Sons of Freemen of Plimpton, and were 
made free after the Death of the late King ,; viz. Feremy 
King, Staplebill Heath, Tho. Feffries, Rich. White, Tho. 
Turner, Fobn Dedge, Ben. Hawkins, Fra. Lydfton, Hugh 
Palmer, Edw. Evans, Fobu Poele, Tho. Jope, Fof. Cheeke, 
Walter Langsford, Rob. Trifiram, Robert Tapfon, William 
Hull. 

In the next place, Witneffes were called, to the Par- 
tiality of the Mayor and Aldermen, and their Defign in 
making Freemen. 

Henry Sparke faid, that he had heard fome of the Al- 
dermen fay, they would make none free but who fhould 
vote againft Mr. Hele. 

Yobn Peirce faid, that Alderman Martin, about Six 
Weeks before the Ele¢tion, offered him his Freedom, if 
he would vote againit Mr. /e/e. 

Tho. Perryman faid, he afked Mr. Treby, why he made 
fo many Strangers free ; and he told him, he would make 
more, if they were not enough. 

Agnes Hunt/{man faid, that there were about 20 Freemén 
at Dinner at Mr. /dwyn’s, about a Fortnight before the 


-Eleétion; and that fhe faw her Mittrefs changeT wo Guineas 


for Mr. Edgcombe and Mr. Fervoife, after Dinner ,; and 
fhe faw Mr. Edgcombe put a Crown into cne Leng’s 
Hand, and another Crown into the Hands of another, 
that dined there; and, when the Reckoning was collected, 
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they all paid Crowns a-piece ; whereas fome of them, fhe 
believes, were not worth a Crown ; and Mr. Crocker then 
faid, “ What we have done now, they can’t call Bri- 
“ bery.” She faid further, that fhe faw Mr. Fervoife 
put a Crown into the Hands of Roger Croffman, another 
of them that dined there; and faid, he hoped he would 
vote for him. 

Tho. Freefy faid, That Alderman Treby afked him for 
his Vote, and told him, if he would vote for Mr. Fervoi/e 
and Mr. Edgcombe, there was 105. for him: That he took 
the 105. and was to give an Anfwer in Three Days. He 
faid, afterwards Mrs. Aldwin afked him to vote for the 
Sitting Members, and offered him a Guinea; and Mr. 
Aldwin coming in, faid, what his Wife had promifed, he 
would make good. 

In Anfwer to this Evidence, the Sitting Members 
Counfel called in 

Diana Bunfole; who faid, That Thomas Freefy was 
her Father-in-law ; and that fhe knew Mr. Treby owed 
him 205. and fhe heard Free/y fay, he had received 105. 
of him: That Freefy told her, he had promifed to vote 
for Mr. Hele, if Mr. Roche would pay a Debt of 187. he 
owed to one Lee; and that he had fome Place in the Prize 
Office, which was procured for him by Mr. Hele and 
Mr. Roche’s means. 

Mary Freefy faid, that, about a Week before the 
Election, Mrs. /dwin fent for her, and preffed her to 
perfuade her Hufband to vote for the Sitting Members, 
and fhe would give her 5/. and allow her a Year’s Rent 
in one of her Houfes. 

That the Petitioners Counfel excepted to Eight others, 
who lived fome Diftance from the Town, and had been 
made free within 2 or 3 Years ; viz. Philip Avant, Hugh 
Price, Tho. Edwards, Fohn Dunning, Mr. Wa. Wroth, 
ames Leer, Mr. Phi. Crocker, Rich. Ballbatchetts. 

That the Sitting Members Counfel, in Anfwer to this 
Evidence, alledged, that the making neither the 8, nor 
the 17, free, was done with any Regard to the Sitting 
Members; and that the Petitioners, and their Agents, 
had been guilty of Treating, and other indirect Practices : 
To which they called feveral Witneffes. 

Andrew Davy faid, that formerly there was a Yarn 
Market in Plimpton; and that thefe Exete~ Men were 
great Traders in the Woollen Manufacture ; and they 
hoped, the making thefe Men free would be of fome 
Advantage, in the Recovery of that Trade: But being 
afked to name fuch as were confiderable Traders in the 
Woollen Manufacture, he could name but one; viz. Tho. 
Feffries. 

He faid, of the Exeter Men, that were made free, Mr. 
Rich. Wood voted for both the Petitioners, and Mr. Car- 
heel and Mr. Evans voted for Mr. Hele, and that they 
were not objected to. 

Mr. Pollexfen faid, that about the 10th of April, there 
being a Difcourfe of a new Parliament, the Town pro- 
pofed to him to chufe his Son, and wrote a Letter to 
him upon that Occafion: That, in uly, going thro’ the 
Town, fome of the Aldermen acquainted him, they in- 
tended to chufe Mr. Fervoife and Mr. Edgcombe, Mr. 
fiele having difobliged them, becaufe he would not be 
fatisfied to be chofe himfelf, unlefs he might bring in 
whom he pleafed with him. 

Tho. Watts {aid, that, before the laft Eleétion, he was 
drinking with Brooking, and others, and was fent for by 
Mr. He/e; and, when he came, Mr. Hele afked him for 
his Vote ; and that, telling Mr. Hele he was under fome 
Confinement, by reafon that he owed Mr. Waltham 305. 
Mr. Hele bid him not trouble himfelf, for, if he would 
vote for him, he would take it off; and that he voted 
for Mr. Hele upon this Promife ; but M. Waltham, fince 
Chrifimas, had fent for the Money. He faid, this was 
fpoke, when Mrs. Waltham and Mrs. Sparks were prefent, 
and in a little Room; but Mr. Hele whifpered to him ; 
and Mr. He/e faid, he had ordered Lux to give them what 
Drink they would; and that there was drinking with him, 
befides Brooking, Wa. Warren, Arthur Cook, Tho. Free- 
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Jey, Roger Hingfton, and Henry Brookiug, and he faw no 
Money then paid: And that Mr. Roch told Free/ey, if he 
would vote for M. Hele, he would take care of him, and 
his Family ; and that Free/y afterwards told him, Mr. 
Roch had helped him to his Place in the Prize Office, 
and, he believed, any of Mr. Hele’s Friends might have 
the like: And Freefey owned, he had a Place by Mr, 
Roche’s means. 

That then, at the Inftance of the Petitioner’s Counfel, 
Watts was confronted by Mrs. Waltham and Mrs. Sparks. 
Mrs. Waltham faid, fhe was prefent moft of the Time, 
and heard Mr. Hele afk Watts for his Vote, but heard no- 
thing faid of Mr. Hele’s paying Waltham’s Money ; but, 
Mrs. Waltham told Watts of the Money he borrowed, and 
Watts {aid, he was ready to pay it, if fhe had his Note ; 
and that there was a Difcourfe between them, of Watts 
having Mr. Hele’s Horie; and that Mrs. Sparkes heard 
fome of the Difcourfe. Mrs. Sparkes faid, the heard no- 
thing faid by Mr. Hele, of his paying the 305. toWaltham, 
but that Watts faid he was poor, and afked Money of 
Mr. Hele; and faid, there was fome Difcourfe of Watts 
having Mr. Hele’s Horle; which Watzs faid, he remem- 
bered nothing of. 

Walter Bifoop {aid, that Mr. Hele fent for him, the Day 
after the Eleétion, to Mr. Waltham’s Houfe, and afked 
him, if he faw Mr. Edgcombe’s Man give Erooking aGuinea; 
which, he faid, he knew nothing of: And Mr. Hele thew- 
ed him 7 or 8 Guineas, faying, he might have them if 
he would fay fo; but he told him, he would not for 
1000/: And that afterwards he was drinking with fobz 
Veale, and another, and was preffed by them to the fame 
Purpofe; and Henry Spark threw down Money for the 
Reckoning ; and that he has been in the fame manner 
prefled by Waltham, and others, fince. 

And that, upon the whole Matter, the Committee came 
to thefe Refolutions : 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That Richard Edgcombe, Efquire, is duly elected a Bur- 
gefs, to ferve in Parliament for the Borough of Plimpton, 
in the County of Devon. 

Refolved, that ic is the Opinion of this Coumittee, 
That Thomas Fervoife, Efquire, is not duly elected a Bur- 
gefs, to ferve in Parliament for the faid Borough of 
Plimpton. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Courmittee, 
That Richard Hele, Efquire, is duly elected a Burgefs, to 
ferve in Parliament for the faid Borough of Plympton. 

The Firft Refolution being read a Second time ; 

Refolved, That the Houfe do agree with the Commit- 
tee, in the faid Refolution, That the Right of electing

A Petition of Colonel Benjamin Fletcher, Colonel Rich- 
ard Ingoldfby, Captain Wm. Hide, and Captain Vents, in be- 
half .. themfelves, Officers, and Companies, in New York, 
was prefented to the Houfe, and read ; fetting forth, that 
in 1694, his late Majefty added T'wo new Companies, of 
100 Men each, to the Forces at New York; which Service 
was performed, but with great Lofs to the Officers, who, 
for want of regular Subfiftence, were obliged to contract 
creat Debts, to fupport their Men, and, upon. Death, or 
Defertion, it generally coft them from 4/. to 6/. a Man 
to raife others : That the Petitioners applied to the Lord 
Ranelagh, to tran{mit their Accounts to the Commiflioners 
of Accounts for the Army; but his Lordfhip faid, he 
could not proceed therein, for want of Mufter-rolls: That 
the Mufter-rolls were regularly taken before the Magi- 
{trate at New York, and fent for Exgland, but, if they 
have mifcarried, tis hoped, that Misfortune won’t be 
deemed a Fault of theirs, the whole Army, whilft in 
Flanders, being allowed complete, without Mutter-rolls, 
in Confideration of the great Lofs and Charge they were 
at in recruiting ; and the Petitioners have been at much 
greater: And praying, that a Claufe may be inierted in 
the Bill for reviving and continuing the Act for appoint- 
ing Commiffioners, to take, examine, and determine, the 
Debts due to the Army, Navy, and for Tran{port Ser- 
vice, and alfo an Account of the Prizes, taken during the 
late War, to enable the faid Commiffioners to take and 
examine the Accounts of the Petitioners, and their Com- 
panies, complete, without the Mutter-rolls.

fame would be paid in fome fhort Time after: That they, 
purfuant to their Majefties Orders, gave the Inhabitants 
Affignments on their Pay: That the Debts might be afcer- 
tained, and the Country be paid, their Majefties after- 
wards, by Commiffion under the Great Seal of England, 
appointed Commiffioners to {tate the Accounts thereof , 
which being accordingly ftated, an Account’of that Charge 
was tranfmitted to England (the faid Army being then on 
the Englifh Eftablifhment) and {topped out of the Arrears, 
as by their Abftracts, and the Paymafter-general’s Books, 
appear: And praying, that there may be a Claufe in the 
Bill (intituled, An Aét for reviving and continuing the Act 
for appointing Commiffioners to take, examine, and 
determine, the Debts due to the Army, Navy, and for 
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Tranfport Service, and alfo an Account of the Prizes 
taken during the late War) impowering the faid Commif- 
fioners to ftate the Accounts of the Inhabitants, and to 
iffue Certificates for Debentures accordingly, or fuch 
other Relief as to the Houfe fhall feem meet.

fiting the late War, is committed.. 


Mr. Hicks reported from the Committee to whom the 
ingrofied Bill from the Lords, intituled, An Act for Sale 
of divers Lands in the County of Kildare, and Kingdom 
of Ireland (being the E-ftate of Agmond:/oam Vefey, Eiquire, 
and his two Daughters, Anne Vefey, and Henrietta Vefey ) 
for the paying of Debts, and clearing Incumbrances, 
charged thereon, and al!{fo for impowering the faid Agmon- 
difoam Vefey to make Leafes, for any Term, not exceeding 
One-and-twenty Years, was committed ; that they had 
confidered the Petition of William Fanfoaw, Eiquire, to 
them referred; and that the Committee had made feveral 
Amendments to the Bill, which they had directed him to 
report to the Houfe: Which he read in his Place, and 
afterwards delivered in at the Clerk’s Table; where the 
fame were read, and are as follow; viz. 

Prefs 1. L.14. After * Reign,” leave out all to the 

Word “ that,” in the 1gth Line. 

Leave out “ Eight thoufand and 

“ Eight hundred Twenty-three,” 
and infert * Six thoufand Six 

“ hundred Ninety-eight.” 

After ‘ due,” leave out to the 

Word * to,” in the 38th Line. 

3. Leave out * Eight thoufand Eight 
** hundred Twenty-three,” and in- 
fert “ Six thoufand Six hundred 
“¢ Ninety-cight.” 

At the End of the Bill, add Claufes A, and B. 

Claufe A. 

Provided always, and it is hereby further enacted, 
That the faid Sir Richard Cox, Sir Thomas Southwell, and 
Thomas Keatley, fhall, out of the Monies arifing by the 
Sale of the Lands and Premifes, pay to Wilkam Fan- 
Joaw, Efquire, the Sum of One thoufand Pounds, with 
Intereft thereof, at the Rate of 10/. per Cent. per An- 
num, from the faid 24th Day of March next, in full of 
all Claims and Demands of the faid William Fanfhaw 
upon the faid Agmondifham Vefey, the faid Ann and Hen- 
rietta Vefey, his Daughters, or to or upon the Manors, 
Lands, Tenements, and Hereditaments, late the Eftate 
of the faid Patrick Sarsfield, or any Part thereof. 

Claufe B. 

Provided neverthelefs, That nothing in this Act con- 
tained fhall be conftrued to extend to any Rectories im- 
propriate, or Vicarages, ‘Tythes, Oblations, Obventions 
Glebes, or othér Things, unto the fame Reétories, or 
Vicarages, feverally or refpectively belonging or apper- 
taining; but that the fame fhall remain vefted in the 
Truftees named in an Aé&t, made in the Eleventh and 
Twelfth Years of the Reign of his late Majefty, (intitu- 
led, An Act for granting an Aid to his Majefty, by 
Sale of the forfeited and other Eftates and Interefts in 
dreland, aod by a Land Tax in England, for the feveral 
Purpoies therein mentioned) to the Ufes, Intents, and 
Purpofes, as are in and by the faid Aét directed and ap- 
pointed; any thing in this A& to the contrary thereof 
in any wife notwithftanding. 

The faid Amendments, being feverally read a Second 
‘time, were, upon the Queftion feveraily put thereupon, 
agreed unto by the Houte. 
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A Bill to oblige Edward Whitaker to account for all 
fuch publick Sums of Money, as have been by him re- 
ceived, was'read a Second time. 

Refolved, That the Bill be committed. 


Refolved, That the Bill be committed to a Committee . 


of the whole Houfe. 

Refolved, That this Houfe will, upon Monday Morn- 
ing next, refolve itfelf into a Committee of the whole 
Houfe, upon the faid Bill. 
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Ordered, That the Confideration of the Petition of the 
faid Edward Whitaker be reterred to the faid Committee. 

Ordered, ‘Vhat the Report from the Commiffioners 
appointed to take, examine, and determine, the Debts 
due to the Army, Navy, and for Tranfport Service, 
and alfo an Account of the Prizes, taken during the late 
War, relating to the faid Edward Whitaker, be referred 
to the faid Committee. 


Ordered, That the Two Truftees for the Jrifh forfeited 
Eftates, who are in Town, do attend this Houfe, the 
Morning before the Houfe is to refolve ittelf into a Com- 
mittee of the whole Houfe, upon the Bill for advan- 
cing the Sale of the forfeited Eftates in I eland, and for 
fecuring fuch as fhall remain unfold or undifpofed by 
the preient ‘Lruftees, for the Purpofes intended by the 
late Acts concerning the fame. 


The Houfe proceeded (according to Order) to take 
into Confideration the Meffage from the Lords Yeiter- 
day, relating to the Commiffioners of Accounts. 

And the fame being read ; 

Refolved, That a Commitee be appointed, to infpect 
the Journals, and fearch Precedents, relating to what hath 
been done, upon the Lords defiring Members of this 
Houfe to attend the Houle of Lords, and in relation to 
the Lords in{pecting and examining Accounts. 

And it is referred to Sir Chr. Mujgrave, Colonel Gran- 
vilie, Mi. Gaynn, Mr. St. Fobn, Mr. Compton, Mr. 
Finch, Sir Gedfry Copley, Mr. Conyers, Mr. Brewer, Sit 
Wim. Drake, Coionel Byerley, Mr. Hungerford, Mr. How, 
Mr. Freeman, Sir ‘Jofeph Tredenbam, Mr. Dormer, Mr. 
Pagitt, Mr. Cafar, Mr. Anjlys, Sir Geo, Beaumont, Mr. 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, Mr. Brydges, Mr. Comyns, 
Mr. Solicitor-general, Mr. Annefley, Colonel Grabme, 
Mr. Hoblyn, Sir Hum. Mackworth, Mr. Chancellor of 
the Duchy, Mr. Bertie, Mr. Toke, Mr. Bromley, Sir Tho. 
Powis, Colonel Lee, Mr. Hele, Mr. Harpur, Mr. Treden- 
ham, Mr. Brydges,; or any Five of them: And they are 
to meet this Afternoon, at Five a Clock, in the Speaker’s 
Chamber. 


Mr. St. Fobn (according to Order) reported the free 
Conference with the Lords, upon Saturday \aft was Fort- 
night, upon the Bill for preventing occafional Conjor- 
mity. 

Ordered, That the faid Report be entered in the Jour- 
nal, and is as followeth ; viz‘. 


THE Members of this Houfe, who were commanded 
to manage the free Conference with the Lords, on 
Saturday, the 16th of Fanuary, did meet the Lords. 

And the free Conference was begun by the Managers 
of this Houfe, who acquainted the Lords, that the Com- 
mons had agreed to the Addition of Words, their Lord- 
fhips had made to the Commons Amendmentsto the Lords 
‘Amendment in the 2d Skin, Line the 33d; but infifted 
on their Difagreement to the Lords other Amendments, 
and to their Lordfhips Claufes, marked B,C, D, and E; 
and therefore had defired this free Conference with the 
Lords, in order to preferve a good Correfpondence be- 
tween the Two Houfes. 

That the Interefts of the Church and State were not to 
be {upported without it; and {that *} the Commons 
might omit nothing, to maintain a good Correfpondence, 
they had taken this Way, which has been practifed with 
fo good Succefs by their Anceftors. 

That the Intent of this Bill for preventing occafional 
Conformity, is only to reftrain, to put a Stop to, a very 
fcandalous Praétice ; which is a Reproach to Religion, 
gives Offence to all good Chriftians, and to the beft 
among the Diffenters themfelves. 

That this Bill enaéts nothing new: That it is only in- 
tended to make the Laws in being more effectual. ‘. 

at 


* This Word is fupplied from the original Report of this Con, 
ference, 
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That thofe Laws were thought fufficient to fecure our 
Eftablifhment ; but fince the Invention, fince the Iniqui- 
ty of Men had found out Ways to evade and elude them, 
the Commons could never doubt but the Lords would let 
thofe Men fee they would not be wanting, on their Part, 
to maintain and fupport it. 

That this Bill appears to the Commons abfolutely ne- 

ceflary, for the preventing thofe Mifchiefs which muft 
prove deftructive to the Church and Monarchy. 
_ That the Commons were incapable of having any De- 
figns they were afhamed to own : That they defigned no- 
thing but the Prefervation of the Church of England, and 
the Monarchy; and doubted not to meet with a ready 
Concurrence from the Lords in thefe Defigns. 

That an eftablifhed Religion, and a national Church, 
are abfolutely neceffary, when fo many ill Men pretend to 
Infpiration, and when there are fo many weak Men to 
follow them. 

That, if a national Church be neceffary, the only effec- 
tual Way to preferve it is by keeping the civil Power in 
the Hands of thofe, whofe Practices and Principles are 
conformable to it. 

That, when the Corporation A& was made, the Parlia- 
ment had frefh in their Minds the Confufions and Calami- 
ties that had been brought upon the Nation by fuch as 
pretended to be at the fame dime in the true Interefts of 
Religion, and of their Country : That the Parliament, by 
that Act, and afterwards by the Teft Aét, thought they 
had fecured our Eftablifhment, both in Church and State, 
and that they had provided a fufficient Barrier to defeat and 
difappoint any Attempts againft them, by enacting, that all 


in Offices fhould receive the Sacrament of the Lord’s Sup-. 


per, according to the Rites and Ufage of the Church of 
England, and never imagined, a Set of Men could at any 
Time rife up, whofe Confciences were too tender to obey 
the Laws, but hardened enough to break through any. 

That as, upon the Revolution, the laft Reign began 
with an Act in Favour of the Diffenters, fo the Commons 
do defire, in the Beginning of her Majefty’s aufpicious 
Reign, an Act may pafs in favour of the Church of Eng- 
land ; that the Laws which have been invaded, may now 
be effectually enforced ; and that thofe Men may be kept 
out of Offices, who have fhewn they never wanted the 
Will, when they had the Power, to deftroy the Church. 
That nothing has been more mifreprefented than this 
Bill. 

That this Bill does not entrench on the A&t of Tole- 
ration, and in no refpect affects what is enacted by it. 

That this Bill takes not from the Diffenters any one 
Privilege they have by Law. 

That this Bill gives not any one Privilege to the Church 
of England, which is not (at leaft) intended her by the 
Laws, as they now ftand. 

Your Managers then acquainted the Lords, that the 
Commons infifted on their Difagreement to the 2d and 3d 
Amendments, made by the Lords in the Preamble of the 
Bill, and on their Difagreement to the 4th Amendment ; 
and argued, 

That a Preamble is to declare the Occafion of making 
a Law: It makes no Law; and, if it be proper to the 
enatting Claufe, it is a proper Preamble. 

‘ iy the Propofitions, advanced in this Preamble, are 
thele : 

That, whatfoever Perfons are enacted to qualify them- 
felves, the Laws intend, fhould be conformable to the 
Church. 

That, if the Laws provide, they fhall receive the Sa- 
crament, and by that intend a Conformity ; then whofo- 
ever breaks the Intention of the Law, breaks the Law, or 
at leaft evades the Law ; and it is fit to provide againft 
fuch Pradtice. 

That, if it be fit, the Corporation Claufe fhould ftand 
in the Body of the Bill, the Lords Reafon for the Amend- 
ments in the Preamble will not be of Weight. 

That the Preamble mentions: fuch Perfon, and fuch 
Offices ; which muft be the Perfons, and the Offices, the 


Ais relate to, and can be no other. 
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That the Word “ ena¢ting” can only be underftood of 
the Laws that do fo enact; and, being relative, is ftill 
more plain and neceflary. 

That however, if the Lords had pleafed, they might, 
by a very little Amendment, have obviated the Objection 
they make to thefe Words, by changing * every Perfon” 
into ‘* feveral Perfons;’? which would havé reconciled 
them to the moft rigid Conftruétion. 

Then your Managers acquainted the Lords, you in- 
fifted - your difagreeing to their 5th Amendment ; and 
argued, 

That the Words in the Teft A& are more general and 
uncertain than thofe in the Corporation Act ; which your 
Managers cited, and compared. 

That the Words in the Corporation Act have been there 
more than Forty Years, without any Inconvenience from 
them, or any Complaint againit them for their being tog 
general and uncertain. 

That the Inducements for paffing the Corporation A& 
(according to the Preamble) were, that a Succeffion in 
Corporations might be perpetuated in the Hands of Per- 
fons well-affected to the King and the eftablifhed Go- 
vernment, and for Prefervation of the publick Peace, both 
in Church and State. 

That thefe were the Purpofes the Commons defigned in 
paffing this Law. 

That thefe Purpofes, the Commons know, the Lords 
will with them own, are very proper to be attained; and 
that the Commons can at no Time difown, becaufe they 
can at no Time have any other. 

That the Lords agree, this Bill fhould relate to Officers 
in the Teft A&, becaufe the Law intends thofe Officers 
fhould be conformable ; and if the Intention of that Law 
be the Reafon to provide againft fuch Evaders of it, the 
like Intention, in the Corporation Act, will ferve for a 
Reafon to provide againft the Evaders of the Corporation 
Act. 

That, by occafional Conformity, the Diffenters may let 
themfelves into the government of all the Corporations ; 
and it is obvious, how far that would influence the Go- 
vernment of the Kingdom. 

That, to feparate from a Church, which has nothing in 
it againft a Man’s Conf{cience to conform to, is Schifm. 

That Schifm is certainly a {piritual Sin, without the fu- 
peradding of a temporal Law, to make it an Offence. 

That occafional Conformity declares, a Man’s confci- 
ence will let him conform ; and, in fuch a Man, Non- 
conformity is a wilful Sin: And why fhould occafional 
Conformity be allowed in Corporations, when the Lords 
agree, that, out of Corporations, it ought not to be al- 
lowed ? 

That, if it be reafonable, as the Lords allow it is, that 
he who hath an Office out of a Corporation, tho’ it en- 
titles him perhaps to very little Profit or Truft, fhould 
be conformable ; it is certainly much more reafonable that 
another, who is trufted with Magiftracy and Power in 4 
Corporation, and has thereby a greater Influence, fhould 
be conformable. 

Your Managers infifted on your difagreeing to the 
Lords 8th Amendment; and argued, 

That, if the Lords were pleafed to confider, how muclt 
greater the Penalties in other penal Laws were, in many 
Inftances, than in this Bill, they prefumed, the Lords 
could not think thofe in this Bill exceffive. 

That, in laying Penalties, the Commons fhall always 
endeavour to make them fuch, as fhall neither tempt to 
Perjury, nor totally difcourage Informations and Profe- 
cutions; which, they thought, this Amendment of the 
Lords would do, could the Commons agtee to it. 

Your Managers infifted on your difagreeing to the 
Lords gth Amendment ; and argued, 

That the Punifhment of Incapacity, the re-capacitating, 
and the Increafe of Punifhment for a 2d Offence, are war- 
ranted by many Precedents of the like Nature in other 
penal Laws. 
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That an Incapacity, as qualified by the fubfequent Pro- 
vifo, is a very proper Punifhment. 

That a fecond Offence is a Relapfe, an Apoftafy ; 
which are Circumftances that aggravate, and make it 
more heinous than the firft Offence, and therefore deferve 
an Increafe of Punifhment. f 

That he is indeed reduced to a very unhappy Condition, 
who is made incapable of ferving his Prince and Country ; 
but, in the prefent Cafe, our Prince and Country would 
be in a more unhappy Condition, to be ferved by fuch, 
whofe Principles are inconfiftent with the Good and Wel- 
fare of our Eftablifhment. 

That the Commons could never imagine, the Lords 
could infer, from this Incapacity, the taking away the 
Toleration. 

That the Toleration was intended only for the Eafe of 
tender and fcrupulous Confciences, and not to give a Li- 
cence for occafional Conformity. 

That conforming, and non-conforming, are Contra- 
dictions : Nothing but a firm Perfuafion, that our Terms 
of Communion are finful, and unlawful, can juftify the 
one; and that plainly condemns the other. 

For your infifting on your difagreeing to the Claufes, 
male. C, D, and E, your Managers offered thefe 
Reafons : 

That the exempting Proteftant Diffenters from ferving 
Offices, would rather eftablifh occafional Non-conformity 
than prevent occafional Conformity ; and therefore increafe, 
not cure, the Evil the Bill was intended to remedy. 

That the A&t of Uniformity, which eftablifhes the Li- 
turgy and Praétice of the Church of England, has provided 
for the Sermons and Leétures preached, or read, in the 
Univerfities. 

That thofe Sermons and Leétures having been in fuch 
Manner provided for, it was not thought neceffary, when 
the Aéts pafled in the 16th and in the 22th Car. 2di, to 
prevent and fupprefs feditious Conventicles (in both which 
Ads Conventicles are defcribed, as in this Bill) to have 
any particular Exceptions for them ; and yet they were 
never, by any Conftruétion, taken to be Conventicles. 

That the allowing an Exemption to fuch as fhould be 
prefent at the Exercifes in the foreign reformed Churches, 
would be to open a Door for the evading this Law. 

That the Places of Governors of fome Hofpitals are 
very confiderable Preferments, and given as.fuch to the 
Clergy of the Church of Exgland ; and the Commons can 
never confent, by any Law, to let in the Diffenters to the 
Enjoyment of them. 

The Managers for the Lords, who fpoke at this Con- 
ference, were the Lord Steward, the Earl of Peterborough, 
the Bifhop of Sarum, the Lords Sommers and Halifax. 

The Subftance of what was faid by thefe Managers for 
the Lords, was, that the Lords were as defirous as the 
Commons, to preferve a good Correfpondence betwixt 
the two Houfes. 

That by their agreeing fo far as they have done to this 
Bill, they have gone a great Way for the preventing the 
Evil this Bill is intended to remedy ; and own it to bea 
Scandal to Religion, that Perfons fhould conform only 
for a Place. 

That the Lords do not take going to a Meeting to be 
a malum in fe; for that the Diffenters are Proteftants, and 
differ from the Church of England only in fome little 
Forms; and therefore the Lords think Lofs of Office a 
fufficient Punifhment, without an Incapacity. 

That it can never be thought, thofe of the better Sort 
will be guilty of this Offence; if they do, they lofe their 
Offices; and Lofs of Office is a fevere Penalty on inferior 
Officers of the Cuftoms, or Excife, &¥c. who have little 
elfe to fubfift on. 

That Incapacity is too great a Penalty ; and that it is 
_ hard to imagine any Offence, that is not capital, can de- 
ferve it. 

That there is no more Reafon to punifh this Offence 
with Incapacity, than to make it Felony. 

That the Diffenters are not fo obnoxious to the Go- 
vernment, as when the Corporation A& was made, 
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That the moft confiderable Part of the Diffenters are 
well affected to the prefent Conftitution, and are hearty 
Enemies to the Queen’s and the Kingdom’s Enemies, 

That, in fome Corporations, the Lords take the Elec- 
tion of Members to ferve in Parliament, to be only in 
fuch as are concerned in the Government of them ; as at 
Buckingham, €%c, and the Lords would not, by this Bill, 
deprive Men of their Birthrights. 

That the Lords do not think fit to bring any greater 
Hardfhips upon the Diffenters, fince great Advantages 
have accrued from the Aét of Toleration. 

That the Diffenters had indeed formerly been feditious, 
and had appeared in open Rebellion : They then declared 
both againft Church and State ; but, in the greateft Ex- 
tremity of the Church, they joined with her: When the 
Bifhops were in the ower, the Diffenters fhewed they 
had no Prejudice to the Church; and fo they have con- 
tinued to behave themfelves. 

That there can be no Schifm where the Differences are 
not in Effentials of Religion. 

That the Lords apprehend an Air of Severity in this 
Bill; and that, though there may be fomething to be 
found fault with, yet think it not feafonable to adminifter 
Remedies. 

That this Bill infli€ts a fecond Punifhment on thofe 
who are fled from France for their Religion; and though 
this may not be a Breach of the Act of Toleration, yet 
it gives a Jealoufy, and cannot be proper at this Time. 

That this may be ufed as an Argument, to juftify the 
Perfecution in France, when Proteftants can fcarce endure 
thefe Men to live among them, who have been fo ufeful 
to them in point of Trade, and in other Inftances. 

That the difagreeing to the Claufe relating to Hofpitals 
and Workhoufes feems very hard; becaufe it is not to be 
imagined thefe Men can be hurtful to the Government : 
What Hurt can there come from Diffenting Bread and 
Cheefe, or Prefbyterian Water-gruel ? 

That the Lords think it but equitable, to excufe the 
Diffenters from burdenfome Offices, when they are not al- 
lowed thofe that are profitable. 

That, if the Lords fhould agree to this Bill, as the 
Commons fent it to them, the Diffenters would lofe their 
Votes in the Elections of Parliament; which is taking 
from them their Birthright, and a great Privilege. 

That all thofe who fit in the Houfe of Commons muft 
be Churchmen; and the Difference between a Church- 
man, chofe by Churchmen, and chofe by Diffenters, is 
only this, that the former will be for ufing feverer, the 
latter for ufing gentler Means with the Diffenters. 

That the Diffenters ought to have their Liberty of Con- 
fcience ; but at the fame time they ought to be kept out 
of Power, or any Share of the Government. 

That the Aét of Toleration has done good to the 
Church. 

That the Diffenters are coming into the Church ; and 
nothing but terrifying Meafures can hinder them. 

That the Lords are for the Claufe relating to the French 
and Dutch Churches; to preferve the Reputation, the 
Church of England has gained, of Tendernefs. 

That the Pegalties in this Bill are much greater than 
thofe were in any of the Acts of Uniformity. 

That high Penalties will encourage falfe Witneffes, and 
and that Informers were very odious among the Romans. 

That every Man knows the Liturgy of the Church, 
but none the Practice, there is fuch Variety in it. 

And the Bifhop of Sarum further added, he fuppofed, 
every Man believed the Two firft of the 39 Articles ; but 
there have been many good and learned Men could not 
ing themfelves up to give their Affents to fome of the 
aft. 

That the Preamble to this Bill is general ; when divers 
are excepted in the Acts to which it relates, 

That the Teft Aét is a fufficient Meafure, and com- 
prehends all the Offices of Confequence in the Govern- 
ment. 

That the Words in the Corporation Aé are general 
and uncertain. | 
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That an innocent Man is very well fecured againft the 
Penalties in the Teft Act, becaufe his complying with 
that Act will appear upon Record; but in this Cate he 
has no Defence, but a negative Proof, that he was not 
at a Conventicle. 

That it is the Apoftle’s Rule, Omuia probate, quod 
bonum eft, tenete; which would be impoffible, fhould this 
Bill pafs, as the Commons would have it. 

That fuch a Law as this, in Times of Popery, had 
prevented the Reformation, which was owing to occafional 
Conformity. 

That the Teft A& was made the more fevere, becaufe 
the Crime there is of a mixt Nature: There is an owning 
an Allegiance in another Place. 

That the Claufe for the Sermons and Lectures in the 
Univerfities would prevent any Mitconftructions. : 

That the Author of that Book, called ‘* The Intereft of 
“© Holland,” which paffes under the Name of De Wit, in his 
Chapter of Manufactures, fays, They will never intirely 
fettlein England, becaufe there is notaLiberty of Religion. 

That the Improvements of our Manufactures are much 
owing to the Foreigners that have come among us; 
which are fo increafed, that in the late Reign we exported 
a Million of Manufactures yearly, for feveral Years, more 
than in King Charles’s Reign. 

Your Managers, by way of Reply to thefe Arguments, 
urged by the Lords, faid, 

That feveral of the Lords Arguments were againft the 
Bill. 

That the Lords had agreed to the greater Part of this 
Bill; and therefore fhould confine themfelves, and {peak 
only to their own Amendments. 

That no Time could be more feafonable for this Bill 
than the prefent; becaufe the Church was now in no 
Danger of Popery, or Fanaticifm; but good Laws are 
to be made for Pofterity, and may be obtained moft eafily 
in the beft Reigns. 

That the Right of Election of Members to ferve in 
Parliament, is in thofe that are concerned in the Govern- 
ment of the Corporations, and if they fhould, by this 
Bill, be turned out of their Employments, and confe- 
quently lofe their Votes in the Elections, yet it cannot 
be faid they lofe their Birthrights; becaufe no Man is 
born a Magiftrate. 

That the Commons Penalty bears a juft Proportion to 
the Offence; and that all, above One hundred Pounds, 
is for an obftinate perfifting in the Crime. 

That the Offender cannot be guilty through Inadver- 
tency: He muft offend knowingly and willingly. 

That the Teft A& gives 500/. (a much greater Penalty 
than that in this Act) to the Informer: Befides, that A&t 
brings the Offender under very great Difabilities. 

That an innocent Man is no more fecure under the 
Teft AG, than under this Bill: The Queftion muft be 
always upon his acting, or his not a¢ting ; which does not 
depend upon this Record; and a very violent Profecution 
has been known, within few Years, againft an Alderman 
of Worcefter, a conftant Conformift, only upon a Nicety, 
and when there had been no Fault in the Party. 

That the Trial muft be by a Jury; not in a fummary 
Way, before a Juftice of the Peace, as in fome of our 
penal Laws. 

That it was very- plain, good Proteftants might be 
affected by Profecutions upon the Teft Ac. 

That fome of the Lords Arguments had been fo ir- 
regular, as to defend occafional Conformity; and that 
your Managers were furprifed to hear a Prelate fpeak in 
Defence of fuch a Practice. 

Then your Managers left the Bill with the Lords; and 
faid, they hoped the Lords would not let the Publick 
jofe the Benefit of fo good a Law.

And the Houfe being informed, That the Two Trutftees, 
in Town, attended according to Order ; they were call- 
edin, and, atthe Bar, prefented to the Houfe a State of 
the Cafe of Sir Redmond Everard. And the fame was 
read: And they were aiked feveral Queftions, relating to 
the Receipt and Difpofition of the Monies, received upon 
Sale of the forfeited Eftates, and relating to the Cafe of the 
faid Sir Redmond Everard, Mr. Leigh, and the Lord 
Bophin. 

And then they withdrew. 

The State of the Cafe is as followeth ; viz. 

To the honourable the Knights, Citizens, and Burgefies, 
in Parliament affembled : 
The State of Sir Redmond Everard’s Cafe. 


IR ‘Yobu Everard, Father of Sir Redmond, was, in the 
Year 1,688, feifed in Fee of 5945 Acres of Land in 
the 
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the County of Tipperary, in the Kingdom of Ireland, of 
the yearly Value of 1700 7. which, being forfeited by him, 
was granted away by his late Majeity, and 2167 Acres, 
Part thereof, were fold by the Grantee to feveral Purcha- 
jers, to whom the Act ot Refumption gave One Third of 
their Purchafe-moncy. 

The laft Sefion of Parliament Sir Redmond Everard, 
upon his Application, obtained an Act, requiring the 
Truftees, on Payment of 2000 /. to convey all the Eitate 
Sir Fobn Everard was feized or poflefled of the Second 
of November, 1688, in Pruit, to raife the Sums neceflary 
to pay Off Incumbrances, and the faid 2000 /. and atter- 
ward in Truft tor the faid Sir Redmond and his Heirs. 

The Proteftant Purchaters likewile obtained an Aét the 
fame Seffion, which required the Truttees to permit all 
Purchaters under the Grantees of any forfeited Lands in 
Ireland, their Heirs and Afiigns, to have, hold, and 
enjoy the Lands, &c. conveyed to them by the Gran- 
tees, paying Thirteen Years i#’urchale ; in which, by the 
faid Act, they were allowed a Difcount of One other 
Third-part of their Purchafe-money ; and the Truttees 
were required to convey to them and their Heirs, the 
faid Lands, and all their Eitate and Intereft therein. Sir 
Redmond and the Purchafers applied to the Truftees for 
the Conveyance of the fame Lands; _ and it being impof- 
fible for them to comply with the ftrict Words of both 
Aéts, they did conceive it to be moft confonant to Juttice 
and F’quity (the Purchafers coming inon the more valuable 
Confideration) to convey to Sir Redmond only that Part of 
his Father’s Eitate, which was not purchafed, which con- 
fifts of 3778 Acres, let in the Year 1701 for 557/. 145. 
and valued by the Surveyors at 11187. per Annum, fubject 
only toz200/. Incumbrances(thatappears to the Truttees) 
and to convey to the Purchafers their Parts. In pur- 
fuance of which Refolution, Three of the Five Purchafers 
have paid 1844/. 65. roid. and have had their Con- 
veyances; and the Purchafers among them (in Eafe of 
Sir Redmond) are to difcharge the general Incumbrances 
affecting both Eftates, for the Value of 1303 /. gs. and 
the Truftees are come to a Refolution, that 2000/7. of 
the faid Purchafe-money fhall be applied in Difcharge of 
the faid 2000 /. payable by Sir Redmond. 

By this Conftruction, ’tis conceived, that both Aéts will 
in a great meafure have their Effects, whereas otherwife 
the Purchafers would be deprived of the Benefit of an 
Act made exprefsly in their Favour. 

All which is humbly fubmitted to your Honours.

Ordered, That the Bill for prolonging the Time for 
exporting foreign Goods, be read a Second time upon 
Friday next, at One a Clock ; and that the Commiffioners 
of the Cuftoms do then attend this Houfe. 


_ Refolved, That this Houfe will, To-morrow Morn- 
ing, refolve itfelf into a Committee of the whole Houfe, 
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upon the Bill for preventing Frauds in her Majety’s 
Duties upon ftampt Vellom, Parc::ment, and Paper, and 


for remedying fome Detects in the Aéts relating to the 
faid Duties. 


Refolved, ‘That this Houfe will, To-morrow Morning, 
refolve itfelf into a Committee of the whole Houfe, upon 
the Bill for reviving and continuing the Aét for appoint- 
ing Commiffioners to take, examine, and determine 
the Debt due to the Army, Navy, and for Tran{port 
Service, and alfo an ;,ccount of the Prizes taken during 
the late War. e 


And then this Houfe adjourned till To-morrow 
Morning, Nine a Clock.

Committee of the whole Houfe, to whom the Bi!] 
for raifing the Militia of this Kingdom, for the Year One 
thoufand Seven hundred and ‘Three, notwithfanding 
the Month’s Pay, formerly advanced, be not repaid, 
was committed, the Amendments made by the Com- 
mittee to the Bill, which they had directed him to report 
to the Houfe ; which he read in his Place, and afterwards 
delivered in at the Clerk’s Table ; where the fame were 
once read throughout, and then a Second time one by one, 
and, upon the Queftion feverally put thereupon (with 
an Amendment made to one of then) agreed unto by the 
Houte. 

A Claufe was offered to be added to the Bill, That a 
Claufe in an A&t, 10° & 11° Willielmi tertii, inti- 
tuled, An Act for raifing the Militia, for the Year 1699, 
although the Month’s Pay, formerly advanced, be not re- 
paid (tor the Lieutenants or Deputies, for {uch Counties 
or Places, where the Eftates of Papifts, or other Perfons 
refufing to take the Oaths lie, to appoint proper Perfons 
to furnifh Soldiers and Arms for fuch Eftates, and 
charge the fame with the Payment of fuch Perfons, as 
furnifh the fame) fhall be deemed and taken to be perpe- 
tual, 

And the Claufe was twice read, with a Blank ; and the 
Blank was filled up, and the Claufe amended; and after- 
wards, upon the Queftion put thereupon, agreed unto by 
the Houte to be made Part of the Bill.

A Petition of Colonel Fohn Hales, in behalf of him- 
felf, the Captains, and the Widows of thofe Captains 
that ferved under his Command in the Regiment, com- 
manded laft by the late Colonel Edward Dutton Colt, was 
prefented to the Houfe and read ; fetting forth, That 
the faid Regiment, being commanded to the Weft Indies in 
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1692, was cleared to the laft-of Auguft of the fame 
Year, at which Time a Stoppage was made of 1914. 
55. 31d. viz. 504/. thereof in the Earl of Ranelagh’s 
Office, and 1410/. 5s. 3d. in Mr. Fox’s Office, on ac- 
count (as alledged) that no Rules were fettled for 
ftating the Arrears of the Army ; -but the Lords of the 
Trealury promifed, that the Petitioners fhould, upon 
their Return, be paid conformable to other Regiments 
in the fame Cafe: That afterwards, upon clearing the 
Army to the Firft of April, 1692, no fuch Stoppages be- 
ing made from other Regiments, the Petitioner’s Cafe 
was referred to the refpective Paymafters; whereupon they 
did feverally report, That the Petitioners, according to the 
Rules fettled for Clearings, had a juft Right to the Sum 
aforefaid ; yet the Petitioners have not obtained Satisfaction 
for the fame, and, for want thereof, are reduced to the 
laft Extremity: And praying, That in the Bill depend- 
ing in the Houfe for appointing Commiffioners to take, 
ftate, and examine the Accounts of the Army, Navy, 
and Tranfport Service, there may be a Claufe to impower 
the faid Commiflioners to examine and adjuft the Petit- 
oners faid Account, or to relieve them in fuch manner as 
the Houfe fhould think fit. 

Ordered, That the Confideration of the faid Petition 
be referred to the Committee of the whole Houfe, to 
whom the faid Bill is committed. 


A Petition of Captain Anthony Gibbons, Captain Ben- 
jamin Hofkins, Captain William Bradbury, and Captain 
ames Plunkett, on behalf of themfelves, and other the 
Officers of the late firft Mar:ne Regiment, was prefented 
to the Houfe and read; fetting forth, That the Ac- 
eounts of the faid Regiment hath never been ftated, pur- 
fuant to the Eftablifhment: That there remains due to 
the Petitioners, and others, the Officers of the faid Re- 
giment, confiderable Arrears: And praying, That the 
Accounts of the faid Regiment may be ftated by the Com- 
miffioners appointed to ftate the Accounts of the Army, 
Navy, €. according to the Eftablifhment thereof, fo 
that they may be paid their Arrears. 

Ordered, That the Confideration of the faid Petition 
be referred to the Committee of the whole Houfe, to 
whom the Bill for reviving and continuing the A& for 
appointing Commiffioners to take, examine, and deter- 
mine the Debt due to the Army, Navy, and for Trant- 
port Service, and alfo an Account of the Prizes taken 
during the late War, is committed. 


A Petition of George Howard and Lewis Billing fly, in 
the Behalf of themfelves, and the reft of the Lieutenants 
of the late Second Marine Regiment, commanded by Sir 
Cloudefly Shovell, and of feveral of their Widows, was pre- 
fented to the Houfe and read; fetting forth, That the 
Petitioners are in Arrear of their Pay from the 17th of 
February, 1696-7, to the Time of their being difbanded, 
being the 11th of September, 1698, during which Time 
they never received any Subfiftence : That the Parliament 
did appropriate Money for the Payment of the two Marine 
Regiments, for the Time they are in Arrear, which hath 
never been paid them: That moft of the Petitioners have 
contracted feveral Debts upon the Credit of their Pay, 
which they are not able to pay without their Arrears : 
And praying the Houfe to take their {aid particular Cafe 
and Hardfhip into Confideration, and to order them fuch 
Relief therein, as fhall be thought fit. 

Ordered, That the Confideration of the faid Petition be 
referred to the Committee of the whole Houfe, to whom 
the Bill for reviving and continuing the Act for appoint- 
ing Commiffioners to take, examine, and determine the 
Debts due to the Army, Navy, and for Tranfport Ser- 
vice, and alfo an Account of the Prizes taken during the 
late War, is committed. 


A Petition of Colonel Richard Billing was prefented to 
the Houfe, and read; fetting forth, That there is due 
to the Petitioner, for his Services, 350/. 105. as appears 
by a Report from his Excellency the Earl of Rochefter, 
and Sir Wm. Robinfon, Deputy Paymafter; which 
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Sum the Commiffioners of Accounts did not think them- 
felves impowered to allow: And praying, that by a Claufe 
in the Bull before the Houfe, the Commiffioners may be 
directed to give him a Certificate, in order to his obtain- 
ing a Debenture for the faid Sum. 

And a Motion being made, and the Queftion being 
put, That the Confideration of the faid Petition be refer- 
red to the Committee of the whole Houfe, to whom the 
Bill for reviving and continuing the Act for appointing 
Commiffioners to take, examine, and determine the 
Debt due to the Army, Navy, and for Tranfport Service, 
and alfo an Account of the Prizes taken during the late 
War, is committed ; 

It paffed in the Negative. 


Sir Humphry Mackworth reported from the Committee 
to whom it was referred to draw up an humble Addrets 
to be prefented to her Majefty, upon the Reprefentation, 
Narrative, and Obiervations of the Commiffioners of Ac- 
counts, and upon the Re(olutions of this Houfe thereupon. 
and upon the Debate of the Houfe; that they had drawn 
up an Addrefs accordingly, which they had directed him 
to report to the Houfe: Which he read in his Place, and 
afterwards delivered in at the Clerk’s Table; where the 
fame was once read. 

Rejolved, That the faid Addrefs be read Paragraph by 
Paragraph. 

And the fame was read accordingly; and fome 
Amendments, to fomie of the Paragraphs, were made by 
the Houfe. 

And a Motion being made, That the Houfe do agree 
with the Committee in the faid Addrefs, fo amended ;

Mott gracious Sovereign, 


W E your Majefty’s moft dutiful and loyal Subjeéts, 

the Commons, in Parliament affembled (being deep- 
ly fenfible, that, notwithftanding the immenfe Sums which 
have been raifed for the Service of the late War, the Na- 
tion ftill labours under a vaft Debt of many Millions of 
Money) do think it our indifpenfable Duty to lay before 
your Majefty the unhappy Caufes and Inftruments, which 
appear to us to have brought this heavy Burden upon 
your People; not doubting, but your Majefty will be 
gracioufly pleafed, in your great Wifdom and Goodnefs, 
to give fuch effectual Orders, that neither any indireé 
Practices fhall be fuffered, nor any Perfons intrufted with 
the Adminiftration of the public Affairs, who have been 
the Authors of all our Mileries. 

We therefore humbly crave Leave to reprefent to your 
Majefty, That, during the faid War, which was carried on 
in Defence of the Proteftant Religion, and the Liberties 
of Europe, againft the common Enemy of both, and 
therefore chearfully fupported by the People of England, 
yet even then, when the great Neceffities of the Kingdom 
did require a more than ordinary Frugality, there appears 
to have been a general Mifmanagement of the publick 
Revenue ; which was principally owing to fome of the 
great Officers of the Treafury, who, being more intent 
on their own private Profit, than the due Execution of 
their publick Trufts, did neither difcharge the Duty of 
their own Places, nor take care, that the fubordinate Of- 
ficers fhould difcharge theirs. 

And we can attribute it to no other Caufe, than this 
Remifinefs in the Treafury, that may Receivers, in the 
feveral Counties of England and Wales, made fo long 
and unneceffary Delays in their refpeétive Payments, into 
the Exchequer, of the Taxes given by Parliament, and 
levied on your Majefty’s good Subjeéts ; by which means 
they made reafonable Advantages to themfelves, whiltt 
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the Publick was forced to pay great Intereft, and large 
Premiums, not only tor the want of their own Money, 
but, as we have grect Reaion to believe, many times for 
the Loan of it; and jeveral Receivers, in fuch intermediate 
‘Time, have failed, with confiderable Sums in their Hands, 
to the great Lois and Damage of the Publick. 

Your dutitul Commons do further humbly reprefent 
to your Majeity, that great Sums of Money have been 
borrowed, and divers ‘Tallies, with Intereit, ftruck unne- 
ceflarily upon the Affefiments, and other Parliamentary 
Aids, beiore the publick Occafions have required them ; 
and this Practice hath been purfued, when Votes of Credit 
have been obtained, upon Reprefentations made to your 
Commons of very preffing Neceflities for the fame, where- 
by many Officers of the Revenue and their Friends have 
had an Opportunity to receive great Sums for Intereft, 
which did incur on fuch Tallies before their Money was 
paid in to the Ule of the Publick, for the Advantage of 
which Intereft we have alfo reafon to believe, that many 
Accountants, who have received from the Exchequer great 
Sums of Money, for the Ule of the Publick, did induttri- 
oufly delay the Payment thereof to the Seamen and 
Soldiers to whom it was due; and this feems to be the 
great Inducement that made fuch Accountants truft great 
Sums of the publick Money in the Hands of Goldfmiths, 
and other Perfons, in order to make private Advantages 
of it, and lend it back to the Exchequer in other Perfons 
Names: All which tended to the great Damage of your 
Majetty’s good Subjects, to the manifeft Wrong and Dif- 
couragement of the Seamen and Soldiers, and to the great 
Difhonour of the Englifh Nation. 

This evil Practice of ftriking Tallies, with Intereft, 
before the Money was paid in, was alfo attended with 
another great Inconveniency to the Publick; that, when- 
ever the Nation had Occafion for ready Money, to anfwer 
the prefent Neceffities of the Kingdom, many Perfons, 
who advanced their Money upon Loan, knowing they 
fhould have the fame Advantages by Delay, as by prompt 
Payment, would not bring their Money into the Exche- 
quer, for feveral Months after the Tallies were ftruck , 


whereby the Government was forced, in the mean time, 


to pay exceffive Rates for Stores and Provifions for the 
Army and Navy, in regard the Merchants and Tradef- 
men could have no ready Money for their Goods, but 
remote Tallies, upon a large Difcount. 

And by thefe, and other undue Means, a very great 
Part of all the publick Aids were fquandered away in ex- 
travagant Intereft, large Premiums, and in exceflive Rates 
for Stores and Provifions ; which has been one of the 
great Caufes that hath brought fo heavy a Debt upon this 
Nation. 

But here we cannot, in Juftice, omit to acknowledge 
the prefent good Management of the Treafury ; where- 
by, tor the Honour of your Government, and the Ad- 
vantage of the whole Nation, no unneceffary Tallies, 
with Intereft, are permitted to be ftruck, nor more Money 
at any time borrowed, than the Neceffities of the Nation 
do require 5 and Care is taken, for fupporting the Credit 
of the Courfe of the Navy, Victualling, and other publick 
Offices, that all Stores and Provifions are in good mea- 
fure provided with as great Advantage to the Publick, as 
if the fame were purchafed with ready Money: Which 
Frugality and good Management will be found to be one 
of the moft effectual Means to make your Majefty’s Go- 
vernment eafy at home, and to carry ona vigorous War 
againft the common Enemy abroad. 

And we humbly. crave Leave further to reprefent to 
your Majefty, that, though your Commons (who were al- 
ways ready to fupport the Dignity of the Crown) had 
amply provided all thofe Sums which (according to the 
largeft Eftimates, laid before them) were thought necef- 
fary for the Occafions of the Civil Lift; yet, over and 
above the faid Sums, and out of the Aids given by Par- 
lament (which, by the Law of England, are appropriated, 
and ought to have been employed to the common Profit of 
the whole Realm) many large Sums of Money, during 


the Time of fuch heavy Taxes upon the People, have 
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been diverted, under the Head of fecret Services, and 
for Salaries, Bounties, and Penfions, to private Perfons, 
which (if proper to be paid at all) ought to have been fup- 
plied out of the Civil Lift; nay, to fo great a Degree did 
this Profufenefs extend, that feveral ‘houfand Pounds 
were paid out of the publick ‘Aid, to purchafe great Places 
for the late Earl ot Sunderland, and the preient karl of 
Albemarle : So little could your Commons depend upon 
the Integrity of the publick Officers; fo little Regard was 
had by them to thofe heavy Taxes the People lay un- 
der; that nothing lefs could fecure the publick Money 
from Mifapplications, than an exprefs Clauie of Appro- 
priation ; which, tho’ not at all neceffary for the Security 
of the publick Money in general, but only to direct the 
Application of it in fome particular Cafes, yet, whenever 
your Commons made no fuch particular Appropriation, 
they feldom failed to mifapply the publick Money: Which 
has been another great Caufe of the heavy Debt that 
lies upon the Nation. . 

And your Commons humbly crave Leave further to re- 
prefent to your Majeity, that the ancient and eftabiifhed 
Method of accounting in your Majetty’s Exchequer hath 
been in manner following ; that is to iay, The Auditor 
of the Receipt is to make out and tranimit the Imprefs 
Rolls half-yearly to your Majefty’s Remembrancer, in or- 
derto the charging and profecutin.s of Accountants; which 
being communicated to the Auditors of the Impreit, they 
are to certify to the faid Remembrancer, what Account- 
ants have not brought inor profecuted their Accounts; and 
thereupon the Remembrancer is obliged, every iffuable 
Term, to iffue out Procefs againft them: So that the 
Auditor of the Receipts is the main Wheel that fets all 
the reft a going ; and when that great Officer is defic-eat 
in his Duty, it is not regular, nor indeed poffible, tor 
the reft to proceed, but all Procefs againft Accountants 
muft be at a Stand, and your Majefty, and all your 
loyal Subjects, muft extremely fuffer by it. And as to 
the Clerk of the Pells, he is to examine the Impreis 
Rolls, but the Auditor is obliged to tranfmit them to the 
Remembrancer ; and when, through the Negle<t or Cor- 
ruption of the faid Officers, this ancient Method and 
Courfe of the Exchequer was not fo itrictly obferved, as 
it ought to have been, it was exprefly provided by an 
A&t of Parliament, fo lately made as in the 8th and gth 
Year of the Reign of his late Majelty King William, of 
glorious Memory, and intituled, “ An Aéct for the 
“© better Obfervation of the Courfe anciently ufed in the 
“* Receipt of the Exchequer,” in thefe Words following; 
that is to fay, “¢ That the Auditor of the Receipt fhall 
“‘ tranfmit the ordinary Impreft Rolls half-yearly to 
“¢ the King’s Remembrancer, in order to the charging 
“© or profecuting of Accomptants, and fhall half-yearly, 
“ to wit, at Eaffer and Michaelmas, make out, and 
“¢ tranfmit to the faid Commiffioners of the Treafury, or 
“: the Treafurer for the Time being, the Declaration of 
“© the Receipts, Iffues, and Remains, at the Exchequer, 
“© for every Half-year fucceflively: All which Mat- 
“¢ ters and Things, and all ether Matters and Things, 
“¢ belonging to the Office and Duty of the Auditor of the 
“ Receipt, fhall be faithfully and carefully done and per- 
“¢ formed by the Auditor of the Receipt, for the Time 
“© being, in fuch manner as hath been anciently accu- 
“ ftomed.” And it is thereby further provided, ‘* That 
« the faid Auditor do as frequently as he thinks fit, but 
‘© at leaft once in every Three Months, carefully examine 
‘© the Tellers Vouchers for the Payments, which he al- 
“¢ lows in his weekly Certificates.” But fo it is, moft 
gracious Sovereign, that, notwithftanding the plain and 
exprefs Words of the faid Statute, fo lately made, when 
Charles Lord Halifax, the prefent Auditor of the Receipt, 
was himfelf a Member of that Parliament, yet he hath 
taken fo little Care to difcharge the Duty of his Office, 
for the Intereft of your Majefty, and the Security of the 
Publick, that he hath not duly performed any One of the 
Particulars above-mentioned; and, for want of examining 
the Tellers legal Vouchers, the faid Auditor hath mani- 
feftly deceived your Majefty, and the Publick, by intert- 
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ing into the weekly Certificates of the Receipts, Iffues, 
and Remains, in the Exchequer, fuch Sums of Money, 
as were never actually and dona fide paid to the proper 
Parties, nor the Crown legally difcharged thereof: And 
as to the Imprefs Rolls, your Cominons cannot, without 
Grief, obferve to your Majefty, that, notwithftanding 
there may be Six Imprefs Rolls now tranfmitted to the 
Remembrancer, yet it is well known in the faid Office, 
that none of the faid Rolls, from the Eight-and-twentieth 
of Fane, One thoufand Seven hundred, exclufive, were 
fo tran{mitted, till very lately, after the Two-and-twentieth 
of Fanuary lait, and after the faid Commiffioners of Ac- 
counts had made their Enquiries into that Neglect, by 
Order of your Commons; which being long after the 
Time they ought to have been tranfmitted, the faid 
Auditor was very far from doing his Duty in this Par- 
ticular ; and, by reafon of this Neglect, no Charge could 
be made in the mean time upon the refpective Account- 
ants, who have received vaft Sums of the publick 
Money, which are unaccounted for to this Day; and by 
this Means, notwithftanding the Imprefs Accountants 
ought annually to account within Three Months after the 
End of each Year, yet due Procefs hath not, nor indeed 
could iffue out againft them; and many Perfons, who 
have received great Sums, by way of Impreft, from the 
Treafurer of the Navy, and Paymafter of the Army, are 
fkreened from Profecution, and, not being fet in/uper in 
the Exchequer, cannot be regularly called to an Account 
for the Moneys by them received: And we have great 
Reafon to believe, that the Damage to the Publick, by 
this Neglect in the faid Auditor, and his Predeceffor, 
may amount to feveral Millions of Money; fince by 
Length of Time (during which the principal Accounts 
have been negleéted) many of the Perfons, who received 
the faid publick Money, are either dead, or become in- 
folvent: And the greater the Neglect of the former 
Auditor was, before the making the faid Statute, and 
before the prefent Auditor came to his Office, the greater 
ought to have been his Care, to difcharge his Duty, pur- 
fuant to that Law which he himfelf was prefent at the 
naking of, and which he has fo highly negleéted for the 
Space of Three Years, and upwards, ever fince he came 
into the faid Office, to the great Detriment of your Ma- 
jetty, and all your loyal Subjeéts. . 

And notwithftanding it was alfo provided by another 
Act, made in the 4th Year of the late King William and 
Queen Mary, Chap. 3. That, in cafe any Officer of the 
Exchequer fhould demand or take any Fee, Gratuity, 
or Reward, or mifapply any of the weekly Sums therein 
mentioned, or fhould not perform other Things, which 
by the faid Act they are required to perform, they fhall 
forfeit their Offices, and be uncapable of any Office or 
Place of Truft; yet the faid Auditor hath acted contrary 
ro the faid Statute, and hath received feveral Sums of 
Money to his own Ufe, contrary to Law, and the Truft 
repofed in him ; for all which, or any other Breaches of 
his Duty, as well as for thofe formerly laid before your 
Majefty (for whofe gracious Anfwer to our humble 
Addrefs on that Occafion, we return your Majefty our 
moft humble and hearty Thanks) we earneftly defire your 
Majetty will be gracioufly pleafed to order your Attorney 
General effectually to profecute at Law the faid Auditor 
of the Receipt: And thus as we have feen great and 
good Actions rewarded by your Majefty, we doubt not, 
but to fee all Deceits and Mifmanagements duly punifhed; 
fince your Commons can propofe no Benefit to them- 
felves by all their Enquiries, unlefs the Laws are put in 
due Execution, and thofe who have lived fo long in De- 
fiance of them, come at laft to feel their Weight. 

And by the Negleét of the faid Auditor, and his Pre- 
deceffor, the Auditors of the Impreft, and the Remem- 
brancer, and other Officers of the Exchequer, have not 
been able to proceed in their Duty, according to the Law 
and Courfe of the Exchequer ; feveral of which Officers 
have been alfo negligent therein, whereby all the publick 
Accounts of the Nation are far behind: The State whereof 
(as delivered in to the Commiffioners of Accounts) in 

the Particulars hereafter mentioned, is as followeth : 
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The Earl of Ranelagh, late Paymafter of your Ma- 
jefty’s Forces, of One-and-twenty Millions and upwards, 
received in Fourteen Years time, hath pafféd no Account, 
during all the late Reign, farther than the laft of December, 
One thoufand Six hundred and Ninety, nor any other Ac- 
count, farther than March, One thoufand Six hundred 
and Ninety-two; which was not declared before the 2oth 
of June lait, and even that upon Vouchers which were 
not fufficient for a legal Difcharge. 

The Commiffioners for the Sick and Wounded have 
brought in no Accounts during all the late Reign; and 
none fince, any further than the One-and-thirtieth of De- 
cember, One thoufand Six hundred and Ninety. 

The late Treafurer of the Chamber, Sir Rowland 
Gwyn, the late Mafter of the Robes, the Zarl of Albemarle, 
and Mr. Parkburft, Mr. Pafchall, and others, Commiffion- 
ers of the Prize-office, have delivered in no Accounts at 
all to the Auditors of the Impreft. 

Facob Vanderefche, Efquire, Paymafter of his late Ma- 
jefty’s Dutch Forces, hath received Three Millions 
Twenty-five thoufand Seven hundred Fifty-three Pounds, 
Nine Shillings, and Six-pence; which, by Computation, 
is Fifty-two thoufand Nine hundred and Seven Pounds, 
Six Shillings, and Eight-pence Farthing, more than the 
Pay of thofe Troops could have amounted to, if they had 
been always complete ; no Deductions made from them, 
and upon an Englifh Eftablifhment, which all of them were 
not: And yet the faid Vandere/che hath paffed no Account 
at all; and, though often fummoned, hath never appear- 
ed before the faid Commiffioners of the publick Ac- 
counts, but ftands indebted to the faid Troops in One 
hundred and Twelve thoufand Two hundred Twenty- 
nine Pound, Nine Shillings, and Eight-pence, which is 
now demanded, as an Arrear due to them from your Ma- 
jefty, and the Publick. 

The late Treafurer of the Navy, of Seventeen Millions 
and upwards received, hath brought in feveral Accounts 
to the laft of December, One thoufand Six hundred and 
Ninety-eight : His Account for the Year One thoufand 
Six hundred and Ninety-two, was declared the 3d Day of 
Fuly laft, fince which the Accounts of the Three follow- 
ing Years only have been declared. 

The faid Treafurer, by Mr. Papillion, Cafhier of the 
Victualling-office, hath paffed no Account during all the 
late Reign, farther than the One-and-thirtieth of Decem- 
ber, One thoufand Six hundred and Ninety-fix; which 
was not declared till the 1gth of May, One thoufand Seven 
hundred and One; and on the Foot of that Account he 
remained indebted Five hundred Thirty-four thoufand 
Twenty-feven Pounds, Three Shillings, and Three-pence. 

And many other Accountants, who it would be too 
tedious to enumerate to your Majefty, are either far be- 
hind in their Accounts, or have never brought in any 
Accounts at all; infomuch that, although Forty-five 
Millions Five hundred Sixty-eight thoufand Seven hun- 
dred Twenty-five Pounds, Nineteen Shillings and Two- 


‘pence Farthing (a Sum never known to be raifed in very 


many Reigns before) hath been levied on your Majefty’s 
good Subjects, and iffued out of the Exchequer to the 
feveral Paymafters and Treafurers of the Navy, Army, 
and Ordnance, for the Service of the late War, between 
the Fifth of November, One thoufand Six hnndred and 
Eighty-eight, and the Eighth of March laft paft (befides 
the feveral Millions of Money raifed for other publick 
Ufes) yet the far greateft Part thereof hath not been ac- 
counted for to this Day ; to the great Diffatisfaction of 
your People, and the great Difhonour of the Englifb 
Nation. 

By thefe Neglects and Delays, all Accounts have been 
rendered fo intricate and confufed, that the feveral Ac- 
countants have had great Opportunities of defrauding 
the Publick ; the Diicovery of their Frauds has been 
made very difficult, ahd a Hindrance thereby is given to 
the paffing all fucceeding Accounts. 

Hence it is, that fo many publick Officers and Ac- 
countants have raifed great Eftates to themfelves, at the 
Expence of the Publick, when it is evident, they have 
had no lawful Means to attain them; and feveral goes 
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whofe Duty it was to hinder fuch Exorbitances, meafuring 
their Requefts rather by their own Avarice, than their 
Merit, have obtained tor themfelves Grants, to fuch a 
Value, as in foregoing Reigns have been efteemed large 
Supplies towards great and publick Services: Which has 
been another great Caufe of the Debt that lies upon the 
Nation. 

And your Commons do further humbly reprefent to 
your Majefty, that, notwithftanding fuch vaft Sums 
iffued out to the faid late Paymafter and Treafurer, 
whereby your Commons had amply provided for all thofe 
Services, and for the effectual carrying on the War againft 
France, yet they find, to their great Sorrow, that not 
only the Officers, but the Seamen and Soldiers, ‘who on 
all Occafions have behaved themfelves bravely in Defence 
of their Country, have not been paid, during the late 
War, and that great Sums are ftill owing to many of 
them; whereas, if the publick Money had been duly ap- 

lied to the Ufes for which it was given by your Com- 
mons, inftead of thofe many Hardfhips that were endured 
by your Majefty’s moft faithful Subjects and their Fami- 
lies, who ferved fo well in your Fleets and Armies, they 
would have had Juftice done them, during the laft War, 
and been encouraged more chearfully to engage them- 
felves in this. 

But, inftead of Juftice, we have too much Reafon to 
believe, that thofe very Perfons who, by long and un- 
neceffary Delays have compelled them to accept of remote 
Tallies and Paper Securities have (amongft others) taken 
Advantage ot their Neceffities, and employing Brokers, 
to buy up thofe Tallies and Securities at a low Rate, 
have afterwards paid themfelves with that ready Money 
which they fhould at firft have diftributed to the Seamen 
and Soldiers. 

And fuch was the myfterious Trade.upon Tallies and 
Exchequer Bills, which was formerly carried on by com- 
mon Brokers, betwixt the Exchange and the Exchequer, 
and which did, as it were, prey upon the very Vitals of 
the Government, and fo great Gain was made thereby at 
the Expence of the Publick, that vaft Sums of Money 
were employed in it; which did very much leffen the true 
Trading Stock of this Nation; whereby both the Expor- 
tation of the Woollen and other Manufactures of this 
Kingdom, and the Importation of Bullion, and other 
Commodities of foreign Countries, to be manufactured in 
England, have been very much obftructed, to the great 
Prejudice of your Majefty’s Cuftoms, the Lofs of the 
Balance of Trade, and the general Impoverifhment of the 
whole Kingdom. 

And though the faid late Paymafter and Treafurer, 
by long and unneceffary Delays in fettling their Accounts, 
have in great meafure prevented any Difcovery of their 
undue Proceedings, and have endeavoured to protect 
themfelves from a juft and fair Account to the Nation, 
by Privy Seals, and other unjuftifiable Warrants, furrep- 
titioufly obtained, for paffing their Accounts without 
proper Vouchers, contrary to the Law and Courfe of the 
Exchequer ; yet your Commons, by the great Fidelity 
and Diligence of the faid Commiffioners for taking, exa- 
mining, and ftating the publick Accounts of the Kingdom, 
have not only difcovered the feveral Mifmanagements 
above-mentioned, but alfo fome of the unwarrantable 
Proceedings ufed by the faid late Paymafter of your Ma- 
jefty’s Forces; by whom a,confiderable Part of the Money 
which came to his Hands, and which ought not to have 
been applied to any other Purpofe than the Payment of 
the Army, hath been diverted to his own and to other 
private Ufes; for all which, upon a full and fair Hearing 
in his own Defence, he hath juftly incurred the Cenfure 
of this Houfe, and been declared guilty of a high Crime 
and Mifdemeanor. 

And we find, to our unfpeakable Grief, whilft his late 
Majefty was engaged in the Profecution of the glorious 
Defign of preferving the Proteftant Religion, and the 

Liberties of Europe, and was thereby neceffitated to.com- 
_mit the Care of the publick Affairs in this Kingdom to 
particular Minifters, whereof a very few were more par- 
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ticularly intrufted with the chief Adminiftration, and who 
have been the great Caufes of all the unhappy Differences 
amongft us, this general Mifmanagement of the publick 
Affairs did aétually fpread itfelf over the whole Kingdom, 
and feems to be owing (amongft other Things) to a Dif- 
pofition of Offices and Places, where Men were rather 
chofen for their Inclinations to ferve a Party, than for 
their Qualifications to ferve the Publick. 

And thefe Men, being confcious to themfelves of the 
many Frauds and Offences committed againft the Publick, 
have no other Hopes to fhelter themfelves from Juttice, 
but by taking away the Reputation of thofe who defire 
to do Right to theirCountry, by deteéting their Iniquities ; 
and being united in Guilt and Intereft, they endeavour 
to amufe and impofe upon thofe whofe Pofterity, we 
have too much Reafon to fear, will groan under the fad 
Effects of the Wickednefs of the one, and the too great 
Credulity of the other. 

Thefe, dread Sovereign, are divers of the Caufes of 
thofe Mifchiefs your Kingdom fuffereth by the late Mif- 
managements, and which your loyal Commons could not 
omit thus humbly to reprefent, in all dutiful Manner, 
without being unfaithful to your Majefty, and to thé 
Country by whom they are intrufted. ‘ 

From hence your Majefty will be gracioufly pleafed to 
take Notice, that the great Debt which lies upon the 
Nation, and all the Arrears which are owing to your 
Majefty’s Forces, do not arife fo much from the Deficien- 
cies of the Funds, as for want of Care in the Manage: 
ment, and Fidelity in the Application of them. 

But fince it hath pleafed Almighty God to place your 
facred Majefty on the royal Throne of your Anceftors, 
we have fo intire a Confidence in your Majefty’s Good- 
nefs, that we can no longer fear to fee the publick Re- 
venue mifmanaged, or mifapplied, the Accounts neg- 
lected, or the Forces unpaid ; and we chearfully depend 
on your Majefty’s Wifdom, that all our Grievances, by 
your Grace and Favour, will in due Time be redreffed 
and removed, by punifhing thofe who have been the 
Caufes of them, and by intrufting none in the Adminiftra- 
tion of the publick Affairs, who, for their own private 
Advantage, have manifeftly contributed to the Calamity 
of their Country. 

This, moft gracious Sovereign, will be the only effec- 
tual Means to prevent the like Mifmanagement for the 
future, and thereby to make your Majefty’s Keign happy 
at home, and profperous abroad. 

This will be the beft Means to enable and encourage 
your dutiful Commons to raife thofé Supples which thall be 
neceffary to fupport your Majefty againft all your Enemies. 

And we humbly crave Leave, upon this Occafion, to 
repeat our Affurances to your Majefty, that we will al- 
ways ftand by and affift your Mayefty, to the utmoft of 
our Power, in preferving the eftablifhed Government 
both in Church and State, maintaining the ancient Glory 
of the Englifs Nation, and in defending the Liberties of 
Europe againft the boundlefs Ambition of France. 


Refolved, That the faid Addrefs be prefented to her 
Majefty by the whole Houfe. 

Ordered, “That fuch Members of this Houfe as are of 
her Majefty’s moft honourable Privy Council, do humbly 
know her Majefty’s Pleafure, when fhe will be attended 
by this Houfe. 


A Meffage from the Lords, by Sir Richard Holford, 

and Mr. Pitt: 
Mr. Specker, 

The Lords have agreed to the Bill, intituled, An Act 
to enable Sir Edward Williams to fell certain Manors and 
Lands in the Counties of Brecon and Radnor, for Pay- 
ment of Debts, with an Amendment; to’ which they 
defire the Concurrence of this Houfe. 

Alfo, the. Lords have agreed ‘to the Amendments, 
made by this:Houfe to the Bill, intituled, An Act for

I fhall confider the feveral Particulars of it, and always 
have great Regard to the Reprefentations of the Houle 
of Commons, and the true Intereft of England.

At the End of the Bill add the Claifes A, B, and C. 

Claufe A. Provided always, that no Perfon or Per- 
fons who, by reafon of any fuch Miftake, Negleéct, or 

‘Omiffion, hath or have left or forfeited any Office, Be- 
nefice, Place, Dignity, or Employment, whatfoever, to 
which any other Perfon.or, Perfons hath or have been pre- 

‘ferred or promoted, fhall be reflored to fuch Office, Be- 
nefice, Place, Dignity, or Employment, any thing here- 
in contained to the contrary notwithftanding. 

Claufe B. And for the further Security of her Majef- 


ty’s Perfon, and the Succeffion of the Crown in the Pro- 
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teftant Line, and for extinguifhing the Hopes of the pres 
tended Prince of Wales, and all other Pretenders, and theif 
open and fecret Abettors, be it further enacted, by the 
Authority aforefaid, That if any Perfon or Perfons, at 
any Time after the Firft Day of March, One thoufand 
Seven hundred and Two, fhall endeavour to deprive or 
hinder any Perfon who fhall be the next in Succeffion of 
the Crown, for the Time being, according to the Limita- 
tions in an Act (intituled, An At, declaring the Rights 
and Liberties of the Subject, and fettling the Succeffion of 
the Crown) and according to one other Aét (intituled, 
An Aét for the further limitation of the Crown, and bet- 
ter fecuring the Rights and Liberties of the Subject) from 
fucceeding, after the Deceafe of her Majefty (whom God 
long preferve) to the Imperial Crown of this Realm, and 
the Dominions and Territories thereunto belonging, ac« 
cording to the Limitations in the before-mentioned Aéts ; 
that is to fay, fuch Iffue of her Majefty’s Body, as thall 
from time to time be next in Succeffion to the Crown, 
if it fhall pleafe Almighty God to blefs her Majefty with 
Iffue, and, during the Time her Majefty fhall have no 
Iffue, the Princefs Sophia, Electrefs and Duchefs Dowa- 
ger of Hanover, and, after the Deceafe of the faid Prin- 
cefs Sophia, the next in Succeffion to the Crown, for 
the Time being, according to the Limitations of the faid 
Acts; and the fame malicioufly, advifedly, and direétly, 
fhail attempt, by any overt Act or Deed; every fuch Of- 
fence fhall be adjudged High Treafon, and the Offender 
or Offenders therein, their Abettors, Procurers and Com- 
forters, knowing the faid Offence to be done, being there- 
of convicted or attainted, according to the Laws and Sta- 
tutes of this Realm, fhall be deemed and adjudged Trai- 
tors, and fhall fuffer Vains of Death, and all Loffes and 
Forfeitures, as in Cafes of High Treafon. 

Claufe C. And be it further enacted by the Authori- 
ty aforefaid, That all and every Perfon and Perfons that 
fhall bear any Office or Offices, Military or Civil, or 
fhall receive any Pay, Salary, Fee, or Wages, by rea- 
fon of any Patent or Grant from her Majefty, or any of 
her Majefty’s Predeceflors, or fhall have Command or 
Place of Truft from or under her Majefty, or from-any of 
her Majefty’s Predeceffors, or by her or their Authority, 
or by Authority derived from her or them, within the 
Realm of Ireland, and all Ecclefiaftical Perfons, and Maf- 
ter, Governor, Head, or Fellow, of the College or Uni- 
verfity of Dudlin, and all Perfons teaching Pupils in the 
faid Univerfity, or elfewhere, and all Schoolmafters, and 
Uhhers, and all Preachers and Teachers of feparate Con- 
gregations, and every Perfon that fhall act as a Serjeant® 
at Law, Counfellor at Law, Barrifter, Advocate, Attor- 
ney, Solicitor, Proétor, Clerk, or Notary, practifing in 
any Manner as fuch, in any Court or Courts whatfoever, 
who fhall inhabit, be, or refide, within the City of Dzdiin, 
or within Thirty Miles of the fame, on the Firft Day

F beuary, have made tome Progrefs in confidering the 
faid Obfervations, and do humbly take Leave to acquaint 
the Houfe, that they have examined into the firft of thofe 
Obfervations, and alfo the further Obfervation, delivered 
into this Houfe the 2d Inftant, relating to the tran{mit- 
ting the ordinary impreft Rolls to the Qveen’s Remem- 
brancer: They have infpected feveral of the original im- 
preft Rolls, delivered into the Houfe by Mr. Barker, De- 
puty to her Majefty’s Remembrancer ; they alfo examined 
divers Officers of the #.xchequer, and others, upon Oath, 


and do find, that, by the ancient and uninterrupted: 


Courfe of the Exchequer, two impreit Rolls are to be 
made out for each Year ; the one comprehending all Sums 
impreit for the End of Trinity Term, to the End of Hi- 
levy Term, the other containing al! fuch Sums from that 
time, to the End of Trinity Term; which Rolls are com- 
monly called half-yearly Rolls, though imprope:ly : They 
find, that, by the ancient Courfe of the Exchequer, thele 
impreft Rolls, being made out by the Auditor of the Re- 
ceipt, are to be delivered by him to the Clerk of the Pells, 
whole Duty it is to‘examine and fign them; and this be- 
ing done, the Clerk of the Pells delivers them to the Re- 
membrancer. 

This Ulfage was, by Degrees, difcontinued in the Reign 
of King Charles the Second ; and the Remembrancer, or 
his Agent, ufed to come to the Office of the Auditor of 
the Receipt, and take away the impreft Rolls from thence 
immediately ; tut in the Time when the Earl of Roche/ter 
was Treafurer, the ancient Ufage was reftored; and he 
did order that the impreft Rolls fhould be carefully exa- 
mined and figned by the Clerk of the Pells, before they 
fhould be tranfmitted to the Remembrancer; and accord- 
ingly, fince that Time, the ancient Cuftom has been ob- 
ferved, as well before, as fince, the Act of Parliament, 
made in the Bighth and Ninth Year of his late Majefty, 
for the better Obfervation of the. Courfe anciently uftd 
in the Receipt of the Exchequer ; that is to fay, the faid 
half-yearly Rolls, when made out, and figned by the Au- 
ditor, have been by him tranfmitted. to the Clerk of the 
Pells ; and when the Clerk of the Pells has examined and 
figned them, he, or his Deputy, has delivered them to the 
Remembrancer: And this appears by the Remembran- 
cet’s Endorfements upon the Rolls. 

The Committee finds, that Charles Lord Haltfax has 
been Auditor of the Receipt, from the End of November 
1699; fince which Time Six impreft Rolls have been 
tranimitted to the Remembrancer; and there is a Seventh 
Roll now under Examination of the Office of Pells; and 
no other Roll can be prepared till after the Twelfth of 
this Inftant February. 

Upon the whole Matter, the Committee are humbly of 
Opinion, that Charles Lord Hal:fax, Auditor of the Re- 
ceipt of the Exchequer, hath performed the Duty of his 
Office, in tranfmitting the ordinary impreft Rolls to the 
Queen’s Remembrancer, according to the ancient Cuftom 
of the Exchequer, and the Direction of the Act 8, and.g, 
Gulielmi Tertii Regis, intituled, An Act for the better Ob- 
fervation of the Courfe anciently ufed in the Receipt of 
the Exchequer ; and that he hath noc been guilty of any 
‘Neglect, or Breach of Truft, upon that Account. 

Which report being read, as alfo the Examinations 
taken upon Oath by the Committee; as alfo the Dates 
and Endorfements of the feveral impreft Rolls, delivered, 
by Mr. Barker, Deputy to the Queen’s. Remembrancer ; 
it was propofed to agree with the Opinion of the Commit- 
tee, in this Report. 

Then the Queftion was put, Whether this Houfe will 
agree to the Opinion of the Committee in this Report ? 

It was refolved in the Affirmative. 

It is Refolved and Declared by the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, in Parliament afflembled, That Carles Lord 
Halifax, Auditor of the Receipt of the Exchequer, hath 
performed. the Duty of his Office, in tranfmitting the 
ordinary impreft Rolls to the Queen’s Remembrancer, 
according to the ancient Cuftom of the Exchequer, and 
the Directions of the A&t 8 and 9 Gulielmi Tertii Regis, 
intituled, An Act for the better Obfervation of the Courfe 
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anciently ufed in the Receipt of the Exchequer ; and that 
he hath not been guilty of any Neglect, or Breach of 
Truft, upon that Account. 

It is Ordered, by the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, in 
Parliament aflembled, That the Proceeding of the Houfe, 
and of the Committee, appointed to confider of the Ob- 
fervations in the Book of Accounts, delivered into this 
Houfe the 15th of ‘anuary laft, and the 2d Day of this 
Inflant /ebruary, and the Refclution of this Houfe theie- 
upon, thall be forthwith printed and publifhed. 

It is Ordered by the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, in 
Parliament afembled, That it fhall be, and is hereby, re- 
ferred to the fame Committee who are appointed to con- 
fider of the Obfervations of the Commiffioners of Ac- 
counts, to draw up, and give Directions, what fhall be 
printed and publ:fhed. 


The Committee has alfo infpeéted the Journals of this 
Houfe, and what they conceive to be moft material 
is in the Journal, beginning the 22th of O&odber, 
1691; and in the Journal, beginning the 3d of De- 
cember, 1697; to which they humbly refer themfelves, 
and defire thofe Paflages may be read: Which were 
read accordingly, and are as follow ; viz.

Wie Fierbert reports, that the Members appointed, 

had prepared Reaoins, to be offered at a Conference 
with the Lords, touching the Amendments, made by 
their Lordfhips to the Additional Bill for the appointing 
and enabling Commiffioners to examine, take, and ftate, 
the publick Accounts of the Kingdom; which Reafons 
they had directed him to report to the Houfe : And which 
he read in his Place, and afterwards delivered in at the 
Table; where: the fame were read, and agreed unto by 
the Houfe, and are as follow ; viz. 

1. This Bill is for reviving the A&, paffed in the laf 
Seffion, in order to perfcé& the ftating of the Accounts, 
in which the Commifioners, named by the Commons, 
have already made a confiderable Progrefs. 

2. In all Adts, that have ever paffed, for taking Ac- 
counts of publick Money, the Commiffioners. have been 
always named by the Commons only : And, in particular, 
in an Act paffed 19° Car. 2. intituled, An Act for taking 
the Account of the feveral Sums of Money, therein men- 
tioned; which Act impowers the Commitlioners, thercin 
named, to take Account, not only of Money, granted 
by the Commons, but aifo other Sums of the publick Re- 
venue: And although that A& requires an Account to 
be given to the King’s Majefly, and to both Houfts of 
Parliament; yet.all the Commiffioners, thereby con{li- 
tuted, were named folely by the Commons. 

3. The Commons, by this Bill, appoint thofe whom 
they name Commiffioners, to do that out of Parliament, 
which, during the Seffion of Parliament, is the proper 
Work of the Houfe of Commons; in whom, by the Laws 
and Cuftoms of the Kingdom, the Power of granting Sup- 
plies to the Crown is veited, as an effential Part of their 
Conftitution ; and the taking and examining the Accounts 
thereof is of Right in them alfo; and they being the Re- 
prefentatives of all the Commons, no Commoner can be 
named but by them. 

4. The Difpofition, as well as granting Money, by 
A& of Parliament, hath ever been in the Houfe of Com- 


‘mons; and thefe Amendments, relating to the Difpoial 


of Money to the Commiffioners, added by the Lords, do 
intrench, upon that Right: And therefore the Commons, 
for thefe Reafons, do difagree with their Lordfhips ia all 
their Lordfhips Amendments to the faid Bill. 
Refolved, That a Conference be defired with the Lords, 
upon the Subjeét-matter of the Amendments, made by 
the Lords, to the faid Bill. ’ 
Ordered, That Mr. Herbert do, upon Mcnday Morning 
next, go to the Lords, and defire the faid Conference.

Sir Fofeph Tredenbam reports, That they had attended 
the faid Conference; and that the Lord Rochefter managed 
the Conference on the Part of the Lords, and acquainted 
them, that the Lords had defired this Conference, for 
the Continuance of the good Correfpondence between the 
Two Houfes; and that the Lords were not fatished with 
the Reafons given by this Houfe, touching the Amend- 
ments to the Bill, intituled, An Additional Ac for ap- 
pointing and enabling Commiffioners to examine, take, 
and ftate the publick Accounts of the Kingdom; and 
that they do infift on all their Amendments to the Bill ; 
and that, in Anfwer to the Reafons given by this Houfe 
againft the faid Amendments, the Lords gave the Reafons 
following, viz. 

To the Firft and Second Reafons offered by the Com- 
mons, the Lords anfwer, That the Commiffioners named 
by the Commons, having already made fome Progrefs in 
the ftating the Accounts, the naming of fome new ones 
can be of no Prejudice to the periecting that Work, 
the Nature of taking and ftating Accounts being fuch, 
that new Men being joined with others, may be very 
capable of going on with the Remainder of that Work. 

The Lords do agree, That in the Act paffed in the 
igth of King Charles the 2d, for taking Accounts, the 
Commiffioners thereby conftituted were named by the 
Commons, and the Lords did agree to it, both becaufe 
they approved of the Number and Quality of the Per- 
fons, and becaufe they being not Members of the Houfe 
of Commons, they might always be fent for at the Plea- 
fure of the Lords, to explain any Matters relating to thofe 
Accounts ; but the Lords having now had Experience by 
the laft Act, which conftituted no Commiffioners but 
only fuch as were of the Houfe of Commons, that their 
Lordfhips cannot have thofe Commiffioners at any time 
before them to anfwer fuch Queftions, or explain fuch 
Doubts as their Lordfhips may have Occafion to enquire 
into; or even to intimate fuch Points as feem to have 
been omitted, either in the Accounts, or the Obferva- 
tion made thereupon, is one very great Reafon why the 
Lords have found it neceffary to name fuch in this Bill, as 
their Lordfhips may, from time to time, receive Informa- 
tions from ; without which, their Lordfhips examining 
into the Accounts will prove defective and dilatory. 

To the Third and Fourth Reafons their Lordfhips re- 
ply, That they are unwilling to enter into any Difpute with 
the Commons, what is the proper Work of either 
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Houfe, in relation to the granting Supplies to the Crown, 
or taking or examining the Accounts thereof, becaufe 
they would avoid any Controverfies of that Kind with 
the Houfe of Commons, efpecially at this Time, having 


_ by Experience found that fuch Debates have frequently 


been attended with ill Confequences to the Publick ; but 
upon this Occafion, their Lordfhips conceive ’tis very 
plain, that fince this Bill provides that the Accounts 
fhall be laid before the Lords, it mutt be likewife owned, 
that it is the proper Work of this Houfe to examine them. 
And by no Means can their Lordthips acquiefce in the Rea- 
fon given by the Houfe of Commons, that they being 
the Reprefentatives of all the Commons, no Commoner 
can be named but by them; becaufe that would, by the 
fame Parity of Reafon, deprive their Lordfhips of the 
Power of affigning Counfel to any Man impeached by the 
Houfe of Commons, which, in cale of Mifdemeanour, they 
have always done; and by the late Bill for reculating 
Tryals in Cafes of Treafon, it was agreed by both 
Houfes, that Counfel fhould be allowed in Cafes of Trea- 
fon, even upon Impeachments ; which Counfel muft have 
been affigned by the Lords, and out of the Commoners. 

Laftly, The Houfe of Lords cannot allow the Difpofi- 
tion, as well as Granting of Money by Aét of Par- 
liament, to have been folely in the Houfe of Commons ; 
and much lefs can their Lordfhips confent, that the Lords 
have not always had a Right of naming any Perfons to 
be employed in the publick Service by A& of Parliament, 
and affigning them fuch Salaries for their Pains, out of 
the Exchequer, as fhould be agreed on in that A& of 
Parliament. 

And, for thefe Reafons, their Lordfhips do infift on 
all their Amendments to the faid Bill. 

And, after Confideration of the faid Report, it was 
Refolved, That this Houfe doth infitt upon their Difagree- 
ment with the Lords in the Amendments to the {aid Bill. 

Refolved, That a free Conference be defired with the 
Lords, upon the Subject-matter of the laft Conference. 

Ordered, That the Members who managed the laft 
Conference do meet this Afternoon, at Four a Clock, 


in the Speaker’s Chamber, and prepare for the faid Con- 
ference.

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Refolved, That this Houfe doth agree to a free Confe- 
rence with the Lords as they defire.

Sir Edward Seymour reports, That the Managers had at- 
tended the free Conference ; and that the Lord Rochejter 
managed the fame, on the Part of the Lords, and brought 
the Bill, and read the Title of it, for appointing and en- 
abling Commiffioners to examine, take, and ftate, the 
publick Accounts of the Kingdom ; and acquainted them, 
that the Reafons given at the laft Conference had been 
reported to the Lords, and that they had had due Con- 
fideration of them ; but that, notwithftanding, they did 
not depart from their Amendments to the Bill, but did 
adhere to their Amendments; and delivered the Bill and 
Amendments back again: And the fame were brought 
up to the Table.

IR Fofeph Tredenbam (according to the Order of the 
S Day) reports the Two laft free Conferences with the 
Lords, as followeth : 

That the Conference was begun by the Managers for 
the Commons; who acquainted their Lordfhips, that 
the Commons had defired this free Conference, to pre- 
ferve that good Correfpondence, which had hitherto con- 
tinued between the Two Houtes. 

That they had folemnly and deliberately confidered 
their Lordfhips Amendments to a Bill, from the Com- 
mons (intituled, an Act for appointing Commiffioners to 
examine and ftate the publick Accounts of the Kingdom) 
and the Reafons which induced their Lordfhips to infift 
on thofe Amendments, but had not found them fufficient 
to convince them ; and they ftill difagree with the Lords 
in thofe Amendments, and infifted on that Difagree- 
ment. 

That the particular Knowledge the Commons had of 
the Commiffioners, named in the Bill, recommended them 
to the Nomination ; and the Progrefs thofe Commiffion- 
ers have already made in ftating thofe Accounts, hath 
juftified the Commons good Opinion of their Abilities 
and Integrity. 

That to add new Commiffioners, muft of Neceffity de- 
lay the perfecting this Work, and would hazard the ren- 
dering the Bill (which continues only for a Year) ineffec- 
tual; for the Commiffioners, propofed in their Lordfhips 
Amendments, will find themfelves, by their Oath, and to 
aniwer their Lordfhips Expectations, obliged to inform 
themfelves, as well of what hath already undergone the 
Scrutiny of the prefent Commiffioners, as in thofe Parti- 
culars, which fhall hereafter become the Subjeé& of their 
Enquiry ; and that fuch Retrofpect cannot be confiitent 
with the Difpatch the Bill requires. 

That in Anfwer to their Lordfhips Argument, derived 

from the Quality of the Commiffioners, named in the 
Bill, it was demanded, whether their Lordfhips could have 
any Affurance, that the Commiffioners they propofed 
will not be elected in the Vacancy of this, nor in any fuc- 
ceeding Parliament, wherein thefe Accounts may be re- 
quired ? Should that happen, their Lordfhips Amend- 
ments would not be ufeful to attain to the End intended. 

That the Commons could not determine how far the 
Quality of the Commiffioners, named in the Act of Ac- 
counts, made in 19° Car. II. prevailed with their Lord- 
fhips in agreeing thereto: There was, indeed, no Member 
of the Commons of that Committee, which met at Brook- 
houfe, with great Reputation ; but how little they effected, 
how foon they were diffolved, and how the Fruits of their 
Labours became abortive, is frefh in Memory. 

That from thenceforth the Commons, with better Suc- 
cefs, repofed Trufts of this Nature in their own Mem- 
bers: Of fuch were the Committee for difbanding the Ar- 
my, conftituted 31 Car. 11. Such are the Commiffioners 
nthe Act whereunto this Bill relates. It might with as 
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good Logick. be argued, that their Lordthips agreed to 
thofe laft-recited Acts, becauie the Commiftioners there- 
in named were then Members of the Houle of Commons, 
as that their Lordfhips were induced to an Agreement 
with the Commons in the Nomination of the Commit. 
fioners of Brovk-boufe, becaufe they were not of the Houk 
of Commons. But, upon this Variety in the Precedents, 
it may be more reafonably inferred, that their Lordthips 
have from time to time agreed to the Commiffioners 
named by the Commons, without refpect to their Quality, 
and becaufe the Right of fuch Nomination is in the Com- 
mons only. 

That the Meafures by which both Houfes are to go- 
vern themfelves, are derived either from Precedent or 
Reafon: Their Lordfhips had not offered any Precedent 
in Juftification of infifting on thofe Amendments. If 
there be any Force in the Argument their Lordfhips de- 
rive from the Claufe in this Bill, which provides that the 
Accounts fhall be laid before the King and both Houtes 
of Parliament, it extends as well to veft a Right in their 
Majefties to nominate fuch Commiffioners as in their 
Lordfhips ; for it equally relates to both. 

That the Title and Defign of the Bill is, to appoint 
Commiffioners to examine, take, and ftate, the publick 
Accounts of the Kingdom; which, during the Seffion of 
Parliament, is the proper Work of the Houfe of Com- 
mons; and no Inference can be more natural, than that 
it is in the Commons only to name Commiffioners for the 
Exercife of that Authority which is an effential Part of 
their Conftitution. 

That they defired to know the End their Lordfhips 
would propofe to themfelves by fuch Enquiry. Should 
any Mifapplication of Money, or Default of Diftribution, 
appear in thefe Accounts, their Lordfhips cannot take 
Cognizance thereof originally, nor otherwife, even in their 
judicial Capacity, than at the Complaint of the Commons : 
Should a Failure or Want of Money appear, it is nor in 
the Lords to redrefs it; for the Grant of all Aids is in the 
Commons only. 

That fuch Enquiry can only be of Ufe to the Com- 
mons to direct their future Supplies; and herein the laft 
Commiffion proved ufeful this Seffion, the Commons fup- 
plying the Defects of the Fund upon the Expences in the 
Excife. If there be a Redundancy, the Commons only 
can apply it to the Charge of the enfuing Year ; if there 
be diicovered Mifapplications, or undue Preferences, the 
Commons only can frame the Accufations, and lay them 
before their Lordthips for Judgment. 

That the Managers added, That though this Bill be 
thought fo ufeful at this Time, as cannot be fufficiently ex- 
prefled, yet nothing can be of greater Importance to the 
Publick, than the maintaining the juft and diftinct Rights 
and Privileges, which each Eftate of this Kingdom en- 
joys, according to our Conftitution. The Lords have 
many high Privileges to recommend their Lordfhips to 
the Favour of their Prince, and to fupport their Figure 
in the Government ; but the Commons have little, betides 
this One of giving Money and granting Aids: This is 
their undoubted and inherent Right; and therefore every 
thing that intrenches on that, the Commons may be al- 
lowed to be extremely jealous of, 

That the Liberty of naming Commiffioners to take 
Account of the publick Money, is a neceffary Dependance 
of this Right is evident, if their Lordthips will confider, 
that when any Aids are given, the Commons only do 
judge of the Neceffities of the Crown, which cannot 
otherwife be made manifeft to them, than by enquiring 
how the Money which hath been granted, and Revenue 
of the Crown, is expended and applied. If the feveral 
Branches of the publick Revenue is rightly confidered, 
it will be found, there is fome particular Ufe to which 
they are originally affigned. ‘There are fome neceflary 
Charges incumbent on the King in the Adminiftration oi 
the Government, which thefe Supplies are to defray ; there 
is no Fund fet afide for Contingencies, no Provifion made 
for cafual and incident Charges ; but all extraordinary Ex- 
pences require an extraordinary Supply; and when the 
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Commons do think fit to erect fuch a Commiffion, the 
Expence made in the Execution of it muft, foon or late, 
be drawn from the Purie of the People; and fince the 
Burden muft inevitably light upon their Shoulders, they 
only can be Judges of the Weight which is fic to be im- 
sofed, and to affign the Quantum of the Charge, which 
in this Cafe is proportionable to the Numbers ot the Com- 
miffioners: So that this doth not only relate to this un- 
joubted Right of the Commons, but doth finally end in 
railing of Money itfelf; which being a Privilege derived 
to them from their Anceftors, and continued by the un- 
interrupted Practice of all Ages, *tis a Right the Com- 
mons can never depart from, but muft for ever affert, 
fupport, and maintain. 

For that, although the Lords, in the Preamble of the 
Third Reafon, feem to wave the Difpute; yet having in 
their laft Reafon difallowed the Right of the Commons, 
in granting, limiting, and difpofing publick Aids, the 
Commons think it of higheft Concern, that this Affair, 
being the main Hinge of the Controverly, fhould be clear- 
ed and iettled. 

That the ancient Manner of giving Aids was by Inden- 
ture, to which Conditions were fometimes annexed ; 
the Lords only gave their Confent without making any 
Alteration: And this was the continued Practice, untul the 
latter End of Henry the Fifth, and, in fome Inftances, 
until Henry the Seventh. 

That in the famous Record, called, “‘ The Indemnity of 
the Lords and Commons,” fettled by the King, Lords, 
and Commons, on a moft folemn Debate, in 9° Hen. IV. 
it is declared, That all Grants and Aids are made by the 
Commons, and only afiented to by the Lords. 

That the modern Praétice is to omit the Lords out of 
the granting, and name them Parties only to the enacting 
Claufe of Aids granted to the Crown; to which their 
Lordships have always concurred, and, on Conferences, 
departed from their Attempts of petty Alterations in Acts 
relating thereunto. 

That, if then all Aids be by the Grant of the Commons, 
it follows, that the Limitation, Difpofition, and Manner 
of Account, muft likewife belong only to them. 

And that although the Account, then ftated, was or- 
dered by 19 Car. II. and the Act, to which this Bill re- 
lates, to be brought before their Majefties and both 
Houfes of Parliament, this was a voluntary Act, and no 
Conceffion of the Commons ; for when their Lordfhips 
infifted upon it, as of Right, in 31 Car. II. it was denied ; 
and their Lordfhips, after feveral Conferences thereupon, 
withdrew their Amendments to that Bill. 

The Lords who appeared as Managers, and fpoke 
at this Conference, were the Earl of Devonjfbire, the 
Earl of Nottingham, and the Earl of Rochefter. 

That the Subftance of what was delivered by the Lords, 
was to this Effect; That their Lordfhips are willing at 
all Times to meet with the Commons at Conferences, and 
free Conferences, with an equal Defire to continue a good 
Correfpondence between both Houfes; and have often con- 
defcended in fome Things, rather than to go on with 
further Debates; for tho’ Conferences are the beft way of 
reconciling any Differences between the two Houfes, yet 
they are Marks to the World, that there is fuch a Diffe- 
rence; and the Lords, even in this Cafe, would have con- 
defcended to depart from their Amendments, if they had 
not judged them to be of fuch Confequence that they 
could not do it. 

That they took Notice that it had been faid, That De- 
bates of this Kind ought to be governed either upon Rea- 
fon or Precedent ; and they would endeavour to proceed 
upon both. 

That in the A&t 31 Car II. for difbanding the Army, 
there was no Direction to give an Account to either 
Houfe ; and in the Act in the Year 1677, for the building 
of Ships, there was no Account to be given to the Houfe 
of Lords: So that thefe Precedents which the Gentle- 
men of the Houfe of Commons infift upon, are not very 
applicable in the Matter of Debate; for in the laft Act, 
and the. Bill now depending, there is a Claufe that an 
Account fhall be given to both Houfes. 
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That the Lords had experienced by the laf AG, that 
the Enquiry their Lordfhips are directed to take by this 
Act, are defective and dilatory, for want of Commit: 
fioners that can attend them, and are able to explain 
fuch Things as they may have Occajfion to enquire into ; 
and it cannot be imagined that ever they can have that 
Satisfaction by writing to them, which they may arrive at 
by perfonal Examination. 

That it is very true, That in the Act of 19 Car. II. for 
taking the publick Accounts, there were no Commiflioners 
named by the Lords; but ’tis as true, thofe Commif- 
fioners were not Members of the Houfe of Commons j 
and they had no Reaton to difagree in that Matter, be- 
caufe this Objection did not lie againft them. 

That their Lordfhips declined all Arguments con- 
cerning the Rights of the Commons, in granting, limit- 
ing, and difpofing publick Aids; and therefore forbore 
to anfwer any Arguments of that Kind; for that the Bu- 
finels now depending, relates only to the taking Ac- 
counts, and directing fuch Part of the Revenue as is 
not appropriated to the Payment of the Salaries to 
fuch Perfons as are employed therein; which their Lord- 
fhips take to be quite another thing. 

That the Commons urgé it with great Weighr, if their 
Lordfhips could fhew no Precedent for doing this; but 
if there be any fuch Precedent, their Lordthips did hope 
the Commons would a!!ow them for Reafons ;. for it is not 
to be fuppofed thefe Precedents were made without 
Reafon. 

That the Commons infift they are the Reprefentative 
of all the Commons of Exzgland , and that the Lords can 
name no Commoner a Commiffioner, nor appoint Money 
to fuch Perfons for thefe Services: It appears by the 
Journals of the Lords, and ’tis to be fuppofed in thofé 
of the Commons likewife, That, in the Poll Bill, Augtft, 
1660, the Lords named Commiffioners for the Cingue 
Ports, and expunged fome in Kent and Suffex; to all 
which the Commons agreed: In an Act, 31 Car. Il. for 
difbanding the Forces, the Lords added Bennet Lord Sher- 
rard; and the Commons agreed to it. 

That in an A& made 12 Car. II. for fpeedy difbanding 
the Army, the Lords named Commifiioners that were 
Peers, who were to be joined with Commiffioners named 
by the Commons; and afterwards, in an additional Aé& 
for difbanding the Remainder of the Army, John Walker 
was added a Commiffioner by the Houfe of Lords, and 
his Salary was 20 s. per Diem, which laft Precedent comes 
directly up to be a Precedent in Point; only in the 
Amendments now offered, there are Four who are to have 
Five hundred Pounds per Annum each, and he was one 
who had 365 /. per Annum. , 

That it was infinuated by fome of the Gentlemen of the 
Houfe of Commons, That the End their Lordfhips could 
propofe to themfelves by fuch an Enquiry, mutt be either 
to difcover what Offences have been committed in the 
Mifapplication, or whether there be a Failure of the Mo- 
ney for the Ends for which it was intended ; and that to 
neither of thefe their Lordfhips Enquiry can be of Ufe; 
for as to the Punifhment, it muft be by Impeachment; 
and if there be any want of Money, the Lords cannot come 
at it. This their Lordfhips look on as an Objection to 
the Claufe itfelf, but not to their naming Commifiioners 
to fatisfy their Lordfhips in relation to the Accounts. 

That there are other Ufes may be made of thefe Ac- 
counts: The Lords may have Leifure to enquire into 
thefe Accounts, whilft the Commons are employed on 
other weighty Occafions; and the Lords may take No- 
tice (for there is an Accout of it in the printed Votes, 
licenfed by the Speaker) that the Commons have not made 
fo great a Progrefs in thofe Accounts as their Lordfhips 
have done; and fhould the Lords difcover Mifcarriages, 
they may order a Profecution of them in the Exchequer, 
lay them before the Houfe of Commons, or reprefent the 
Matter to the King. 

That there are fome Precedents in Richard 2d’s Time 3 
and it feems to be implied in the Precedents quoted 
in the Year 1677, about the Act for building Thirty 
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Ships, that the Houfe of Commons have not of them- 
felves a Right to take thefe Accounts; for the Difpute 
then was not about the Commiffioners, but the laying the 
Accounts before the Commons alone: For had they 
Power to call for them theirfelves, an A€t would not have 
been neceffary ; and the Precedent of the Lords receding 
at that Time, ought not to be reckoned to the Difad- 
vantage ; becaufe from their fufpending their Privileges 
at that Time (which they did with a Proteftation) and 
from the Thirty Ships that were built thereupon, it is 
that we fit here in Safety. 

In that Difpute it was acknowledged, That it was the 
inherent Right of the Lords to call forthe Accounts; fo 
that ’tis no extraordinay Thing that the Commons have 
now done; for this Bill gives the Lords and Commons 
an equal Right to call for the Accounts: And fince 
the Commons cannot call for thefe Accounts, fo well as 
by this Bill, wherein they have named Perfons under their 
own Jurifdiction, as Members of your Houfe, it is but 
reafonable they likewife fhould name fuch Commiffioners 
as they may have Authority to call upon; for the Com- 
mons will hardly allow them Authority to fend for the 
Members of the Houfe of Commons. 

On the Whole, fince the Bill had allowed their Lordfhips 
to take the Accounts, their Lordfhips defire to know, 
what Reafon there could be why they fhould not be al- 
lowed the proper Methods of coming at thefe Accounts. 

That the Managers for the Commoners, by way of 
Reply, faid, That the Precedents in 1660, 31 Car. II. and 
additional Bill in 12 Car. II. were no Grounds for their 

Lordfhips infifting to add and appoint Commoners ; 
becaufe in thofe the Lords had the Confent of the Com- 
moners fignified to their Lordfhips by their Reprefen- 
tatives in Parliament; but the Lords have no Right to 
impofe an Office or Burden upon any Commoner without 
their own Confent; and in the Courfe of the Legifla- 
ture, the Lords have no Means to know, neither hath a 
Commoner any way to fignify his Confent or Diffent, 
but by his Reprefentatives in Parliament. To infift to 
appoint Commoners, after their Diffent is fignified in 
the proper Parliamentary Way, is to infift upon a Right 
of appointing Commoners, and impofing a Burden upon 
them without their Confents ; which their Lordfhips ne- 
ver pretended to, no more than the Commons to nomi- 
nate and appoint Peers in any Commiffions. 

That in the, Aid given in the Second Year of their 
Majeities Reign, the Lord Durfley was inferted a Com- 
miffioner ; in cafe the Lords had not fignified his Diffent, 
he had been a Commiffioner ; and yet that would not have 
been a Precedent of the Commons Right of appointing a 
Peer to be a Commiffioner, and infifting upon it; but the 
Lords by Amendment left him out, and the Commons 
agreed to the Amendment, though in a Money Bill, con- 
ceiving they had no Right to infift upon naming a Peer, 
without the Confent of the Peers, who only can bind their 
own Members; neither can the Peers pretend toa larger 
Right over the Commons 

That their Lordfhips, in their Reafons, fay, That if 
they may not nominate Commoners Commiffioners, by 
Parity of Reafon they may be deprived of affigning 
Counfel upon Impeachments for Mifdemeanor, and in 
Cafes of High Treafon, where Matter of Law appears. 

That the Commons conceive this is not a natural Con- 
fequence ; for, in Cafes of Impeachment, they act in their 
judicial Capacity ; and the Law gives the Party accufed a 
Right to have Counfel; and their Lordfhips affign Coun- 
fel, when the Party cannot get Counfel, to affift him; 
and the Law enables their Lordhhips to do it; but there 
is no Law which entitles them to nominate Commif- 
fioners for pafiing Accounts. 

That their Lordfhips alleged, That, in the Bill for re- 
gulating the Tryal of Treafon, both Houfes agreed that 
their Lordfhips might affign Counfel in Cafes of Im- 
peachment for High Treaton. 

That the Bill not paffing, that cannot be urged as a 
Precedent. 

That as the Lords cannot fupply the Want, that being 
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the Act of the Commons, nor punifh the Mifapplication 
till Complaint is made by the Commons ; fo neither can 
their Lordfhips acquaint the Commons at a Conference 
that there hath been a Mifapplication of the Money; be- 
caufe that were giving Judgment before the Matter 
came [a} judicially before them. 

That the Lords cannot punifh a Commoner, except 
for Breach of their Privilege, without an Information 
made by the Commons. 

That fince no Fruit can be had by their Lordfhips 
Enquiry, why fhould. they nominate Commiffioners, not 
being their Reprefentatives ? 

And that to infift upon it at this Time is moft unfea- 
fonable, when the Commons, for the Support of the Go- 
vernment, lay under the heavy Burden of fo many Taxes , 
which Weight will be much increafed, by being denied 
the Satisfaction of knowing how their Money is difpofed 
of, and having thofe fcreened from Juftice who mifap- 
plied the fame; which muft neceffarily happen by deny- 
ing to agree with the Commons. 

That in Anfwer to what was faid by their Lordfhips, 
That in Cafe of the building the Thirty Ships, it was ad- 
mitted their Lordfhips had a Right to take the Accounts, 
it was admitted with this Diftinction, That, as to the 
{tating and examining the Accounts, it belonged only to 
the Commons, but that the Lords claimed the Cogni- 
zance of the Accounts in their judicial Capacity for their 
Information in Cafes of Mifdemeanor. 

That as to the Queftion which their Lordfhips afk, 
To what End are thefe Accounts to be laid before them ? 
to which there feems fome Difficulty to make an Anfwer,; 
the Commons cannot but obferve from thence, their 
Lordfhips Right to demand to have thofe Accounts is 
not very clear; for ’tis a ftrange kind of Right, for which 
’tis hard to give a Reafon. 

Upon Confideration whereof, it was Refolved, That 
this Houfe doth adhere to their difagreeing with the 
Lords to the Amendments, made by the Lords to 
the Bill, intituled, An additional Act for appointing 
and enabling Commiffioners to examine, take, and ftate 
the publick Accounts of the Kingdom; and that this 
Houle doth adhere to the Bill, as it was fent up from this 
Houfe.

‘HE Commons cannot comply with your Lordhhips 
T Defires, contained in your Meffage of the 4th inftant, 
Becaufe the Commons are itill of che fame Opinion, 
as was delivered to your Lordfhips in February, 1691, 
at a free Conference upon the Subject-matter of the 
Amendments, made by the Lords to the additional Bill, 
for the appointing and enabling Commiffioners, to ex- 
amine, take, and ftate, the publick Accounts of the 
Kingdom, when they defired to know the End, your 
Lordthips would propofe to yourfelves by an Enquiry 
into the publick eas ; for, fhould any Mifapplication 
of Money, or Default of Diftribution, appear in the Ac- 
counts, your Lordfhips cannot take Cognizance thereof 
originally, nor otherwife, even in your judicial Capacity, 
than at the Complaint of the Commons; and, fhould a 
Failure or Want of Money appear, it is not in your 
Lordfhips Power to redrefs it; for the Grant of all 
Aids is in the Commons only ; or, if there be any Sur- 
plufage, the Commons only can apply it to the Charge 
of the enfuing Year. 

But fhould the Commons give Leave to the Commif- 
fioners to attend your Lordfhip’s, no Information, they 
can give, again{t any Perfon whatfoever, can entitle your 
Lordbhips either to acquit, or condemn, yet, fince this 
Meffage, the Commons find in your Lordfhips Journals 
the following Refolution; viz. That it is refolved and 
declared bythe Lords Spiritualand Temporal, in Parliament 
affembled, that Charles Lord Halifax, Auditor of the 
Receipt of the Exchequer, hath performed the Duty of 
his Office, in tranfmitting the ordinary impreft Rolls to the 
Queen’s Remembrancer, according to the ancient Cuftom 
of the Exchequer, and the Direction of the A& 8th and 
oth Guliel. tertii Regis (intituled, An A& for the better 
Obfervation of the Courfe anciently ufed in the Receipt 
of the Exchequer) and that he hath not been guilty of 
any Negleét, or Breach of Truft, upon that Account: 

Which looks to the Commons, as if your Lordfhips 
pretended to give a Judoment of Acquittal, without any 
Accufation brought before your Lordfhips, and confe- 
quently without any Trial; and that (which makes your 
Lordfhips proceedings yet more irregular) it tends to 
prejudging a Caufe, which might regularly have come 
before you, either originally by Impeachment, or by 
Writ of Error from the Courts below: And therefore the 
Commons can fee no Ufe of this Refolution, unlefs it be 
either to intimidate the Judges, or prepoffefs a Jury. _ 

But if your Lordfhips could have judged in this 
Matter, it does not appear by your Lordfhips Journals, 
that you have had under Examination the refpective 
Times of tranfmitting the feveral impreft Rolls to the 
Queen’s Remembrancer, without which it is impoffible to 
know, whether the Auditor of the Receipt had done his 
Duty, according to the Act of Parliament, 


Ordered, That a Conference be defired with the Lords, 
upon the Subject-matter of the Meffage from the Lords 
the 4th Inftant, relating to the Commiffioners, for taking,

‘OLONEL Grenville reported, that the Managers of 

4 the free Conference with the Lords, on Téurfday 
laft, had, according to Order, drawn up a Report of the 
fame, which they had dire¢ted him to report to the Houte, 
which he read in his Place, and afterwards delivered in 
at the Clerk’s Table. 

Ordered, That the faid Report be entered upon the 
Journal. 

And the fame is as followeth; vz. 

That the Managers acquainted their Lordfhips, that 
the Commons had defired this free Conference, in order to 
maintain a good Correfpondence between the two Houfes; 
and that, upon Confideration of the Reafons offered. by 
the Commons at the firft Conference, and their Lordthips 
Anfwer delivered at the laft, they took the Points in 
Difference to be, Firft, That no Cognizance the Lords 
could take of the publick Accounts, could enable them 
to fupply any Deficiency, or apply any Surplutage of the 
publick Money, in cafe any fhould be found: And then 
your Managers went on to open the reft of the Particulars, 
which they had in Direction from the Houle to infift on ; 
which they did in the fame Manner, as they appear by 
your Journal; but added, when they acquainted their 
Lordfhips, that the expreffing the Confequences which 
they apprehended might follow from their Refolution, 
that it was not a Charge upon their Lordfhips, that they 
intended that Confequence; but they would have been 
very glad, their Lordfhips would have been pleated to have 
Jet them know, what Ufe was to be made of it, or what 
they intended by it; and concluded, that if their Lord- 
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fhips did controvert any of thofe Points, your Managers 
were ready to maintain them. 

That the Lords made no Anfwer to any of thofe Parti- 
culars, fave tothe Matter of their Refolution relating to 
the Lord Halifax, upon which their Lordfhips did ac- 
knowledge, that they were no Court of Enquiry, to form 
any Accufation: That their Proceedings in relation to 
that Lord, was no Tryal, nor was their Refolution any 
Judement, or Acquittal, but that he might ftill be pro- 
fecuted, as before ; but that which gave Occafion to that 
Proceeding, was the Refolution of the Houfe of Com- 
mons, which they found in the printed Votes, reflecting 
upon a Member of their Houfe; and thereupon they 
thought fit to give their Opinion ; which they did in their 
legiflative Capacity. 

To which the Managers replied, that, their Lordfhips 
having in their Refolutions declared, that they had pro- 
ceeded according to the Rules of Juftice, and the Evi- 
dence, that was before them, the Commons could put no 
other Interpretation upon it, than that it was intended as 
a Judgment ; and no Judgment could be made where 
there was no Accufation ; and if it was not a Judgment, 
they could not imagine what it did tend to. 

As to their Lordfhips delivering their Opinion; the 
Managers obferved, it was againft the Rule of any Court, 
that any Judge whatfoever fhould deliver an Opinion in a 
Caufe that might come before him; and this Matter 
might hereafter come judicially before their Lordfhips. 

And the Managers obferved the great Difference be- 

tween the Refolution of the Commons, and that of the 
Lords: The Vote of the Houfe of Commons was but in 
order to a Profecution, which they can never vote, with- 
out declaring the Crime; and they can never come to be 
Judges of it. The Houfe of Commons is the grand In- 
queft of the Nation; and every Grand Jury, that finds 
Billa vera, upon an Indictment, does by that declare the 
Man guilty: But the Lords have a judicial Capacity ; and 
their Refolution before an Accufation brought, is pre- 
judging the Caufe that may come regularly before them. 
And fome of the Managers, in fpeaking to thefe Points, 
were frequently interrupted by their Lordfhips. 
"As to the Obfervation, the Commons made, that the 
Lords had not examined the refpective Times of tranfmit- 
ting the Impreft Rolls to the Queen’s Remembrancer ; 
your Managers faid, that, as their Lordfhips Refolution 
was no Judgment, fo this Conference was no Tryal. But, 
to fhew the Miftake of their Lordfhips Refolution, they 
obferved the Dates upon the feveral impreft Rolls, that 
had been tranfmitted to the Remembrancer; that they 
apprehended, there were ftill Two wanting ; that the 
Three laft that were tranfmitted, came not to the Re- 
membrancer till ‘anuary laft, the Two firft, on the 23d, 
the laft, on the 27th: The firft of thefe Three impreft 
Rolls, was Money impreft to the 21ft of February, 1700, 
and faid to be in the Firft Year of the Reign of Queen 
Anne; which fhewed that That Roll was fo far from 
being examined, or tran{mitted in time, that it was not 
made up till fince her Majefty came to the Crown. 

That, as the Cuftom formerly had been to fet down the 
‘Time of the Examination of thofe Rolls, fince Mr. Chr. 
Mountague came in to be Auditor, he fet down the Month, 
but not the Day; and fince the Lord Halifax was Audi- 
tor, he has fet down neither Month, nor Day; and, by 
his Example, on the Three laft impreft Rolls the Clerks 
of the Pells had put down no Time at all. 

To which a noble Lord, in his own Defence, replied, 
that the Lords Refolution was well founded, fince they 
had the Rolls themfelves before them, and Proof upon 
Oath: That, by the Words of the Act, the Auditor was 
to tranfmit the impreft Rolls to the Remembrancer half- 
yearly, according to the ufual Courfe of the Exchequer, 
which is Eight Months, and Four Months : That it was 
not his Duty to tranfmit them immediately to the Remem- 
brancer, becaufe he was to fend them to the Clerk of the 
Pells, who is to examine and fign them; and it cannot be 
imagined, the Auditor fhould be tied to a certain Time, to 
tranfmit the Rolls to the Remembrancer, becaule they 
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to 
mutt firft go through another Hand; and he never to I 
it, there was any Occafion to put dowa the ine he ex- 
amined thems for that would appear from the Time of 


the Delivery, and Date of the Roll. 

_ That there was One examined by the Clerk of the Pells 
the 4th of Yuly, and not delivered till the 23d of Fenuary ; 
which he did not take to be the Auditor’s Fault, but 
took it to be the Duty of the Clerk of the Pelis to deli- 
ver them : That every Body knew the great Trouble had 
been given in his, as well as other Offices, by the Com- 
miffioners of Accounts: That no public Lofs had hap- 
pened by not tranfmitting thefe Rolls, no Procefs having 
been iflued forth for many Years upon them. 

To this your Managers anfwered, that, though Half: 
yearly fhould be taken for Eight Months, and Four 
Months, yet, by that, they mutt be tranfinitred twice a 
Year ; and that he had failed in his Duty in that refpect. 

To conftrue the ancient Courfe of the Exchequer, in the 
Aét of Parliament, to be meant, that the Cler!: of the Pells 
fhould tranfmit the Rolls, is a direét Contradi&ion to the 
Act, that fays, the Auditor fhall do it; and the ancient 
Courfe of the Exchequer not having been obferved, was 
the Occafion of making that Law; and that they thought, 
Laws were made to be oblerved. That indeed no Pro- 
cefs could iffue, till the Rolls were tranfmitted ; and pof- 
fibly that might be the Ground, ihe Accounts have been 
fo long unpaffed, to the Prejudice of the Publick. That 
his Lordfhip’s Apprehenfion, there was no Lofs to the 
Publick, by not tranfmitting the Rolls, might probably 
be the Reafon of his Lordfhip’s neglecting his Duty.

My Lords and Gentlemen, 

I Have called you together, as foon as J thought you 

could conveniently come out of your Countries, that 
no Time might be loft in making our Preparations for 
carrying onthe prefent War; in which I do not doubt of 
your chearful Concurrence, fince you cannot but be 
fenfible, that on the Succefs of it depends our own Safety 
and Happinefs, and that of all Europe. 

I hope [ have improved the Confidence you repofed 
in me laft Year, to your Satisfaction, and the Advantage 
of us, and our Allies, by the Treaty with the King of 
Portugal, and the Declaration of the Duke of Savoy, 
which, in great meafure, may be imputed to the Chear- 
fulnefs with which you fupported me in this War, and 
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the Affurance with which you trufted me in the Conduct 
of it; and we cannot fufficiently acknowledge the Good- 
nefs of Almighty God, who.is pleated to afford us fo fair 
a Profpect, as we now have, of bringing it toa glorious 
and {peedy Conclulion. ‘ 

I muft therefore defire you, Gentlemen of the Houfe 
of Commons, to grant me fuch Supplies ‘as fhall be 
requifite to defray the neceflary Charge of the War ia 
the next Year, with regard not only to all our forme 
Engagements, but particularly to our Alliance lately 
made with the King of Portugal, for recovering the 
Monarchy of Spain from the Houfe of Bourbon, and re- 
{toring it to the Houle of 4uftria; which Treaty, being 
in itfelf of the higheft Importance imaginable, and re- 
quiring all poffible Difpatch in the Execution of it, has 
neceffarily occafioned a great Expence even in this prefent 
Year, though not fo much as it will require, and for 
which, I hope, we fhall be amply recompenfed, in the next. 

The Subfidies, which will now beimmediately required, 
for the Affiftance of the Duke of Savoy, will likewife 
occafion a further neceffary Charge. 

I muft take notice to you, that, though no particular 
Provifion was made in the laft Seffion, either for the 
Charge of our prefent Expedition to Portugal, or for 
that of the Augmentation Troops defired by the States 
General ,; yet the Funds, given by Parliament, have held 
out fo well, and the Produce of the Prizes has proved fo 
confiderable, that you will find, the Publick will not be 
in Debt, by reafon of either of thefe additional Services. 

I may further obferve to you, that, though the Funds 
for the civil Government are diminifhed by the War, I 
have, in Conjunction with the States General, contributed 
out of my own Revenue towards fome public Services, 
and particularly, the Support of the Circle of Suadia, 
whofe firm Adherence to the Intereft of the Allies, under 
the greateft Preffures, did very well deferve our feafonable 
Affiftance; and I fhall fill. be careful not to engage my- 
felf in any unneceffary Expence of my own, that I may 
have the more to fpare towards the Eafe of my Subjects. 

My Lords and Gentlemen, 

I heartily with, fome eafy, and lefs chargeable, Method 
could be found, for the fpeedy and effectual manning of 
the Fleet. 

I muft alfo recommend to you to make fome Regula- 
tion, for preventing the exceffive Price of Coals. I have 
examined this Matter, and taken particular Care to ap- 
point Convoys for that Service; but the Price has not 
been in the leaft abated, notwithftanding a very confide- 
rable Quantity has been imported fince that Time. This 
gives great Ground of Sufpicion, there may be a Com- 
bination of fome Perfons, to enrich themfelves by a 
general Oppreffion of others, and particularly the Poor: 
It will deferve your Confideration, how to remedy this 
great Inconvenience. 

And, in all your Affairs, I muft recommend to you as 
much Difpatch as the Nature of them will admit. This is 
neceffary to make our Preparations early, on which, in great 
meafure, depends the good Succefs of all our Enterprizes. 

I want Words to exprefs to you my earneft Defires of 
feeing all ‘my Subjects in perfect Peace and Union among 
themfelves: I have nothing fo much at Heart, as their 
general Welfare and Happinefs.

ter, by Adjournment, at Pontefraé, the 1ath Day of O£o- 
ber aforcfaid, was prefented to the Houfe, and read ; fet- 
ting forth, that moft of the Traders in the faid Riding are 
Freeholders, dealing in the Cloth Manufaéture, and have 
frequent Occafions to borrow Money upon their Eftates, 
for managing their Trades, but, for want of a Regifter, 
find it difficult to give Security, to the Satisfaction of thofe 
who have Money to lend; by Means whereof whole Fa- 
milies have been ruined, and many other Inconveniences 
daily happen, not only to the faid Traders, but to the faid 
Riding in general, which might, as the Petitioners con- 
ceive, be remedied by a Regifter: And praying, that 
Leave may be given to bring in a Bill for the publick 
regiftring of all Conveyances, Mortgages, or other Secu- 
rities, that fhall hereafter be made, of any Lands, Tene- 
ments, or Hereditaments, within the faid Weft Riding.

ty thoufand Men, Augmentation, 15 March, 1703. 

W HEREAS the Queen of Great Britain, and the 

Lords the States General of the United Provinces 

of the Low Countries, have thought fit to augment their 

Land Forces to Twenty thoufand Men more than they 

had the laft Campaign, to act jointly againft the common 

Enemy, they have believed it neceffary to agree thereon 
in the following Manner; viz. =~ 
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The faid 20,co6 Men fhall be raifed, or agreed for, 
where it may be done; on Condition, that the Four Re- 
giments, that is, Three of Foot, and one of Dragvons, 
that the faid States have already raifed at Leige, and thofe 
they have tranfacted for with foreign Princes, viz. Three 
Battalions of his Highnefs the Bifhop and Prince of Mua- 
fier, One Battalion of the Bifhop of Ofnabrug, and One 
Battalion of the Prince of Eaft Friefland, thali be compre- 
hended in that Number; as likewife Six Regiments. of 
Foot, which the Queen of Great Britain thall give of her 
own Subjects, without any Levy-money, and which fhe 
fhall order to be tranfported into this Country at her own 
Charges; where they fhall ferve upon the Evglih Pay : 
That the faid Queen, and the faid States, fhall pay each 
their Moiety of the Levy-money, and other Charges of 
the Troops, that fhall be raifed, or negotiated, as aforefaid ; 
and as to the Pay of the faid 20,0c0 Men, comprehend- 
ing therein the Six Regiments of Foot before-men- 
tioned, upon the Foot of the Englifb Pay, they hall divide 
it between them the beft they can, each charging himfelf 
with a Moiety of the faid Pay: And they fhall together 
have the Dilpofal of them, and employ them, as the Oc- 
cafion of the War fhall require, and as the Generals on 
both Sides fhall find neceffary, as was practifed the laft 
Campaign in relation to the foreign Forces, which the 
faid Queen and the faid States had in common between 
them. This Covention fhall be ratified, and the Rati- 
fications fhall be exchanged in Three Weeks time, or 
fooner, if it may be. In Teftimony whereof, we the un- 
der-written Envoy Extraordinary and Plenipotentiary of 
the Queen of Great Britain, and the Deputies of the faid 
Lords the States General, have figned thefe Prefents, and 
fealed them with the Seals of our Arms, at the Hague, 
the 15th of March, 1703. 


II. The faid Tranfation of the Convention made _ he- 
tween the Deputies of the States General, in behalf 
of the Queen of Great Britain and the faid States 
General of the United Provinces, of the one Part, 
and his Highnefs the Bifhop and Prince of Munjter, 
of the other. 

I. 
IS Highnefs will moreover furnifh the States General 
with [wo thoufand Four hundred Men, confifting 
of Three Battalions, of Eight Companies each, and each 
Company of One hundred Men, in the fame Manner, 
and on the fame Foot, as thofe are, which his Highnefs 
has already put into the Service of the States General. 


2. 
The 2400 Men fhall be good Troops, well cloathed 
and armed, and provided with all Neceffaries. 


3° 
His Highnefs will orderthe faid Troops to march as foon 
as poflible, and engages, they fhall arrive on the Frontier 
of the States towards the End of this Inftant March. 


4. 

The faid Battalions, being arrived onthe Frontiers, fhall 
be received there by a Commiffary, authorized to that 
Purpofe; and they ‘hall take the Oath of Fidelity to the 
States, in the fame Manner, as the other 2000 Men have 
done; and a Month’s Pay fhall then be advanced to 
them, by way of Loan.

The faid Three Battalions fhall be regularly paid, on 
the fame Foot as the States General pay their own Troops, 
and fhall be placed upon good Pay-offices, and even on 
that of the Province of Holland, as far as the Conftitution 
of the State, and the Difpofition of the Revenues, will 
permit; and their Payment fhali be {peedily made, and 
in the mean time they fhall be provifionally paid by the 
Pay-office of the Union at the Hague; and in cafe any of 
the Officers, or Soldiers, of the Troops of his Highnefs 
are taken Prifoners, they fhall be claimed, ranfomed, or 
exchanged for thofe of the Enemy, in the fame Manner 
as the States own Troops are. 


The Pay and Entertainment of the faid Battalions fhali 
commence the 25th of this Inftant March, and fhall be ad- 
vanced, 
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vanced, as is the faid in the 4th Article; fo that the Se- 
cond Month fhall commence the 7th of May, which 
fhall be paid the 25th of Fune. 


7: 

The Extraordinaries, for Forage, Bread Waggons, 
Recruits, Quarters, Profits, and the-like, fhall punctually 
be paid, and on the fame Foot as to the other Auxiliary 
Troops. ‘ 

If his Royal Highnefs thall think fit to put at the Head 
of the faid Troops any of his Generals, he fhall ferve in the 
Army of the States, and in Detachments that fhall be made 
from the Army ; and he fhal) take his Turn according to 
his Rank, and fhall receive, befides the ufual Pay, and 
other Advantages, of a Colonel and Captain, the extraor- 
dinary Allowance of other Generals, according to his Poft. 


And, that the faid tienen may take better Care of the 
Prefervation of all the Troops of his Highnefs, thefe laft 
fhall be joined, in cafe of Action, with the other Two 
thoufand Men, which were given to the States the Year 
before, fo far as the Occafions of the War fhall require 
and permit ; and they fhall not be fent to the Upper Rhine, 
whilft the Lower Rhine, and confequently the Frontiers 
of the Bifhoprick of Munjfer, remain expofed to Danger ; 
but, the Danger being over, the faid Troops fhall be em- 
ployed, where the Occafions of the War fhall require, un- 
der the Command of the General in chief, as was ftipu- 
lated by the 4th Article of the former Treaty of the 17th 
Oéfober, 4701.

It fhall be lawful to raife Recruits in the Dominions of 
his Highnefs, not only for the faid 2400 Men, but like- 
wife for the Regiments which his Highnefs has already 
put into the Service of the States. 


II. 

The vacant Plaees of the Officers fhall be filled up by 
his Highnefs; but he fhall firft acquaint the Council of 
State with their Names, that they may be entered upon 
the Lifts; and he fhall have regard, as far as may be, to 
the Recommendation of the States, according to their 
Refolution of the 4th of Augu/t, 1702.

The Troops fhall preferve their Jurifdiction, and fhall 
caufe Juftice to be done, according to their Cuftoms, by 
their own Officers, and People appointed for that Pur- 
pofe.

ment, and other Advantages, in that Cafe the 2000 Men,

The feparate Articles with Munfter. 

WHEREAS it was agreed by the 8th Article of the. 

Convention, made the 17th Ofober, 1701, that 
the States fhould caufe to be paid to his Highnefs of Mun- 
fier, for the Year 1703, a Gratuity of 40,000 Crowns, 
and that that Sum fhould be continued to him every Year, 
as long as he fhould fupply the States General with the 
2000 Men agreed for; the States do promife, by thefe 
Prefents, to continue to his Highnefs that Gratuity of 
40,000 Crowns, Holland’s Money, yearly, as long as the 
faid 2000 Men fhall remain in the States Service; and 
they fhall be paid every Three Months, without fail. 

| 2. 

The-States particularly promife to ufe their good Offices 
with her Majeity the Queen of Great Britain, in order to 
procure to his Highnefs the Payment of the Arrear of Sub- 
fidy from that Crown ; and if her Majefty will negotiate 
Money in Holland, by way of Loan, upon the Guaranty of 
the States General, they will endeavour to make it a Con- 
dition, that thofe Arrears fhall be paid out of the faid Loan. 


Thefe Articles fhall be of "he fame Force-and Virtue as 
thofe of the Convention, concluded this Day, between the 
States General and his Highnefs of Munfter, and fhall be 
alike ratified on both Sides; and the Ratifications fhall be 
exchanged at the Hague in Fifteen Days time, or fooner, 
if itbe poffible. In Witnefs whereof, we, the Deputies of 
the Lords the States General, on the one Side, and the 
Counfellor and Plenipotentiary of his Highnefs of Muz- 
Jter, on the other, have ftgned and fealed theie Prefents 
at the Hague, 3 March, 1703. 

N° III. The Tranflation of the Convention between her 
Majefty the Queen of Great Britain and the States 
General of the United Provinces, of the one Part, 
and his Highnefs the Duke of Holffein, of the other. 

HE, Queen of Great Britain, and the States General 
of the United Provinces, fhall renew, as they do 
hereby 
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hereby renew, Guarantee of the Treaties of Altena, of the 
2oth of Fune, 1689, and of Travendall, of 18 Auguft, 
1700; fo that nothing may be done to the contrary, 
efpecially, in cafe the Dominions of his Highnefs fhall be 
attacked for giving his Troops to the Confederates. 


2. 

His Highnefs fhall furnith the faid Queen of Great 
Britain and the States General with two Regiments of 
Dragoons, of 561 Men each, and Two Regiments of 
Foot, of 881 Men each, including the Officers, well 
mounted, cloathed, and armed. 


The faid Queen and the fai States General fhall pay 
to his Highnefs One hundred thoufand Crowns, at the 
Hague, or at Amfterdam;, one Half within Fifteen Days 
from the Ratification of this prefent Treaty, and the 
other, upon the Arrival of the faid Four Regiments on 
the Frontiers of the States of the United Provinces, as 
a Compenfation for the Augmentation of the faid Re- 
giments, and the Expence his Highnets is obliged to 
undergo. 


4. 

The Two Regiments of Dragoons fhall begin their 
March 26 /pril, or fooner, if poffible,; and the Two 
Regiments of Foot fhall embark at Tonningben on the 
2oth, or thereabouts; when her Majefty the Queen of 
Great Britain and the States General fhall fend thither, 
at their own Charge, a fufficient Number of Tranfport 
Ships, with a Convoy for the Security of their Paffage. 
The Payment of both fhall commence only from the Day 
they fhall arrive on the Frontiers, and in the Harbours of 
the States; and it fhall be affigned upon good Pay 
Offices, and be made as fpeedily, as that of ‘the Troops 
of Hanover and Cell, which have covenanted prompt 
Payment; and, as for the reft, they fhall be allowed 
Waggons, Recruits, and other Advantages, which are 
enjoyed by the aforefaid Troops. 


Each Regiment, upon their Arrival on the Frontiers, 
or in the Harbours of the States, fhall receive a Month’s 
Pay of Six Weeks, for ae" March. 

Among the Colonels of the faid Four Regiments a 
Major-general may be appointed, who fhall be allowed 
the fame Pay, and other Advantages, on the fame Foot 
with thofe of the States; and who fhall ferve, and take 
his Turn, according to his Rank. 


The faid Four Regittenss fhall be employed in the 
Field, and fhall ferve in the fame Army, and in the fame 
Body, without being detached feparately , and, to facili- 
tate the raifing of Recruits, they fhall have their Winter 
Quarters on the Maes, the Rhine, or in other Places neareft 
to the Dominions of his Highnefs, as far forth as Conve- 
niency, and the Occafions of the War, will permit. 


8. 

The faid Troops, with their Officers, fhall be obliged 
to take an Oath of Fidelity to the faid Queen, and the 
faid States General; which fhall be adminiftred by their 
Commiffaries, who fhall mufter the Dragoons, when they 
pafs the Z/d, and the Foot, when they embark. 


His Highnefs fhall fill tip the vacant Places of Officers, 
but fhall immediately acquaint the Queen’s General, 
and the Council of State, refpectively, with their Names, 
how they are filled up, that they may be entered upon 
the Lifts; and his Highnefs will have Regard to the Re- 
commendation of the faid Queen, and of the faid States, 
as far as may be. The faid Four Regiments fhall have 
their Courts Martial feparately, and Juftice fhall be done 
by their own Officers, and People appointed for that 
Purpofe, unlefs it be for a Crime that concerns direétly 
the Service of the faid Queen, and of the faid States 
General, in Cafes of Treafon, Cowardice, or the like ; 
in which Cafes the Criminal fhall be judged in the ordi- 
nary Courfe of Juftice, a third Part of the Officers of 
his Highnefs being neverthelefs admitted into the Court 
Martial. 

Vor. XIV, 
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It fhall be lawful for the Officers of the faid Four 
Regiments to raife their Recruits in the Dominions of 
his Highnefs. 

II, 

The faid Four Regiments fhall remain in the Servicé 
of the faid Queen, and the faid States General, during 
this prefent War; and when they fhall be difmiffed, after 
the Peace, they fhall receive Two current Months Pay of 
12 Months in the Year, for their Return, befides Recruit- 
money, at 60 Crowns for every Dragoon, and 25 Crowns 
for every Foot Soldier, for fo many Men as the Officers 
fhall prove to have been loft by the Enemy; who fhall, 
neverthelefs, be anfwerable to his Highnefs for what Men 
may be then wanting in the faid Regiments, 


12. 

In cafe his Highnefs fhould be attacked in his own 
Dominions, the faid Four Regiments hall be fent back td 
him; and the like fhall be done, in cafe the King of 
Sweden fhould be attacked in Pomerania by any State, or 
Prince, which he had not firft attacked; provided, that, 
in this laft Cafe, his Highnefs fhall be obliged to repay 
for every Dragoon 60 Crowns, and for every Foot 
Soldier 25 Crowns, for fo many as his Highnefs fhall 
recall, before they are permitted to march: But, in cafe 
his Highnefs may alfo give in Payment what fhall be due 
to his Troops, either for Waggon-money, Recruits, or 


otherwife, his Highnefs engages himfelf to fend them 


back, as foon as Danger is over, and he fhall be re- 
quired fo to do; and, in this Cafe, his Highnefs fhall be 
reimburfed the Money agreed upon for every Dragoon 
and Foot Soldier, which his Highnefs was obliged to pays 
when he recalled them, and made them come back.

The Exchange of the Ratifications of this Convention 
fhall be made within the Space of Three Weeks, or .

The Tranflation of the Treaty with the Duke of 
Sax Gotha, for Troops, the 27th of March, 1703. 


PT HE Duke of Sax Gotha having fignified to the King 

of Pruffia his Defires, That the Two Regiments of 
Dragoons and Two of Foot, that have been tome time 
engaged in his Majefty’s Service, may be difcharged, in 
order to enter into the Service of her Majefty the Queen 
of Great Britain, and their High Mightineffes the States 
General of the United Provinces, his Majefty of Pruffa, 
being moved by his Zeal for the Intereft of the common 
Caufe, was very willing to comply with the Requeft: 
Whereupona Negotiation having been feton foot between 
her faid Majefty of Great Britain, their High Mighti- 
neffes, and his moft ferene Highnefs, they have agreed 
upon the following waa : 

ft. 

Thefe Troops fhall confit of Two Regiments of Dra- 
goons, and Two of Foot. The Regiments of Dragoons 
fhall have each Six Troops, and each Troop 72 Men, 
when complete ; each Regiment, together with the Field 
Officers, making 446 Men, and 468 Horfes. The Regi- 
ments of Foot fhall be compofed of 12 Companies each, 
with 70 Men, when complete; and adding the 14 Field 
Officers, there will be in each Regiment 854 Men, and 
in both together 1708 » So the Total of Dragoons’and 
Foot will be 2600 Men. 


2. 

Thefe Forces fhall be well cloathed, and well armed ; 
and the Dragoons furnifhed with good Horfes, mounted 
and equiped like Light Horfe.

The Queen of Great Britain and the States fhall pay

The faid Queen of Great Britain, and the States, may 
pleafe to appoint Commiffaries, who fhall receive thefe 


Troops at Cologne, or upon the Frontiers, and give them 
the Oath of Fidelity. 


The faid Regiments fhall be regularly paid, upon the 
fame Foot as the other foreign Troops are; viz. the 
States Half upon the Spot where they fhall be; which

When, after a Peace is made with the Crowns of 
France and Spain, the faid Queen and States would fend 
home the faid Troops, his Highnefs the Duke fhall have 
Two Months Notice, before they are upon their March 
homeward ; and they fhall be paid all Orders for Arrears, 
of what Nature foever, before they are difimified.

When the faid Queen and States fhall fend back the 
faid Troops, in this Cafe they fhall receive a Month's 
Pay for their Return, before they begin to march.

H! S Electoral Highnefs engages to furnifh her Majefty 
the Queen of Great Britain, and the States General 
of the United Provinces, with a Body of Foot, of 2600 
Men, that fhall form Four Battalions, according to the 
State hereunto annexed.

The faid Four Battalions fhall be complete, well armed 
and clothed, in the fame Manner as the other Regiments 
of Foot are, which his Electoral Highneis has in the 
Service of the States, within the Space of T'wo Months 
after the figning of this Treaty.

ther as may be, and likewife is his Electoral Highnefs’ 
Countries lying along the Rhine, and towards the Mo/elle 
at leaft, if the Necefiities of the War do not otherwife 
require. 

10. 

Her Majefty and the States may have the faid Four 
Battalions reviewed, as often as they fee Occafion. 

II. 

The faid Four Battalions fhall be employed in the 
Campaign, and ferve in the fame Army, or in the fame 
Corps, with his Electoral Highnefs’ other Troops in the 
States Pay, without feparating them, unlefs the Neceffities 
or Occafions of the War require it. 


12. 
His Electoral Highnefs fhall fill up the Vacancies of 
Officers, that fhall happen; but fhall acquaint the General 
of her Majefty’s Forces, and the States Deputies, with 
their Names, that fhall fill them up, that they may be 
put upon thei Lifts; and he fhall have Regard, as much 
as may be, to the Recommendation of the faid General, 
and fuch as fhall be given by the Srates.

The faid Four Battalions fhall have their own Courts Mar- 
tial, and Juftice fhall be adminiitred by their own Officers, 
and Perfons appointed for that Purpote, excepting when 
they commit any Crimes, in which the Service of her Ma- 
jefty, or the States, is direétly concerned, as in cafe of Trea- 
fon, Cowardice, and the like; wherein the Criminal fhall 
be judged by the ordinary Courie of Juftice, his Electoral 
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dighnefs’s Officers being neverilielels admitted to make 
one Third of the Court Martial.

The Cfficers of the faid Four Battalions fhall be per- 
mitted to make their Recruits in the Dominions ot his 
Ele€toral Highnefs, 

15. 

When the faid Four Battalions are to be fent home, her 
Majefty and the States fhall give his Electoral Highnef 
Two Months Notice of it before-hand; and their Pay thall 
be continued to the Day they leave the Frontiers of the 
States; and they fhall have a Month’s Pay befides, con- 
fifting of 42 Days, for their Return, over and above the 
Money for Recruits, at the Rate of 25 Crowns a Man. for 
as many Heads, as the Officers fhall certify to have eed 
loft in Battle; who fhall anfwer to his Eleétoral Hich- 
nefs for the reft that fhall be then wanting to the Regi- 
ments ; but the Payment of the faid Money for Recruits 
fhall not be made, in cafe there be a Peace before the 
Firft of April next Year. 

16. 

The Deferters on both Sides, that fhall be found in the 
faid Body, when they pafs the firft Review, thall not be 
looked after, nor claimed, thofe excepted, who fhall have 
deferted after the figning of this Treaty. 


17. 

The prefent Convention fhall be ratified, and the Ra- 
tifications exchanged on both Sides, in 15 Days, or Three 
Weeks at fartheft, reckoning from the Day of the fion- 
ing, and fooner, if it is poffible. In Witnefs whereof 
we, the Envoy Extraordinary and Plenipotentiary of her 
Majefty the Queen of Great Britain, and the Deputies of 
the Lords the States General, on one Part, and the 
Plenipotentiary of his Highnefs the Elector Palatine, on 
the other, have figned this Convention, and fealed the 
fame, at the Hague, the 17th May 1703.

[*"J"HE Convention, concluded between her Majefty 
the Queen of Great Britain, and their Highnefies 
the Elector and Duke of Brunfwick Lunebourg,) the 16 
of November 1702, for a Succour of ‘Ten thoufand Men, 
[ being ]near expired, both Parties have agreed to continue 
the faid Treaty upon the following Conditions : 
ft. 

Her Majefty will continue to pay and entertain the 
Troops of their Highneffes, which fhall remain in her 
Service the next Year 1704, viz. 700 Horfe, in Two 
Regiments, and 8525 Foot, in Eleven Regiments, ac- 
cording to the Eftablifhment hereunto annexed, being on 
the Foot of their Troops, which their Highneffes have 
in the Service of the States General, as well for their 
ordinary Pay, as for the extraordinary Contingencies, 
which, for a long Month of Six Weeks, or 42 Days, 
together with the 1050 Florins a Month, which her Ma- 
jefty pays for the Expences of the Hofpital, according to 
the abovefaid Eftablifhment, annexed to this Treaty, will 
make the Sum 192,762 Livres 4d. Holland’s Money ; 
which fhall be regularly paid at Rotterdam, from Fort- 
night to Fortnight. And fince the Payment, which is 
regulated by the aforefaid firft Convention, ends with this 
Year, according to the New Stile, the Payment of this

Her Majefty paying the Horfe, according to the Fourth 
Article, only on the foot of Two Regiments, of 700 
Horfe, notwithftanding there is a much greater Number, 
which are paid only as Foot, it is agreed on both Sides, 
thattheir Highnefies may, whenever they pleafe, change for 
Foot the Number of Horfe, which are over and above the 
faid T'wo Regiments, which, together, make 700 Horfe. 
And the faid Body of Troops fhall not be feparated in the 
Field, to ferve in different Armies; nor be quartered, or 
put into Garrifons in Flanders, or other Maritime Places.

Their Highneffes referve to themfelves the Liberty to

1ft Article. 

THE Treaties formerly concluded between the afore- 

faid Potentates, are approved, confirmed, and rati- 
fied, that they may be exa¢tly and fully obferved, except 
‘in fuch Matters as fhall be otherwife taken care of and 
provided for by this Treaty; fo that a real Friendthip, 
and firm Union of Minds, may be eftablifhed, and flourith 
between their Kingdoms and Territories, their People 
and Subjects, and that they may be mutually affifting to 
one another, every one of the aforefaid Pocentates pro- 
moting the Welfare and Advantage of his Allies, in the 
fame Manner as he does his own, . 


2. 
If it hall at any Time happen, that the Kings of Spain 
and France, as well the prefent as future, or either of them, 
have a mind, or be fufpected ‘to intend to make War 
again{ft the Kingdom of Portugal, in its Continent, or 
Tranfmarine Provinces (whatever King they [a] be) her 
facred royal Majefty of Great Britain, and the States 
General, fhall ufe their Endeavours, in a friendly Man- 
ner, to perfuade the faid Kings, or either of them, that 
he, or they, will keep the Treaties of Peace with Por- 
gal, and not make War upon that Kingdom. 


3. 
But in cafe thefe Offices fhall avail nothing, but prove 
ineffectual, fo that the faid Kings, or either of them, fhall 
wage War againft Portugal, the aforefaid Potentates of 
Britain and Holland, fhall make War, with all their 
Might, againft the aforefaid King or Kings that fhall 
invade Portugal, and towards carrying on the War that 
fhall be waged in the Continent of that Kingdom, fhall 
furnifh Twelve thoufand Soldiers, whom they fhall be 
obliged to arm, and pay them what fhall be needful, as 
well in Quarters, as out of them; and the Confederates 
fhall have that Number complete, by fending Recruits 
as often as there fhall be occafion.

And in this Cafe alfo, the aforefaid Potentates of Britain 
and Holland fhall be obliged to have and maintain, upon 
the Coaft of Portugal and in the’Ports of that Kingdom, 
a competent Number of Ships of War, to defend their 
Coafts and Ports, their Commerce and Merchants Ships, 
from any hoftile Infult; fo that upon any Information 
or Intelligence, that their Ports and Fleets aforefaid are in 
danger of being invaded by a greater hoftile Force, the 
faid Confederates fhall be obliged, before any fuch Inva-

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fion happen to fend fuch a Number of Ships of War into 
Portugal, as fhall be equal, and even fuperior to the 
Ships and Strength of the Enemy, who fhall intend to 
invade the Ports and Fleets aforefaid.

But if the aforefaid Kings of Spain and France, or either 
of them, fhall make War upon the Tranfmarine Provinces 
or Dominions of Portugal, or if his facred royal Majefty 
of Portugal fhall know that.they do it, the afore- 
faid Potentates of Britain and Holland thall furnith his 
jacred royal Majefty of Portugal with fuch a Number of 
Ships of War as fhall be of equal Force and Strength 
with the Enemies Fleet, and even fuperior ; fo that they 
may not only be able to refift them, but alfo to hinder 
that War and Irruption, as long as the War fhall laft, and 
there fhall be Occafion: But if the Enemy hall poffefs 
themfelves of any Town, or feize any Place, in the afore- 
faid Tranfmarine Provinces and Dominions, which they 
may fortify, thefe Succours fhall continue until the full 
Recovery of fuch Town or Place, or Towns and Places, 
in cafe there fhall be more taken. 

6. 

All thefe auxiliary Ships fhall be fubject to the Com- 
mand of his facred Royal Majefty of Portugal, that they 
may do thofe Things which fhall be commanded by his 
faid Majefty ; but if they fhall proceed to the Tranfma- 
rine Provinces and Dominions of Portugal, they thall alfo 
do thofe Things that fhall be injoined them by the Vice- 
roys and Governors there, in the Name of his facred 
royal Majefty. 


7, 

And when the auxiliary Ships of the Two Potentates of 
Britain and Holland fhall be joined with the Ships of Por- 
tugal, in order to affift them, the Commander of the Fleet 
or Ships of Portugal, to whom the Right of carrying the 
Flag fhall belong, fhall give the Signal, and fummon a 
Council of War, which fhall be held in the Admiral Por- 
tuguefe Ship; and Orders fhall be difpatched by the Com- 
mander of the Fleet or Ships of Portugal, to execute thofe 
things which fhall be refolved in Council, and which the 
Commanders of the auxiliary Ships fhall put in Execu- 
tion, every one on board his own Ship. 

8. 

But if at any Time the Ships of the Three confederate 
Nations fhall be joined to attempt any thing, which is 
for the common Benefit of all the Confederates, the Com- 
mander that fhall have the Right’ of carrying the Flag, 
and who has the greateft Proportion of Ships of his Na- 
tion, fhall enjoy the Right and Prerogative which is ex- 
preffed in the foregoing Article, viz. of giving the Sig- 
nal, and calling of Councils to his own Admiral Ship, 
and of the other Things which are there fet forth. 


9- 

The Twelve thoufand Soldiers, which the Potentates 
of Britain and Holland are to fend to the Affiftance of his 
facred royal Majefty of Portugal, and to maintain at their 
own Expence, and recruit as there fhall be Occafion, as 
long as the War lafts, as is contained in the 3d Head or 
Article of this Treaty, fhall be fubject, not only to the 
fupreme Commands of his facred royal Majefty, but 
alio of his Commanders or Generals, and alio of fuch 
Officers, who, by their Pofts, are fuperier to them ; but 
for Breach of Orders, Crimes, and Offences, which they 
may commit, they fhall be punifhed by the Commanders 
or Generals of the Army, as the Portugue/e themfelves are 
or fhall be punifhed by Martial Law, more efpecially 
for thofe Things which relate to the Violation of Things 
which concern Religion.

The Confederates fhall give all manner of Licence, 
Aid, and Affiftance to the Farmers of his facred royal 
Majefty of Portugal, in the Cafe above expreffed, that 
they may carry out of their Ports and Countries, Gun- 
powder, Weapons, Arms, Corn of all Sorts, and other 
warlike Inftruments and Stores, as well for Sea as Land,

If it fhould at any time happen, that the Kings of Spain 
and France, or either of them, fhould go about to make 
War againft the Kingdom of Creat Britain, or the United 
Provinces, his facred royal Majefty of Portugal fhall ufe 
his Endeavours, in a friendly Manner to perfuade the 
faid Kings, or either of them, to keep the Treaties of 
Peace with the forefaid Kingdom of Great Britain, and 
the United Provinces. 

12. 

But in cafe thefe Offices fhould avail nothing, and 
prove ineffectual, fo that the forefaid’ Kings, or either of 
them, fhall make War againit the Kingdom of Great Bri- 
tain, or the United Provinces, his facred royal Majefty 
of Portugal fhall in like Manner be obliged to make War, 
with all his Might, againft the forefaid Kings, or either 
of them; and in that Cafe alfo the Two Potentates of 
Great Britain and the States General fhall fupply him 
with the fame Aids of Soldiers and Ships, as are agreed 
by the precedent Heads or Articles, in cafe that the Kings 
of France and Spain, or either of them, fhall make War 
againft Portugal, and with all thofe Things, in the fame 
Manner as is there exprefied.

As well in the Firft as cena Cafe of making War, his 
facred royal Majefty of Portugal fhall be obliged to have 
Ten Ships of War, for the Defence of himfelf and his 
Confederates; neverthelefs, in fuch Manner, that if the 
Spaniards and French together, or Spaniards only, make 
War againft the Confederates, in fuch cafe, the Ten Ships 
of War of his facred royal Majefty of Portugal fhall not 
be obliged to ftir from the Coaft of Portugal, where they 
will be of great Ufe to divert the Forces of the Enemy ; 
but if War is made only by the French, it fhall be lawful 
for the Ships of Portugal to affift the Confederates, in 
Conjunction with their Fleets. 


14. 

Neither Peace nor Truce {hall be made, but by the 
mutual Confent of the Confederates; and this League 
fhail be perpetual, not determined by any Limits of 
Time. 


15. 

The Portuguefe fhall enjoy in the Kingdoms of the 
Crown of Britain, and in the United Provinces, the fame 
Privilege for their Perfons, and Liberty of Commerce, 
as the Britons and Dutch do enjoy in Portugal. 

16. 

If by the Inftrument of the Treaty, in which there is 
an Agreement between the Crowns of Portugal and Bri- 
tain concerning Bombaim, it fhall appear, that either Party 
has exceeded the Limits, or not tulfilled the Meafure of 
that Agreement, all Things fhall be adjufted according 
to the ‘Tenor of that Treaty. 

17. 

The Ships of Portugal fhall not be obliged to pay any 
Thing for cafting Anchor in the Port of Malaca, if other 
European Nations are not obliged to pay. 

18. 

Piratical Ships, of what Nation foever, fhall not only 
[{not*] be admitted and received into the Ports, which the 
facred royal Majefty of Portugal, and Britain, and the 
States General of the United Provinces poffefs in the 
Eaft Indies, but alfo fhall be accounted as common Ene- 
mies of Portuguefe, Englifo, and Duich. 


19. 

In Times of Peace, Six Ships of War of both Nations, 
Englifo and Dutch, {hall be admitted into the larger Ports 
of the Kingdom of Portugal, befides other Six, which 
were permitted by virtue of former Treaties, fo that, in 
the Whole, Twelve Ships may be admitted, and all in the 
very fame Manner as the firft Six were admitted, but 
into the leffer Ports fuch a Number of Ships fhall be ad- 
mitted as is moft fuitable to their Strength and Capacity.

20. The 
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The Plenipotentiaries themfelves do undertake, that 
their aforefaid Matters fhall ratify this Treaty in due and 
authentick Form; and that thofe Ratifications fhall be 
exchanged in this royal City of Li/lon within the Space 
of Three Months, to be reckoned from the Day of the 
Subfcription. 

In Witnefs whereof, &c. Dated at Li/on the 16th 
Day of May, 1703. 

The Tranflation of the Treaty of an Offenfive Alliance, 
concluded between the Emperor, the Queen, and the 
States General, on one Side, and the King of Portu- 
gai on the other, at Li/lon, May the 16th, 1703. 

1ft Article. 

PP HE Three Confederate Potentates above-mentioned 

fhall contribute their Endeavours unanimoufly, that 
the moft Serene Archduke Charles, Second Son of his 
Imperial Majefty, be put into the Poffeffion of all Spain, 
as the Catholick King, Charles the Second, did pofiets it; 
with this however, that his facred royal Majefty of Portu- 
gal be not bound to make an Offenfive War, except in 
Spain ittelf. 


2. 

For making this Offenfive War in Spain, his facred 
royal Majefty of Portugal fhall not be bound to have and 
maintain, at his own Charge, above Twelve thoufand 
Foot, and Three thoufand Horfe, which he is to bring 
into the Field. 


3. 

Befides, his facred royal Majefty of Portugal thall raife 
Thirteen thoufand Portuguefe Soldiers, that, in theW hole, 
the Forces of Portugal may be Twenty-eight thoufand 
Men; whereof Five thoufand fhall be Horfe, and 
Twenty-three thoufand Foot. 


4. 

Of thefe 13,000 Soldiers, viz. Eleven thoufand Foot, 
Two thoufand Horfe, thofe 11,000 Foot fhall be armed 
with proper Arms, which, for that Purpote, the Confe- 
derates are to furnifh, and over and above, as an Addition, 
‘Two thoufand Arms for thofe Soldiers. 


5. 

The Confederates fhall be bound to give to his facred 
royal Majefty of Portugal Ten hundred Thoufand Silver 
Philips, Spanifo Money, or, as commonly called, a Mil- 
lion of Pattacoons each Year while the War lafts, for 
the Charge of the faid 13,000 Soldiers, as well for their 
Pay, as for all other Expences, whereof they fhall ftand 
in need, as well in Quarters as in the Field. 

6. 

The Payment of thefe Ten hundred thoufand Silver 
Philips, Spanifhb Money, or, as commonly called, a Mil- 
lion of Pattacoons, fhall be made by equal Parts, devifed 
through all the Months of the Year; viz. that Part 
which relates to the Pay of the 13,000 Men, fhall begin 
from the Exchange of the Ratifications, in Proportion to 
the Number of Men which fhall then be raifed, and as 
they fhall afterwards be raifed; but as to that Part of this 
Million, which belongs to the extraordinary Expences of 
the Army, marched out of their Quarters, the Payment 
thereof fhall begin from the Day. the Forces fhall march 
out of their Quarters: But it is agreed, that, for the Pay- 
ment of the firft Part of this Million, there fhall be always 
ready at Li/bon Two Months Pay ; and, for the Payment 
of the Second Part of this Million, as foon as the Army 
fhall march out of their Quarters, Two Months Pay 
fhall be advanced; which fhall not be placed to Account, 
unlefs for the Two laft Months of the Year. 


7. 

But if it fhall happen, that his facred royal Majefty of 
Portugal fhall not have raifed all the faid 13,000 Soldiers, 
there fhall be deducted out of this Million of Pattacoons, 
that Part of the Pay, which [may*] belong to that Num- 
ber of Soldiers who fhall [not*} effectively be raifed. 


&. 
Befides the faid 1,000,000 Silver Philips, Spani/h Money,

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- or Million of Pattacoons, which the Confederates are to 


give every Year for the Payment of the 13,000 Portuguese 
Soldiers, as abovefaid, they fhall be bound further to give 
to his facred royal Majefty of Portugal Five hundred thou- 
fand Silver Philips, or Five hundred thoutand Pattacoons, 
for his Preparations of the Army, and what elfe is necet- 
fary this Firft Year; and they fhall deliver this Sum of 
Money at the Time of the Ratification of this Treaty. 


The Confederates fhall furnifh, and fhall always have 
ready every Year, during the War, Twelve thoutand fo- 
reign Veteran Soldiers, vz. Ten thoufand Foot, One thou- 
fand Horfe, and One thoufand Dragoons; which Twelve 
thoufand Soldiers they fhall not only recruit from time to 
time, at their own Expence, as it fhall be neceffary, bur 
they fhall alfo arm and pay them, with their own Money, 
what fhall be needful for them, both for their Pay, whether 
in their Quarters or out of them, and alio for the Am- 
munition Bread for the Soldiers, Straw and Barley for the 
Hories; which Bread, Straw, and Barley, fhali be fur- 
nifhed to them at the fame Prices as they are to his facred 
royal Majefty of Portugal’s Arms, and that by the Mini- 
{try and Care of his General, Queftors, and Officers ; fo 
that his facred royal Majefty of Portugal fhall not be at 
any Charge at all for the faid foreign Forces, nor furnifh 
them any Thing, except Hofpitals and Carriages, and 
what belongs to the Hoipitals and Carriages. 

10. 

His royal Majefty of Portugal fhall furnifh Two thou- 
fand Horfes in Portugal, to be bought by the Confede- 
rates for their foreign Forces, in fuch Manner, that foreach 
Horfe to the private Soldiers they fhail pay 40,000 Rials, 
Portuguefe Money, or as they are called, Forty Millrees, 
and, for the Officers Horfes, 60,000 Rials or the fame 
Money, or Sixty Millrees ; at which Prices the faid King 
fhall furnifh all the other Horfes which the Confederates 
fhall defire, according to what the Kingdom fhall be able 
to do for the augmenting of the Horfe. 

Il. 

Together with the abovefaid 12,000 foreign Veteran 
Soldiers, there are to be brought at the Charge and Ex- 
pence of the Confederates, ‘Ten Brafs Cannon, of a great 
Size, fitted with their Carriages, and provided with their 
other Apparel, neceffary for the Ufe of an Army, except 
Mules, which are to draw them. 

12. 

Moreover, with the Arms for arming the Eleven thou- 
fand Portuguefe, Part of the 13,000, whom his facred 
royal Majetty of Portugal is to raife, there fhall be alfo 
brought Ten other Brafs Cannon, fitted with their Car- 
riages, of that Size, as to carry Bullets from 12 to 24 
Pound Weight; and thefe Cannon, together with the 
Arms for the Eleven thoufand Portuguese Soldiers, fhall 
become the King of Portugal’s own, {fo as they fhall not 
be required back of him, nor the Price of them be de- 
manded. 

13. 

The Confederates fhall take care, that there be imme- 
diately broughtF our thoufand Quintals of Powder, bought 
with their own Money, each Quintal to weigh 128 Pound 
of Portugal Weight, for the Ufe of the Expedition this 
Firft Year; and every following Year, while the War 
fhall laft, they fhall take care, that, before the Forces 
march out of their Quarters, there be brought Four 


thoufand other Quintals of Powder, bought with their 
own Money. 


14. 

The Confederates fhall alfo fend immediately Two 
Commanders, or Magiftri Campi Generales of that Dig- 
nity, as that they may now have difcharged the Duty of 
Sub-prefecti, or Lieutenant-generals, of whom her Ma- 
jefty fhall be informed before-hand, who they are ; Four 
Aciet Inftruétores, or Sarjentos Majores Prelit; Four 
Officiales of Horfe, who may difcharge in it the Duty of 
Commiffaries ; Two Sub-prefeéi, or Lieutenants of the 
Magiftri Campi Generalis; Two Sub-prefeti, or Lieu- 
tenant-generals of the Ordnance; Twelve Architefti Mi- 
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litares; Forty Gunners; Ten Jgnium Artifices ; Twenty 
Miners; all which the Confederates fhall pay with their 
own Money, as they are obliged to pay the 12,000 foreign 
Soldiers. 

15. 

All the foreign Forces which the Confederates are to 
fend, and maintain in Portugal, fhall be fubject, not only 
to the fupreme Commands of his Majefty of Portugal, 
but alfo of his Commanders or Generals, and alfo of 
the Officers, who, by reafon of their Office, fhall be 
{uperior tothem; but, for Breach of Orders, Crimes, and 
Offences, which they fhall commit, they fhall be punifhed 
by the Commanders or Generals, and Auditors Generals 
of the Army, as the Portuguefe themfelves are punifhed, 
or fhall be punifhed according to military Difcipline, 
efpecially for what fhall appertain to the Violation of 
Things relating to Religion. 

16. 

The Confederates fhall afford all Leave, Affiftance, and 
Help, to the Farmers of his royal Majetty of Portugal, 
to export out of their Havens and Dominions all Powder, 
Arms, Corn, and all other Inftruments of War, and all 
Stores for Sea and Land, which fhall be defired of them, 
and that at the fame Prices, as thofe Confederates are 
wont to provide them for their own Ufe, and without 
any Change of the Price. 

17. 

The Maritime Potentates ‘hall be bound to have, and 
maintain, on the maritime Coaft of Portugal, and in the 
Havens thereof, a competent Number of Ships of War 
for defending fafely the Coaft and Havens, and alfo the 
Trade and Fleets of Merchant Ships, againft any hoftile 
Force ; fo as that it being found, or even underftood, 
that the Havens themfelves, and the faid Fleets, may be 
invaded by a greater hoftile Force, the faid Confederates 
fhall be bound, before the Cafe of that Invafion happens, 
to fend into Portugal that Number of Ships of War, 
which may be equal, and even fuperior, to the Ships and 
Forces of the Enemies, who fhall defign to invade the 
Havens and Fleets aforefaid. Againft any fudden Ac- 
cidents that may happen, upon the Departure of the 
Ships of the faid Confederates from the Coaft and Havens 
of Portugal, the Confederates fhall be bound to order it 
fo, that in thefe Seas, or in thefe Havens, thofe Ships 
remain, whereof his facred royal Majefty of Portugal fhall 
judge that there is need. ; 

18. 

But if any Potentates fhall make War on the tranf- 
marine Provinces or Dominions of Portugal, or if his 
facred royal Majefty of Portugal fhall know, that the 
Enemy does defign it, the Contederates fhall furnifh to 
his facred royal Majefty of Portugal fo many Ships of 
War, as fhall be competent and equal to the Enemy’s 
Ships, and even fuperior, fo as that they may not only be 
refitted, but alfo that That War or Irruption may be 
hindered, as long as the War fhall laft, and the Occafion 
fhall require ; but if the Enemy fhall have taken any 
Town, or feized any Place, which they may fortify, in 
the faid tranfmarine Provinces and Dominions, thefe 
Succours fhall continue until the full Recovery of fuch 


Town or Place, or more Towns and Places, if they 
fhall be taken. 


19. 

All the auxiliary Ships fhall be fubje& to the Commands 
of his facred royal Majefty of Portugal, that they do 
thofe things which fhall be commanded by his Majetty ; 
but if they proceed to the tranfmarine Provinces and 
Dominions of Portugal, that they do alfo thofe things, 
which in his facred royal Majefty’s Name fhall by his 
Vice-roys and Governors be enjoined them. 

20. 

But when thefe auxiliary Ships of the Two Potentates, 
upon any Occafion or Accident, fhall be joined with the 
Ships of Portugal, the Commander of the Fleet or Ships 
of Portugal, whofe Right it may be to carry the Flag, 
fhall give the Signal, and fummon a Council of War, 
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which fhall be held in the Admiral Portuguefe Ship ; and 
by the Commander of the Fieet or Ships of Portugal 
fhall be difpatched the Orders for executing thofe things, 
which fhall be refolved in Council; which the Comman- 
ders of the auxiliary Ships fhall execute, every one on 
board his own Ship. 

21. 

Neither Peace, nor Truce, fhall be made, but by 
mutual Confent of all the Confederates ; and they hall 
not be made at any time while the moft Chriftian King’s 
Grandfon, the Dauphin’s fecond Son, or any other Prince 
of the Houfe of France, remains in Spain; nor yet, unlefs 
that the Crown of Portugal do intirely poffefs, and reign 
over, all Lands, Kingdoms, Iflands, States, Dominions, 
Caftles, Towns, Villages, and their Territories and Ap- 
purtenances, which it now poffeffes, as well in, as out 
of, Spain. 

22. 

In the fame Manner Peace fhall not be made with the 
moft Chriftian King, unlefs he yield all the Right which 
he pretends to have unto the Countries reaching to Cape de 
Norte, and appertaining to the Dominion of the State of 
Maranon, and lying between the River of the Amazons 
and that of Vincent Pinfon, notwithftanding any Treaty, 
either provifional or decifive, made between his facred 
royal Majefty of Portugal, and the moft Chriftian King, 
about the Poffeffion and Right of the faid Countries. 


23. 

The moft ferene pores. Charles, after he fhall reign 
in Spain, fhall pay to. his facred royal Majefty of Portu- 
gal, and to the Indian Company, whatever the Crown 
of Spain was bound to pay unto them, by virtue of a 
Tranfaction made with it, in the fame Manner as if the 
fame had been made with him; all the Obligations and 
Conditions thereof being transferred unto him, that he 
may exattly obferve them, and may take care, that the 
Payments be made at the fame Times therein expreffed ; 
viz. the Firft Payment, upon the Arrival of the Firft 
Fleet, or Squadron, from the Jndies, which fhall come 
into Spain, after the faid moft ferene Duke fhall reign in 
it; the Second Payment, upon the Arrival of the Second; 
and that he perform the other things which are contained 
in the faid Tranfaction, fo as that the Crown of Portuga., 
and the Indian Company, do obtain all things which by 
virtue of the faid Tranfaction they ought to obtain. 
Her facred royal Majefty of Great Britain, and the high 
and mighty Lords the States General of the United 
Provinces, do oblige themfelves, as Guarantees, that the 
moft ferene Duke fhall perform the Contents in this 
Article. 


24. 

The moft ferene Archduke Charles fhall come hither 
into Portugal, and hall land in it with all the Succours, 
which the Confederates are to fend, as is covenanted in 
this Treaty ; and his facred royal Majefty of Portugal 
fhall not be bound to make War, till the moft ferene 
Archduke be landed in Portugal, and the Succours, both 
of Men and Ships, are arrived there. 


: 25. 

- But, as foon as the moft ferene Archduke fhall be 
come into Portugal, his facred royal Majefty of Portugal 
fhall acknowledge him, and own him, for King of Spain, 
as the King Charles the Second did poffefs it; yet fo, 
that it do before juridically appear to his facred royal Ma- 
jefty of Portugal, that the Right whereby he is King of 
Spain, is in a legal Manner yielded and transferred to him. 


26. 

At the fame time that his facred royal Majefty of 
Portugal fhall make War, the maritime Potentates fhall 
be bound to invade the Coaft of Spain with a ftrong Fleet, 
and to infeft it as they are able; that the Enemies Forces 
may be divided, and fo the Sum of the Expedition be 
rendered more eafy. 


27. 
For the fame Reafons, the Confederates fhall be bound 
vigoroufly to make War, as well in the Low Countries 
3 L and 
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and the Uppér Rhine, as in Italy, at the fame time that 
Portuga! Shall carry'its Arms into Spain; and this fhall 
thenceforth be continued in the fame Manner, during the 
other Years, while the War fhall laft. 

28. : 

It is agreed, that it fhall not be lawful, at any time, 
for the faid Potentates to demand, or pretend, from the 
Crown of Portugal, the Charges and Expences, either the 
Whole, or any Part, which fhall be laid out in thefe 
Succours, to be furnifhed to him by virtue of this Treaty, 
whether Land Forces, Fleets, or auxiliary Ships, or Mo- 
ney, Arms, Powder, Cannon, and whatfoever other things, 
although the fame be not covenanted in all and every the 
Heads or Articles of this Treaty, wherein thefe Succours 
are promifed, whereas yet in fome of them the fame is 
{pecially covenanted,

That the Sitting Member’s Counfel infifted, that, be- 
fides the Perfons qualified as aforefaid, thofe that have 
ferved as Clerks to Attorneys within Sudbury, by virtue 
of fuch Service were free of Sudbury, and had a Right to 
vote in Eleétions. 

And the Sitting Member’s Counfel called Mr. Tho. 
Carpenter, Mr Clement Ray ; who faid, that fuch as had 
ferved as Clerks to Attorneys within Sudbury, and had 
no other Right, had been admitted to vote at feveral 
Elections, within 40 ‘Years laft paft, and were never 
refuied. 

That, for the Petitioner- was called Mr. Ralph Cole; 
who fait, he had ferved an Attorney in Sudbury, as his 
Clerk ; bat purchafed his Freedom. He acknowledged, 

his 
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his Mafer died before his Time was out ; though, had it 
been otherwife, fuch Service would no: have intitled him 
to his Freedom. He confeffed, Attornies have voted at 
former Elections, and he never knew any refufed ; yet he 
rook that to be only a Matter of Favour, and not of Right. 

That the Committee came to this Refolution : 

1. Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Commit- 
tee, That the Right of Election of Burgefles, to ferve 
in Parliament for the Borough of Sudbury, in the County 
of Suffolk, is only in the Sons of Freemen, born after their 
Fathers were mace free, and in fuch as have ferved Seven 
Years Apprenticefhips, or are made Freemen by Redemp- 
tion. 

That, upon the Poll, there were, 

For Mr. Hafkenftyles, —— 365. 
For Mr. Dafbwood, —— 344. 

But the Petitioner’s Counfel alledged, it appeared by 
the Poll, that one Perfon had polled twice for the Sitting 
Member ; which would reduce his Poll to 364, and gave 
him the Majority by 20 only. 

That then the Petitioner’s Counfel proceeded to take 
off, and difqualify, feveral that had polled for the Sit- 
ting Member, on thefe Heads; as being no Freemen, 
either not having ferved 7 Years Apprentices, or not being 
the Sons of Freemen; as receiving Alms; as Votes ob- 
tained by Bribery, or Treats. 

Some Witnefles fpoke to feveral Perfons having voted 
for the Sitting Member, who had not ferved 7 Years Ap- 
prentices ; which was allowed as to 13 of them. 

Other Witneffes {poke to feveral others, who were not 
the Sons of Freemen; which was alfo allowed as to Six 
of them. 

Six more were objected againft, as receiving Alms ; 
and no Anfwer given to it. 

As to Bribery ; a Letter was produced by Hohn Giljon, 
directed to him by Sir Hohn Cordall (who married the Sit- 
ting Member’s Daughter) to make what Intereft he could 
for the Sitting Member, upon the former Eleétion being 
made void by this Houfe. Gil/on teftified, that he received 
165. from the Innkeeper at the George, to make Intereft 
for him, and 5 s. from Sir Fobn Cordail; and fo did fome 
others. 

Tho. Merills faid, Sir Fobn Cordall fent to him, to be 
for the Sitting Member; which he refufing, unlefs fome- 
thing was given him, Sir Fobn gave him 25. 6d. and bid 
him not fpeak of it; and Sir ¥obn Cordell told him, that, 
if the Eleétion was not prolonged 3 or 4 Days, Mr. Dajb- 
qwood would prevail : It was continued Three Days, when, 
at other Times, it has been ended in one. 

Some Freemen (the Witnefles faid) came from Jp/wich, 
to vote for the Petitioner; but Mr. Cole, his Agent, re- 
fufing to entertain them, and pay for their Horfes, they 
voted for the Sitting Member; his Friends and Agents 
paying for their Horfes, and giving them Money to bear 
their Charges. 

Edward Tyler, Tho. Bantock, faid, they intended to vote 
for Mr. Dajhwood; but their Mafter, to whom they 
worked, defired them to vote for the Sitting Member, 
and gave them 5 s. a-piece. 

Evidence was given of feveral Freemen, who lived at 
Colchefter, who were treated at the Election, on the Sit- 
ting Member’s Account. 

That the Counfel endeavoured to add Four to the Pe- 
titioner’s Poll; Two of which were allowed him ; the 
others were objected againft, as receiving Charity. 

It was faid, that thofe, who voted for the Sitting Mem- 
ber, had Liberty to come in at a Door, contrived for their 
Convenience, when the others came up with Difficulty to 
the Bar; and Evidence was given, on both Sides, of 
Rudenefs offered to the Voters. 

Some fpoke as to Money that had been offered to Per- 
fons, to charge the Petitioner with Bribery. 

That the Counfel for the Sitting Member anfwered, 
that it did not appear, Sir Fobn Cordell had any Direc- 
tion to concern himfelf for the Sitting Member, who was 


invited to ftand, and was fo indifferent, he was not pre- 
fent at the Election. 
Vou, XIV, 
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Asto the 16s. given to Giljon; they faid, it was before 
the Writ came out for the Eleétion, and for his Lofs of 
Time, he being a Labourer. 


As to the Charges of Bribery and Treating, they en- 
deavoured to recriminate, by calling 

Fobn Allifon, who faid Richard Bouncer told him, he 
had 195. given him to vote for the Petitioner, or elfe he 
had voted for the Sitting Member. | 

Several Witneffes gave Evidence of at leaft 20 Perfons, 
that were treated during the EleGtion, with Meat. and 
Drink, at one Underwocd’s: That they were direéted to 
go thither by Mr. Cole, an Agent for Mr. Dafbwocd: 
That Underwood came to them, and faid, there was nothing 
for — to pay ; and fpoke to them to vote for Mr. Dafb- 
wood. 

Other Witneffes proved, that about 20 Coleheffer Men 
wete entertained at William Buck’s, at the Angel at Sud- 
bury, fome of which had Horfes provided for them; and 
fome of them faid they had ftaid at home, and not gone 
to the Election, but that their Charges were borne. 

That then they proceeded to difqualify fome, who voted 
for the Petitioner; of which Five were admitted, and 
Anfwers given to the reft. 

That, in Reply to this Evidence, the Petitioner’s Coun- 
fel called Witneffes to the Reputation of fome, that had 
given Teftimony of Money given on the Account of the 
Petitioner ; and charged them, as Men of ill Fame. 

That, after this, they called Fobn Underwood; who po- 
fitively affirmed, that no Perfons were treated at his Houfe, 
during the Election, on the Petitioner’s Account ; but that 
the Reckonings were paid by thofe that eat and drank 
there, before they went away; and, befides a Week be- 
fore the Election, Mr. Dafhweod told him, if he drew any 
Drink on his Account, he woul: not pay for it. 

And Richard Root faid, he was prefent at the 4ngel, 
when the Colchefter Men were there ; and heard Buck, the 
Innkeeper (before One Shilling was fpent) fay, there was 
nothing to be drank, but what they paid for; and that he, 
particularly, paid 75.

18. Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
that all fuch Parifh Apprentices be conveyed to fuch Port 
where they fhall be io bound, in the fame Manner as is 
provided by an Act of the 11th and rath of the late King 
William the 3d, relating to Vagrants. 

19. Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
that all Perfons adjudged to be Rogues, Vagabonds, and 
fturdy Beggars, by an Act of Parliament made in the 
39th Year of Queen Elizabeth, be taken up, and fent into 
the Sea Service. 

20. Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
that all fuch Perfons be conveyed into the faid Service, in 
fuch Manner as is provided by an Aét of the 11th and 
12th Years of the late King Wiliam the 3d, relating to 
Vagrants. 

21. Refolved, That [it] is the Opinion of this Commit- 
tee, that Provifion be made by Law, to impower Juttices 
of the Peace, or chief Magiftrates, of the County, Town, 
or Place, in, or adjoining to, any Port, where any fuch 
Ship or Veffel fhall come in, to hear and determine Com- 
plaints of fuch Apprentices, of hard Ufage from their 
Matters.

A Meffage from her Majefty by Sir Davia Mitchell, 
Gentleman Ufher of the Black Rod : 

Mr. Speaker, 7 

The Queen commands this honourable Houfe to at- 
tend her Majefty in the Houte of Peers immediately.

fee by the Particulars which fhall be laid before you, as 
foon as the feveral Examinations relating to this Matter 
can be fully perfeéted and made publick without Pre- 
judice : In the mean time, I make no Doubt, but by 
this feafonable Difcovery, I fhall be able to give fuch 
Direétions for our Security as will effectually prevent any 

ill Confequences froin thefe pernicious Defigns. 
Gentlemen of the Houfe of Commons, 
I am very fenfible of your great Readinefs and Af- 
fection for the publick Service, by prefenting me fo 
early in the Seffions with a confiderable Part of your 
Supplies. I depend entirely upon your continuing with 
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the fame Zeal to difpatch the Remainder of them; that 
fo we may be prepared to give the fpeedieft Affiftance to 
our Allies, and to defeat the malicious Defigns of our 
Enemies, who cannot be more induftrious to contrive 
the Ruin of this Kingdom, and of the Proteftant Religion, 
than I fhall always be vigilant and careful, both for their 
prefent Prefervation, and for their-future Security.

Pyke and Henry Beaufort teftified, that 
the feveral Perfons who voted for Mr. Manaton, were 
Freeholders of Inheritance in Poffeffion, inhabiting with- 
in the Borough at the Time of the Election. 

That no Defence being made, nor any Perfon appear- 
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ing, for the fitting Member, the Committee came to the 
Refolutions following ; viz. 

Refolved, That it, is the Opinion of this Committee 
that the Lord Fames Rufell is not duly elected a Burgefs 
to ferve in Parliament for the Borough of Taviftock, in the 
County of Devon. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
that Henry Manaton, Eiquire, is duly elected a Burgefs 
to ferve in Parliament for the faid Borough of Taviftock. 

The faid Refolutions, being feverally read a Second 
time, were, upon the Queition ieveraliy put thereupon, 
agreed unto by the Houte. 

Ordered, That the Clerk of the Crown do attend this 
Houfe To-morrow Morning, to amend the Return for 
the Borough of Taviftock, in the County of Deven, by 
rafing out the Name of the Lord “Yames Rufell, and in- 
ferting the Name of Henry Manaton, Efquire, inftead 
thereof. : 


Mr. Bromley alfo reported from the Committee of Pri- 
vileges and Elections, the Matter, as it appeared to 
them, touching the Election for the Borough of Clithero, 
in the County of Lancafler, and the Refolutions of the 
Committee thereupon, which they had direéted him to 
report to the Houfe ; which he read in his Place, and 
afterwards delivered in at the Clerk’s Table; where the 
fame were read, and are as.follow, viz. 

Upon the Petition of Edward Harvey, Efquire, com- 
plaining of an undue Election and Return of 4m- 
brofe Pudfey, Efquire, and Thomas Stringer, Efquire, 
to ferve in Parliament for the Borough of Clithero, 
in the County of ‘Lancofter : 

That the Petitioner’s Counfel opened, that the fitting 
Members Agents had been guilty of corrupt Prattices ; 
and that feveral had polled for che fitting Members, who 
had no Right; which being taken off from the fitting 
Members Poll, would: give the Petitioner a Majority. 

That, upon the Poll, there was, 


For Mr. Pud/ey - - 66. 
For Mr. Stringer - - 64. 


For Mr. Harvey - - 32. 

That the Right of Election the Petitioner’s Counfel al- 
leged to be in the Bailiffs, and Burgeffes, prefented by 
the Jury of Enquiry, and {worn by the Bailiffs, and alfo 
by the Freemen. 

That the Burgeffes are fuch as are feifed of Burgage 
Lands of Inheritance; and the Freemen are the Tenants 
to thofe Burgeffes, and have a Right to vote, when 
thofe, that have the Inheritance, do not vote. 

‘That the fitting Members Counfel denied, that it was 
neceflary, that the Burgeffes fhould be prefented, or fworn, 
to give them a Right to vote. 

Upon which, the Petitioner’s Counfel called Yobu /Val- 
bank, Robert Brenan, who gave an Account, that they 
never knew any vote in Elections, but fuch Burgeffes as 
were prefented by the Jury of Enquiry, and {worn by 
the Bailiffs; but at the fame time faid, they took it, that 
the Bailiff ought to {wear fuch as were prefented. 

And the Counfel for the fitting Members left the Mat- 
ter of the Right, upon this Evidence, to the Judgment 
of the Committee. 

And, as to corrupt Practices, the Petitioner’s Counfel 
called 

Henry Standifh ; who faid, that Mrs. Parker, deceafed, 
Colonel Stringer’s Sifter, came to the Jury of Enquiry, 
and infifted, that they fhould admit Colonel-Stringer to 
be a Burgefs, for Lands, called Stanhope Croft; and 
threatened, if they did not, they fhould anfwer it in an 
higher Place; whereas the faid Land was not of Burgage 
Tenure: However he acknowledged, that one Cce‘croft 
had been prefented a Burgefs for it, and Colonel Stringer 
was found by the Jury; which, he faid, was by means 
of fome of the Jury, who were Mrs. Parker’s Tenants, 
and received of her 205. a Year. 

Thomas Beach faid, Mrs. Dugdale came in Mrs. Par- 
ker’s Name, and offered him 405. to vote for both the 
fitting Members; and Mr. Pzd/ey alfo paid him Part of 
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an old Debt of 305. and that he voted for Mr. Pud/y, 


becaufe of the faid Promifes ; tho’ he owned, he had not 
received, nor afked for, the 405. which, he faid, was, 
becaufe the Election was contefted. 

Others, viz. Fames Noell, Fobn Hopwood, Alexander 
Noell, Fohn Dutton, faid, that Mrs. Parker had promifed 
them Money, to vote for the fitting Members; and fome 
of them faid, that fuch Promifes were the Occafion of 
their voting for the fitting Members: But, being afked, 
owned, that the Petitioner was a Stranger ; and that they 
had voted for the fitting Members at former Eleétions ; 
and that Mrs. Parker had ufed to give Money yearly at 
Chrifimas to the poorer Sort, though they did nor know 
of any Perfon, except fuch as had Notes, who received 
fo much as 205. 

Asto Treating; _ 

Robert Brown iaid, that he kept the Black Bull Inn at 
Clithero, and Mrs. Parker, on the Election Day (fhe then 
being his Landlady) ordered him to draw Drink, to the 
Value of 40s. and, when the Election was over, and the 
fitting Members were carried to his Houfe, a great 
Number of Perfons (Friends to Mrs. Parker and the 
fitting Members) came thither, and drank; and when 
the 405. was fpent, they defired more Drink; and he 
drew, by her Order, more Drink, to the Value of 105. 
which 50s. fhe afterwards paid him. He further faid, 
that, when he took the Houfe of Mrs. Parker, fhe in- 
fifted, he fhould vote as fhe would have him, and pro- 
mifed him 205. each time he voted. 

That the Petitionér’s Counfel objected to feveral, that 
polled for the fitting Members, who were not fworn Bur- 
geffes ; and the fitting Members Counfel admitted the 
Fact, as to 17; but infifted, that they were good Bur- 
geffes, and fo prefented, and ought to have been {worn ; 
but the Bailiff refufed to do it: And called 

Tho. Dugdale, Edw. Farrer; who gave an Account, 
that about 12 of them were found by the Jury of En- 
quiry, the Beginning of May; and that in Zune they de- 
manded a Court of the Bailiffs to fwear them; but one 
of the Bailiffs refufed, faying he did not value the Par- 
liament ; and adjourned the Court till the 3d of Augu/t, 
the Election being on the 28th, yet, upon the Applica- 
tion of Colonel Strizger, and Mr. Pudjey, to Mr. Lyfter, 
the other Bailiff, on the 2oth of Fuly, and upon giving 
him a Note to fave him harmleis, he declaring fome Fear 
of the Earl of Montague, and his Intereft, he called a 
Court, and {wore thote 12 Burgeftes. 

That Evidence was alfo given, that the Toll was taken 
away from the Town, fince the time of the laft Election , 
but Mr. Dummer being examined as to that Point by the 
Petitioner, gave an Account, that there was nothing done 
in it; only the Leafe was expired, and Sclater, the Bailiff 
of the Town, received the Toll, as formerly. 

Andthat, upon the whole Matter, the Committee came 
to thefe Refolutions : 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
that Aimbrofe Pudfey, Elquire, is duly elected a Burgefs 
to ferve in Parliament for the Borough of Clitheroe, in the 
County of Lancefter. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
that Thomas Stringer, Efquire, is duly elected a Burgeis 
to ferve in Parliament for the faid Borough of Ci:chera, 

The faid Refolutions being feverally read a Second 
time, were, upon the Queition feverally put thereupon, 
agreed unto by the Houte. 


Mr. St. Zohn reported from the Committee to whom 
it was referred to draw up an Addrefs upon the Refolu- 
tions of Yefterday, that they had drawn up an Addrefs 
accordingly, which they had directed him to report to 
the Houte: Which he read in his Place, and afterwards 
delivered in at the Clerk’s Table; where the fame was 
read, and is as followeth; viz.

We therefore prefume humbly to lay before your Ma- 
jefty, that, though it be very manifeft, that the Linen 
Trade cannot in a long time be brought to fuch Per- 
fection as to employ any confiderable Number of the 
Hands which now want Work, or ever prove advan- 
tageous to us, unlefs fpeedy and due Encouragement be 
given thereto by England; neverthelefs, in order to lay 
a good Foundation for the fame, as is in our Power, we 
have proceeded to the forming Heads of a Bill for pro- 
moting the Linen Manufaétury in this Kingdom; the 
paffing of which Bill into a Law will (as we humbly con- 
ceive) rather tend to complete the Ruin, than the Re- 
lief of this Kingdom, unlefs we be allowed due Encou- 
ragement, and full Liberty of making the beft of our 
Linen Trade in all Parts beyond the Seas. 

This being our prefent unhappy Condition, we, in 
moft humble Manner, befeech your moft gracious Ma- 
jefty, that your Majefty would pleafe fo to recommend 
the fame to your Parliament of England, that your Ma- 
jefty’s Subjects of this Kingdom may have Liberty of 
exporting all manner of Linen Cloth (being the Manu- 
facture of this Kingdom) dire¢tly from hence to your 
Majefty’s Plantations, and that we may receive fuch 
further Encouragement, as has been affured to your Sub- 
jects of this Kingdom, if they fhould turn their Induftry 
to the Improvement of the Linen Manufacture.

To the honourable the Knights, Citizens, and Bur- 
gefies, in Parliament affembled : 

[N Obedience to your Honour’s Order of Reference, on 

the Petition of Captain Zames Roch, we have examined 
the Contents thereof, and do believe (by Information re- 
ceived in Ireland and the Confiderations mentioned in his 
Grants) the Allegations of the Petitioner, as to his Servi- 
ces at Londonderry, are true. We find, that his late Ma- 
jefty King William did, in the Year 1692, grant unto the 
Petitioner all the forfeited Ferries in Jreland; feveral of 
which he fold for 480 /. and all the reft he furrendered 
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(except the Ferries of Donnegal and Rockourfey, of the 
Value of 5/. per Annum) as being of no Value. 

That on the 15th of February, 1694, his faid Majefty 
did, in Confideration of his faid Surrender, and of his 
faid Services, grant unto the Petitioner, in Fee, the Eftate 
of Fames Everard, of the Value of 104 /. per Annum. 

That the Petitioner did expend in Law-fuits, and other 
Charges, in fupporting his Majefty’s Title to the faid 
Eftates, and in Journies to and from Exgland, and other 
Expences, in order to procure his Grants, the Sum of 
1990 /, as appears by his own Affidavit, and the Repore 
of the Commiffioners of the Revenue in Jreland, and by 
what is recited in his Warrant for another Grant. 

That his late Majefty, in Confideration of his great Ex« 
pences, and to fupply the Deficiency of his former Grants, 
did fign a Warrant, dated the 22d of November, 1699, 
for a Grant of Part of the Eftate of Andrew Murrogh, in 
the County of Cork, of the yearly Value of 85/. whereof 
33/. per Annum is held in Jointure, and 829/. 75. 7d. 
Incumbrances are allowed thereon; and alfo for the E- 
ftate of Walter Nangle, of the Value of 2101. per An- 
num which was afterwards adjudged away by the Truf- 
tees, as appears by the Decrees on the Claims of Walter 
Nangle and Margery Nangle, N° 1035, 1036. 

That the Petitioner was never in Poffeffion of any Part 
of Andrew Murrogh or Walter Nangle’s Eftate: That he 
has mortgaged the Eftate of James Everard for 12757. 
Principal Money, as by the Counterparts of two feveral 
Mortgages, produced to us, did appear; and the Peti- 
tioner does allege, there is three Years Intereft due for 
8751. of the Money, and one Year and half due for the 
other 400/. which we humbly conceive to be the full Va- 
lue of the faid ames Everard’s Ettate.

The Lords have paffed a Bill, intituled, An Act for 
Sale of Part of the Eftate of Henry Lord Vifcount Dillon, 
in the Kingdom of Ireland, for Payment of his Debts, and 
for fettling an Equivalent, in other Part of his Eftate, on 
the Vifcountefs his Wife, for her Jointure ; to which the 
Lords defire the Concurrence of this Houfe : 

Alfo, the Lords have paffed a Bill, intituled, An Act 
for the vefting of Nine Meffuages in the Parith of St. Giles’s 
in the Fields, in the County of Middlefex, being the Eftate 
of William Farman, and Mary his Wife, in Truftees, to 
be fold, and for fettling, in lieu thereof, a Meffuage, and 
certain Lands in Whip{nade, Tottrenboe, and Studbam, in 
the County of Bedford; to which the Lords defire the 
Concurrence of this Houfe.

That they gave Evidence, that Three, who inhabited 
in ancient Houfes, and were charged to the Poor’s Rates, 
were not admitted by the Conftable to vote in the Elec- 
tion; and that, as to-Four others, that they did not live 
in ancient Houfes, or in Houfes built on ancient Foun- 
dations : That one of them lived in Part of an Houfe with 


. another Perfon who voted in the Election: That others 


inhabited in Houfes made into Tenements from a Smith’s 
Forge, a Malt-houfe, and a Tan-barn. 

That to this Evidence they added, that the Petitioner 
declared, fome Time before the Election, againft Bribe- 
ry; and that he would turn out any of his Tenants, that 
fhould take Money. 

That, in Anfwer, Evidence was given for the Sitting 
Member, that thofe Three they endeavoured to add to 
the Petitioner’s Poll, came into the Town, to inhabit, 
not long before the Eleétion 5 ; and that, upon Complaint, 
the Juftices had granted Warrants to remove Two of 
them: Which, as it was ufed for an Argument againft 
their being legally fettled ; fo, on the other fide, Excep- 
tion was taken to this, as an indirect Practice, to take 
off Votes. 

And, as to their being charged to the Poor’s Rates, it 
was faid, that it was done by the Threats of the Petitioner, 
upon making a Levy the Sunday before the Election, 
which was only figned by the Minifter, and Overfeers of 
the Poor; and, befides, it was affirmed, thefe Perfons 

never demanded to vote at this Election. 

That the divided Houfe had been in Two Tenements 
about Seven Years, and that the Perfons inhabiting in 
them had voted in former Elections ; though once Mr. 
Afgill objected to one of them, and he was then re- 


fufed. 


That the Tan-barn, the Malt-houfe, and the Smith’s 
Forge, have been Dwelling Houfes, one of them 15, 
the other 16 or 17, and the laft above 30, Years; and 
the Perfons inhabiting in them have voted in other Elec- 
tions, and were none of them refufed till about the Year 
1700. 

That then fome Evidence was offered of indire&t Prac- 
tices for the Petitioner. 

Fohn Hudfon produced a Letter from Mr. Craven, (who 
accompanied the Petitioner to Bramber) dated Fuly 27th, 
defiring him to give 24 Bufhels of Malt, at Two Buthels 
each, to the Lady Feffries’ Tenants, and to one Thomas 
Finch, who voted for her Intereft at the laft Election ; and 
faid, the Letter was brought to him by the Petitioner’s 
Servant, who left him Three Guineas at the fame time. 


_ He declared, the Malt was accordingly diftributed to 


Eight Tenants; and the Remainder of the Money, being 
8 s. he gave to his Servant Finch, by the Order of the Pe- 
titioner, after the Election was over. 

That this Witnefs did not vote for the Petitioner. 

* Waller faid, that Two Days after St. Fames’s, the 
Petitioner gave him Five Guineas, to drink his Health 
with the Borough ; and that the Voters were at the fpend- 
ing of this Money. 

Mary Emery; That the fame Day the Petitioner was at 
her Wedding, and gave to her, and to her Hufband, a 
Guineaeach: That her Hufband has a Vote; but the Pe- 
titioner faid nothing, at that Time, of his ftanding to be 
a Member of Parliament. 

That, about Three Weeks before the Election, he gave 
her another Guinea, taking notice to her of his having 
been at her Wedding, defired her to engage her Hufband’s 
Vote for him ; but her Hufband did not vote for him. 
She further faid, fhe was at an Entertainment with a great 
many Freemen, and paid nothing. 


Tho. Churcher faid, that he was invited to the faid En-’ 


tertainment by fome of the Petitioner’s Servants; where 
there was boiled and roafted Beef, Venifon Pafty, &c. and 
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they continued drinking about Seven Hours, and paid 
only 6 d. a-piece. 

Walter Parfons; That Edward Witcher voted for the 
Petitioner, and brought to him, about Three Days before 
the Eleétion, Five Guineas, to weigh, and change, faying, 
he could get more Money by burgefling, than all his Corn 
was worth 3 and after the Election he brought 174 more, 
and told him, he had been with the Petitioner, and had 
them for burgeffing. 

In Reply : 

Mr. Craven gave an Account, that he went the Firft 
time with the Petitioner to Bramber: That there was then 
no Difcourfe of his ftanding to be a Member of Parlia- 
ment ; and owned, he gave Order, by the Petitioner’s Di- 
rections, for Malt to be delivered to the Lady Feffries’ Te- 
nants, underftanding, fomething of that Kind had been 
ufed to be done. ) 

Mr. Tho. Ruffell faid, the Petitioner went to Bramber, 
to fee the Lady Feffries’ Eftate, to whom he is fince mar- 
ried; and that the Entertainment mentioned was for 
the Lady Jeffries’ and Mr. Aigiill’s Tenants, who paid theif 
Club. 

And that, upon the Whole, the Committee came to 
thefe Refolutions ; viz.

Petitioner’s faid Manor, and there being a Suit depending 
in Chancery between the Lord Wharton, and the Peti- 
tioner and his Partners, concerning the Right of fome 
Lead Mines, which intirely depended upon the Boundaries 
of their Manors, the Lord Wharton oppofed the filing of 
the faid Record, pretending fome ill Pra¢tices in one of 
the Attorneys of the Exchequer, and that the Record 
having been out of the Court many Years, if ever filed, 
yet it could not be known, what Hands it had been in,

Aétion the taid Aobert Squire fhould be Plaintiff, and take 
the Proof of the Iffue upon hinfeif, and the Lord Wharton 
Defendant ; and that the faid Skins of Parchment, or any 
Copy thereof, fhould not be given in Evidence in any 
Court whatioever, until the fa:d fryal was over; and 
that the faid Skins of Parchment (being upon the File, 
by virtue of the faid Order of the 15th Yuly) fhould not 
be allowed as any Evidence, on the faid Tryal, for the 
Plaintiff: That the Court of Chancery, as is ufual, where 
a Right of Inheritance is to be bound, direéted a Second

The Tranflation of the faid Articles, 


Article 1ft. 
H! S facred royal Majefty of Portugal promifes, in his 
own Name, and in the Name of his Succeffors, 
that there fhall be admitted at all times into Portugal, 
Woollen Cloth, and other the Woollen Manufactures of 
England, no otherwife than they ufed to be, before they 
were prohibited by Pragmatick Sanctions; upon this Con- 
dition neverthelefs : 
Article 2d. 

That her facred royal Majefty of Great Britain be 
obliged, in her own Name, and in the Name of her Succef- 
fors, at all times fo to admit into England, Wines gather- 
ed from the Vineyards belonging to the Portugal Domi- 
nions, as that at no time, whether there be Peace or War, 
between the Kingdoms of England and France, any more 
fhall be demanded for fuch Wines, direétly or indirely, 
on Account of Cuftom or Impoft, or upon any other Ac- 
count whatfoever, than what fhall, after deducting a third 
Part of the Cuftom or Impoft, be demanded for a like 
Quantity of French Wine, whether fuch Wines fhall be 
imported into Great Britain in Pipes, Hogfheads, or any 
other Veffels; but if at any time this Diminution of Du- 
ties, to be made as abovefaid, fhall in any manner be at- 
tempted, and the fame fhall be infringed, it fhall be right 
and lawful for his facred Majefty of Portugal to prohibit 
again Woollen Cloths, and other the Woollen Manufac- 
tures of England. 


Article 3d. 

The moft excellent Lords the Plenipotentiaries promife, 
and take upon themfelves, that their above-mentioned 
Matters fhall ratify this Treaty, and that within the Space 
of Two Months the Ratifications fhall be exchanged.

in my Letter of the — [have made the Agree- 
ment with the Marquis d@’ Allegrette ; and I herewith fend 
your Lordfhip the full Powers of the King of Portuga/ to 
the Marquis, the Original of the Part figned by him, and 
the Copy of that Part of the Agreement which I have 
figned, and which remains with the King of Portugal, and, 
according to which Copy, your Lordfhip will pleafe to or- 
der her Majefty’s Ratification to be drawn, the Method 
being the fame as was obferved in the Two late Treaties, 
as to the naming her Majefty and the King of Portugal, 
and as to the figning of the Minifters. The Marquis, in 
refpect of the general Powers her Majefty has honoured me 
with, andthe future Ufe of them, hath contented himfelf 
with a Copy, which I have attefted to be exactly agreeing 
with the original Powers remaining in my Hands. 

Your Lordfhip will perceive the Agreement to be no 
more, than that the King of Portugal doth oblige himéelf, 
for ever, to permit all the Sorts of Woollen Manufacture 
of England to be imported, in the fame Manner, as they 
were before the Prohibitions, in Confideration, that her 
Majefty obliges herfelf, that the Wines of Portugal fhall 
be admitted in Exgland, and pay one Third Part lefs 
Duties than French Wines, by the Pipe or Hoghead. 

I cannot but hope, that your Lordfhip, and the Lords 
of her Majefty’s Councils, as well as the Parliament, will 
be fatisfied, that the Agreement is greatly advantageous to 
England, not only in that Part, which relates to the Wool- 
len Manufacture, but alfo in the manner of the Expedient 
for the King of Portugal his Satisfaction as to the Portugal 
Wines. I prefume therefore to lay before your Lordfhip 
a State of the whole Matter, and the Reafons, for which 
this could not be obtained before, and which have made 
me haften it now. 

The whole Kingdom of Portugal, in the Reign of King 
Charles the Second, did generally clothe themielves with 
the Woollen Manufactures of England, but, upon raifing 
the Duties upon their Wines, and putting an Impofition 
upon their Sugars, the Portuguefe finding their Money 
exported to England in Return for our Goods, defpairing 
of balancing our Trade by their Wines, &&c. and confider- 
ing the great Quantity of very good and fine Wool, 
which Portugal produces, and the Convenience of having 
what Wool they pleafed from Spain, they refolved to pro- 
hibit the Woollen Manufactures of England, and fet up 
the fame in their Kingdom, where their Wool was very 
cheap. They began with prohibiting all Cloth, Hats, 
Stockings, and fome other Sorts; but forebore the Pro- 
hibition of Bays, and the reft; till they could attain the 
making them. 

The Portugal Manufaétures fucceeded ill in every thing, 
but fomewhat tolerably in coloured Cloth, very coarfe, 
and in coarfe Hats; fo that by this means France had 
every way the Advantage, by fending their Wines to Eng- 
land, and a vaft Quantity of Druggets and Stuffs to Per- 
tugal, where they have been always admitted; and fold 
to great Advantage, while even our Druggets, for being 
like Cloth, have been, ’till lately, refufed, and now but 
fometimes, and with Difficulty, admitted. 

The King of Portugal fome Years fince was prevailed 
with to admit black Cloth, of. which very little is worn, 
and Stockings and Hats, that were finer, than could be 
made here ; but hath always refufed to admit Cloth, and 
Druggets, &c. generally, as well to continue their own 
Manufacture, as in hopes to get a Certainty of the buying 
all their Wines, or at leaft of taking off the greateft Part 
of the Duties on them; and could never be convinced, 
that it was impracticable to make an Agreement for the 
taking off a great Quantity of their Wines at a certain 
Rate; but finding now, that their Wines, for feveral 
Years, fell very dear, without any Agreement, and that 
this Conjuncture makes them fee the want of our Cloth 
in particular, I have been able to obtain this Agreement, 
which they hope will be advantageous enough to make 
their Wines fell in England. 

This 
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This Agreement will have this Confequence in Portu- 
gal, that all their own Manufactures, which at this Time 
make vaft Quantity of iJl Cloth, and dear, will be im- 
mediately laid down, and totally difcontinued, and the 
Cloth or Stuffs of no other Nation will be able to come 
in Competition with thofe of England ; of which the Du- 
ties, payable here, are likewife very advantageoufly fettled 
by the Treaty of Commerce made with Portugal in the 
late Times, and now confirmed by the late Treaty of Al- 
liance. . 

I am very confident, this will be more fully confirmed 
to your Lordfhip, and the Council, by all, who have ufed 
the ‘Trade of Portugal, and therefore I have haftened the 
Execution of the Agreement, that her Majefiy might 
know the Senfe of the Parliament, and might let the Eng- 
life Merchants have the Benefit of fending Cloth juft at 
this Time, when fo great a Quantity will immediately be 
fold, and ufed, and when the Remittances of Money 
hither will be at a very great Difadvantage, unlefs our 
Trade can be increafed. 

The Expedient, for their Satisfaction in their Wines, 
feems to me the only one, that could be practicable, and 
advantageous to Eng/aud; in refpect thar, if any thing 
fhould have been taken off from the Duties of Pertugal 
Wines, befides the Lofs tothe Crown, it would have made 
a fatal Objection in Spain, if they had not been likewife 
favoured, fince their Trade ftands equally beneficial to 
England, her Majeity by this means being under no Re- 
itraint at all, in refpect of the prefent or future Duties on 
Portugal Wines, fo as the Duties on French Wines be 
continued one Third higher; which, as I believe to be 
of itfelf a great Advantage to England, fo I have had the 
Satistaction to fee the Parliament, for many Years pait, 
of that Opinion. 

I had forgot to mention, that this thing will be a very 
acceptable thing to Spain likewife, and a Means of ob- 
taining a greater Advantage in our Settlement of Com- 
merce with that Kingdom.

Style, deceafed, both 
by the faid Dame Margaret, his Second Wife, and both 
of them under the Age of 21 Years, Elizabeth Carter, 
Widow, Thomas Dallifon, Efquire, on the Behalf of To- 
mas Dallifon and Eliz. Dallifon, Son and Daughter of the 
faid Tho. Dallifon, and of Sufan his late Wife, deceafed, 
both under the Age of 21 Years, ‘fohn Marryot, Eiquire, 
and Anne his Wife (which faid Eliz. Carter, Sufan Dallifon, 
and Anne Marryot, were the Daughters of the faid Sir 
Tho. Style, Baronet, deceafed, by Ez. his Firft Wife) 
was prefenced to the Houle, and read; fetting forth, 
that the faid Sir Thomas Style was, in his Life-time, feifed 
of divers Manors, Lands, and Tenements, and alfo 
poffefied of a confiderable perfonal Eftate ; after whofe 
Death divers Controverfies arofe between the Petitioners,

A Petition of Anne Bafkerville, an Infant, by Mary 
Bafkervyle, Widow, her Mother and Guardian, was pre- 
fented to the Houfe, and read; fetting forth, that 
Lawrence Bafkervyle, the Petitioner Aan’s Grandfather, 
did, in his Life-time, by Articles contract with Tho. 
Legh, Efquire, for the Sale of Winckle Grange, and other 
Lands and Premifes in Wincle, and Sutton, in the County 
of Chefter, and Part of the Purchafe-money was paid ; 
but before the Conveyances were duly executed, the faid 
Lawrence died, confiderably indebted, and his Creditors 
are very preffing for their Money: That there is a Bill in 
the Houte, for vefting the Eftate of the faid Tho.

‘in the 16th Year of King James the Firft;” in which 
Action the faid Robert Squire fhall be Plaintiff, and take 
the Proof of the faid Iffue upon himfelf, and the faid Lord 
Wharton Defendant ; and that the faid Skins of Parch- 
ment, or any Copy thereof, fhall not be given in Evidence 
in any Court whatfoever, until the faid Tryal be over; and 
that the faid Skins of Parchment, be now upon the 
File, by virtue of the faid Order of the 15th of Fuly, thall 
not be allowed as any Evidence, on the faid Tryal, for the 
Plaintiff: After which Tryal, the Verdict given therein 


fhall be certified, and returned, by the Court of Common 
Pleas, into this Houfe. 


Ordered, That the Confideration of the faid Report be 
referred to the Committee of the whole Houfe, to whom 
the Confideration of the Report made Yefterday relating 
to the Cafe of Abby and White, is referred. 

Ordered, That the fame Members do fearch the Offices 
of the Court of Chancery, for the Bills and Anfwers, and 
Orders on hearing, made in the faid Court between the.

And the fame was twice read, with Blanks; which 
were filled up by the Houfe: And then the Claufe was, 
upon the Queftion put thereupon, agreed unto by the 
Houfe, to be made Part of the Bill. 

And other Amendments were made by the Houfe to 
the Bill. 

Ordered, That the Bill, with the Amendments, be in- 
grofied. 


Ordered, That the adjourned Debate touching the 
Commitment of the Bill for the reviving of an Aét made 
in the 5th and 6th Year of their late Majefties Reign (in- 
tituled, An A&t for the Importation of Salt-petre, for One 
Year) be further adjourned until this Day Seven-night. 


Refolved, That this Houfe will, upon this Day Seven- 
night, take the Petitions touching the Duties upon 
Logwood into Confideration.

Inheritance of a fmall Piece of Land there, containing 
about 42 Perches, and a Terin of 9g Years in another 
Parcel of Land there, of 29 Perches, at 20 5. per Annum 
Rent, are granted to the faid Bifhop, and by him fince 
conveyed to the Petitioners, and their Heirs, Executors, 
and Adminiftrators, in Truft for fundry charitable Ules,

his Heirs, fubject to the Payment of a Rent-charge, of 
540 /. per Annum, unto one Cha. Allanfon, and his Heirs, 
the faid Wray and Allanfon being no ways related to the 
faid Sir William, nor the faid Eftate: That his faid Ma- 
jefty did grant all his Right in the faid Premifes to fobs 
Gore, Efquire, and his Heirs, in Truft for an honour- 
able Perfon; and the Petitioners are advifed, that the Bill, 
depending in the Hovfe, for refuming feveral Grants, 
made by their late Majefties King William and Queen 
Mary, or by the faid King William, doth vett the faid 
Eftate in her Majefty, for the Ufe of the Publick, in fuch 
general Terms, that the Petitioners Title, as Heirs to 
the faid Sir Wm.

A Petition of Hugh Penfold, Gentleman, Terry Stur- 
geon, Gentleman, and Eliz. his Wife, and Richard Tho- 
mas Terry, and Mary Sturgeon, Children of the faid Terry 
Sturgeon, by Eliz. his Wife, was prefented to the Houfe, 
and read; fetting forth, that Yobn Caryll, Efquire, be- 
ing feifed in Fee of a Farm, called Lyons Farm, and 
the Parfonage impropriate, Tythes of Sompting in Su/- 
sex, and the Right of Prefentation to the Vicarage Church 
of Sompting, did, in 1679, by Indenture charge the Pre- 
mifes with the Payment of Two feveral Annuities of 
501. and 50/. to Mary and Kath. Caryll: That Fobn 
Caryll being outlawed for Treafon, in Hilary Term, in 
the 7th Year of the Reign of the late King William, a 
Commiffion iffued, for enquiring into the Eftate of the 
faid Caryll, and the faid Premifes were found, and cer- 
tified: That his faid Majefty, 29th Fuly, in the 8th Year 
of his Reign, did grant the faid Premifes to Yobn Lord 
Cutts, in Confideration of his good Services; and the 
faid Lord Cutts did afterwards, tor 1500/7. grant the faid 
Premifes, in Fee, to the Petitioners Truftees: That the 
faid Premifes are but of 170/. per Annum, out of which 
the faid Annuities, and a Fee-farm Rent of 1/.

yet living: That the faid 8000/. Debt, and Intereft, 
amounting to about 9,040 /. and the Petitioner receiv- 
ing but little Benefit out of the Eftate, was defirous to 
fell the fame ; but fome Doubt: arifing, whether the fame 
might not be liable for the Account of the Lord Falk- 
land, as Treafurer of the Navy, for the clearing there- 
of, and fatisfying a Purchafer, his Majefty King Wil- 
liam did, by Letters Patent, dated 17 March, 1697, 
grant the faid Manors unto the Petitioner, and her Heirs : 
And praying, that a Claufe may be inferted in the Bill 
for refuming feveral Grants made by their late Majef- 
ties King William and Queen Mary, or by the faid late 
King William, whereby the Benefit of the faid Grant to 
the Petitioner may be preferved. i 

Ordered, That the Confideration of the faid Petition 
be referred to the Committee of the whole Houfe, to 
whom the faid Bill is committed. 

A Petition of Lawrence Carter, of the Borough of 
Leicefter, in the County of Leicefer, Gentleman, was 
prefented to the Houfe, and read; fetting forth, that 
the Town of Leice/ter having been often fet on fire, and 
wanting Water, the Petitioner undertook to bring Water 
thither ; and the King being Owner of the Manor of 
Leicefter, the Petitioner could not build Cifterns, or 
break up the Streets, without Licence from the Crown, 
which his late Majefty King ‘ames the 2d was pleafed to 
grant; and the Petitioner has effected the faid Works at 
a great Expence, which js but of fmall Advantage to 
him: And praying, that the Bill depending in the Houfe, 
for refuming feveral Grants made by his late Majefty 
King James the 2d, may not prejudice the Petitioner’s 
faid Licence.

Sons of 
Freemen, born while their Fathers were refident within 
the Borough, and thofe who have ferved Apprentice- 
fhips, demanding to be made free within a Year after 
their Apprenticefhips are expired, have a Right to their 
Freedoms. 

That it was further agreed, That Burgefles living a 
Year and Day out of the Borough, loft their Freedom. 

The Petitioner’s -Counfel opened, that they did not 
pretend to a Majority on the Poll, nor particularly to 
take off fo many Votes, as would give it them; but 
fhould prove fuch Praétices in the Sitting Member, or 
his Agents, as would fet afide his Election ; and hoped, 
the Committee would confequently be of Opinion, that 
the Petitioner, with a lefs Number, was duly elected. 

That then Evidence was called to the following Par- 
ticulars: That the Mayor was. very partial in foliciting 
Votes for the Sitting Member; in refufing to fwear fome, 
that had a Right to their Freedom; in denying to poll 
others; and in binding fome of the Petitioner’s Voters to 
the Peace. 

That there was Evidence alfo given, as to Treats, and 
Entertainments, on the Sitting Member’s Account. 


That at the Election there were feveral By-brewers, | 


that drew Drink for the Burgeffes that voted for him ; 
and their Houfes were diftinguifhed by green Boughs at 
their Doors : 

And, that the Sitting Member had given Half a 
Crown. a-piece to Two of the Voters. 
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That, in Anfwer, 

The Sitting Member’s Counfel firft produced the Poll, 
upon which it appeared, there were, 

For the Sitting Member 223. 
For the Petitioner — 83. 

And Evidence was given, that the Firft time the’ 
Sitting Member came to Newcaftle, and offered himfelf 
to ferve for that Borough in Parliament, he was promifed 
240 Votes; and therefore was under no Temptation to 
ufe any indirect Practices, to fecure his Election. 

That no Burgefs was refufed to be polled, but only a 
Minor, that offered his Vote for the Sitting Member. 

That the Mayor made Men free even on the Day of 
the Election, who demanded their Freedom; and refufed 
none, that had a Right. 

That fome of the Burgeffes, and others, were difor- 
derly, and made fuch Ditturbance at the Sitting Mem- 
ber’s Inn, that the Magiftrates were fent for to quiet 
them; who bound. all over indifferently, that were in- 
formed againft. 

That the Sitting Member did himfelf forbid feveral 
publick Houfes treating on his Account. 

That the Burgeffes, when they were at publick Houfes, 
and the Entertainments, generally paid their Clubs. 

That green Boughs were common at moft Houfes in 
the Town, and fome ftrewed in the Streets. 

That feveral Burgeffes were treated on the Petitioner’s 
Account. = 

That fome were threatened, they fhould be profecuted 
for Money they owed, if they did not vote for the Pe- 
titioner ; and it was undertaken, another fhould not be 
troubled, if he voted for him. 

That. Money was given, and more offered, and fome 
lent, to Burgeffes, with a Promife it fhould not be de- 
manded, if they voted for the Petitioner. 

And that, upon the whole Matter, the Committee came 
to thefe Refolutions :

Colonel Byerley, from the Commiffioners for examin- 
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Ing, taking, and ftating, the publick Accounts of the 
Kingdom, prefented to the Houte their Report- upon 
the Petition of the Governor and Company for making 
hollow Sword-blades in England : 

And the Title thereof was read; and the Report is as 
followeth ; viz. 


[NX Obedience to the Order of this Houfe, whereby 

the Petition of the Governor and Company for making 
hollow Sword-blades, in Exglaud; was referred to us, to 
examine and report the Matter of Pact, we have examined 
the Allegations in the faid Petition ; and do find, 

That the {aid Governor and Company, by their Agents 
or others in Truft for them, or by Affignments trom 
others, became Purchafers of divers forfeited and other 
Eftates in Ireland, to the Value of 261,297/. 155. 

That the faid Eftates, fo purchafed, were conveyed to 
them by the Truftees for Sale thereof, in 28 Deeds, Six 
of which were executed the 23th of Fume laft (the laft 
Day allowed for making Sales) and the remaining 22 
Deeds on the gth of Fuly, the laft Day allowed fér 
executing Conveyances. 

That the faid 22 Deeds were brought to the Truftées, 
by the Agents for the faid Cotporation, on.the faid gth 
Day of uly, with Blanks for the feveral Sums, to con- 
tain the Confideration-money agreed for; but their Ac- 
count being not ftated by the Truftees Accomptant, the 
faid Agents being not ready to fettle it with the Truftees, 
and it being not poffible to be done at that “Timé, the 
Truftees required the Company’s Agents to infert fuch 
Sums in their feveral Conveyances, as they judged fuf- 
ficient to fecure to the Publick the Sum total due upon 
the faid Purchafes. 

That by fuch Calculations as could:be made under thefe 
Circumftances it was agreed, the fame fhould be in the 
whole 262,629/. 155. 11d. of which there were to be 
allowed, for Incumbrances, 41,9534 19s. 10d. for 
Payments into the Exchequer in Ireland, 145,6847. 135. 
14d. and that the Refidue, fecured ‘to be paid, fhould 
be 75,9914. 125. 53d. (which Particulars, we obferve, 
exceed the Total 9 s. 6d.) but that an Endorfement fhould 
be made upon one of the Deeds (a true Copy whereof 
we find annexed to the-faid Company’s Petition) for. the 
rectifying Errors on either Side, in the beft Manner they 
were able ; and, for a further Security to the Publick, 
the Truftees obliged the .Company’s Agents to leave all 
the faid Conveyances in their Hands, till this Account 
could be perfectly fettled. 

That, upon a juft Calculation fince made, it appears, 
that the faid Purchafes amount only to 261,297/. 155. 
that the Incumbrances on the faid Efftates, together with 
the Crown and Quit Rents, amounted to 52,430/. gs. 
1 3d. and that the Company having paid into the Ex- 
chequer of Ireland 151,740/. os. 6d. there remains due 
only 57,1271. 55. 444. whereby there is an evident 
Miltake of 18,864/. 75. 1 £d. to the Prejudice of the 
Corporation, which the Truftees were of Opinion could 
not then be rectified by them in the faid Conveyances, 

And that there is a Provifo in every the faid Con- 
veyances, whereby the fame is made void, if the whole 
Sums, in them expreffed, are not paid in Manner and 
Time therein mentioned.

Y OUR Majefty having, with great Goodnefs, declared 
from the Throne to your Parliament, that divers ill 
Praétices and Defigns have been carried on in Scotland by 
Emiffaries from France, which might have proved ex- 
tremely dangerous to the Peace of thefe Kingdoms, and 
that you would lay the Particulars before your Parliament, 
as foon as the feveral Examinations could be fully per- 
fected, and made publick without Prejudice; we, your 
Majefty’s moft dutiful and loyal Commons, refting fecure 
and fatisfied in your Majefty’s great Wifdom and Care, 
[a] The Proceedings of the Houfe upon the 7th Refolution of the 


Committee are not mentioned in the Journal, 
moft 
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moft thankfully acknowledged the Confidence you have 
been pleafed to repofe in us: 

But finding upon the Lords Journals, That their Lord- 
fhips the very fame Day made two Orders; one to re- 
move your Majefty’s Prifoners out of your Cuftody into 
their own; and the other, to commit their Examination 
folely to a Committee of Seven Lords, chofen and ap- 
pointed by themfelves,; by which your Majefty feemed 
excluded trom any Power over the faid Prifoners ; 

Your loyal Commons, juftly fenfible of the dangerous 
Confequences of fuch Proceedings, thought themfelves 
obliged to declare their Concern at this Violation of your 
royal Prerogative, and the known Laws of the Land, in 
an humble Addrefs prefented to your Majefty. 

Your faithful Commons are well aflured, when this 
Matter comes to be rightly ftated and underftood, a 
oes fo well intended, and fo well grounded, will rather 

e imputed to them as meritorious, than liable to Ex- 
ception; and therefore, fince their humble Addrefs has 
been fo artfully mifreprefented by the Lords, in their late 
Reprefentation prefented to your Majefty on Tue/day, 
the 18th of Fanuary, and publifhed and fpread with un- 
ufual Induftry through all Parts of the Kingdom, they 
look upon themfelves under an undifpenfable Neceflity of 
appearing before your Majefty in their own Juftification. 

Their Lordhips think fit to take Offence at the Manner 
and Words of our Addrefs, and accompany this Excep- 
tion with Reflections, and Infinuations, more harfh, and 
more odious, than the moft opprobrious Language: But 
as we made ufe of no Terms, but what were fuitable to 
the Occafion; fo it will appear by Precedents, that 
the fame have been frequently and reciprocally ufed by 
both Houfes to each other ; nor could the Commons, in 

efpect to your Majefty, affert your royal Prerogative in 

Nords of lefs Force than thofe in which they have vin- 
dicated their own Privileges. 

Whatever Expreffions our Zeal for your Majefty and 
the Publick might have infpired, we could never have 
offered to our Sovereign fo ungrateful a Remembrance, 
as the Deftruétion of the Monarchy by a deteftable Af- 
fembly, compofed of Members of both Houfes, who, 
being alike Partakers in the Guilt, ought equally to 
fhare the Reproach. 

With much more Reafon might we obferve, both on 
behalf of your Majefty and the Commons, that their 
Lordfhips, not contented with preferring their own Ex- 
aminations to yours; not contented with excluding your 
Majefty, and the Commons, to whom parliamentary 
Enquiries moft properly belong; appropriate to their 
Houfe only, even in their Application to their Sovereign, 
the Name of a Parliament; an Inftance not to be paral- 
lelled, unlefs by that very Affembly that fubverted the 
Monarchy. 

It is not the Queftion at prefent, as ftated by the 
Lords, whether their Lordfhips have a Power of taking 
into Cuftody, while under Examination, Perfons accufed 
of criminal Matters, cognizable in Parliament; but, that 
their Lordfhips have a Right to take the Prifoners of the 
Crown, and the Examination of them, {folely into their 
own Hands, without your Majefty’s Confent, and in 
fuch a Manner as muft neceflarily prove an Exclufion of 
your Majefty and this- Houfe, is the Propofition your 
Commons deny, and for which their Lordfhips have pro- 
duced no Precedent. 

This unhappy Occafion has been at the fame Time ac- 
companied with the mott furprizing Inftances of Contra- 
diction, and counter Orders, to your Majefty, both pre- 
ceding and fubfequent to it, but efpecially on the 29th of 
Fanuary lait, when your Majefty, with your accuftomed 
Goodnefs, communicated to the Lords the Papers relating 
to the Scotch Con{piracy, with an Exception only of fome 

. Matters, not yet proper to be made publick, without 
preventing a further Difcovery of Secrets of greater Im- 
portance, with which your Majelty affured their Lord- 
fhips, they fhould alio be acquainted, as foon as it could 
be done without Prejudice: However their Lordthips, 
upon what Provocation, or for what Reafon, no where 


? 
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_appears, immediately addrefled to your Majetty, preffine 


you to lay before them the whole Matter, and all Papers 
relating thereunto; by which your Majefty was put under 
a Neceffity, either to give their Lordfhips a Refufal, or to 
comply with their unexpected Importunity, to the en- 
dangering the publick Service.. Thefe Proceedings, {o 
extraordinary in their Nature, and in their Manner, could 
not but fenfibly affect your faithful Commons, whofe 
earneft Defire it is to fee both your Houfes of Parliament, 
and the whole Body of your People, intirely agreed, to 
pay the Deference due to your Majefty’s Wifdom, to 
confide in your Care, and to promote and maintain your 
Honour and Dignity. 

Their Lordfhips, not fatisfied with affuming this un- 
precedented Power, have endeavoured, with a great deal, 
of Art, to perfuade your Majefty of the Neceffity of it, 
to prevent the Defigns of ill Princes and their Favourites : 
But as it may feem unreafonable for their Lordfhips to 
begin to practife upon a good Prince fuch Methods as 
are pretended only to be needful againft an ill one; fo it is 
our humble Opinion, that the Danger might be much 

reater, admitting this Precedent. Should the Lords 
combine to defend one another from Enquiries and Pro- 
fecutions, all parliamentary Impeachments might be 
eluded, fecret Defigns carried on, the Innocent alperfed 
without Reparation, and the Guilty acquitted without 
Tryal: Nor is that Inftance, mentioned by the Lords, an 
unieafonable Caution ; fince that Revolution in a neigh- 
bouring Kingdom, alluded to by their Lordfhips, was 
occafioned by the Encroachments of a prevailing Cabal 
of Lords, who endeavouring to enflave the People, and 
to betray their King and their Country to a foreign 
Power, obliged the Church and the Commons to unite 
in the publick Defence. 

Your faithful Commons have found themfelves fo hap- 
py under your Majefty’s Adminiftration, that they pleafe 
themfelves with more agreeable Profpeéts; and renounc- 
ing fuch Examples of unfeafonable Jealoufies and Fears, 
moft thankfully receive the Bleflings of your Reign; nor 
could they have made a more grateful Return for your 
Majelty’s generous Protection of their Liberties, than by 
a fuitable Concern for your Prerogative. 

If their Lordfhips had confulted their own Journals, 
with the fame Care that we always take to be rightly 
informed, they would hardly have affirmed, that a dire¢t 
Appeal to the Throne, without any previous Defire of 
Conference, had been an unprecedented Practice: Their 
Books are filled with Variety of Inftances to the contrary. 
But, without examining their Books, it feems very fur- 
prifing, that their Lordthips could {o foon forget their 
Addrefs, prefented to your Majefty the laft Seffion, on 
behalf of the Lord Bifhop of Worcefter, and their Addrefs 
to the late King, on behalf of William Earl of Portland, 
Edward Earl of Orford, ohn Lord Somers, and Charles 
Lord Halifax, impeached by the Commons of high 
Crimes and Mifdemeanors; and when this Houfe for- 
merly expoftulated with the Houfe of Lords, for pro- 
ceeding in the very fame Method of which they now 
complain, their Lordfhips made a moft folemn Declara- 
tion in thefe Words : 

“© That they muft ever affert a Liberty in their Hout, 
“* to apply to the Throne, by themfelves, for the doing 
“* any thing warranted by Law, &c.” 

Nor can the Lords, we prefume, upon fecond Refiec- 
tion, deny the Commons the fame Liberty, which their 
Lordthips themfelves have fo ftrongly afferted, and {o 
frequently practifed. 

Your loyai Commons fincerely concur with their Lord- 
fhips, in declaring, That we will never contribute by any 
Act of ours, to the Diminution of the Rights of the 
Crown; and that we will not fuffer it in others, your 
Majefty, their Lordfhips, and the whole World may 

judge from the Example we have now given. If their 
Lordthips do truly wifh the Houte of Commons may 
in all Times to come, fpeak and act with that Regard 
to the Prerogative, which they allow us the Honour to 
have now taken up, we fhall be very unfortunate to 
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cont nue under their Difpieafure, at the fame time when 
they teem to hope, that thofe who fucceed us, will take 
Paitern by as. ' 

We with their Lordfhips alfo, on their Part, may 


-continue, in ail times to come, to {peak with that Regard 


to parliamentary Impeachments, which they feem {o lately 
to have taken up; fince we have Reafon to apprehend, 
that the Mitunderflandings, which have of Jate Years 
arifen between the Two Houtes, have been principally 
owing to the Artifices of iome particular Perfons among 
themtelves, whom the Commons thought it their Duty, 
for the public Safety, to bring to Juflice: How much 
more difficult will all fuch Endeavours be rendered, fhould 
their Lordfhips be once acmitted fole Examiners of Ac- 
cufations againft each other, as they are already {ole 
Judges? wh Nd ; 

We are accufed, but moft unjuftly, of exciting, and 
esrnelily defiring, your Majefty. to exert your Preroga- 
tive againft the Houfe of Lords... We appeal to the 
Words. of our Addrefs, if it is poffible, naturally to 
impofe any fuch Senfe upon any E-xpfeffion:that is there. 
We are forry their Lordthips fhould defcend fo Jow, as 
to the reftraining and wrefting of Words; by wiich they 
rather difcover an unfortunate -Inchnation to make-us feem 
culpable, uponany Terms, than thatthey, in Truth, believe 
us fo. We know, how vain and how fruiilefs an Appli- 
cation it would be, to excite your Majefty to any Abufe 
of your Power, which, we are convinced, you will always 
exercife for the general Good ; and fo tar are your Gom- 
mons from entertaining any fuch Defire, that.we heartily 
wifh to fee a good Correfpo: dence preferved between the 
Two Houfes ; ‘nor would forbear to purchale it at any 
Rate, except the giving up the Rights\of your Majefty, 
by whom we are protected, and the Liberues and Pro- 
perties of the People, by whom we are intrufted. 

Thefe few Inftances, fo plain, and fo unconteftable, 
we prefume, will be fufficient, without trefpaffin much 
longer upon your Majefty’s'Time, to difcredit whatever 
elfe has ocen alledged, to create in your Majeity, and thofe 


we reprefent, an ill Opinion of us. We have been care- 


ful and induftrious, to avoid, as far as was confiftent with 
our neceffary Juftification, all Occafion of reviving Ani- 


mofities ; and, how great foever the Provocation has been, | 


your Majefty having declared, how uneafy you are under 
{uch Mitunderttandings, we fhall make no Difficulty to 
lay afide our Refentments, who fhall always be ready to 
ficrifice our Lives and Fortunes to your Quiet and Service: 
Nor can we doubr, but we muft ftand fully acquitted to 
the whole World, and efpecially to your Majefty, ‘fince 
the Zeal, that we have fhewn, and the Reproaches that 
we have born, have been owing to no other Caule, but 
the Defence of an excellent Queen, in whofe Hands God 
Almighty has placed the executive Authority over thefe 
Nations; which Authority it has been the only Endea- 
vour of your faithful Commons to preferve as ‘intire as 
our Laws and Conftitution allow. 
May it pleafe your moft facred Majefty : 

It is with the deepef{ Concern, and a:Grief ‘not to be 
exprefied, that your dutiful and loyal Commons have 
found themfelves engaged in Difputes of this Nature, by 
which they have been fo unfeafonably interrupted in finifh- 
ing the Supplies, and other Matters of the higheft Impor- 
tance: How zealoufly they have applied themfelves to the 
Difcharge of their Duty, appears from their having already 
prefented your Majefty with the greateft Part of their 
Aids, with a Difpatch and Unanimity beyond Example ; 
nor could the few Bills, yet depending, have met the leaft 
Obftruction or Delay, but from the indifpenfable Necefii- 
ty of vindicating your Majefty’s royal Prerogative, the 
Privileges of our own Houie, and the Rights and L.iber- 
ties of the Commons of England, in feveral Inflances 
invaded almoft at the fame Time. We.with there may 
have been more of Miftake than Defign, in thofe who have 
created thefe unhappy Differences. However, we defire 
the Remembrance may be henceforth blotted out; and 
that there may remain no other Impreffion in the Hearts 


both of Lords and Commons, than a fincere and paffionate 
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Concern for your Majefty’s Welfare and Glory, nor any 
other Contention ever hereafter arife, but by whom the 
publick Good fhall be beft advanced, the Proteftant Suc- 
ceffion, and the Church of England, beft fecured, and the 
ju& Rights and Prerogatives of the Crown belt fup- 
ported,

Uthwat, of 344/. and to Mr. Moore, of 191/. 35. upon 
the 31th of December, 1698, to which Time the General 
Officers were paid. 

That, not being inferred in the Eftablifhment of the 
Forces in 1692, they had a Warrant from the late King 
to the Paymatfter, dated Fune 27th, 1701, directing the 
Payment of their whole Pay, as Deputy Commiffaries of 
the Mufters, at Ten Shillings per diem, to the 31th of 
December, 1698. 

That, on their Application to this honourable Houfe, 
it was ordered, Apr. 20th, 1699, that the Petitioners, 


Richard Uthwat and Thomas Moore, fhould be paid, as. 


far as the General Officers fhall be paid. 

That the Petitioners did apply to us, and were told, that 
their Arrears could not be ftated by us, they being on no 
Eftablifhment.

Conftable, Fobn Bifbcp, Fobn Gard- 
ner, fobn Morris, David Fofter, were alfo called, to prove 
indirect Practices. 

The firft fpoke to Money, offered by Mr. Owen, junior, 
in cafe Mr. Sambrooke fhould be elected. 

The other Witneffes {pake to what they had heard from 
fome Perfons who voted for the Petitioner. 

That afterwards, the Petitioner’s Counfel proceeded to 
their Exceptions to thofe who voted for the Sitting Mem- 
ber: And the Perfons excepted to, were Thomas Churcher, 
fenior, Richard Wafe, Edward Budd, Thomas Churcber, 
junior. 

That, to difqualify whom, the Petitioner’s Counfel 
called Tho. Conftable, Edw. Benton, Ferom May , who faid, 
that Thomas Churcher, fenior, lived in a Houfe where for- 
merly ftood a Smith’s Forge : 

That Richard Wafe lived in a Houfe where formerly 
ftood a Malt Houfe : 

That Edward Budd lived in a Houfe which was for- 
merly a Tan- yard: 

That 7bomas Churcher, junior, lived in a fplit Houfe, 
begun to be built in the Year 1695, and finifhed in the 
Year 1696; and that Sharpe the Contftuble, who lived in 
the other Part of the fame Houfr, did likewife vote for 
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the Sitting Member ; whereby there were Two Votes for 
one and the fame Houfe.

to collect thereout fuch Parts as are offenfive; and to 
examine, who is the Author, Printer, and Publifher 
thereof; that they had examined the fame accordingly, 
and had colleéted out of the faid Books feveral Pafiages 
therein, which they conceive offenfive ; and that they 
found, that Dr. William Coward was the Author of the 
faid Books; and that Mr. David Edwards was the Printer 
of the one, and Mr. William Pierfon was the Printer of the 
other; and that Mr. Baffett was the Publifher of the faid 
Books: Which Report he read in his Place, and after- 
wards delivered in at the Clerk’s Table; where the fame 
was read, and is as followeth: 

In the“ Second Thoughts concerning human Soul,;” &c. 

Pa. 84. ** Now the Notion of an immaterial, im- 
« mortal, fubftantial, Being in Man, or Soul, was one of 
“ ¢chofe Principles, I had by Education fo imbibed; and 
“having thought fit, more ftrictly to enquire into the 
“ Reafons or foundation of this Belief, I find it to be 
“ only an Opinion derived down to Pofterity, as it were, 
« upon Truft.” 

Pa. 85. ** But thefe Grounds of the framing an im- 
“¢ material immortal Soul in a Man, I look upon to be idle 
«¢ and fabulous; and conceive it rather to be the Confent 
“¢ and Doétrine of the Philofophers, in general preaching, 
“that Virtue was to be rewarded, and Vice punifhed ; 
‘© and, when they ufually faw good Men to die untimely 
‘Deaths, and unrewarded too, being ignorant of a

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*¢ Refurrection, taught their Scholars, that Men’s Souls, 
* after Death, remained alive to receive the fame; i. «. 
** good Men, Rewards, and ill Men, Punifhments.” 

Pa. 88. ** Now after the Piety of the Primitive Chri- 
“¢ ftians began by fecular Intereft to be perverted, and the 
‘* Ambition of crafty Prelates grew fo high, as to require 
** to be fupported in Grandeur and State, then it became 
** convenient to propagate this Doétrine to the Height.” 

Pa. 144. Thus, upon the Whole, we find, how 
** weak and infufficient the Arguments of Philofophy 
** are, to defend the Op‘nion of an immaterial Soul, 
** united to the Body; what idie and trifling Diftinctions 
** they are forced to make, to defend it; what Shifts 
** and Ewafions they frame to fupport their Notion ; in- 
*‘fomuch that a Man may fay, theré is no Plea to 
** ground a Belief on the Philoiephers Arguments, which 
** pretend to eftablith ‘Two diftinct Subftances, fpiritual 
‘*and material, in Man, but only to thofe who are re- 
*¢ folved not to be informed, and will know no better.” 

Pa. 176. “ If we allow this Conjunction of Body and 
‘¢ Soul to be the Union of an immortal immaterial Spirit 
** toa mortal material Body, where is then the Myftery 
‘of the hypoitatick Union? . The Union of the Soul 
*¢ and Body no Man yet ever allowed to be a Myftery of 
** Religion ; therefore, either beth muft be reputed fo, 
** or neither.” 

Pa, 206. “* 3. That human Soul will ceafe, when the 
** Body dies (i. e. Life, and Soul, are the fame thing in 
“¢ Scripture) and confequently, the common Notion of 
*¢ a fpiritual immortal Subitance, united to, or in, Man, 
“¢ is erroneous : 

“© That, by the common Courfe cf Providence, 
** Man’s Immortality begins not until after the Refur- 
“¢ rection,” ‘ 

** As to the Firft Propofition, thus I argue: If it ap- 
“¢ pear by the whole Current of Scripture, that Life is 
** properly the Soul of Man, and no Text gives us a 
“ jufficient Ground to call it an immaterial Subftance; 
“* then the Soul of Man will ceafe to be, when the Body 
** dies: But it appears by the whole current of Scripture, 
* &c. ergo, the Soul of Man will ceafe to be, when the 
“© Body dies; and, confequently, the Notion of a fpiritual 
** immortal Subftance, unitedto, or in, Man, iserroneous.” 

Pa. 222. ** Theffalon. Cap. iv. Verf. 12, 14.——Who 
“ will be changed in a Moment, in the Twinkling of an 
¢ Eye, at the laft Trump: For this Corruptible muft put 
“on Incorruption, and this Mortal put on Immortality, 
“‘ before it can be pronounced, that Death is fwallowe« 
“ up in Victory, 1 Cor. xv. Verf. 51. &c. Where it is 
“very obfervable, that the Apoftle, in all the whole 
* Courfe of his Writing, fays, ‘ we,” not, ‘ our 
“¢ Bodies ;” who cannot be called ** we:” As, ‘* We fhall 
“* not all fleep; ‘* We fhall be raifed incorruptible ;” and, 
“ We fhall be changed :” Which could not be true, 
“¢ were the Soul, our better Part, an incorruptible im- 
“ mortal Being already ; for that has no Change at all, 
“¢ but retains its firft immortal Nature.” 

Pa. 278. Obj. 14. ** Then fhall the Duft return to the 
‘¢ Karth, as it was; and the Spirit to God, that gave it:” 
“‘ Therefore, herein is a plain Diftinétion of Soul and 
** Body; and that, when we die, our Souls will certainly 
*¢ return to God :” 

Anfwer: ‘ This is the great Goliah Argument, gene- 
* rally brought to knock down all Oppofers ; though it

Pa. 280. * Thus far, I think, I have fulficiently anfwered 
“¢ all Objections, brought from the Old Teftament: And

«¢ my Opinion, yet I fhall here pafs them by, until the

‘‘ more of trifling, than giving of real Inftructions in 
“ Chriftianity ; for it might eafily be returned, that all 
“ the World knows, an immortal Spirit cannot be killed; 
“¢ fo that fuch Inftructions are vain, and ufelefs.” 

P. 285, 286. ** Lu. xxiii. 43. “ This Day” (fays our 
“¢ Saviour to the Thief on the Crofs) “* Thou thalt be with 
“© me in Paradife: Therefore his Soul muft be there with 
“ our Saviour, or elfe our Saviour’s Words could not 
“ be admitted for Truth; for, be fure, the Thief’s Body 
*¢ was buried, and laid in the Ground, as others were. 

“ Anfwer: This Objection, though oft brought, I 
<< cannot fee of what Force it is, unlefs it be, to tell us, 
“«« that our Saviour fpake to the Soul of the Thief, when 
“¢ he faid, ** Thou fhalt be with me in Paradife,” ‘“* Thou 
“ Soul of the Thief, .for owning me, fhall this Day be 
“¢ with me in a State of Blifs: But, O Thief! thy Body 
“ fhall go to Corruption, as other Bodies do.” Now 
“« what a Speech muft fuch Men make for our Saviour, 
*‘ that gave fuch an Interpretation of this Text, let the 
“ learned judge.” 

In “ The grand Effay,” &e. 

Pa. 185. ‘* Theol. How could Man come by this im- 
“¢ material Subftance, but at the firft Creation ? And it’s 
«< plain there, by exprefs Words, that he was made no 
«¢ more than a living Creature. 

« Philof; You had as good throw your Cap into the 
« Air. All the Heathen Philofophers preached up Man 
“© to be made of a Soul, called immaterial Subftance, and 
«« Body ; and if you throw all the Old and New Tefta- 
«¢ ment at that Doétrine, you'll never confound it, or 
“¢ convince its Believers to the contrary.” 

Pa. 186, 187. “* Theol. Don’t a Man die if he lofe his 
“ Life? 

“ Philof. No; he doth die in his Body, but not in his 
*‘ Soul; for that lives as well, if not better, than it did 
“* in the Body. 

“ Theol. Not one Word of this, or like it, do I find 
«in the Bible. This is as much as to fay, a Man doth

‘“* Philof. 1 told you, you were always for Scripture. 
“It’s fo by Philofophy, that’s enough: And fo, if a 
*« Man is faid to fleep in Death, he is as fully awake in 
“his Soul, the next Minute of Separation, as ever he 
‘* was in his Life in this World. 

“Theol. A pretty Way of fleeping indeed! You Phi- 
“ lofophers make us believe any thing. [ll be ftigma- 
“< tized [for a Fool*] all my Life-time, if youcan bring the 
“ like Cafe, where fo many Abfurdities, without any War- 
** rant from Scripture, or common Reafon, are believed.” 

That Mr. Baffett was called in to the Committee ; and 
being afked, who was the Author and Printer of the 
Book, called, ‘ Second Thoughts concerning human 
“ Soul,” &e. faid, That Doctor William Coward was the 
Author of the faid Book ; and that Mr. David Edwards 
printed the fame. 

[a] ** 4.”* Orig. 
[{*] Thefe Words are fupplied from the original Report. 
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That Doétor Coward fent for the faid Baffett, and totd 
him, he had Five hundred of the faid Books, and would 
have him to fell them: Whereupon they came to an 
Agreement; and the faid Bafett, by a Writing under his 
Hand, did promife, and oblige himfelf, to account for 
and pay unto Doctor William Coward Three Shillings and 
Six-pence for every one of the {aid Books fold. 

That he fold about Three hundred of the faid Books, 
and had Three-pence a Book for felling the fame. 

Mr. Chauntry being afked, who was the Author, and 
Printer of the Book, called, ‘© The grand Effay,” faid, 
That Doctor Coward was the Author, and William Peirjon 
was the Printer. 

That he fold Five hundred of the faid Books, by 
Doctor Coward’s Directions; and that the faid Doctor 
agreed to allow him half the Profit, for felling the fame. 

Mr. Edwards taid, That he printed Part ot the Book, 
called, “* Second i houghts ;” and that Doctor Coward 
delivered to him the Copy. 

Mr. Peirjon faid, Thai he printed the Book, called, 
“¢ The grand Efiay ;” and that Doctor Coward delivered 
him the Copy, and he printed Five hundred of them. 

Doétor Coward, being called in, faid, That he he: oct 
read the Book, called ‘ Second Thoughts,” &&c. fince 
Edwards printed the fame; fo that he knows not, whether 
it be printed according to his Copy: He never intended 
any thing againft Religion; and that there is nothing 
contained in thofe Books, contrary either to Morality, or 
Religion. 

That he does not deny himfelf to be the Author of 
thofe Books; and, if there be any Thing therein againft 
Religion, or Morality, he is heartily forry, and is ready 
to recant the fame. 

Refolved, That the faid Books do contain therein divers 
Doétrines and Pofitions, contrary to the Doétrine otf the 
Church of England, and tending to the Subverfion of the 
Chriftian Religion. 

Ordered, That the faid Books be burnt by the common 
Hangman To-morrow Morning, in New Palace 2 ard, 
W eftminfter ; and that the Sheriffs ot London and Middle- 
fex do affift the Serjeant at Arms attending this Houle, 
in feeing the fame done. 


Mr. Secretary Hedges reported to the Houfe, that their

was a Vintner in the City of London, and that, during 
his Life, there was an Account between him and Sir 
Patrick Trant, for Wine, and other Things in the Way 
of his Trade, as a Vintner. 

That the faid Account begins the Twenty-feventh Day 
of Oéfober, 1682, and is carried on in his Book, and 
transferred from one Page to another, to the 7th of April, 
1686, where the Sum-total, for Goods delivered to that 
Day, comes to One hundred Ninety-two Pounds, Seven- 
teen Shillings, and Nine-pence. 

That, on a further Infpeétion into his Books, about 
220 Pages forwards, we find another Account of Goods, 
delivered for the Ufe of the faid Sir Patrick Trant, com- 
mencing the gth Day of December, 1686, and carried on 
to the 7th of Auguf, 1688, amounting to Seventy 
Pounds, Eleven Shillings, and Nine-pence ; which is 
transferred to another Page, where an Account is held 
with him bv the Petitioner, after her Hufband’s Death, 
to the Sixth of February, 1688, and there the Sum-total 
for Goods delivered to that Day, is Seventy-one Pounds 
Fifteen Shillings, and Five-pence; which Account is 
there clofed, and without any Notice there taken of the 
One hundred Ninety-two Pounds, Seventeen Shillings, 
and Nine-pence; and whether paid, or not, does not 
appear. 

That both thefe Accounts do at this time lie open 
in his Books, and do amount to the Sum mentioned in 
the Petition. 

That the faid William Clowdefley died about the 8th of 
Auguft, 16883; and the Petitioner took out Letters of 
Adminiftration to him the 4th of September following, 
and filed an Original, in Michaelmas Term after, for Two 
hundred Sixty-five Pounds, Five Shillings, and Two- 
pence, in the Court of Common Pleas, againft the faid 
Sir Patrick Trant.

ift, Becaufe in all Acts that have been paffed, fof 
taking Accounts of publick Money, the Commifiioners 
have been always named by the Commons only; and, in 
particular, in an Act, paffed the 19th Car. adi, inti- 
tuled, An Act for taking the Accounts of the feveral 
Sums of Money therein mentioned; which Act impowers 
the Commiffioners therein named, to take Account not 
only of Money granted by the Commons, but alfo of 
other Sums of the publick Revenue ; and although that 
A&t requires an Account to be given to the King’s Ma- 
jefty, and to both Houfes of Parlrament, yet all the Com- 
miflioners thereby conftituted were named folely by the 
Commons. 

2dly, The Commons by this Bill appoint thofe whom 
they name Commiffioners, to do that out of Parliamenx, 
which, during the Seffion of Parliament, is the proper 
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Work of the Houle of Commans, in whom, by the 
Laws and Cuftoms of the Kingdom, the Power of grant- 
ing Supplies to the Crown is vefted, as an effential Part 
of their Conftitution ; and the taking and examining the 
Accounts thereof is, of Right, in them alfo; and they 
being the Reprefentatives of all the Commons, no Com- 
mjoner can be named but by them. 

3dly, The Difpofition, as well as granting Money by 
A& of Parliament, hath ever been in the Houfe of Com- 
mons; and thefe Amendments, relating to the difpofing 
of Money to the Commiffioners, added by your Lordfhips, 
do intrench upon that Right. 

And your Lordfhips having fince agreed to feveral Bills, 
wherein the Commiffioners for publick Accounts were 
folely named by the Commons, they are furprifed to find 
your Lordfhips make fuch an Amendment to this Bill. 

_ But, befides thefe Reafons, the Commons, having ma- 
turely confidered the Report and Obfervations laid before 
them. this Seflion by the Commiffioners of Accounts, of 
whom Robert Byerly, Efquire, was one, had thereupon 
come to this Refolution: 

‘¢ That the Commiffioners for taking, exainining, and 
¢ ftating the publick Accounts of the Kingdom, have 
¢ faithtully diicharged the Truft repofed in them, to the 
* SatisfaCtion of the Houfe, and the general Good of the 
‘ whole Nation:” 

And therefore, could this Houfe admit (which they 
never can) that your Lordfhips might leave out any Coim- 
miffioners, appointed by this Houle, and appoint others ; 
yet they cannot confent to the leaving out Robert Byerly, 
Efquire, of whofe Abilities and Integrity, in the Difcharge 
of this Truft, they have had fo much Experience, and 
who was named by this Houfe in Two Bills of Accounts 
paffed by your Lordfhips, without any Exception made 
by your Lordthips to him. 

‘ The Commons obferve further, that, though your 
Lordfhips have increafed the Number of Commiffioners, 
and from Seven made them Nine, you have not thought 
fit to alter the Quorum, which continues to be Four; 
whereby great Abfurdities and Inconveniencies may 
happen, from contrary inconfiftent Actings in the fame 
Commiffion. 

As to the Claufe marked A, being your Lordfhips 
Second Amendment, the Commons difagree ; 

Becaufe, had the Commons no other Objection to it, 
there is a Provifion made in the Bill (intituled, An Act 
for punifhing Mutiny, Defertion, and falfe Mufters, and 
for better paying of the Army, and Quarters, and for 
fatisfying divers Arrears, and for a further Continuance 
of the Powers of the Five Commiffioners for examining 
and determining the Accounts of the Army) for the ex- 
amining and determining the Accounts of Major-general 
Windbam’s Regiment of Horfe, by the Commiffioners 
appointed to take, examine, and determine the Debts 
due to the Army, and for Tranfport Service, and alfo an 
Account of the Prizes taken during the late War. 

The Commons are fenfible, that this Bill is abfolutely 
neceffary at this Time, as is evident from the Deteétions 
already made by the Commiffioners of Accounts, of many 
great Frauds, Abufes, and Irregularities, to the Prejudice 
of the Publick; and they are very apprehenfive of the ill 
Confequences that may attend the Lofs of this Bill; yet 
nothing being of greater Importance to the Publick than 
the maintaining the juft Rights and Privileges which do 
belong to each Houfe of Parliament, according to our 
Conftitution ; and it being the fole undoubted and inhe- 
rent Right of the Commons to give Money, and grant 
Aids, which are to be raifed by tuch Methods, and with 
fuch Provifions, and the Difpofition thereof to be, made 
in fuch Manner as the Commons only think proper, upon 
which Right the Amendments made by your Lordfhips 
do plainly intrench; the Commons therefore cannot agree 
to your Lordfhips Amendments to this Bill. 

Ordered, That the faid Reafons be offered to the Lords 
at a Conference.

moft highly efteemed the Support and Alliance 
of her Majefty the Queen of Great Britain, which are of 
fo great Importance in the World, and that the prefent 
Conjundture gives him an Opportunity of making a more 
{trict Union with her, by entering into the Treaty of the 
grand Alliance, made at the Hague the 7th of September, 
1701, in order to their endeavouring jointly to provide for 
the common Quiet and Safety againit the vaft Power and 
Defigns of France, which threaten no lefs than deftroying 
the publick and univerfal Liberty, with Intent to reduce it 
within its juft Limits; her faid Majefty of Great Britain, 
knowing likewife how much the Friendfhip and Alliance 
of his Royal Highnefs may contribute to the mote eafy 
obtaining of this End, which is fo neceffary for the Good 
of the whole common Caufe, has to this Purpofe given 
her full Powers to Mr. Hil//, One of the Council of the 
Lord High Admiral of England, and her Envoy Extra- 
ordinary to his Royal Highnefs, [and his Royal High- 
nefs *] having likewife, on his Part, given his full Powers 
and Orders to the Count de /’ernon, Gentleman of his 
Chamber: the faid Plenipotentiaries, after having reci- 
procally exchanged the Originals of their faid full Powers, 
have agreed upon the following Articles : 

I. 

Her Majefty of Great Britain receives and takes his 
Royal Highnefs into the Treaty of the Grand Alliance, 
concluded at the Hague the 7th of September, 1701, be- 
tween his Imperial Majefty, the late King of England, 
and the Lords the States General; engaging herfelf to 
the intire and inviolable Obfervation of the faid Treaty, in 
relation to his Royal Highnefs, as if he had .been One of 
the firft Contractors in it: His Royal Highnefs, on his 
Side, enters, without any Referve or Exception, into all 
the Obligations, and all the Engagements, into which 
thofe Potentates are entered, who have concluded it, and 
which are expreffed in the faid Treaty.

Whereas his Royal Highnefs enters, as aforefaid, into 
all the Engagements agreed on in the aforefaid Treaty of 
the Grand Alliance, her Majefty of Great Britain recipro- 
cally promifes to ratify, and be Guarand of, all and every 


. Point of the Treaty, concluded at Turin, between his Im- 


perial Majefty and his faid Royal Highnefs, the 8th of 
November, 1703; her faid Majefty of Great Britain en- 
gaging, in general, in all the Obligations, and Guarantees, 
contained in the fame Treaty. 


2. 

The Knowledge her Majefty of Great Britain has of 
the important Services his Royal Highnefs has done, and 
may do, to the common Caule, induces her to defire the 
Increafe of his Dominions and Strength, that he may be 
the more capable of being ufeful to her, and being willing 
to give him a more particular Proof of the real Part fhe 
takes therein, fhe obliges herfelf, and exprefly promifes, 
to be Guarand of, and to maintain, all the Conceffions, 
made by the Emperor in Favour of his Royal, Highnefs 
and his Succeffors, by virtue of the Treaty of the 8th of 
November, 1703, to the End that the faid Conceffions 
may have for ever their full Effect, let what Treaty foever 
of Peace, or Agreement, be made; declaring, that they 
fhall be comprifed in the Preliminaries, for One of the 
Conditions, without which they fhall never come to any 
Negotiation of Peace.

Further, her Majefty of Great Britain promifes never to 
confent to, nor conclude, any Treaty of Peace, Agreement, 
or Truce, unlefs his Royal Highnefs be intirely re-eftablifh-

Further, her Majefty of Great Britain, having much at 
Heart whatever relates to the Publick, and particularly 
defiring to contribute, by all Means, to the Safety of his 
Royal Highnefs’s Dominions, by taking from France the 
Footing it has on this Side the 4/ps, and making Mount 
Geneure a Barrier to that Crown, engages to ufe all her 
Endeavours, at a Treaty of general Peace, to obtain the 
Country that is on this Side the faid Mount Geneure, for 
the Advantage of his Royal Highnefs ; fo that he, and his 
Succeffors, may for ever 7 the intire Sovereignty of it. 


Her Majefty of Great Britain, being fenfible of the 
known and undeniable Right of his Royal Highnefs, and 
which has been declared by the Will of King Philip the 
ath, King of Spain (of glorious Memory) to the Succef- 
fion of the Spani/b Monarchy, irnmediately after the Houfe 
of Auftria, engages, in an efpecial Manner, and as her own 
Aét, to maintain it intirely; promifing, that fhe will never 
confent to any Treaty of Peace or Agreement, nor ever 
fign any to the Prejudice of the faid Right, and will never 
allow, that any third Prince, preferably to his Royal 
Highnefs, be introduced and fettled in any of the Domi- 
nions of the faid Monarchy of Spain.

Her Majefty of Great Britain, to give his Royal High- 
nefs real Proofs of her Friendfhip, and of the Intereft fhe 
has in his Prefervation, and to furnifh him with the Means 
to contribute the better to the Good of the common 
Caufe, obliges herfelf to fend him a Succour of 66,666 
Crowns, and two Thirds, at once only, for the firft Charge 

‘of this War; and further, fhe fettles for him a monthly

Year into the Field as great a Number as the Intereft of 
the common Caufe requires, regard being had to the 
Safety of his Places. His Royal Highneis further en- 
gages to furnifh Arms, Bread, and warlike Ammunition 
to all the Refugees that fhall come to ferve in the Vallies, 
during the prefent War, to the end they may act advan- 
tageoufly for the Service of the common Caufe. 


For a further Mark of ie Zeal his Royal Highnefs has 
‘to cement ftill, by all Methods, this ftrist Union and 
Correfpondence with her Majefty of Great Britain, his 
Royal Highnefs, defiring, that it may likewife obtain 
among the Subjects on both Sides, by Introduction of 
Commerce, which her faid Majefty has likewife fignified 
her Defire of, for the mutual Advantage of both Nations, 
promifes to give all fort of Protection, for the good Suc- 
cefs of the faid Commerce.

mitted to the great Wifdom of this honourable Houfe, 
how far it may confift with the general Intereft of Eng- 
land, as well in refpect to our Navigation, as Commerce, 
to forbid the vending the Commodities, of the Growth 
and Produdt of this Kingdom, or of the Plantations, into 
the French Dominions, or Dominions of their Allies, whilft 
there is, or may be, an open Trade carried on between 
fome of her Majeity’s Allies and France. 

As to retraining the negotiating of Bills of Exchange 
from France, the beft Method we can offer at prefent is, 
that an At of Parliament be paffed in that behalf, im- 
powering her Majetty to iffue out her royal Proclamation, 
declaring, that if any of her Majefty’s Subjects thall 
knowingly correfpond in Bills of Exchange, or Matters of 
Money, with any Perfons furnifhing Money to France by 
Bills of Exchange, the Perfons fo offending fhall be lia- 
ble to fuch Penalties, as fhall be enacted; by which Act 
Power may be likewife vefted in Six, or any other Num- 
ber, of her Majefty’s Privy Council, to examine fuch 
Letters, and Bills of Exchange, as they fhall fufpeé&t may 
tend towards the carrying on aCorrefpondence with Frene, 
or furnifhing that Kingdom, their Armies, or Allies, 
with Money, and to caufe fuch Bills to be returned back; 
which, we are humbly of opinion, will have a good Effect 
towards the ftopping of Bills of Exchange, for the Supply

Admiral fent back to Plymouth, together with One of their 
Ships, which joined thofe Five at Lifbon, for convoying 
the Recruits, which the States -were fending for their 
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Troops in Portugal; which Service they performed; and 
are gone with Sir Fobn Leak to Gibraltar. 

2. Ten of her Majefty’s Ships, and Six of the States, 
were to be employed for obferving the Dunkirk Squadron ; 
and there were fome Engli/h and Dutch Ships for fome 
time in a proper Station for that Purpole, till ic was 
known that the French Ships were gone out of Dunkirk; 
after which there was no further Occafion for attending 
that Service. = 

3. Sir David Mitchell, who .was employed by her 
Majefty laft Winter to negotiate with the States, for fet- 
tling the Quota’s for the feveral Services, infifted to have 
Twelve of the States Ships for the Chanel Service, to 
join with Twenty of her Majefty’s Ships; but the States 
could not be brought to an Agreement therein, but de- 
clared, that, if her Majefty would provide for the Cha- 
nel, they would do the like for the North Seas; and 
though Sir David, and her Majefty’s Envoy at the 
Hague, did all along infift to have 12 of the States Ships 
for the Chanel, yet the States did, as often as they were 
prefied, declare, that they could not comply with it, but 
would fend an equivalent Strength to the Northward, in 
which Services none of her Majefty’s Ships were em- 
ployed. 

Ordered, That the faid Account do lie upon the Table, 
to be perufed by the Members of the Houfe.

That it appeared to the Committee, by the Accounts 
of the Agents for Taxes, that Mr. Yobn Ma/on, late 
Receiver-general for the County, Univerfity, and Town 
of Cambridge, and of the Ile of Ely, is indebted to her 
Majefty in the Sum of 3,880/. os. 5d. and it further 
appears, by the fame Account, that Fobn Ferrer, Efquire, 
One of the faid Mr. Ma/on’s Sureties, hath, purfuant to 
an Act of Parliament, made a Compofition with the Lord 
High Treaturer, for the Sum of 1,966/. 75. 1d, Part of 
the faid Debt, due from the faid Mr. Maj/on. 

That it further appeared to the faid Committee, that 
feveral Extents iffued out againft the Eftate of the faid 
John Mafon in the Counties of Huntington and Cam- 
bridge, and Inquifitions taken thereupon ; and that all the 
Eftate of the faid Mr. Ma/on was fold, and the Moneys 
paid into the Exchequer, Part whereof was copyhold, and 
fettled upon his Wife, long before his being Receiver, 
for her Jointure, and not liable to be extended; and 
that he prevailed with his Wife to confent, that the fame 
fhould be fold, towards Satisfaction of the faid Debt ; 
which faid copyhold Eftate was of the Value of 40/.

That it alfo appeared to the faid Committee, that one 
Mr. Okely was employed to fell the copyhold Eftate 
aforefaid ; and they verily believe, he has not One Shil- 
ling left, nor any thing to help himfelf, but what is cha- 
ritably beftowed upon him by his Friends. 
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That it further appeared to the Committee, that the 
faid Mr. Sohn Pickering’s Eftate was alfo extended, as 
aforefaid ; and that he has not One Peny of Money left, 
nor Bread to eat, but what he has from his Brother.

Gentleman, that fucceeded the Petitioner, who was then 
charged by the Comptroller-general of the Cuftoms to 
be indebted to the Crown 2,386/. 35. 5d. and to have 
Bonds from Merchants, in his Hands, for 183,658/. 
45. 54. andthe Petitioner paid the faid 2,386/. 35. 
5d. and delivered up Bonds, to a greater Sum, than 
charged with; notwithftanding which, the Petitioner 
having Bonds for due Performance of his Office, an Ex- 
tent was thereupon taken out againft him, on Pretence 
he was much indebted to the Pines whereupon the 
Petitioner brought his Bill in the Exchequer, to be re- 
lieved againft the fame, and to have his Bonds delivered 
up; and, upon hearing the Caufe, in Trin’ 1694, 
the Court directed an Account to be taken by Mr.

Mr. Secretary Hedges acquainted the Houfe, that her 
Majefty had commanded him to lay before the Houfe, a 
Copy of the Treaty with the King of Prufia, made on her 
Majefty’s behalf, by the Duke of Marlborough, the 28th 
of November, One thoufand Seven hundred and Four ;

A Tranflation of the faid Treaty. 

And he prefented the fame to the Houfe accordingly. 

And the Titles thereof were read. 

And the Tranflation is as followeth; viz+. 


H ER Majefty the Queen of Great Britain having re- 

prefented to his Majefty the King of Prufia, by my 
Lord Duke of Marlborcugh, who has been difpatched to 
him exprefly for this Purpofe, in what Rifque and Danger 
the Affairs of the Allies are, by the unhappy Condition, 
whereunto the Duke of Savoy appears to be reduced, and 
that all the Advantages gained by the Allies this laft 
Campaign over France, and its Adherents, might be 


. deftroyed and loft, if fome Endeavours were not ufed 


to recover the tottering, and otherwife altogether defpe- 
rate Affairs of that Prince; that, on this Confideration, 
her faid Majefty the Queen of Great Britain had thought 
fit to addrefs herfelf to his Majefty the King of Pruffa, 
as the only Prince of Europe, who, by the great Number 
of Troops, which he has on Foot, was moft in a Condi- 
tion, and was the moft enabled to remedy this Misfor- 
tune, and thereby to give a great Weight to the Re-efta- 
blifament of a conftant and fure Tranquillity in Ewrope : 
His Majefty the King of Prufia having nothing in the 
World more at Heart, than to employ all the Forces 
which God hath given him for the publick Good, that 
he may be able to concur in the glorious Defigns which 
her Majefty the Queen of Great Britain, and the other 
Allies, have formed, for the Safety of Europe; and that 
he may anfwer, as is fitting, the Confidence and Confi- 
deration, which her Majefty the Queen of Great Britain 
has been pleafed to expres for him, in fending the Per- 
fon of the faid my Lord Duke ; his Majefty would not 
caft his Eye on any thing that might have diverted 
him from the Refolution of entering into the Propofitions 
of the faid my Lord; and after fome Difcourfe, which 
himfelf, and fome Conferences, which his Minifters 
have had with him, the following Articles are agreed 
upon: 

a His Majefty the King of Pruffa thall fend a Body of 
Eight thoufand Men into J¢aly, there to be employed in the 
Year 1705, jointly with the Troops of the Emperor and 
of the Duke of Savoy againft France, for the Good of the 


‘common Caufe, and for the Intereft of the Allies. 


II. This Body fhall be compofed of Six thoufand Foot, 
and Two thoufand Horfe, with the Generals, and other 
Officers, neceffary to command them. 

III. In order to concur to the Subfiftence of thefe 
Troops, her Majefty the Queen of Great Britain thall 
pay her Quota Part towards the Sum of 360,co0Crowns, 
which fhall be paid to his Majefty for this Corps by the 
Year; it being not doubted, but that the High and 
Mighty Lords the States General of the United Pro- 
vinces, who daily give fo many Marks of their Zeal, 
and of their good Intention, for the Good of the com- 
mon Caufe, will enter with Pleafure into this Convention, 
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and alfo give their Proportion, equally with her Majefty, 
towards the faid Sum of 300,000 Crowns; which fhall 
be paid at Twelve equal Terms, to wit, 25,000 Crowns 
at each, at Amfterdam, in the current Money of Holland, 
the Exchange whereof fhall be made good unto his Ma- 
jefty fo far as Geneva: And thefe Payments fhall com- 
mence on the 15th of Fanuary, N. S. that the Troops, 
which fhall begin to march as foon as may be, may do 
what is poffible, whereby to arrive about the Middle of 
February in the Dominions of the Duke of Savoy. 

IV. It being impoffible, that the Sum of Money, fti- 
pulated in the precedent Article, fhould hold out to fub- 
fift fo confiderable a Number of Troops, his Imperial 
Majefty fhall engage himfelf, that, befides the Sum 
above-mentioned, which is to be paid by England and 
Holland, he will furnifh and deliver by Carriages, main- 
tained at his Expence, to the faid Body of 8000 Men, 
the ordinary Rations of Bread, during the Time of their 
being in the Field. 

V. The General, who fhall command this Corps on 
the Part of his Majefty the King of Prufia, fhall have 
full Jurifdiétion over the Troops which compofe it; and 
he fhall obey no Orders but thofe of his Royal Highnefs 
the Duke of Savoy, or the General Commander, accord- 
ing to his Rank: He fhall likewife have the Liberty of 
voting and fitting in all Councils which fhall be held for 
the Operations of the War, equally with the other Gene- 
rals of his Rank and Character ; and this Corps fhall not 
be feparated, without his Confent. 

VI. A Regulation fhall immediately be made with his 
Imperial Majefty, and with his Royal Highnefs the Duke 
of Savoy, concerning the Road which the faid Troops 
fhall take to get into Italy; and fince one Part of the 
faid Troops is to come from Pruffa, his Imperial Majefty 
and the Allies fhall fo order it, that they may take the 
fhorteft Road to get thither; and that there be given, as 
well to thofe Troops, as to fuch, whom his Majefty fhall 
fend from thefe Quarters, through all the Countries and 
States where they are to pafs, all Facility, whereby they 
may be able to march conveniently. 

VIilth. In the Quarters to be given to thefe Troops dur- 
ing the Winter, they fhall enjoy the fame Advantages in 
Utenfils and other Things, which were enjoyed by the 
Battalions which his Majefty the King of Prufia gave his 
Royal Highnefs the laft War; and an Agreement fhall 
be made with the Emperor, about the Recruits of this 
Corps, in cafe of any Lofs, during this Year. 

VIlIth. As to the Exercife of Religion, the Lazarett, 
or Hofpitals for the Wounded and Sick, and other Points 
requifite for the Prefervation and Re-eftablifhment of 
thefe Troops, all fhall be obferved, that was ftipulated 
thereabout between his Majefty the King of Pruffia and 
his Royal Highnefs, in the laft War, for the Troops 
which were then fent by his Majefty to his faid Royal 
Highnefs, in the fame Manner, as if it came to a new 
Agreement thereon for the Succours, now given by his 
Majefty to him. 

IXth. If by the Operations which fhall be made jointly 
by thefe Troops of his Prufian Majefty, and thofe of the 
other Allies, any Advantages fhall be gained over the 
common Enemy, whether in France, in the Milaneze, or 
any other Place, his Majefty fhall always have his Part, 
in Proportion to his Troops, as well in Contributions, 
Prifoners, Cannon, Ammunition, as all other Things, of 
what Nature foever they may be. 

Xth. Since his Majefty will caufe this Corps to a& with 
all poffible Vigour for the Good of the common Caufe, 
and that it is juft, that herein his own Intereft be not 
neglected ; the Emperor, the Queen of Great Britain, 
the States General, and the Duke of Savoy, do engage 
themfelves, that, in the Operations to be made towards 
Italy againtt France, a very particular Regard fhall be 
had to the Interefts of the King of Pruffia, with refpect 
to thofe which he may have on that Side, and particp- 
larly to his Right on the Counties of Neufchaftells and 
Valengin; whether it be, in putting his Majefty into Pof-

feffion thereof, as foon as can be, or that no Peace or 


Truce fhall be made with France, unlefs his Majefty be 


intirely contented as to his faid Rights and Pretenfions, 

XI. There remaining yet to be paid by the Crown of 
England to his Majefty the King of Pruffa, for the laft 
War, a Sum of about 236,000 Crowns ; her Majefty 
the Queen.of Great Britain fhall endeavour, and do her 
beft, that in the prefent Seffion of the Parliament of 
England fome Funds may be found, to pay off that 
Sum, or that which fhall be juftly due, before the End 
of the next Year. 

XII. His Majefty the King of Prufia, out of his great 
Zeal for the Good of the common Caufe, having offered, 
that, befides the 8000 Men, which he is obliged by this 
Treaty to fend to the Duke of Savoy, he will moreover 
give 3000 Men for the Mo/elle, upon Condition, that + 
thefe 3000 Men be re-united in one and the fame Corps 
with the 12,000 Men, which are at prefent on the Upper 
Rhine, and the 5000 Men, which are in the Pay of 
England and Holland, making together a Corps of 
20,000 Men: And my Lord Duke of Marlborough 
being not authorized to agree with his Majefty on this 
Article ; his Grace however being of Opinion, that this 
Propofition cannot but be very advantageous for the 
Good of the common Caule, will ufe his Endeavours with 
her Majefty the Queen of Great Britain, that, in cafe 
her Majefty fhall make an Augmentation of Troops on 
this Side the Sea, fhe may take the Troops of his Majefty 
the King of Prufia preferably to any others; and that 
he will do all he can, to the end that the High and Mighty 
Lords the States General do the fame on their Part, and 
confent,, in like Manner with her Majefty the Queen, to 
the Junétion of the 5000 Men with the reft of the 
Troops of his Majefty. There fhall be given to his Ma- 
jefty the King of Prufia a pofitive Refolution on this 
Point at the fame time when the Exchange of the Ratifi- 
cations of the prefent Treaty fhall be made. 

XIII. The King of Prufia having reprefented to my 
Lord Duke of Marlborough feveral Articles, which he de- 
fires may be regulated, fome with his Imperial Majefty, 
and others with the High and Mighty Lords, the States 
General ; viz. concerning the Succeffion of Orange, the 
upper Quarter of Guelderland, the Quarters of Bavaria 
and of Cologne, the Contributions eftablifhed, and to be 
eftablifhed in the Enemy’s Country; her Majefty the 
Queen of Great Britain will employ her Credit, and the 
Power which fhe hath with the faid Potentates, to the 
end his Majefty may forthwith be fatisfied as to all thefe 
Points, according to Equity and Juttice. 

XIVth. When the Time hall come to treat of a Peace 
in Poland, her Majefty the Queen fhall not only fupport 
with all her Credit, and with all her Power, the Preten- 
fions which his Majefty the King of Prufia hall propofe 
on that Occafion, in order to the obtaining for him all 
poffible Satisfaction thereon, but will likewife endeavour 
with the Emperor, and the States General, to do the fame 
on their Part. 

XVth. The prefent Treaty being only for One Year, 
to commence from the 15th of Fanuary, as is above 
mentioned, it fhall be agreed on Two Months before the 
Expiration of the faid Year, whether, and upon what 
Conditions, this Treaty fhall be prolonged; but, in cafe it 
be not thought fit to continue it longer, the Troops fhall 
have, for their Return, the Pay of a long Month. 

XVI. The prefent Treaty fhall be ratified within a 
Month after the Date of the figning, or fooner, if it 
can be. In Witnefs whereof, the prefent Treaty hath 
been figned and fealed in the Name and on the Part of 
her Majefty the Queen of Great Britain, by my Lord 
Duke of Marlborough ; and, in the Name of his Majefty 
the King of Pruffia, by the Count de Wartenberg, Great 
Chamberlain of his Majefty. Done at Berlin, the 24th 
Day of November, 1704.

Lenthall, Efquire, deceafed, and by him mortgeged 


to Sir Fobn Cutler, Knight and Baronet, deceafed, in 
Vor. XIV. ‘ 
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Truftees, to be fold towards Payment of the faid Dedt, 
was committed ; that they had examined the Allegations 
of the Bill, and found the fame to be true; and that they 
had heard the Counfel for the Countefs of AJercorn, and 
her Son, upon their Petition; and that the Committee 
had made feveral Amendments to the Bill, which they 
had directed him to report to the Houfe: Which he 
read in his Place, with the Coherence, and afterwards 
delivered in at the Clerk’s Table ;*where the fame were 
once read throughout, and then a Second time one by 
one; and, upon the Queftion feverally put thereupon 
(with an Amendment to One of them) agreed unto by the 
Houfe. 


Ordered, That the Bill, with the Amendments, be in- 
groffed. 


Sir Mathew Dudley reported from the Committee to 
whom the Petition of the Proprietors of the benefited 
Malt Lottery Tickets was referred, the Matter, as it ap- 
peared to them, which they had directed him to report to 
the Houfe; which he read in his Place, and afterwards 
delivered in at the Clerk’s Table; where the fame was 
read ; and is as followeth, viz. 

That the Committee having examined the Allegations 
of the faid Petition, it appeared, that moft of the Benefit 
Tickets were iffued for the feveral publick Services, in the 
Years 1697 and 1698, as full Money. 

That by the Act of the 8th and gth of his late Majefty 
King William (by virtue whereof the fame were iffued) it 
was provided, that, if all the Money arifing by the Du- 
ties of Malt, &c. thereby granted, fhould not amount 
to fo much as would be fufficient to pay off all the faid 
Tickets, the fame Deficiency fhould be made good out 
of the firft Aid to be granted by Parliament after the 29th 
Day of September, 1699, which was the Time limited by 
the faid Ac&t for Payment of the whole. 

That by an Act of the roth and rith Years of his faid 
late Majefty, the Intereft on the Blank Malt Tickets was 
doubled from the 25th of March 1699. 

That by an Act made in the Firft Year of her prefent 
Majefty Queen zn, Provifion is made for Payment of 
all the Blank and Benefit Malt Tickets; but the fame does 
not commence till the 1ft of Auguff, 1706, and is con- 
tinued till the Year 1710; fo that the faid Benefit Tickets, 
yet unpaid, have been about Five Years and a half defi- 
cient, and ever fince the 24th of June, 1697 (which is 
above Seven Years and a half) without Interett. 

That there ftill remains 18,565 /. of the faid Benefits 
unpaid; and, notwithftanding they have been fo long 
deficient, and that the Government had the Benefit of 
drawing them, they carry no Intereft at all. 

That, upon the Report of the Committee to whom 
the Petition of the Proprietors of the faid Tickets, laft 
Seffion of Parliament, was referred, this Houfe did, on 
the 18th of March, 1703, give an Inftruction to the 
Committee of the whole Houfe, to whom the Bill for 
better fecuring and regulating the Duties upon Salt, was 
committed, to receive a Claufe for fecuring the Intereft 
on the faid Benefit Malt Lottery Tickets. 

Ordered, That the faid Report be referred to the Com- 
mittee of the whole Houfe to whom the Bill for con- 
tinuing Duties upon low Wines, and upon Coffee, Tea, 
Chocolate, Spices, and Pictures, and upon Hawkers, 
Pedlars, and Petty Chapmen, and upon Mullins, and for 
granting new Duties upon feveral of the faid Commodities, 
and alfo upon Callicoes, China-ware, and Drugs, is com- 
mitted. 


A Petition of Fob2 Benfon, Under-hheriff of Middle/ex, 
was prefented to the Houfe, and read; fetting forth, that 
he finds by the Votes, that the Bill for the better en- 
forcing the Execution of the Law for preventing clan- 
deftine Outlawries in perfonal Aétions, is committed ; and 
being advifed, the fame will greatly prejudice the Peti- 
tioner, and alfo all Sheriffs in general, he prays to be 
heard by Counfel before the faid Committee touching the 
faid Bill.

Ordered, That the Confideration of the faid Petition be 
referred to the Committee to whom the faid Bill is com- 
mitted ; and that the Petitioner be heard before the Com- 
mittee thereupon, by his Counfel, if he think fit. 


An ingroffed Bill for the better enabling her Majefty 
to grant the Honour and Manor of Woodjiock, with the 
Hundred of Wootton, to the Duké of Marlborough, and 
his Heirs, was read the Third time. ; 

Refolved, That the Bill do pafs; and that the Title be, 
An A& for the better enabling her Majefty to grant the 
Honour and Manor of /oedjtock, with the Hundred of 
Woction, to the Duke of Maritorough, and his Heirs, in 
Confideration of the-eminent Services by him performed 
to her Majefty, and the Publick. 

Ordered, That Mr. Chancellor of the Exchequer do 
carry the Bill to the Lords, and defire their Concurrence 
thereunto. 


The Orders of the Day being read; 

Mr. Dryden reported from the Committee to whom 
the Petition of the Deputy Lieutenants, Juitices of the 
Peace, Gentlemen, Freeholders, and others, Inhabitants 
in the County of Huntington ; 

And alfo the Petition of the Juftices of Peace, Gen- 
tlemen, Freeholders, and other the Inhabitants of the 
County of Bedford , 

And alfo the Petition of the Deputy Lieutenants, 
Juftices of the Peace, and other Gentlemen and Freehold- 
ers of the County of Norfolk, in behalf of themtelves, 
and the poor Inhabitants ; 4 

And alfo the Petition of the Mayor, Sheriffs, Citizens, 
and Commonalty of the City of Norwich, in Common- 
council afiembled ; 

Were referred; the Matter, as it appeared to them, 
and Four Refolutions of the Committee thereupon ; which 
he read in his Place, and afterwards delivered in at the 
Clerk’s Table; where the fame were read, and are as 
follow; viz. 

That the Petitions of Huntingtonfhire and Bedfordjbire 
being the fame in Subftance, the Committee proceeded 
to examine the Witneffes of both together: And to prove 
the Matter was produced, 

William Barnes, Wm. Rawlins, Aaron. Brown, ‘fobn 
Wright ; who informed the Committee; that for Twen- 
ty, and Five-and-twenty Years laft paft, they chiefly 
employed themfelves in buying of Sea-coals at King’s 
Lyna, in the County of Norfolk, and felling them again 
in the feveral Counties of Huntington and Bedford : 

That, for about 16 or 17 Years laft, they had paid 
8 d.a Chaldron for.fuch Coals, Foreign-bought (over and 
above 4d. which they paid before) by virtue of cer- 
tain By-laws, made for the Ufe and Benefit of the Poor 
of Lynn, as the Vender (who is always a Freeman) has 
told them; faying, ‘* You know, I muft pay the faid 
« 12 d. for the Benefit of the Town:” And then they 
agree for the Price of the Coals, as well as they can: 

That, in cafe they buy Coals of a Freeman of Lya, not 
Foreign-bought (that is, not bought of an Importer, 
who is not a Freeman of Lyn) the faid 12 d. is not de- 
manded; but the Seller agrees for a reafonable Profit, 
perhaps at 3d. or 6 d. per Chaldron: 

That all Mafters of Ships, and others, importing 
Coals to Lyv, not being free of the faid Town, are com- 
pelled to lie Three Days in the Port, before they are per- 
mitted to fell their Coals, though a Freeman may fell, or 
unload, as foon as he arrives ; and then they areobliged to 
fell to a Freeman only, or elfe the Coals are feized by the 
Corporation of Lyn, as forfeited, upon Pretence of a 
Cuftom, called Foreign-bought and fold; which has been 
put in Praétice for about Sixteen Years : 

That the Ships, ufing the Coal Trade from Newcaftle 
to Lyn, are leffened in Number by One-fifth, occafioned 
(as they conceive) by the faid By-laws, or Cuftoms ,; 
whereby alfo her Majefty’s Duties on Sea coals is dimi- 
nifhgd, many People within the faid Counties ufing Pit- 
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coals, and other Fuel, who otherwife would burn Seq. 
coals: 

That a Lyn Ship, now trading in Coals to Neweaftle, 
will make as much Profitin One Voyage, as formerly in 
Two, the Freemen engroffing all the Sea-coals into their 
Hands; and if the Buyer will not give them their Price, 
they will lay them up. 

That William Barnes faid, he bought Coals at Lyn, be. 
tween May Day and Michaelmas \att for 25 s. per Chal- 
dron, and Forty Bufhels to the Chaldron, and fold the 
fame again at St. Jves for 31s. 4d. the Chaldron; and 
that they coft him 4s. per Chaldron Freight, and that he 
fold but 32 Bufhels to the Chaldron at Bedford. 

Aaron Brown faid, that he paid between May Day and 
Michaelmas \aft, 26s. 6d. a Chaldron at Lyx, and fold 
them at Bedford for 37 s. 6d. per Chaldron. 

And that all the Witneffes agreed, they never made 
any Complaint of the faid By-laws, or Cuftoms, to the 
Mayor or Corporation of Lyz, becaufe (as they faid) they 
thought, it would have been to no Purpofe. 

That, in Aniwer to which, : 

Mr. Rolf, the Town-clerk of Zyz, faid, that there ne- 
ver was any By-law made by the Corporation of Lyn: 
That Eight- pence per Chaldron, for Sea-coals, fhould be 
paid for all Foreign-bought, or fold, Coals, imported into 
their Harbour, and not confumed in the faid Town; but 
believes, there was a Combination, or Subfcription, for 
that Purpofe, entered into by the Ship-mafters, and other 
Freemen of Lyn, trading in Coals, which was for the Re- 
lief of the Seamens Widows and Orphans, loft ina great 
Storm in 1695, whereby the Town of Lyx loft Twenty 
of their Ships, and, fince that, to the Value of above 
12,000 J. 

‘That this 8 d. per Chaldron is collected of the Freemen 
by the Churchwardens, and Overteers of the Poor, of Lyn; 
and never knew, that any body ever complained of it to 
the Mayor and Corporation; but the Freemen do not 
pay the faid 8 d. per Chaldron, for fuch Coals as they 
{pend themfelves; and if this Houfe fhall not allow of 
the faid Colle€tion, it fhall be difcontinued. 

That 4d. per Chaldron, for all Coals, {o imported into 
the faid Harbour, has been paid for the Ufe of the Cor- 
poration of Lyn, for above One hundred and Sixty Years, 
but not by the Freemen. 

That Lyn was a Corporation by Prefcription, long be- 
fore the Reign of King Fobn: That he granted them a 
Charter, with divers Privileges, and referring to. the 
Charter of Oxford, in Cafe of any Doubt. 

That the Freemen of Oxford did, Three hundred and 
Thirty Years ago, adjudge, that all foreign Ships, import- 
ing Coals to Lyn, fhall fell the fame upon a Market-day 
only, upon Forfeiture of the Coals, as Foreign-bought, 
and fold, except to a Nobleman, or Freeman, or any 
other Perfon that buys the fame for their own Confump- 
tion. 

Mr. Rolf alfo acquainted the Committee, that by Fo- 
reign-bought, and fold, is meant, where both the Buyer 
and Seller are Foreigners; but if either of them bea 
Freeman, it is not within the Meaning of thofe Words; 
and the Corporation of Lyz do claim that Privilege of Fo- 
reign-bought and fold, by Prefcription, for above 500 
Years. 

That all Coals, fo imported, muft be fold to the Free- 
men of Lyn, except as aforefaid ; but the F oreigner might 
always fell his Coals by Retail, as foon as he came into 
Port ; and he never knew, that any of them were denied 
to {ell to a Freeman in grofs, upon afking Leave of the 
Mayor of Lyn fo to do, feveral of them having had fuch 
Leave granted. 

He alfo produced Two By-laws, made by the Corpo- 
ration of Lyn, the one dated the 21th Day of May, 1688, 
and the other the 29th Day of April, 1689; whereby it 
was refolved, That the faid Corporation would ufe all 
lawful Ways and Means to fupportand maincain their an- 
cient Rights and Privileges, in obliging all foreign Ships, 
bringing Sea-coals to that Port, not to deliver their Coals 
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in grofs, till they have Jaid Three working Days, to be 


‘ computed from the Time of fuch Ship’s mooring within 


their Harbour, for ferving the poor Inhabitants, pur- 
fuant to an ancient Cuftom. 

That Mr. Rolf alfo faid, the Occafion of making thofe 
By-laws was, to prevent Perfons going down to Sea in 
Boats, and foreftalling the Coals, before they arrived in 
the Port of Ly, and engroffing them in great Quantities, 
but believes, there was a Miftake as to the Three Days; 
becaufe, he takes it, they ought to have been confined 
to fell upon a Market-day only, which are Tue/days, and 
Saturdays, weekly. 

Mr. fobn Turner, now Mayor of Lyn, faid, that, during 
his Mayoralty, there has been but One Foreigner, that 
did afk Leave to unlade his Coals, as foon as he arrived in 
their Port, his Ship being leaky , and it was granted him; 
and believes, he fhould have given the like liberty to 
others, if they had afked it. 

Mr. Charles Turner, late Mayor of Lyn—that, while 
he was Mayor, feveral Foreigners, importing Sea-coals, 
defired Leave of himto unlade; and he denied none that 
afked for it. 

Mr. Upzwood faid, that he has fent feveral hundred 
Chaldron of Sea-coals from Lyn to Bedford, by Boat- 
men, who often leave the Coals upon the Banks of the 
River, and go Two or Three times to Ly, before they 
deliver the Coals at Bedford ; whereby the Coals are much 
watted ; and he never had above 26 bufhels to the Chal- 
dron, delivered at Bedford. 

And that, upon the whole Matter, the Committee 
came to the following Refolutions ; viz. 

Refolved, That it appears to the Committee, That the 
Freemen of the Town of Lyn in the County of Norfolk, 
have, for many Years laft paft, by a Combination among 
themfelves, exacted Eight-pence per Chaldron for all 
Coals, fold in the Port of Lyx by Perfons not being free 
of the faid Town (more than has been anciently paid) 
without any Coldur of Law for it. 

Refolved, That it appears to the Committee, That the 
Corporation of Lyn, in 1688, and 1689, made Two fe- 
veral By-laws, whereby they obliged all Perfons, trading 
in Coals to the Port of Lyn, not to deliver their Coals in 
erofs, till they have lain Three working Days, in the faid 
Port, from thé Moaring of the Ship. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That there is an ancient Cuftom in the Town of Lynn, 
called Foreign-bought, and Foreign-fold ,; which is a Mo- 
nopoly, and a very great Grievance and Oppreffion to the 
Inhabitants of the Counties of Huntington and Bedford. 

That upon the Petition of the City of Norwich, re- 
ferred alfo to the faid Committee, the Matter appeared, 
upon the Examination of the feveral Witneffes follow- 
ing; Viz. 

Mr. John Fex, Mr. Fames Ward, Mr. Tho. Myles, 
(all of Lozwe/ffoff) that they have been Dealers in Shipping, 
and fold Coals at Yarmouth, for Fifteen, Eight, and Nine 
Years; and that they have been obliged to fell their 
Coals to the Freemen of Yarmouth only, or elfe to get a 
Freeman to fell for them; and then they are forced to 
allow half a Chaldron out of Twenty, for the Benefit of 
the Town of 2armouth, and another half Chaldron in the 
Score to the Freemen, that either buy, or fell, the Coals; 
and this they take, and demand, as a Right, or elfe the 
Coals are feized ; but faid, that oftentimes the Freemen, 
by reafon of their great Dealings, do remit their half 
Chaldron. 

That they are alfo obliged to pay to the Town of Yar- 
mouth for unfree Ballaft (as they call it) Eight-pence 
Halfpeny per Chaldron, for every Chaldron of Coals, that 
are imported or made out there, although they ufe but 
Five or Six Ton of Ballaft; and that a Freeman of Yar- 
mouth pays only 44 4. per Chaldron. 

That they alfo pay to the Chamberlain of Yarmouth 
4.5. 6d. for every Veffel, that comes into that Port, for. An- 
chorage, Peerage, Pilotage, and Outgoing, though it was 
but 4s. before the prefent Water-bailifl’s time; yet he 
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infifts upon 4 5, 6 d. ashis Right; and, befides have paid 
an Half-peny, a Peny, and Three Hait-pence, per Chal- 
dron, for, Metage, to the Chamberlain; and Ward faid, 
that a Mafter of his paid 205. for the Ufe of the Cap- 
ftern, when his Veff-l was on Ground; but told him, the 
Cable was thereby damnified. 

That, were it not for thefe Cuftoms, or Duties, they 
fhould import much more Coals than they do; but, by 
reafon thereof, they fend them to Ipfwich, Harwich, and 
other Ports, where they felltoa better Advantage, than 
at Yarmouth, although they fell their Coals fomething 
cheaper: And Mr. ‘ex faid, he fhou'd fend Five Veffels 
for One, to Yarmouth, were it not for thoie Payments ; 
and then Coals might be afforded cheaper. 

And Ward faid, that, for the fairie Reafon, he had a 
Pink went twice to Harwich this Year; which thould 
otherwife have gone to Yarmouth , and that they do not 
know, that any other Port, or Freeman, takes, or de- 
mands any fuch Duties as aforefaid. © 

Cyvil Rich, Efquire, faid, that he, going upon the Key 
of Yarmouth, with Intent to buy Coals, obferved, that 
a Mafter of a Veffel had lain there loaded fome Time; 
and afking him the Reafon of it, anfwered, he had not 


. ftaid his Time, for that he muft lie Three Market-days 


there, before he could fell his Coals; and that the Mar- 
ket Days are twice a Week. 

Mr. Helwys, Aldermanof Norwich, faid, that the Town 
of Yarmouth monopolize Shipping, as well as Coals; for 
that he bought a fmall Ship with a Freeman, of Yar- 
mouth in Moieties; and the Ship arriving at Yarmouth, 
laden with Coals, the Town demanded, and took of him 
10 5. 6 d.as a Compofition for Half a Chaldron of Coals, 
as a Foreigner, though the Coals were for his own Con- 
fumption at Norwich, and never was a Dealer in Coals 
any otherwife. 

That Coals are cheaper Southward of Yarmouth, than 
there, where they have brought them to near the Lon- 
don Price, though the Wages for Labour is double at 
London. 

That the Charges of the Capftern, and Cables to it, 
were paid for by the Counties of Norfc/k and Suffolk, and 
the Inventor of the Capitern had Ten Guineas given him 
for his Contrivance. 

Elifoa Philippo, of Norwich, faid, that one Fofepb Had- 
dock bought tome Deals, imported by a Dawifh Veffel at 
Yarmouth, and the Town feized the Deals, as foreign- 
bought, and foreign-fold; and Haddock brought a Re- 
plevin, and the Matter going on for Trial, the then Town- 
clerk of Yarmouth (one Mr. Godfrey, fince dead) advifed 
Haddock to make an End with the Town, and fubmit to 
pay a Fine; for that the Town was rich; and believed, 
their Cuftom was againft Law; yet it would coft him 
Money, to try it with them, and, if he would make his 
Submiifion, he promifed, his Fine fhould be repaid him: 
And accordingly Haddock did fubmit, was fined, and the 
Fine repaid by Mr. Godfrey, at Mr. Phillippoe’s Houfe, 
with Cotts of Suit. 

That, in Anfwer to Norwich Petition, 

Mr. Auth. Ellis and Mr. Andrews, Aldermen of Yar- 
mouth, faid, that the Town of Yarmouth had appointed 
them, and others, to attend the Committee upon the 
faid Petition; and that they did not deny the Evidence 
produced by the Petitioners; but alleged, that 2arimouth 
was a Borough by Preicription long before the Reign 
of King John; and that the fame Cuftoms, Ufages, and 
Duties, were then there in Practice, and paid to the 
Crown, as are now to the Town, and to which they have 
a Right. 

That King ¥cbn granted them a Charter, and thereby 
gave them all the Soil, Rights, Privileges, and Cuftoms, 
of the Borough, then in the Crown, reterving a Fee-farm 
Rent, of Five-and-fifty Pounds per Annum, to him, and 
his Succeffors. 

In Confideration of the Cuftoms and Ufages of the 
Borough, they had no profitable Lands or Tenements 
thereby granted them, nor claim any other Cuftoms, or 
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Duties, than what are founded upon the Charter of King 
ohn, exceptan Admiralty Jurifdiction granted them by 
Queen Eliz. 

That, by virtue of fuch Rights and Cuftoms, the 
Town of Yarmouth have always claimed, and taken, half 
a Chaldron in the Score of all Coals, imported there by 
Foreigners; and the Freemen of Yarmouth have the fame 
Right to another Half Chaldron; but never heard, it 
was ever taken by any of them, for this 25 Years (while 
he has been a Dealer) till upon the now Complaint. 

That the Freemen of Yarmouth have, by ancient 
Cuftom, a Right to buy and fell all Merchandize and 
Commodities, imported there, exclufive of all others; 
and produced a Lift of many Seizures, where fold toa 
Foreigner; the Firft of which was in 14% Edw, IIl. the 
laftin 1648. 

That they have fuch a Cuftom as Foreign-bought, and 
fold, which is, where both Buyer and Sellcr are not Free- 
men; but, if either be a Freeman, it is not fo. 

That what the Town of Yarmouth claim, they do it 
by ancient Cuftom, and not by any By-laws ; though 
they have By-laws, as a Community, for difpofing of the 
Moneys arifing by their Cuftoms and Duties. 

That they have no Cuftom, to oblige a Foreigner to 
lie in their Port Three Market-days before he fells his 
Lading, but that he may fell immediately to a Freeman 
of Yarmouth. 

That the Town of Yarmouth yearly employ One hun- 
dred Forty-five Veffels (befides many other Ships to Len- 
den) in the Coal Trade, and breed about 500 Seamen: 
That thefe fhips import about 24,000 Chaldrons yearly 
in Time of War (laft Year 29,000) and in Time of 
Peace, making Six Voyages in a Summer (as they might 
do) about 43,000 Chaldrons. 

That for Three Years laft, communibus annis, the Pro- 
duce of the Half Chaldron, taken by the Town, has 
amounted but to about 64 /. yearly, and is about 6 d. per 
Chaldron, but, upon the whole Importation, is about a 
Half-peny per Chaldron. 

That the Town of Yarmouth do take of an Unfree- 
man, for Ballaft 8! d. per Chaldron, for every Chaldron of 
Coals, that they import, or make out; and if goa fifhing, 
pay for free Ballaft only ; and that a Freeman pays but 
41 a. per Chaldron. 

That Yarmouth conftantly keeps Two Keels, of about 
24 Tons each, and Men employed, to fetch Ballaft, at the 
cheapeft Rate they can; and it lies them in about 15 5. 
for which a Freeman, if he has Occafion for it, muft pay 
17.5. And that, if an Unfreeman were to find his own 
Ballaft, the Town giving their Soil, yet it would coft him 
as much, or near as much, getting, as he pays for it; be- 
caufe the Ballaft-men being always employed, will work 
cheaper, than to be at the Uncertainty of Employ by Fo- 
reigners. 

‘That Foreigners are not obliged to take their Ballaft of 
the Town, but may get it at other Places; and of Figh- 
teen Foreigners, in 1702, but fix of them took Ballaft of 
the Town: And if Foreigners lay their own Ballaft on 
the Key, and take it again, they pay but for half Ballaft ; 
and they may deliver it on the other Side of the River, 
out of the Town’s Jurifdiction; but there they muft alfo 
pay an Acknowledgment. 

That, by the ancient Cuftoms of Yarmouth, they have 
a Right to 45. 6d. for every foreign Vefiel that comes 
into their Harbour for Anchorage, Moarage, Keyage, 
Beaconage, Pilotage, and Outgoings; of which 18 d. is 
paid to the Peer-mafter; and cannot fay particularly, how 
the other 35. is paid; but the Town is at the Charge of 
a Light fet up at the Head of the Haven; and that the 
Freemen pay to the Peer-man, but not the other Duties 
above-mentioned. 

That the Town is at the Charge of Metts, or Mea- 
fures, which cofts them about 35/. a Year; and Strangers 
have the Ufe of them for nothing. 

That were it not for the Cuftoms, and Duties, afore- 
faid (though they claim fome others) the Corporation 


could not fubfift; and if there fhould be no Diiference 
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between a Free and Unfreeman, nobody will take out 
their Freedoms; for it isa great Charge to the Freemen 
to bear the Offices of the Town. , 

That the Revenues and Duties of the Town, arifine b 
their ancient Cuftoms, are fo precarious, and fo many, 
that he cannot fay what they amount to yearly. ‘ 

That there are Two Cables to the Capftern, a greater 
and a leffer, which were provided at the County Charge, 
and if the greater be ufed they pay 125. for it; if the lef- 
fer, 105. Anda Committee of the Town of Yarmouth is 
appointed to enquire what Damages arifes by fuch 
Uiage, and to affefs the fame, the Produce whereof jg 
placed to the Credit of the County; and that both Free. 
men and Unfrecemen pay alike for the Ute of the Cap- 
ftern. 

To this the Petitioners replied: 

And Mr. Helwys, of Norwich, faid, that, by virtue of 
the faid Charter, Yarmouth has a Key, Thirty or Forty 
Yards broad in the narroweft Place, and a Mile long, a 
great Market Place, have built an Hofpital on a great 
Watte before the Church, and a whole Street, near half a 
Miie long : 

That they have an Eftate near the Key Mill, and fe- 
veral Gardens out of Town, [and One in Town*!; and 
alfo have Rents of the Inhabitants, for Liberty of fetting 
up Pales in the Streets, about Four Foot from the Houtes; 
and that he pays 1 5.a Year, or fome fuch Matter, for Two 
Houtes,; he has there, of about thirty Foot Front, for 
the like Privilege. 

._ They have alfo a Common which is called the Daizes, 
above 200 Acres whereof is good land, and, if it were 
inclofed, would be worth 10 or 15 s. an Acre. 

And that, about Two Years ago, Alderman Brad- 

ford, of Yarmouth, told him, the Bailiffs made 500 a 
Year by the Cuftoms arifing out of their Fifhery. 
Mr. Ward, and Mr. Myles faid, that, if a Foreigner 
imports Herrings at Yarmouth, the Firft Freeman fets the 
Price that he will give the Fifherman,*and then carries 
the Price to the Town-houfe, where the Freemen haine 
them (that is, fet a higher Price on them) if they think 
fit; which advanced Price the Corporation have the Bene- 
fit of, and amounts to a confiderable yearly Sum. 

_Mr. Fex faid, that he has paid the late Chamberlain of 
Yarmouth a Half-peny, a peny, and Three Halfpence, 
per Chaldron, for Metage; and produced Bills under his 
Hand, to prove it. 

That he never, but once, in Fourteen Years, allowed 
the full Half Chaldron to the Freemen; yet they always 
claim it as their Right, and take, in lieu thereof, a Bottle 
of Wine, or fome iuch fmall Matter: And Mr. Myles 
faid, he allowed it the Firft time of his trading there, 
before he was acquainted, andrefolved never to go thither 
again, unlefs they would remit it; fince which he has 
never paid the full, but always an Acknowledgment of 
the Favour, by a Bottle or Two of Wine; and fends to 
Zarmouth but once a Year, becaufe of their Impofitions. 

Mr. ‘Yex further faid, that they can get Ballaft, if they 
might have it where the Town has, as cheap, as to take 
it from the Ballaft Keels; for that they pay the Ballaft- 
- for throwing it into the Ship, over and above the 

That a Ship of 90 Tons will require 30 Tons of Bal- 
laft, which he could fupply for 10s. if he might get it 
where;the Town does; and if he buys it of the Town, 
as they reckon by the Chaldron, it will come to about 3 /. 
And that at London, and other Ports, they pay for no 
more Ballaft than they have. 

_ That there is no Ballaft near the Town, but what 
is their Soil; fo cannot be conveniently fupplied elfewhere, 
but at greater Charges. 

That if a Vefiel go out a fifhing, her Ballaft is of ano- 
ther Sort, for which they pay 2 s. per Ton to the Carters 
that bring and lay it upon the Key; for which Liberty 
the Town takes half a Crown. 

That two of his Ships ran one againft another, and 
one laden with Coals ran aground, and he offered the 
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Coals to any body that would take them, for Lightage 
of the Ship; and fhe coming afterwards to Yarmouth 
Haven to repair, the Town of Yarmouth demanded 10s. 
for Groundage, as their Manor Right ;_ and he paid it. 

That a Matter of one of his Veffels took up Nine Bar- 
rels of Tar, fuppofed to be a Wreck ; and the Town of 
Yarmouth tent for them, as their Right of Admiralty, and 
had them, as his Mafter told him: 

To this Reply Mr. Alderman E/lis faid, 

That it is true, the Town of Yarmouth have a Key, the 
Daines, an Hofpital for 50 poor Children, arid feveral 
Gardens and old Houfes ; but all were the Wafte of the 
Borough, and they have no Rents for them ; and all the 
Inhabitants of Yarmouth ufe the Daines as their Common, 
and put in their Cows, to fupply the Town with Milk, 
paying to the Parfon only 3d. a Head. 

That if the Chamberlain, or Water-bailiff, has taken 
any thing for Metage, he had no Cuftom of the Town 
to warrant it, for it is not in their Book of Rates. 

That the Freemen: have a Right of haining a Moiety 
of the terrings imported, the Corporation claiming a 
Righc to that Moiety, in cafe they hain them at a higher 
Price than the Firft Buyer bought them at; and then 
diftribute them among the Freemen, to prevent engrof- 
fing them, iuch Over-price being the Bailiff’s, toward the 
Support of the Corporation ; and if they are not hained 
higher than the Firft Price, the Firft Buyer has all the 
Herrings himfelf. 

Mr. Alderman Ferrier faid, that Seven or Eight Years 
ago he was Bailiff of Yarmouth; and the Execution of 
that Office was always looked upon as-burthenfome and 
expenfive; and he found it fo, though he was as good a 
Hutband as he could, and had the Half of g1/. allowed 
him by the Corporation towards his Charges; and 
feveral have been ruined, and impaired their Families, 
thereby. 

That what arifes by the Cuftoms, Duties, and Reve- 
nues of the Borough, are all applied to fupport the 
Community of the Town, and not to the Maintenance 
of the Poor. 

That, upon the Petition of the County of Norfolk, alfo 
referred to the faid Committee, 

Mr. Fexand Mr. Ward acquainted the Committee, that 
they had no more to fay for the County; than what they 
had faid for the City of Norwich; but that the Duties 
taken of Foreigners at Yarmouth difcouraged them from 
importing Coals there, whereby the Country, and Places 
fupplied from thence, mult needs fuffer in the Price of 
their Coals; and believe, that the Freemen of Yarmouth 
may yearly import a fufficient Quantity to ferve the 
Country ; yet, if Strangers might have a free Importation, 
it would lower the Price of Coals, and People would {pend 
more of them. 

To this Alderman Ferrier faid, that, if Foreigners 
might import Coals Duty-free, yet they could not do it 
fo cheap as the Yarmouth Men; for that their Haven 
being very dangerous, a Foreigner lies fometimes Three 
Weeks to get in, becaufe they do not care to be at the 
Charge, and have not the Conveniency, of lightening 
their Veffels, as the Yarmouth Men have. 

That Yarmouth has always more Coals by them, than 
the Country confumes ; and therefore believes, if more 
were imported, the Price would not be leffened. 

That the Yarmouth Freemen fell 36 Bufhels to the 
Chaldron to the Keelmen, out of which they make 4o 
Bufhels, and take a Peny per Chaldron for Stayage at 
Norwich, and 2d. at all the Country Stays befides, as 
the Keelmen have told him; and this raifes the Price of 
Coals to the Country. 

And that, upon the whole Matter of the Petitions of 

-the City of Norwich, and County of Norfolk, the Com- 
mittee came to the following Refolution; vizt. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That the Cuftom and Ufage of the Corporation of Yar- 
mouth, that no Un-freeman of that Corporation can fell 
any Coals to any Perfon, whb is not free of the fame, 
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isa Monopoly, and a very great Grievance and Opprefiion 
to the Inhabitants of the City of Norwich, a great Part 
of the County of Norfolk, 2nd County of Suffolk, who 
cannot fo conveniently be fupplied with Coals but by the 
Port of Yarmouth. 

The Firft Refolution being read a Second time, fe- 
veral Amendments were feverally propofed to be made 
therein ; viz. 

Before ‘‘Freemen” to leave out “ the,” ‘and infert 
“¢ feveral” inftead thereof; and after ‘* Norfolk’ to infert 
** dealing in Coals ;” and at the End of the Refolution 
to add, ‘* or any Act of the Corporation, pretending to 
** authorize the fame.” 

And the fame were, upon the Queftion feverally put 
thereupon, agreed unto by the Houfe. 

Refolved, ‘That the Houfe doth agree with the Com- 
mittee in the faid Refolution fo amended, That feverat 
Freemen of the Town of Lyn, in the County of Nor- 
folk; dealing in Coals, have, for many Years laft paft, 
by a Combination among themfelves, exacted Eight- 
pence per Chaldron for all Coals fold in the Port of Lynn 
by Perfons not being free of the faid Town (more than 
has been anciently paid) without any Colour of Law for 
it, or any Act of the Corporation, pretending to authorize 
the fame. 

The Second Refolution being read a Second time; 

Refolved, That the Houfe doth agree with the Corm- 
mittee in the faid Refolution, That the Corporation 
of Lynn, in 1688, and 1689, made Two feveral By- 
laws, whereby they obliged all Perfons, trading in Coals 
to the Port of Lyn#, not to deliver their Coals in grofs, 
till they have lain Three working Days in the faid Port, 
from the Moaring of the Ship. 

The Third Refolution being read a Second time; an 
Amendment was propofed to be made therein, by leav- 
ing out “* a Monopoly, and.” 

And the Queftion being put, That “ a Monopoly, 
“ and” ftand Part of the faid Refolution ; 

It was refolved in the Affirmative. 

Then a Motion being made, and the Queftion being 
put, That the Houfe do agree with the Committee in 
the faid Refolution, That there is an ancient Cuftom in 
the Town of Lynn, called Foreign-bought, and Foreign- 
fold, which is a Monopoly, and a very great Grievance 
and Oppreffion to the Inhabitants of the Counties of Hun- 
tington and Bedford ;

Duties during the whole Siege, having all the Charge of 
the military Part, and defended the City to the laft Extre- 
mity, until relieved by Major-general Kirk. 

That, upon Major general Kirk’s coming into the 
Town, the Petitioner drew out the Garrifon; and the faid 
Major-general did mufter the Petitioner’s Regiment, and 
by a Warrant under his Hand, dated the 3d of Augujt, 
1689, appointed the Petitioner fole Governor of the faid 
City, and Colonel of the faid Regiment, until his late 
Majefty’s Pleafure fhould be further known. 

That it alfo appeared to the Committee, by his late 
Majefty’s Royal Letter under his Sign manual, dated 1 6th 
Auguft, 1689, directed to Geo. Walker and John Michel- 
burne, Governors of London-derry, gracioully acknowledg- 
ing the eminent and extraordinary Services performed by 
them (as his Majefty was pleafed to exprefs it) in the refo- 
lute and unparalleled Defence of the faid Town; and there- 
in promifing a juft Retribution, as well to the Command- 
ers in Chief (who had been the happy Inftruments, under 
God, of that Deliverance) as others, who fignalized their 
Loyalty, Courage, and Patience, in that Time of Tryal;

Petitioner, for or on Account of his being Apothecary- 
general to the Hofpital, or for any Medicines by him. 
turnifhed to the Army there. 

That it alfo appeared to the Committee, by Two Cer- 
tificates under the Hands of Mr. Moody and ‘lr. Bythell, 
Deputies to Mr. Brydges and Mr. Edward Harley, Audi- 
tors of the Imprefts, who certified, that upon fearching 
into the Accounts of William Harbord, Etquire, late Pay- 
mafter-general of the Forces in Ireland, as alfo into the 
Accounts of the fucceeding Paymafters, paffed in their 
Office, they do not find any Sums of Money therein al-. 
lowed, as paid to Mr. Angebaud, for or upon Account of any 
Medicines by him furnithed to the Hofpitals in ireland. 

‘That about Fuze laft the Petitioner made Application 
to the late Commiffioners appointed by Act of Parliament 
for ftating the Accounts of the Army, in order to obtain 
Relief ; but though the faid Commiffioners had no Ob- 
jection to the Juftnefs of his Debt, yet, conceiving they 
were not impowered by Act of Pariiament to relieve him, 
nothing was done thereupon. 

That, upon the whole Matter, the Committee do find, 
that the Petitioner hath fully made out the Allegations con- 
tained in his faid Petition ; and they find, there is juitly 
due to him the Sum of 4892. 115. 8d. 

Ordered, That the Confideration of the faid Report be 
referred to the Committee of the whole Houfe to whom 
the Bill for punifhing Mutiny and Defertion, and falfe 
Mutters, and for the better Payment of the Army, and 
Quarters, is committed. 


The Report upon the Petition of Colonel Rice, was 
read, and is as followeth; viz. 

That the Committee having taken into Confideration 
the Petition of the faid Colonel Rice, it appeared to them, 
upon the Teftimony of Sir Wm. Robinfon, then Deputy 
Paymafter-general of the Army in Jreland, that, at the 
Surrender of Limerick, the 3d Day of Ofober, 1691, upon 
the publick Faith and Encouragement then given him 
by the Lords Juftices of Jre/and, and the General of their 
late Majefties Army in that Kingdom, of being received 
and entertained in their faid late Majefties Service, with 
his Regiment of Horfe, and to be entertained and kept on 
foot with the fame, and paid according to the Engh 
Eftablithment, fo long as their Majefties kept any Regi- 
ments in their Service, did thereupon join their faid late 
Majefties Army with his faid Regiment of Horfe, and was 
accordingly received, and muttered, and had Winter 
Quarters afligned him, and Money, Provifion, and Fo- 
rage, given him, as to other Engli/b Regiments, and con- 
tinued fo in the faid Service, from the faid Surrender of 
Limerick, to the lait Day of Fanuary following ; at which 
time he and the faid Regiment were broke by Brigadier 
Villiers, by Orders of the Lords Juftices of Jreland, and 
their Horfes, Arms, and Accoutrements, taken from 
them, for their faid late Majetties Ufe, for recruiting 
other Regiments, as by a Certificate, under the Hand of 
the faid Brigadier Vilkers, and teftified by the faid Sir 
William Robinfon, further appears, and is in thefe Words 
following ; vizt. 

“« By the Right honourable Colonel Fitzgerald Vil- 

‘* hers, Brigadier-general of their Majefties Forces, 
** and One of their Majefties moft honourable Privy 
“© Council of Ireland: 

** I do hereby certify, that, purfuant to a Commiffion 

fromthe Lords Juftices of /re/andtothat Purpofe, I have 

this Day difbanded Colonel Yobn Rice, with the Regi- 
ment of Horfe under his Command ; and, for their 

Majefties Service, have feized 53 choice Geldings and 

Mares, of the faid Colonel Réce’s Property, with their 

Accoutrements, worth 20/. a-piece one with oo 

“whic 
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which compofed his Troop. And I do further certify, 
that, upon this Occation, the faid Colonel Rice, and 
“ the Cicers under his Command, did fhew all due Obe- 
*© dience and Loyalty to their Majefties, and particularly 
“ the faid Colonel Rice, by his exemplary taking the Oath 
“© of Allegiance, thereby obliging the faid Regiment to 
«“ do the like; at the fame time exhorting them, pub- 
“ lickly, to continue ftedfaft in the Loyalty they then 
“ profeffed, and that he did not doubt, but their Maje- 
¢ {ties would provide for them: So that he left nothing 
«© undone for their Majefties Service in that behalf, which 
“© may entitle him to their Majefties particular Favour, as 
«© a Man of Honour, Conduét, and Loyalty ; all which I 
«© cannot, without Injuftice to him, omit to certify, this 
‘ Jaft Day of Fanuary, 1691.

That it alfo appeared to the Committee, that the Peti- 
tioner Colonel Rice did make Application to the Lords 
Juftices of Jre‘and, to have his Accounts ftated and exa- 
mined, and the Arrears of Pay due to him for his faid 
Regiment, certified ; and obtained their Excellencies Or- 
der, directed to the Commiflioners for ftating the Ac- 
counts of the Army, commanding them forthwith to 
ftate the Accounts of the faid Regiment, and certify to 
their Excellencies, what Arrears of Pay remained due to 
them; a Cepy of which Order being produced to the faid 
Sir Wm. Rosinfon by the Committee, he teftified the famé 
to be true, he being One of the faid Commiffionets of Ac- 
counts, to whom the fame was directed, the original Or- 
der being kept by him, and his fellow Commiffioners. In 
Obedience to which Order the faid Commiffioners did ex- 
amine, {tate, and balance, the Accounts of the faid Regi- 
ment, and certified, there was due tothem, for Arrears of 
Pay, the Sum of 8110/, 175. 6d. as appeared to the 
Committee by the original Account, ftated under the 
Hands of the faid Commiffioners; and the faid Sir William 
Robinfon owned the faid Account to be examined, 
ftated, and balanced, by him, and the reft of his fellow 
Commiffioners, and owned his own Hand-writing, of 
Signature, to the Certificate at the Foot of the faid Ac- 
count, and teflitied the Hand:writing of the other Com- 
miffioners to the fame; which Certificate is in thefe 
Words; vizt. ’ 

« By the Commiffioners for ftating the Accounts of

*« The above Account is ftated and examined by us, 
«¢ purfuant to an Order from their-Excellencies the Lords 
*¢ Jultices ot Jreland, bearing Date the gth Day of No- 
& vember lait, and the Balance appearing to be due to 
« the faid Regiment, for the Time above-mentioned, is 
“ §110/. 175. 6d. which we do certify this 4:h Day of 
* December, 1696.

That a Duplicate of which Account was produced to 
the Committee out of the Auditor-general’s Office in 
Ireland, and proved by the faid Sir Wm. Robinfon, with 
the foliowing Words at the Foot of the faid laft-mention- 
ed Certificate; viz‘. 

“* The aforefaid is a true Copy of the faid Regiment’s 
«© Accounts, as it is entered in the Books of the late 
“ Commiffioners of Accounts, now remaining in my 
“ Office.” 

“« Cha. Deering, Auditor-general.” 

That it likewife appeared to the Committee, that the 
Petitioner Colonel Rice, perceiving his Captains very dif- 
fident of being performed with, and well treated in the 
Englifh Service, and that great Endeavours were ufed by 
General Sarsfeild, otherwife called Earl of Lucan, to carry 
them into the Enemy’s Service ; for Prevention whereof, 
the faid Celonel Rice was neceflitated, on bringing in his 
faid Regiment into their faid late Majefties Service, to 
agree with them, and oblige himfelf in a Bond of Ten 
thoufand Pounds Sterling to the faid Captains, to pay 
them, and their feveral iubaltern Commiffion and Non- 
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commiffiéned Officefs and Soldiers, their full Pay, ac- 
cording to the Exglifs Eftablifhment, and alfo pay them 
the Value of their feveral Troop’s Horfes, Arms, and 
Accoutrements, if taken from them, and alfo fave them 
harmlets from any Loffes that might happen to them; for 
or by reafon of their ftaying with him, and entering 
into their Majefties Service as aforefaid, or for the Non- 
performance of the faid publick Faith giventhem. In pur- 
fuance of which Agreement, and in Difcharge of the faid 
Bond, the faid Colonel Rice did a€tually pay them their 
full Pay, according to the Engiifb Eftablifhment; and did 
alfo pay them fer their feveral Troop’s Horfes, Arms; 
and Accoutrements, the Horfes, Arms; and Accoutre- 
ments of each ot the faid Captain’s Troops, being valued 
at goo/. the Troop ; which the faid Colonel Ri-e, upon a 
Reference between him and the faid Captains,’ and by the 
Mediation of fome Friends, did agree arid compound 
with the faid Captains for half the Value aforefaid, being 
4502. a Troop, paid to each of the Five Captains of the 
{aid Regiment; the Colonel’s own Troop being valued 
by the faid Brigadier Villiers at 1060/. Sterling; as ap- 
peared to the Committee, as well by the foregoing Cer- 
teficate of the faid Brigadier’s, and by the faid Bond, can- 
celled, as alfo by an Initrument in Writing, under the 
Hands and Seals of the faid Captains, awning the Receipt 
of their Pay, and Value of their Horfes, and impowering 
the faid Colonel Rice to put in for, recover, and receive 
the fame to his own Ufe; which faid cancelled Bond and 
Inftrument in Writing, together with the Matters of Fact 
aforefaid, were attefted by Mr. Mully, heretofore Agent 
to the faid Regiment, and One of the Arbitrators or Re- 
ferrees, between the faid Colonel Rice and his faid Cap- 
tains, and well acquainted with their Hand-writing, and 
the Proceedings aforefaid. 

That it likewife appeared to the Committee, that the 
Petitioner Colonel Rice did apply himfelf to the lat¢ Com- 
miffioners appointed by Act of Parliament to examine, 
balance, and determines the Debts due to the Army, 
Navy, &e: to have his Account ftated; which they refu- 
fed to do, conceiving, they had not Power by the faid A& 
fo to do, alleging, the Petitioner’s Regiment was not up- 
on the Eftablifhment, although he produced to them Sir 
Edward Northey, her Majefty’s Attorney-general, his O- 
pinion in Writing, under his Hand, on the State of his 
Cafe, with this Qzere at the Foot of it; vizt. 

“* Ouere, Whether the Arrears of Pay, due to the faid 
“© Colonel Rice, for ferving with his Regiment in his Mas 
‘¢ jefty’s Army, and ftated and allowed by the Com- 
“« miffioners of Accounts in Jre/and, purfuant to the Or- 
der of the Lords Juftices of that Kingdom, be fuch 
Debts due to the Army, as the Commiffioners ap- 
«< pointed by the faid Aét, can take, ftate, balance, ex- 
‘© amine, and determine ?” 

Whereupon the faid Sir Edward Northey delivered his 
Opinion in thefe- Words following, viz‘. 

«© T cannot fee how this comes to be a Queftion: For 
“ the Intent of the Act feems to be plain, to have the 
** Accounts of all the Officers of his Majefty’s Army, or 
“¢ Land Forcés, wherefoever they were, to be ftated, ba- 
“¢ Janced, and determined; and the Commiffioners are 
« conftituted, by exprefs Words, to ftate the Accounts of 
“© them, whether in England, Ireland, or elfewhere, at 
any time after his Majefty’s Acceffion to the Throne, 
before the 24th of December, 1699 ; and, on perufing 
the Aét, I cannot find, that general Power is reftrained : 
«© Therefore, if Colonel Rice was received into his Ma- 
« jefty’s Service, and continued {o, as ftated in the Cafe, 
and appears by the Papers annexed, his Accounts muft 
« be ftated by the Commiffioners, by virtue of the faid 
« Jate Act. 

“ o1 June, 1700. “ Edw. Northey.” 

Which faid Application, and Matters of Faét, were 
teftified to the Committee by Geo: Langton, Efquire, One 
of the Commiffioners of Accounts aforefaid ; who con- 
feffed, they had no other Objection to make to the faid 
Colonel Rice’s Accounts laid before them, but that they 
were of Judgment, his Regiment was not upon the Efta: 
blifhment, 
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blifhment, and therefore could not certify concerning 
them; being the finial Refolution of the faid Commiffion- 
ers, delivered to the faid Colonel Rice after the End of 
the laft Seflions of Parliament. 

That it appeared to the Committee, upon perufing the 
late Aé&t of Parliament, impowering the faid Commiffion- 
ers to take, ftate, balance, and determine the Debts due 
to the Army, &&c. as well as by the foregoing Opinion of 
the faid Sir Edward Northey upon the fame, as alfo for that 
the faid Regiment, as afore fet forth, was invited and 
received into the Service of England, upon the fame foot 
with the Englifo Regiments, and there being muftered, 
and Advance-money paid, and Winter Quarters affigned 
‘them, as to other Regiments of the Engh/p Army, that 
they were upon the Exgli/b Eftablifhment, as well as any 
other Regiments: And the Matters of Faét aforefaid ap- 
peared the more plain to the Committee, in regard it was 
affirmed by the faid Sir Wm. Robinfon, that, if the faid 
Regiment had not been in Pay, and on the Eftablifhment, 
the Government could not have taken away their Horfes 
and Accoutrements, which they might have fold, and 
converted to their own Ufe, as well as others of the Jrifh 
Army did, that ftayed at Home, and did not enter into 
the Service. 

That it alfo appeared to the Committee, by the Tefti- 
mony of the faid Sir William Robinfon, that it was looked 
upon as an extraordinary Piece of Service to their Ma- 
jefties and the Publick, the Petitioner’s bringing in his 
Regiment inro their Majefties Service, and preventing 
their and other Regiments going into the Enemy’s Ser- 
vice; and the Petitioner Colonel Rice affirms, that Lieu- 
tenant-general Lumley was One of the Perfons employed 
to give the publick Faith and Encouragement aforefaid, 
to {uch Troops of the Jri/ Army as would reject going 
into France, and take Service under their late Majetties, 
upon the Surrender of Limerick, as aforefaid. 

That it likewife appeared to the Committee, that the 
{aid Colonel Rice’s paying his faid Captains their full Pay, 
and the Value of their Horfes, Arms, and Accoutrements, 
as aforefaid, has plunged him in feveral great Debts, for 
which he pays 10 /. per Cent. Intereft, and reduced him, 
and his Family, to a neceffitous Condition. 

And that, upon the whole Matter, it appears to the 
Committee, that the Petitioner Colonel Rice hath fully 
and clearly proved and made out all the Allegations, fet 
forth and contained in his Petition; and that there is 
juftly due to him the Sum of 8110/ 175. 6d. over and 
above the Value of his own and the other Captains Troop 
Horfes, as aforefaid; and, upon Confideration of the ex- 
traordinary Services performed by the Petitioner in Man- 
ner as aforefaid, without any Compeniation made him, it 
appeared to the Committee, that the Petitioner’s Cafe is 
fingular and unparallelled, as in his Petition is fet forth. 

Ordered, That the Confideration of the faid Petition 
be referred to the Committee of the whole Houte to 
whom the Bill for punifhing Mutiny and Defertion, and 
falfe Mufters, and for the better Payment of the Army, 
and Quarters, is committed.

Mr. Speaker, 

The Lords have agreed to the Bill, intituled, An A& 
to enable Sir George Warburton, Baronet, to fell the Ma-

on the 15th of Fuly laft, whom fhe fought Two Hours ; 
but has lien there ever fince, until the 31ft of Fanuary 
laft, not daring to ftir, for want of Convoy, and arrived 
at Plymouth the 6th Inftant, underConvoy: And praying; 
that the Cargo in the faid Frigate may be exempted from 
the faid new Duties, as if they had arrived in any Port in 
England before the faid Firft of February.

their having commenced, and profecuted, Actions at 
Common Law againft the late Conftables of yle/bury, 
for not allowing their Votes at an Election of Members 
to ferve in Parliament; which Actions, they alleged, 
they were encouraged to bring, by reafon of a Judg- 
ment given in Parliament upona Writ of Error, brought 
in the laft Seffion by one Abby againit White, and 
others; and alfo reprefenting, by the fame Petitions, 
what had been done by them refpectively, fince their 
faid Commitment, in order to obtain their Liberty ; 
and praying the Confideration of the Houfe of Peers 
upon the whole Matter; and alfo upon Confideration 
of a printed Paper, intituled, “‘ The Votes of the Houfe 
** of Commons,” figned with the Speaker’s Name, and 
dated the 24th of this Inftant February; the Houfe of 
Lords found themfelves obliged to come to feveral 
Refolutions, which they have commanded us to com- 
municate to you at this Conference, and are as follow ;

thority whatfoever.

The Serjeant at Arms, attending this Houfe, acquaint- 
ed the Houfe, that a Perfon had this Morning brought 
him a Writ of Habeas Corpus, under the Great Seal, for 
Mr. Mouztague, in his Cuftody by Order of this Hotie, 
to be brought (as he was informed) before the Lord 
Keeper of the Great Seal of England: And he delivered 
the Writ (under Seal) in at the Table. 

And it appearing by the Label to be returnable imme- 
diaté, but not before whom he was to be brought, nor 
any Officer’s Name thereto ; the Writ was opened by the 
Clerk, and read; and is as followeth:

The Serjeant alfo acquainted the Houfe, that he heard 
there was another Habeas Corpus granted for Mr. Denton, 
in his Cuftody alfo. : 

While the Matter (upon Occafion of the firft mention- 
ed Writ) was debating, theSerjeant acquainted the Houfe, 
that the other Writ of Habeas Corpus was jult ferved upon 
his Deputy, who had Mr. Denton in his Cuftody: And 
he alfo delivered the fame in at the Clerk’s Table; where 
it was read; and was the fame, mutatis mutandis, with the 
former. 

And the Precedents of what was done in the Year 1675, 
were, by Order, read. 

And feveral Members mentioned upon their Memory 
what was done in the Year 1680, in the Cafe of one 
Mr. Sheridon. 

But the Houfe were of Opinion, that any Perfon com- 
mitted by the Houte of Commons, were not bailable within 
the Act of Habeas Corpus of 31 Car. 2di,; but came not 
then to any Refolution. 


Mr. Bromley reported from the Committee appointed 
to draw up what is proper to be offered to the Lords at 
the next Conference, that they had drawn up the fame 
accordingly, which they had directed him to report to 
the Houfe: Which he read in his Place, and afterwards 
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delivered in at the Cerk’s Table; where the fame was 
twice read; and; with fome Amendments, agreed unto by 
the Houfe; and is as followeth: 

‘The Commons have defired this Conference with your 
Lordthips, in order to preferve that good Correfpondence 
between the Two Houfes, which the Commons fhall al- 
ways fincerely endeavour to maintain; and which is fo 
particularly neceffary at this Time of common Danger, that 
the Commons would not engage in any thing that looks 
hike a Difpute with your Lordthips, were-it not for the 
Neceffity of vindicating, from a manifeft Invafion, the 
Privileges of all the Commons of England (with which 
the Houfe of Commons is intruited) even thoie Privileges 
which are effential, not only to the well-being, but to the 
very being, of an Houfe of Commons, and the preventing 
the ill Confequences of thofe Mifunderitandings which, 
if they are not f{peedily removed, muft otherwife interrupt 
the happy Conclufion of this Seffion, and the Proceedings 
of all future Parliaments. 

It was this Confideration alone has fo long prevailed 
with the Houfe of Commons, not to infift on due Repa- 
ration for thofe violent and unparliamentary Attempts; 
made by your Lordfhips upon their Rights and Privileges 
at the End of the lait Seffion of Parliament, but to apply 
themielves to the giving the fpeedieft Difpatch to thote 
Supplies which her Majeity io earneitly recommended 
from the Throne; which are fo neceffary to enable her Ma- 
jefty to purfue the Advantages that have been obtained 
againit the common Enemy by the great and glorious Suc- 
cefles of her Majeity’s Arms; and which are now delayed 
in your Lordfhips Houfe in fo unufual a Manner. 

i he Commons do agree to your Lordfhips, that, when 
either Houfe of Parliament have apprehended the Proceed- 
ings of the other to be liable to /:xceptions, the ancient 
parliamentary Method has often been to afk aConference; 
becaufe it ought to be fuppofed, that, when the Matters 
are fairly laid open, and debated, that, which may have 
been amifs, wiil be rectified, or elfe the Houfe that made 
the Objections, will be fatisfied, that their Complaint was 
not well grounded: But your Lordfhips feem io little to 
defire to have Matters fairly laid open and debated, that, 
to the great Surprize of the Commons, when your Lord- 
fhips had invited them to a Conference about fome ancient 
fundamental Liberties of the Kingdom, they found only 
the ancient and fundamental Rights of the Houfe of 
Commons, and their Proceedings, cenfured, and treated 
in a Manner unknown to former Parliaments; and that 
your Lordfhips had anticipated all Debates, by deliver- 
ing pofitive Refolutions ; and thefe Proceedings of your 
Lordfhips grounded only upon the Petitions of Criminals 
that had fallen under the juft Cenfure and Difpleafure of 
the Commons, and upon a printed Paper, which was not 
regularly before your Lordfhips. 

Though this Manner of Proceeding, as well as the 
Matter of your Lordfhips Refolutions, might have juftifi- 
ed the Houfe of Commons in refufing to continue Confe- 
rences with your’ Lordfhips, as their Predeceffors have 
done upon lefs Occafions, and though the Commons can- 
not fubmit their Privilegesto be determined, or examined, 
by your Lordfhips, upon any Pretence whatfoéver ; yet, 
that nothing may be wanting on their Part to induce 
your Lordfhips to retract thefe Refolutions, they proceed 
to take them into their Confideration. 

Your Lordfhips Firft Refolution is, vize. ** That nei- 

ther Houfe of Parliament hath any Power, by any Vote 

or Declaration, to create to themfelves any new Privi- 

lege, that is not warranted by the known Laws and’ 
“ Cuftoms of Parliament.” 

As the Commons have guided themfelves by this Rule, 
in afferting their Privileges, fo they wifh your Lordships 
had obferved it in all your Proceedings. ‘i his had intire- 
ly taken away all Colour for Difputes between her M4je- 
{ty’s Two Houfes of Parliainent, and many jwit Occafions - 
of Compiaint from thofe the Commons repretent: ‘J his . 
would effectually put an End to that Encroachment in Ju- 
dicature, fo lately affumed by your Lordfhips, and fo of- 
ten complained of by the Commons ; we mean, the hear- 
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ing of Appeals from Courts of E.quity, in your Lordfhips 
Houfe: This would have hindered the bringing of orig!- 
nal Caufes before your Lordthips, and your unwarrantable 
Proceedings upon the Petition of Thomas Lord Wharton, 
complaining of an Order of the Court of Exchequer, bear- 
ing Date the 15th of Fuly, 1701, for fling the Record of 
a Survey of the Honour of Richmond, and Lordfhip oi 
Middlebam, in the County of York; an Attempt, wich, 
contrary to the ancient legal Judicature of Parliament, 
heretofore exercifed for the Relief of the Subject, opprei- 
fed by the Power of the great Men of the Realm, was 1n 
Favour of One of your own Body, to fuppreis a publick 
Record, which all her Majefty’s Subjects had an undoubted 
Right to make Ufe of; an Attempt that tends to render 
all Fines and Recoveries, and other Records (upon which 
Eftates and Titles depend) precarious, and confeque:tly 
fubjects the Rights and Properties of all the Commons of 
Englend to an ilegal and arbitrary Power. 

A due Regard to the fame Rule would have prevented 
your Lordfhips entertaining the Petitions mentioned at the 
jaft Conference; which fet forth, that the Lords having 
given Judgment in the Cafe of Addy and White, vizt. 
“ That, by the known Laws of this Kingdom, every 
« Freeholder or other Perfon having a Rigit to give his 
“ Vote at the Election of Members to ferve in Parliament, 
« and being wilfully denied, or hindered, fo to do, by the 
«© Officer who ought to receive the fame, may maintain an 
«© Action in the Queen’s Courts againit fuch Officer, to 
“ afierc his Right, and recover Damages for the Injury ;” 
the Petitioners thereupon brought the like Actions in their 
own Cafes: Whereby an extrajudicial Vote of your Lord- 
fhips is {tated as a Judgment of Parliament, and itanding 
Law in that Caie; your Lordthips having no Foundation 
tor the entertaining fuch Petitions, unleis that, atcer hav- 
ing aflumed to yourfelves the hearing of Appeals from 
Courts of Equity, you would now bring Appeals to your 
Lordfhips from the Proceedings of the Commons, who 
are not accountable to your Lordfhips tor them. 

Your Lordfhips Second Reiolution is, “* That every 
«© Freeman of England, who apprehends himfelf to be in- 
¢ jured, has a Right to feek Redrefs by Action at Law; 
« and that the commencing and protecuting an Action 
« at Common Law againit any Perfon, not intitled to 
‘© Privilege of Parliament, is no Breach of the Privilege 
“¢ of Parliament.” 

To which the Commons fay, that every Freeman, and 
every Subject of England, has a Right to teek Redrefs for 
any Injury; but then fuch Perfon mui apply for that Re- 
dreis to the proper Court, which hath, by ancient Laws 
and Uiage, the Cognizance of fuch Matters: For fhould 
your Lordfhips Refolution be taken as an univerfal Propo- 
fition, all Diftinétion of the feveral Courts, viz‘- Common 
Law, Equity, Ecclefiaftical, Admiralty, and other Courts, 
will be deftroyed ; and in this Confufion of Jurifdiction 
the high Court of Parliament is involved in your Lord- 
fhips Refolution. 

However, the Commons conceive it mo Wonder, your 
Lordfhips fhould favour the univerfal Propofitions, that 
all Rights whatfoever are to be redreffed by Actions at 
I.aw, when your Lordfhips pretend to have the laft Re- 
fort in Cafes of Judicature, by Writs of Error; fo that 
your Lordfhips are in this only extending your own Ju- 
dicature, under the Colour of a Regard and Tendernefs for 
the Rights of the People, and Liberties of their Perfons. 

The Commons are furprized, to find your Lordfhips 
affert, that the commencing and profecuting an Aétion 
again{t a Perion not intitled to Privilege of Parliament, 
is no Breach of the Privilege of Parliament ; fince it is 
mott certain, that to commence and profecute an Action 
which would bring any Matter or Caufe folely cognizable 
in Parliament, to the Examination and Determination of 
any other Court, is more deftructive to the Privileges of 
Parliament, than to commence and profecute an Action 
again{t a Pesfon only, who is intitled to fuch Privilege. 

1 hat fome Matters and Cautes are folely cognizable in 
Parliament, hath ever been allowed by the fage Judges of 
slic Law, and is evident from many Precedents; and to 
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bring fuch Caufes to the Determination of other Courts 

ttrikes at the very Foundation of ail Parliamentary Jurif. 
diction, which is the only Balis and Support even of that 
perfonal Privilege to which the Members of either Houfe 
of Parliament are intitled; and confequently to commence 
and profecute any Action, whereby to draw fuch Caufes 
to the Examination of other Courts, is equally a Breach of 
the Privilege of Parliament, whether the Defendant 

againit whom fuch Action is brought, is entitled to the 
Privilege of Parliament or not; which, befides the Na- 
ture and Reafon of the Thing, is fully evident from the 
conftant Ufage of each Houle of Parliament, in commit- 
ting for Contempts oniy againft their refpective Bodies, 
as appears from many Precedents upon the Journals of 
both Houtes. 

Your Lordfhips Third Refolution is thus, viz‘. “ That 
the Houfe of Commons, in committing to Newgate 
‘* Daniel Horne, Henry Baffe, and Febn Paton, junior 

“© Fokn Paty, and John Oviat, for commencing aud 
*¢ profecuting an Action at Common Law againft the 
** Conftables of Ailelury, for not allowing their Votes 
“in Election of Members to ferve in Parliament, upon 
*¢ Pretence, that their fo doing was contrary to a Declara- 
* tion, a Contempt of the Jurifdi€tion, and a Breach of 
“ the Privilege, of that Houfe, have affumed to them- 
felves alone a legiflative Authority, by pretending to 

“* attribute the Force of a Law to their Declaration, have 
** claimed a jurifdiction, not warranted by the Contfti- 
** tution, and have afiumed a new Privilege, to which 
“ they can fhew no Title by the Laws and Cuftems of 
** Parliament, and have thereby, as far as in them lies, 
“ {ubjected the Rights of Eng/ifomen, and the Freedom 
‘** of their Perfons, to the arbitrary Votes of the Houfe 
“ of Commons.” 

In Anfwer to which the Commons affirm, that the 
faid Commitment is juttified by ancient Precedents 
and by the Ufage and Cuftoms of Parliament, which 
is the Law of Parliament, and the Rule by which 
either Houfe ought to govern their Proceedings ; and 
that the Terms of affuming to themfelves alone a legifla- 
tive Authority, of attributing the Force of a Law to their 
Declaration, of claiming a Jurifdiétion not warranted by 
the Conftitution, of affuming a new Privilege to which 
they can fhew no Title by the Law and Cuttom of Par- 
liament, and of arbitrary Votes, are more applicable to 
this Refolution of your Lordfhips, which hath no One 
Precedent to juftify it. 

According to the known Laws and Ufage of Parlia- 
ment, it is the fole Right of the Commons of England, 
in Parliament affembled (except in Cafes otherwife pro- 
vided for by Act of Parliament) to examine and determine 
all Matters relating to the Right of Eleétion of their own 
Members. 

_ And, according to the known Laws and Ufage of Par- 
liament ; neither the Qualification of any Eleétor, nor the 
Right of any Perfon ele¢ted, is cognizable or determinable 
otherwife than before the Commons of England, inParlia- 
ment affembled, excepting fuch Cafes as are {pecially pro- 
vided for by Act of Parliament : 

And, were it otherwife, the Mayors, Bailiffs, and other 
Officers, who are obliged to take the Poll at Eleétions, 
and make a Return thereupon, would be expoied to Mul- 
tiplicity of Actions, vexatious Suits, and infupportable 
Expences ; and fuch Officers would be fubjeéted to differ- 
ent and.independent Jurifdictions, and inconfiftent Deter- 
minations in the fame Cafe, without Relief. 

And the Exercife of this Power by the Houfe of Com- 
mons is warranted by along uncontefted Poffeffion, and 
confirmed by the Act that paffed 7° e¢ 8° Gul. 3. Cap. 7. 
And the Houfe of Commons muft be owned to be the 
only Jurifdiction that can allow the Elector his Vote, and 
fettle and eftablifh the Right of it, the laft Determination 
in that Houfe being, by that Act of Parliament, declared 
to be the ftanding Rule for the Right of Election in each 
refpective Place. 

Nor can any Eleétor fuffer either Injury or Damage, 
by the Officer’s denying his Vote; for, when the Ele¢tor 

hath 
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hath. named the Perfon, he would have reprefent him, 
his Vote is effectually given, both as to his own Right 
and Privilege, and as it avails the Candidate in his Elec- 
tion, and is ever allowed when it comes in queftion in 
the Houfe of Commons, whether the Officer had any 
Regard to it or no. 

In the Beginning of the Parliament, held 28 Eliz. Mr. 
Speaker acquaints the Houfe, that he had received by 
the Lord Chancellor, her Majefty’s Pleafure, that fhe was 
forry the Houfe was troubled with the Matter of deter- 
mining the chufing and returning of Knights for the 
County of Norfolke: That it was improper for the Houfe 
to meddle in it, which was proper for the Lord Chancel- 
Jor, whence the Writs iffued out, and whether they were 
returnable: That her Majefty had appointed the Lord 
Chancellor to confer therein with the Judges, and, upon 
examining the fame, to fet down fuch Courfe, as to 
Juitice and Right fhould appertain. 

November gth, a Committee was appointed to exa- 
mine and ftate the Circumftances of the Return of the 
Knights for the County of Norfolke. 

And on Friday, November rith, Mr. Cromwell reports 
the Cafe of the Norfolke EleGion very largely ; in which 
Report are thefe following Refolutions : 

1. hat the faid Writ was duly executed. 

2. That it was a pernicious Precedent, that a new 
Writ fhould iffue, without the Order of this Houfe. 

3. That the difcuffing or judging of this, and fuch- 
like Differences, only belonged to the faid Houfe. 

4. That, though the Lord Chancellor, and Judges, are 
competent Judges m their Courts, they are not fo in 
Parliament. 

5. That, fhould it be entered in the Journal Book of 
the Houfe, that the firft Election is good, and that the 
Knights, then chofen, were received and allowed as Mem- 
bers of the Houfe, not out of any Refpect the Houle had 
or gave to the Lord Chancellor’s Judgment therein pafl- 
ed, but merely by reafon of the Refolution of the Houfe 
itfelf, by which the faid Election hath been approved. 

6. That there fhould be no Meffage fent to the | ord 
Chancellor, not fo much as to let him know what was done 
therein; becaufe it was derogatory to the Power and Pri- 
vilege of the faid Houfe. 

(It alfo appears, that Sir Edmund Anderfon, Lord Chief 
Juftice of the Common Pleas, was acquainted, that the 
Explanation and ordering of the Caufe appertained only 
to the Cenfure of the Houfe of Commons, not to the 
Lord Chancellor and the Judges; and that they fhould 
take no Notice of their having done any thing in it. 

Accordingly Mr. Farmer and Mr. Gre/bam were receiv- 
ed into the Houfe, and took the Oaths, being admitted 
only upon the Cenfure of the Houfe, not as allowed by 
the Lord Chancellor or the Judges; and fo ordered to 
be fet down and entered by the Clerk. 

And this Right of the Commons, to determine their 
own Elections, has never been difputed fince the Cafe of 
Sir Francis Goodwyn, the ift Fac. 1. when the Lords 
would have enquired into the Proceedings of the Houfe 
of Commons upon his Eleétion ,; but the Commons then 
told their Lordthips, it did not ftand with the Honour of 
the Houfe to give Account to their Lordfhips of any their 
Proceedings or Doings. 

And in the Reafons of their Proceedings in that Cafe, 
which they laid, by Petition, before the King, among 
other Things, they fay, They are a Part of the Body, to 
make new Laws; yet, for any Matter of Privileges of 
their Houfe, they are, and ever have been, a Court of 
themfelves, of fufficient Power to difcern and determine, 
without the Lords, as the Lords have always ufed to do 
theirs, without them. 

In which Reafons, as well as in their Apology after- 
wards to that Prince, the Houfe of Commons did, above 
an hundred Years fince, fo clearly, and with fo much 
Strength of Reafon, affert their Right in the Matter of 
the Election of their Members. The Commons think it 
their Duty to refift all Attempts, whatfoever, to invade 
them. 

Vou. XIV. 
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_ And, upon this Occafion, it may not be improper ts 
cite the Opinion the Houie of Commons had of the 
Judges intermedling in Matters of their tletions, as they 
have delivered it in the aforefaid Apology, in thefe 
Words; cz. 
** Neither thought we, that the Judges Opinion (which 
** yet in due Place we greatly reverence, being delivered 
“© with the Common Law, which extends only to inferior 
‘* and ftanding Courts) ought to bring any Prejudice to 
“this high Court of Parliament; whole Power, being 
* above the Law, is not founded on the Common Laws, 
“* but they have their Rights and Privileges peculiar to 
“¢ themfeives.” 

When the Earl of Sbaftfoury was Lord Chancellor, 
Writs iffued, during a Prorogation of Parliament, for 
electing Members in the Room of thofe that were dead. 
The King himfelf was fo cautious, as to the Regularity 
of this Proceeding, and had fo much Regard to the Pn- 
vileges of the Houfe of Commons, that at the next Sel- 
fion of Parliament, 5° Februarii, 1672, he fpoke to the 
Commons from the Throne, in thefe Words: 

“One Thing I forgot to mention, which happened 
“during this Prorogation; I did give Orders ror the 
* ifuing fome Writs, for the Election of Members inftead 
*¢ of thofe that are dead, that the Houfe might be full ar. 
“ their Meeting ; and I am miftaken, if this be not ac- 
** cording to former Precedents: But I defire you will 
** not fall to other Bufinefs till you have examined that 
* Particular; and I doubt not, but Precedents will juftity 
“ what is done. I am as careful of all your Privileges, 
“* as of my own Prerogative.” 

6 February, 1672, the Houfe of Commons took that 
Matter into Confideration : And feveral Precedents being 
cited, and the Matter at large debated; and the general 
Senfe and Opinion of the Houfe being, that, during the 
Coniiouance of the high Court of Parliament, the Right 
and Power of iffuing Writs, for ele€ting Members to 
ferve in this Houfe, in fuch Places as are vacant, is in 
this Houfe, who are the proper Judges alfo of Elections 
and Returns of their Members ; 

Thereupon it was refolved, That all Eleftions, upon 
the Writs iffued fince the laft Seffion, are void; and that 
Mr. Speaker do iffue our his Warrant to the Clerk of the 
Crown, to make out new Writs for thofe Places: Which 
was done accordingly. 

No other Court, than the Houfe of Commons, hath 
ever had the Determination of the Elections, or any 
Cognizance of fuch Caufes, except where by Acts of Par- 
liament direéted ; and fuch an Aétion, as thofe againft the 
late Conftables of yJ/bury, to bring the Right of voting 
in an Election in quettion in the Courts of Law, is a new 
Invention, never heard of before; which (as new Devices 
in the Law are generally attenced with Inconveniencies 
and Abfurdities) was plainly to fubjeét the Ele¢ctions of 
all the Members of the Houfe of Commons to the De- 
termination of other Courts. 

This undoubted Privilege and Jurifdiction, the Com- 
mons think, will warrant thefe Commitments, if the late 
Declaration (which is agreeable to, and cannot leffen their 
ancient Right) had never been made. 

For it is the ancient and undoubted Right of the Houfe 
of Commons, to commit for Breach of Privilege; and 
the Inflances of their committing Perfons, not Members 
of the Houfe, for Breach of Privilege, and that to any her 
Majefty’s Prifons, are ancient, fo many, and fo well known 
to your Lordfhips, that the Commons think it necdlefs 
to produce them. 

An 1 it being the Privilege of the Houfe of Commons 
to have the fole Examination and Determination of all 
Caufes relating to their Elections, as aforefaid ; it follows, — 
that any Attempt, to draw fuch Caufes to the Determina- 
tion of any other Court, is a Breach of the Privilege of 
the Houfe of Commons, for which the Perfon offending 
may be committed by the Commons. 

And here we cannot but take notice of that unreafon- 
able, as well as unnatural Infinuation, whereby your Lord- 
fhips endeavour to ft parate the Intereft of the People from 
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their Reprefentatives in Parliament; who pretend to no 
Privileges, but upon their Account, end for their Bene- 
fit; and are forry to fay, they are thus feverely reflected 
on by your Lordhhips, for no other Reafon, but for their 
interpofing, to preferve the Rights of the People, and 
their Liberties, from your Lordthips arbitrary Determi- 
nations. 

Your Lordfhips Fourth Refolution is, 

* That every Englifoman, who is imprifoned by any 
«© Authority whatfoever, has an undoubted Right by 
“‘ his Agents, or Friends, to apply for, and obtain a 
© Writ of Habeas Cerpus, in order to procure his Li- 
‘ berty by due Courfe of Law.” 

The Commons do not deny, that every Englifbman, 
whois imprifoned by any Authority whatfoever, ha an 
undoubted Right to apply, by his Agents, or Friends, in 
order to procure his Liberty by due Courfe of Law, pro- 
vided fuch Application be made to the proper Place, and 
in a proper Manner: As upon the Commitments of the 
Houie of Commons (which fometimes are not as other 
Commitments, in order to bring to Tryal, but are, in 
Cafes of Breach of Privilege, and Contempt, the proper 
Punifhment of the Houfe of Commons) the Application 
ought to be to that.Houfe. 

The Commons are fo willing to allow, and encourage 
every Englifbman to apply, by his Friends or Agents, 
to-obtain a Writ of Habeas Corpus, in order to procure 
his Liberty by due Courfe of Law, that they have not 
cenfured any Perion, merely for applying for fuch Writ 
of Habeas Corpus, even in Cafes, where by due Procefs 
of Law the Prifoners cannot be difcharged: For the 
Commons muft obferve, that in many Cales a Prifoner 
cannot, upon a Writ of Habeas Corpus, obtain his Li- 
berty ; as in Cafes of Commitment in Execution, or for 
Contempt to-any Court of Record, or by virtue of mefne 
Procefs, or the like; and in the Act of Habeas Corpus 
feveral Cafes are exprefly excepted: And that no Perfon, 
committed for any Contempt, ‘or Breach of the Privilege, 
by the Houfe of Commons, can be difchdrged upon a

Writ cf Habeas Corpus, or by any other Authority than © 


that of the Houfe, during that Seffion of Parliament, is 
plain from the following Precedents : 
: 23° Mait, 1° Fac. I. . 

“© Yones, the Prifoner, to be fent for hither, and to at- 
“ tend his Difcharge from the Houfe.— ! 

“ That the Prifoners, committed by us, cannot be 
“« taken from us, and committed by any other.” 

In May, 1675, the Houfe of Commons having re- 
folved, That there lay no Appeal to the Judicature of 
the Lords from Courts of Equity; and that no Mem- 
ber of the Houfe fhould profecute any Appeal from any 
Court of Equity, before the Houfe of Lords; Serjeant 
Pembert:n, Serjeant Peck, Sir Yohn Churchill, and Charles 
Porter, Efquire, were committed to the Cuftody of the 
Serjeant of the Houfe, for Breach of Privilege, in having 
been of Counfel at the Bar of the Houfe of Lords, in 
the Profecution of a+Caufe depending upon an Appeal, 
wherein Mr. Dalmahoy, a Member of the Houle of 
Commons, was concerned. 

But the Serjeant having been by Force prevented keep- 
ing them in Cuftody, the Commons did, 4th Fune, 1675, 
acquaint the Lords at a Conference, as followeth; viz‘. 

‘* We are further commanded to acquaint you, that 
“ the Enlargement of the Perfons, imprifoned by Order 
“¢ of the Houfe of Commons, by the Gentleman-ufher 
“¢ of the Black Rod, and the Prohibition, with Threats, 
“© to all Officers, and other Perfons whatfoever, not to 
“< receive, or detain them, is an apparent Breach of the 
** Rights and Privileges of the Houfe.of Commons ; 
« and they have therefore caufed them to be retaken into 
“ the Cuftody of the Serjeant at Arms, and have com- 
¢¢ mitted them to the Tower.” 1 

The faid Counfel were afterwards committed to the 
Tower, for a Breach of Privilege, and Contempt of the 
Authority of the Houfe: And the Houfe being informed, 
that the Lords had ordered Writs of Habeas Corpus, for 
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bringing the Counfel to the Bar of their Houfe; the 
Commons then paffed the following Refoijutions ; 
7 June, 1675. 

“ Refolved, Nemine contradicente, That no Perfon, 
* committed for Breach of Privilege, by Order of this 
** Houfe, ought to be difcharged, during the Seffion of 
“© Parliament, but by Order, or Warrant of this Houfe. 
“ Refolved, Nemine contradicente, That the Lieute- 
nant of the Tower, in receiving, and detaining in 
* Cuftody, Sir Fohn Churchill, Serjeant Peck, Serjeant 
“© Pemberton, and Mr. Porter, performed his Duty, ac- 
*¢ cording to Law; and for fo doing he fhall have the 
« Affiftance and Proteétion of this Houfe. 

“* Refolved, Nemine contradicente, That the Lieute- 
“ nant Of the Tower, in cafe he hath received, or fhall 
“* receive, any Writ, Warrant, Order, or Commandment, 
“ to remove, or deliver, any Perfon or Perfons, com- 
** mitted for Breach of Privilege, by any Order or War- 
rant of this Houfe, fhall not make any Return there- 
of, or yield any Obedience thereunto, before he hath 
«¢ firft acquainted this Houfe, and received their Order, 
“¢ and Directions how to proceed therein. 

“© Ordered, That thefe Refolutions be immediately 
“ fent to the Lieutenant of the Tiwer.” 

Afterwards the Lieutenant of the Tower gave the 
Houfe an Account, that he hath refufed to deliver the 
Counfel,. upon the Lords Order, figniiied to him by the 
Black Rod, becaufe they were committed by this Houfe ; 
and that, after he had received the Votes of this Houfe, 
he had Writs of Habeas Corpus brought him, to bring 
the Counfel to the Houfe of Lords, at Ten a Clock the 
next Morning ; and humbly craved the Direction of the 
Houfe, what to do. 

Mr. Speaker intimated to him, he fhould forbear to 
return the Writs. 

And the Houfe came to feveral other Refolutions : 
oth Fune, 1675. 

“ Refolved, Nemine contradicente, That no Com- 
moner of England, committed by Order or Warrant 
“© of the Houfe of Commons, for Breach of Privilege, or 
“ Contempt of that Houfe, ought, without Order of 
that Houfe, to be, by any Writ of Habeas Corpus, or 
other Authority whatfoever, made to appear and 
anfwer, and do, and receive a Determination in the 
Houfe of Peers, during the Seffion of Parliament, 
wherein fuch Perfon was committed. 
“ Refolved, Nemine contradicente, That the Order of 
“© the Houfe of Peers, for the iffuing out of Writs of 
“* Habeas Corpus, concerning Serjeant Peck, Sir Foba 
“ Churchill, Serjeant Pemberton, and Mr. Charles Porter, 
‘© is infufficient, and illegal; for that it is general, and 
*< exprefies no particular Caufe of Privilege ; and com- 
** mands the King’s Great Seal to be put to Writs, not 
returnable before the faid Houfe of Peers. 
“© Refolved, Nemine contradicente, That the Lord 
“© Keeper be acquainted with thefe Refolutions, to the 
‘* end that the faid Writ of Habeas Corpus may be fuper- 
feded, as contrary to Law, and the Privileges of this 
“ Houtfe. 
“© Refolved, Nemine contradicente, That a Meffage be 
fent to the Lords, to acquaint them that Serjeant Peck, 
“© Sir Fobu Churchill, Serjeant Pemberton, and Mr. Charles 
“¢ Porter, were committed by Order and Warrant of 
“ this Houfe, for Breach of the Privilege, and Con- 
** tempt of the Authority of this Houfe.” 

é 22th March, 1697. 

“© Charles Duncombe, Efquire, having been committed 
“© by Order of this Houfe, and afterwards difcharged by 
“ Order of the Houfe of Lords, without the Conient of 
“¢ this Houle ; 

“ Refolved, That no Perfon, committed by this Houfe, 
“‘ can, during the fame Seffion, be difcharged by any 
*¢ other Authority whatfoever. 

“ Refolved, That the faid Charles Duncombe be taken 
«* into the Cuftody of the Serjeant at Arms attending this 
“ Houfe.” 
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Thefe are fome Inftances, among many others, that 
might be produced upon this Occafien; and the laft 
cannot be but particularly remembered by fome noble 
Lords, that then fat in the Houfe of Commons, and 
{trenuoufly afferted this Privilege of the Commons. 

Your Lordfhips 5th Refolution ; vizt. 

“ Refclued, That tor the Houfe of Commons to cen- 
« fure, or punifh, any Perfon, for affifting a Prifoner to 
«© procure a Writ of Habeas Corpus, or by Vote, or 
« otherwife, to deter Men from foliciting, profecuting, 
« and pleading upon, fuch Writs of Habeas Corpus, in 
«“ behalf of fuch Prifoner, is an Attempt of dangerous 
«© Confequence, a Breach of the many good Statutes, pro- 
«¢ vided for the Liberty of the Subject, and of pernicious 
« Example, by denying the neceffary Affiftance to the 
«© Prifoner, upon a Commitment of the Houfe of Com- 
«© mons, which has ever been allowed upon all Commit- 
*¢ ments by any Authority whatfoever.” 

The Commons take this to be another Inftance of your 
Lordfhips Breach of your own Rule, your Lordfhips 
being no Judges of their Privileges, though by this Re- 
folution you feem to make a Judgment, without having 
heard, and knowing, what the Commons have to alledge 
for them. 

This Attempt therefore in your Lordfhips is of dan- 
gerous Confequence, tending to a Breach of the good 
Underftanding between the Two Houfes, and of moft 
pernicious Example. The Commons late Proceeding in 
cenfuring and punifhing the Counfel, that have pleaded 


. 


upon the Return of the Writs of Habeas Corpus, in be-, 


half of thefe Prifoners, if duly confidered, is a great In- 
ftance of the Temper of the Houfe of Commons: For 
this Houfe did not interpofe, when the Prifoners applied 
to the Lord Keeper, and the Judges, to be bailed; and 
had the Lawyers fhewn fo much Modefty, as to have 
acquiefced in the Opinion of the Lord Keeper and all 
the Judges, that thefe Prifoners were not bailable by the 
Statute of Habeas Corpus, the Commons had never taken 
any Notice of it: But they would not reft fatisfied, with- 
out bringing on again this Cafe; and the Privileges of 
the Commons were, with great Licentioufnefs of Speech, 
denied, and infulted, in publick Court; not with any 
Hope or Profpeét of Relief of the Prifoners (who, in 
this whole Proceeding, have apparently been only the 
Tools of fome ill-defigning Perfons, that are contriving 
every Way to difturb the Freedom of the Commons 
Elections) but in order to vent thefe new Doctrines againft 
the Commons of England, and with a Defign to over- 
throw their fundamental Right. And after fo much In- 
veteracy fhewn to the Commons, they could not do lefs 
than declare the Abettors, Promoters, Countenancers, or 


Affifters, of a Profecution fo carried on, to be guilty of 


confpiring to make a Difference between the Two Houfes 
of Parliament, to be Difturbers of the Peace of the King- 
dom, and to have endeavoured, as far as in them lay, 
to overthrow the Rights and Privileges of the Commons 
of England, in Parliament affembled. 

And the Commons, in committing the Lawyers, have 
only done that Right to ther Body, which your Lord- 
fhips have frequently praétifed in Cafes of perfonal Pri- 
vilege, where any fingle Member of your Lordfhips 
Hovfe is concerned. 

Your Lordfhips laft Refolution ; viz". 

‘© That a Writ of Error is not a Writ of Grace, but 
“ of Right, and ought not to be denied to the Subjeé, 
«¢ when duly applied for, though at the Requett of either 
« Houfe of Parliament; the Denial thereof being an 
« Obftruction of Juftice, contrary to Magna Charta.” 

The Commons {hall not enter into any Confideration, 
whether a Writ of Error is of Right, or of Grace; they 
conceiving it not material in this Cafe, in which no Writ 
of Error lies, nor was ever any Writ of Error brought 
or attempted, in the like Cafe before ; and the allowing it 
in fuch Cafes would not only fubject all the Privileges of 
the Houfe of Commons, but the Liberties of all the 
People of England, to the Will and Pleafure of the Houle 
of Lords. 
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And when your Lordthips Exercife of Judicature upon 
Writs of Error is confideredg how unaccountable in its 
Foundation ; how inconfiftent it is with our Conftitution, 
which, in all other-Refpects, is the wifeft and happieft 
in the World, to fuppofe the laft Refort in Judicature 
and the Legiflature to be differently placed ? 

And when it is confidered, how. that Ufurpation, in 
hearing of Appeals from Courts of Equity, fo eafily traced, 
though often denied, and protefted againft, yet ftill ex- 
ercifed, and almoft every Seffion of Parliament extended ; 
itis not to be wondered, that, after the Succefs your 
Lordfhips have had in thefe great Advances upon our 
Conftitution, you fhould now at once make an Attempt 
upon the whole Frame of it, by drawing the Choice of 
the Commons Reprefentatives to your Determination ; 
for that is a neceffary Confequence from your Lord- 
fhips encouraging the late Actions, and your countenanc- 
ing a Writ of Error; which, if allowed upon fucha Pro- 
ceeding, might as well be introduced upon all Aés and 
Proceedings of Courts, or Magiftrates of Juftice: And 
though the prefent Inftance has been brought on under 
the fpecious Pretence of preferving Liberty ; it is obvi- 
ous, the fame will as well hold to controul the bailing, 
and difcharging Prifoners in all Cafes. 

And the Commons cannot but fee, how your Lord- 
fhips are contriving by all Methods, to bring the Deter- 
nyination of Liberty and Property into the bottomlefs’ and 
infatiable Gulf of your Lordfhips Judicature; which would 
{wallow up both the Prerogatives of the Crown, and the 
Rights and Liberties of the People ; and which, your 
Lordthips muft give the Commons Leave to fay, they 
have the greater Reafon to dread, when they confider in 
what manner it has been exercifed ; the Inftances whereof 
they forbear, becaufe they hope your Lordfhips will re- 
form; and they defire, rather to compofe the old, than 
to create any new Differences. , 

Upon the whole, the Commons hope, that, upon due 
Confideration of what they have laid before your Lord- 
fhips, you will be fully fatisfied they have ated nothing 
in all ‘thefe Proceedings, but what they are fufficiently 
juftified in from Precedents, and the known Laws and 
Cuftoms of Parliament; and that your Lordfhips have 
affumed and exercifed Judicature, contrary to the known 
Laws and Cuftoms of Parliament, and tending to the 
Overthrow of the Rights and Liberties of the People of 
England. 

Refolved, That a Conference be defired with the Lords, 
upon the Subject- matter of the laft Conference. 


Ordered, That Mr. 4iflaby do go to the Lords, and 
defire the faid Conference. 


And then the Houfe adjourned till To-morrow Morn- 
ing, Nine a Clock.

The Commons difagree to the Amendment, becaufe 
the Exportation of the Produ& of England into foreign 
Countries is a general Benefit to the Kingdom, and ought 
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not at any time to be difcouraged; and though fome Part 
of the Lead, exported from England, fhould happen to 
be carried to France, and be there fpent in the Service 
of War, yet that bears a very {mall Psoportion to what is 
commonly ufed in that Kingdom for other Occafions. 

An Amendment being propofed, to leave out ail from 
the Word ‘* Kingdom” to the End, and to infert, ‘¢ and 
«« your Lordfhips Amendment may prove a great Dif- 
“ couragement, and Hindrance, to her Majefty’s Subjects 
“« exporting L.ead into neutral Countries, which is not 
«© che Intention of this Bill ;” 

The fame was, upon the 
agreed unto by the Houfe. 

Refelved, That the Houfe do agree with the Com- 
mittee in the faid Reafons, fo amended, as followeth : 

The Comnions dijagree to that Amendment, becqufe 
the Exportation of the Product of England into foreign 
Countries 1s a general Benefir to the Kingdom ; and your 
Lordihips Amendment may prove a great Difcourage- 
ment, and Hindrance, to her,Majefty’s Subjects export- 
ing Lead into neutral Countries, which is not the Inten- 
tion of this Bill. 

Ordered, “i hat the Lord William Powlet do go to the 
Lords, and defire the faid Conference.

And the Queliion being put, That the Houfe do agree 
with the Lords in the fuid Amendment ; 

It pafied in the Negative. 

Ordered, Vhat a Committee be appointed to draw up 
Reafons to be offered to the Lords at a Conference, for 
difagreeing to the faid Amendments: 

And it is referred to Sir William Drake, Mr. How, Mr. 
Reyrell, Mr. Scobell, Sir Brian Starleton, Colonel Bierly, 
Mr. Heyfobam, Mr. Bulteel, Sir Thomas Meeres, Sir Fef. 
Tredenbam, Sir Hum. Mackworth, Mr. Parker, Mr. Pole, 
Mr. Hern, Sir Nich. Morris ; and all that ferve for the Coun- 
ties of Devon and Cornwall: And they are to meet this 
Afternoon, at Five a Clock, in the Speaker’s. Cham- 
ber.

The Houfe proceeded to take into Confideration the 
Amendment made by the Lords to the Bill, intituled, 
An Aét for punifhing Mutiny and Defertion, and falfe 
Mutters, and for the better Payment of the Army, and 
Quarters. 

And the faid Amendment being twice read, is as fol- 
lows ° 

Pr. 28. L. 20. Leave out from * notwithftanding”’ 
to ** And” in L. 12. Pr. 33. being feveral Clautes re- 
lating to Colonel Venner, Colonel Rice, and Colonel 
Richards. 

And a Debate arifing thereupon ; 

Refolved, That the Debate be adjourned till To mor- 
row Morning. 


Sir William Drake reported, that he having (according 
to the Order of Saturday laft) been at the Lords, to de- 
fire a Conference upon the Subject-matter of the Amend- 
ment made by the Lords to the Bill, intituled, An Ac 
for raifing the Militia for the Year One thoufand Seven 
hundred and Five, although the Month’s Pay, formerly 
advanced, be not repaid; the Lords do agree to a Con- 
ference accordingly, and appoint the fame to be prefently, 
in the Painted Chamber. 

Ordered, That the Members who were appointed to 
draw up Reafons to be offered at the Conference, do ma- 
nage the faid Conference ; and that Mr. Freeman and Mr. 
Ward be added to them. 

And the Managers went to the Conference: 

And being returned ; 

Sir Wm. Drake reported, that the Managers had been 
at the Conference, and given the Lords the Reafon for 
difagreeing to the faid Amendment ; and had left the Bill 
and Amendment with the Lords. 


The Order of the Day being read, for the Houle to 
refolve itfelf into a Committee of the whole Houfe upon 
the ingrofied Bill from the Lords, intituled, An Act for 
the further preventing the Growth of Popery; 

A Petition of E/me Howard, Efquire, great Uncle to 
the prefent Duke of Norfolk, was prefented to the Houfe, 
and read; fetting forth, that the Petitioner being entitled 
to receive Two hundred Pounds a Year, during his Life, 
out of the Duke of Norfolke’s Lands in Norfolk, which, by 
the Bill now depending for the further preventing the 
Growth of Popery..:. . . And praying, a Claufe may be 
inferted in the faid Bill, for fecuring the fame. 
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Ordered, That the Confideration of the faid Petition be 
referred to the faid Committee. 

Then the Houte refolved ittelf into the faid Committee 

Mr. Speaker left the Chair. ; 

Sir Thomas Meeres took the Chair of the Committee, 

Mr. Speaker refumed the Chair. 

Sir Toomas Meeres reported from the Committee, thar 
they had gone through the Bill, and made feveral Amend- 
ments thereunto, which they had Girected him to report 
when the Houfe will pleafe to receive the fame. 
Ordered, Vhat the Report be made To-morrow Morn- 
ins, 


Sir Gilbert Heathcott reported from the Committee to 
whom the Petition of the Merchanis, Tradeimen, Clo- 
thiers, and others, the Creditors of 7 2emas Piikin, late 
ot London, Linen-draper, on behali of themiclves, and 
all the reft of the faid Pitkin’s Crecicvors, was referred; 
that it appeared to the Committee, upon the Examination 
of Thomas Brerewood, Fob Wiiliams, and feveral other 
Perfons, and upon Perufal of fome of the Books of Tho- 
mas Pitkin and the faid Thomas Brerewzod, 

That, fince the Beginning of laft June, divers great 
Quantities of the Goods, bought up by the faid Thomas 
Pukin, to the Value of Two-and-thirty thoufand Pounds, 
and upwards, have been conveyed to the Hands of the 
faid Thomas Brerewood, by the Aid and Afiiitance of the 
faid 7b Williams and one Michael Miles, and by divers 
fecret and fraudulent Methods difpoted of, and concealed 
by them. 

That the Accounts in the faid Brereweoa’s Books, be- 
tween him and other Perfons, appear to have been duly 
entered, with regular References; but the Accounts be- 
tween him and the faid Pittin appear to have been entered 
at once, and without References or Vouchers, and to be 
merely fictitious, and framed and contrived with a Defign 
to cover and conceal the Truth of the Dealings between 
them; and, to this End, he refufes to produce his Cafh- 
book, pretending the fame not to have been regularly 
kept ; without which no Accounts can be fairly entered, 
nor rightly examined. 

And that thereupon the Committee had come toa Re- 
folution, which they had directed him to report to the 
Houfe; which he read in his Place, and afterwards deli- 
vered in at the Clerk’s Table ; where the fame was read, 
and is ... followeth: 

Refoived, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That the faid Tiemas Brevewocd has been the principal 
Accomplice, concerned with the faid Pitkin ; and the {aid 
Fob Williams and Michael Miles have been privy aiding 
and afiifting to the fad Thomas P:tkin in contriving and 
carrying on the Defign to cheat and defraud his Creditors 
of all the Goods, bought by him the faid Pitkin within 
Nine Months laft pait. 

The faid Refolution being read a Second time ; 

Refolved, That the Hovie doth agree with the Com- 
mittee in the faid Refolution, ‘That the iaid Thoma; Brere- 
weod has been the principal Accomplice concerned with 
the faid Pitkin; and the faid Fob Williams and Michce! 
Miles have been privy, aiding and affifting to the faid 
Thomas Pitkin, in contriving and carrying on the De- 
fign to cheat and defraud bis Creaitors of all the Goods, 
bought by him the faid Pi/k:n within Nine Mosths lak 


paft. 


Refolved, That this Houfe will, To.mcrow Morning, 
refolve itfelf into a Committee of the whole Eloufe upon 
the ingrofled Bill from the Lords, iatituled, An Aét to 
prevent Frauds frequently committed by Bankrupts. 


And then the Houfe adjourned till To-morrow Mora- 
ing, Nine a Clock.

R. Bromley reported, that the Managers of the free 

Conference with the Lords had (according to Or- 
der) drawn up what paffed at the faid free Conference ; 
which they had direéted him to report to the Houfe : 
Which he read in his Place, and afterwards delivered 
in at the Clerk’s Table. ia ts 

Ordered, That the faid Report be entered upon the 
Journals. 

And the fame is as followeth : 

That the Lords, who appeared as Managers, and {poke 
at this free Conference, were the Earl of Sunderland, the 
Lord Ferrers, the Bifhop of Salifbury, the Lord Halli- 
fax, the Lord Wharton, and the Duke of Devonfhire, 
Lord Steward. 

That the free Conference was begun by the Managers 
for the Lords ; who faid, This Conference was defired, to 
maintain agoodCorreipondence between the Two Houfes; 
which was never more neceffary, than at this time. 

That the delivering Kefolutions, at their Firft Confe- 
rence, was Parliamentary ; and inftanced the Refolutions 
3° Car. 1™', which produced the Petition of Right. 

That the Lords look upon the Commons to bea great 
Part of the Conftitution, which cannot be preferved, but 
by doing Right to both Houfes. 

That every Part of the Body politick, as well as the 
Body natural, ought to be kept within due Bounds : An 
Excefs in any Member will weaken the Whole. 

That this Conftitution is the Wonder of the World, 
and Glory of this Nation: ’Tis founded upon Liberty, 
and Property ; and the Houfe of Commons hath been 
a great Fence and Bulwark of Liberty. 

That the Lords Refolutions are very well founded, 
and juftified by the Laws of the Land; as is their Judi- 
cature in this Cafe. 

That it was proper for them to receive the Petitions, 
and make thefe Refolutions thereupon. 

That the Lords are the great Court of Judicature ; and 
when the Courts below have differed in Opinion, there 
has been Refort to the Lords, for their Judgment ; as 
in the Cafe of Kindred of half Blood claiming Shares of 
Inteftates Eftates. 

That, when fuch a Complaint comes before the Lords, 
they ought to give their Opinion as to the Law of the 
Land, and that was the Foundation of their prefent 
Refolutions. 

That the Firft Refolution was, in Effect, agreed to by 
the Commons, though they go off to foreign Matters, 
of which the Lords take no notice. 

That the Law of the Land can be altered only by the 
Legiflature. 

That the Second Refolution afferts the Subject’s Re- 
drefs by Action at Law, Ge. 

That all Conftitutions have reckoned this their Safety, 
that every Man, from the higheit to the loweft, hath the 
Protection of the Law. 

That, according to our Conftitution, the Subjeé& may 
conteft his Right with the Crown, and upon equal Terms, 
with that Retpect which is due. - 

That this Refolution only afferts the Right, does not 
{tate the refpective Courts, where the Redrefs is to be 
had: If the Party miftakes the Court, he is punifhed 
by Cofts of Suit. 

The Term of “ privileged Caufes” is new, and the 
DiftinGtion unknown. 

To fupport the Third Refolution, it was urged, 

That the Breach of Privilege was not well grounded. 

That it belongs to the Crown to make Declarations. 
The Commons did indeed make Ordinances ; and, when 
their Prince was murdered, they came to Declarations. 

That a Law, without Promulgation, cannot have 
Force to make an Offence. 

Vou. XIV. 
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’ The Liberty of Mens Perfons is the greateft Privilege, 
and not to -be taken away, but in known Cafes : -1 he 
invading of it has fhook the beft Conftitutions. 

‘ That the taking away the Liberty of one mean Perfon 
once endangered the Government of Rome. : 
‘ That both Houfes may commit for Breach of Privi- 
lege, but cannot declare any thing to be a Privilege; 
without good Grounds; nor, ‘confequenily, :make any 
thing-a Contempt, that is not known to be fo. _ 

That Commitments, or Cenfures, have not been ufual 
upon Actions at Law, though fuch Actions have broughr 
jo Proceedings, or Privileges, of ether Houfe in que- 

ee aie 

That in the Cafe‘of Freedom of Speech, which is the 
preateft Privilege, there was a Judgment in King Charles 
the Firft’s Reign, in the Heat of thofe Times, ‘againit 
fomé Members, for Speeches in Parliament. This the 
Commons firft condemned, and then, by Conference; 
brought it before the Lords; who came to a Refclution, 
that it was erroneous, and defired the Lord Hollis to 
bring his Writ of Error; and thereupon it was reverfed 
by the Lords, in the Time of Car. 2d: Which fhews the 
Care the Lords had of the Commons Privileges. 

That, in Soames and Barnardiften’s Cafe, the Com- 
mons did not concern themfelves, only in Support of the 
Aétion, when in 1678 they examined the Judgment cf 
Reverfal as a Grievance. 

That the Lords had not interpofed in any Suits, which 
concerned the Proceedings of their Houfe, 

That the Earl of Banbury (as he was called) was by 
the Lords adjudged to be no Peer : This was examined in 
the King’s Bench, where, in Abatement of an Indictinent 
of Murder againft him, as Charles Knolles, E‘guire, he 
pleaded his Title of an Earl; and, in Avoidance of that, 
the Order of the Lords was replied, and was examined 
by the Court, and difallowed. 

That the late Bifhop of S¢. Davia’s was profecuted in 
the Spiritual Court, and deprived, though a Member of 
that Houfe ; and the Lords did not interpofe, 

That it is the Wifdom of all Governments, to have 
the Liaw open; and that’s the Difference between a 
legal and an arbitrary Government. 

That the Lords don’t meddle with the Commons 
Right of determining their own Eleétions: They have a 
fettled Poffeffion of it, which is a Right: But if all the 
Rights of Subjeéts, concerned in thofe Elections, are 
to be determined there, that will bring all Queftions of 
Freehold, and the Allowance of all Charters, and all 
Liberty and Property, before them. 

That a Freeholder of Forty Shillings per Annum has 
a Right of Inheritance, to which he is born; and, if his 
Vote is denied, he is damnified, and lofes the Credit of 
his Vote; and if he fhall only come to the Houfe of 
Commons, they can neither give him Damages, nor Coits 
of Suit. 

That a Freehold cannot be determined by any Court, 
which cannot give an Oath. 

That the Precedents, produced, concern only the 
Right of determining Elections in general. : 

And an Action by an Elector, tor his Right of voting, 
does not avoid the Election. 

To maintain the Fourth Refolution, they faid, 

That it may be lawful for a Man to apply for his 
Liberty, where he cannot have it. 

That the Proceedings in 1675, produced as a Precedent 
in this Cafe, were upon a Matter contefted between the 
Two Houfes, and refolved differently in the Lords Houte: 
Topham, and the Lieutenant of the Tower, were both 
turned out; and the Ferment was fo high, that the Par- 
liament was prorogued, and foon after diffolved. 

The Fifth Refolution is a Confequence of the Fourth. 

That the Commitment of the Lawyers was not for li- 


.centious Speech, as was infinuated at the laft Conference, 


but for pleading upon the Return of the Writs of Habeas 

Corpus. 
That ’tis the particular Character of that odious Court, 
called the Inquifition, that no body dares appear for, or 
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refort to a Perfon imprifoned there, but he is left to the 
‘Mercy of the Court. 

That Lawyers are not to be anfwerable for every thing 
they argue: They are to do their Duty for their Clients, 
and the Court is to judge of it. . 

The Commons declining the laf Refolution is an 
agreeing it, though not fo parliamentary, as it would 
have been, to have agreed it directly. 

That the Lords are the only proper Judges, whether 
the Writ of Error lies before them. 

To thefe Arguments your Managers an{wered, 

That they agreed the Neceflity of a good Correfpon- 
dence between the Two Houtes, efpecially at this Time 
of common Danger, and that the Commons had fully 
{hewn their Defire to maintain that good Correfpondence, 
by condefcending to meet their Lordfhips at this free 
Conference, although their ancient and fundamental 
Privileges had been called in queftion, and denied, by 
their Lordfhips, and that in an extraordinary and very 
unparliamentary Manner. 

‘That the Delivery of Refolutions is fo far from being 
the only Method of Conferences, that the more ufual Me- 
thod has been to offer Reafons, without Refolutions ; and 
it would be very difficult to give any Inftance, before this, 
of either Houfe delivering pofitive Refolutions ‘at a Con- 
ference, without the Reatons at the fame time to fupport 
them, and that induced them to make fuch Refolutions. 

That the Commons Anfwer to the Lords Firft Refolu- 
tion isnot foreign to the Subject-matter of the Conference, 
becaufe the Commons apprehend the Subject-matter to 
be, their Lordfhips denying the Privileges of the Com- 
mons, on the one hand, and their extending their own 
Judicature beyond its proper Limits, on the other; and 
therefore the Commons could not but take notice, how 
far their Lordfhips had tranfgreffed in the Exercife of an 
unwarrantable Judicature, in Contradiétion to that very 
Rule they had laid down for the Teft of the Proceedings 
of the Commons, and by which the Commons had 
ftriétly governed themfelves. 

That the Commons cannot create new Privileges; yet 
in Cook’s : 3 Reports, fol. 63. tis faid, the Privilege of Par- 
liament, either of the Upper Houfe, or of the Houfe of 
Commons, belongs to the Determination or Decifion 
only of the Court of Parliament: For every Court hath 
a Right to adjudge their own Privileges, according to 
the Book of £. 4th, Sir Zohn Pafton’s Cafe. 

To their Lordfhips Arguments for their Second Re- 
folution your Managers anfwered, 

That every Perfon injured hath a Right to feek Re- 
drefs; but then that Redrefs muift be fought in the 
Place, where the Matter is properly cognizable. 

_ To what the Lords offered upon the Third Refolution, 
your Managers an{fwered, 

That Matters of Election do not belong to the Courts 
below, bur only to the Houfe of Commons, which hath 
been in long Poffeffion of them. 

That there was an Act of Parliament, made in the 
Time of King Henry the 6th, to give an Action for a 
falfe Return of Members to ferve in Parliament, becaufe 
no fuch Aétion lay at common Law, it relating to 
Elections. 

That double Returns not being within that Statute, no 
Aétion lay in the Courts of common Law, for makin 
any double Return, till the Statute 7 and 8 W. III. 

That,. befides the Inftances.given in the Anfwers the 
Commons gave to the Lords Refolutions at the laft 
Conference, this Diftinétion, as to privileged Cafes, is 
fully and undeniably warranted by the Statute, made in 
the 1ft Year of King William and Queen Mary, intituled, 
An A@, declaring the Rights and Liberties of the Subject, 
and fettling the Succeffion of the Crown ; where, among 
other Endeavours of the late King James, to fubvert and 
extirpate the Laws and Liberties of the Kingdom, thefe 
are mentioned, “ by violating the Freedom of Eleétion’ 
** of Members to ferve in Parliament, and by Profecu- 
“tions in the Court of King’s Bench for Matters and 
** Caufes, only cognizable in Parliament.” 
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Befides, that there are privileged Cafes, as well as pri- 
vileged Perfons, appears trom hence : A Prohibition; and 
afterwards an Attachment, lies, for fuing in the fpiticaal 
Court for a temporal Caufe, determinable in the temporal 
Court. There are divers Laws within this Realm, of 
which the common Law is but One; as appears in Cagk’s 
ift Inft. f. 11. B. where he mentions /ex et con/uetudo Par- 
liamenti, et lex communis, as diltinét Laws. 

As there are feveral Laws, fo there are feveral Courts 
and Jurifdictions, and feveral Caufes proper for thofe fe- 
veral Laws, and feveral Jurifdictions. Of thefe the 
high Court of Parliament is the Firft. Lex et confuetudo 
Parliamenti is a great Branch of the Law of England ; 
and many Caufes are to be determined only by that Law, 
as appears in the Inft. fo. 23. 

Of fuch Caufes, as are in their Nature parliamentary, 
and to be determined by the Law of Parliament, the 
common Law, and common Law Judges, have nothing 
to do; as further appears, 4 Inft. fol. 14, 15. where the 
Expreffions are very fuitable to the prefent Contro- 
verfies, 

That the Perfons perfifting in the Profecution of fuch 
Actions, after a Prohibition by the Commons, for that 
fuch Caufes belong to their Jurifdiction, the committing 
them for the Breach of their Privileges in that Particular 
is no more than is done by the common Law Courts for 
a like Contempt; as, when Perfons will fue, after a 
Prohibition, to the fpiritual Courts ; and the Commons 
ufual Way to defend their Privileges, againft fuch In- 
vafions, has been by committing the Tools and Infiru- 
ments thereof. 

It is a fundamental Maxim of the Law and Cuftom of 
Parliament, which is the higheft and nobleft Part of the 
Law of England, and particularly adapted to the Preferva- 
tion of the Liberties of this Kingdom, that the TwoHoufes 
are independent of one another, and fole Judges of their 
own Rights and Privileges. That their Lordfhips did 
admit the Commons have a Privilege to judge of the 
Rights of their own Electors to one {ntent, but not to 
another; but if the Commons have fuch a Privilege to 
one Intent, they muft be Judges of it to all Intents and 
Purpofes whatfoever ; and being fole Judges thereof, 
their Judgment cannot be legally calied in queftion, 
either by Writs of Habeas Corpus, Writs of Error, or 
otherwife, in any other Court; and confequently, the 
Proceedings in Weftminfter-hall, and in the Houfe of 
Peers, and the Judgment given there, are all null and 
void, and coram non judice. 

The Commons Commitment, for commencing thefe 
Aétions, is no more, than what they, and their Prede- 
ceffors, have in all Times practifed in Cafes of Breach 
of Privilege. 

In Anfwer to what the Lords had offered upon the 
Fourth Refolution, your Managers infifted, The Appli- 
cation of Friends, for the Liberty of any Perfon impri- 
foned, ought to be in a proper Place, and in a proper 
Manner ; which, in this Cafe, ought to have been only 
to the Houfe of Commons, and by the Petition of the 
Perfons they had committed. 

That the Proceedings in 1675 were fo well grounded, 
that they muft be Precedents to the Commons to follow 
at all Times upon the like Occafions. 

To what the Lords offered upon the Fifth Refolution, 
your Managers anfwered, 

The Licentioufnefs of Speech, ufed by the Lawyers, 
was only mentioned among other Particulars of the Pro- 
vocations they gave the Houfe of Commons ; but they 
were committed for pleading, upon the Returns of the 
Writs of Habeas Corpus, in behalf of the Prifoners com- 
mitted by the Houfe of Commons ; which the Commons, 
who are the only Judges of their own Privileges, take 
to be a great Breach of the Privilege of their Houtfe. 

To the laft Refolution your Managers infifted, That no 
Writ of Error lies in that Cafe: And that there may be 
Cafes, wherein no Writ of Error lies, was their Lordthips 
Opinion in the Cafe of the late Bifhop of St. David’s, who 

brought 
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brought his Writ of Error, upon the Court’s not grant- 
ing him a Prohibition. 

The Cafe of Sir Thomas Armftrong; mentioried by 
their Lordfhips, was particular, in that the Commons 
then apprehended he was entitled to a Writ of Etror, 
within the Meaning of the Statute of Edward the 6th. 

Your Managers further urged the Novelty of the Action 
in the Cafe of Abby and White, of which no Footfteps 
can be found in any Book of the Law, orin any Record, 
although we have faithful Reports of all memorable 
Cafes for Four hundred Years paft, and the Occafion of 
fuch an Action muft frequently have happened. 

The Lords themlelves, when they had no Defign upon 
the Privileges of the Commons, were of Opinion, in the 
Cafe of Sir Samuel Barnadifton, in the Firft Year of King 
William, that no fuch Aétion lay ; and there is no one 
Reafon can be offered, to maintain this Action, but held 
more ftrongly in the Cafe of Sir Samuel Barnadifton ; 
as Damages, Cofts, 9c. And it is an abfurd Diftinétion, 
to fay, that, in this Cafe, the Right of Election cannot 
come in queftion ; becaufe the determining the Right of 
the Electors doth generally determine the Right of the 
Elected, and almoft all controverted Elections depend 
upon the Qualifications of the Electors. 

That the Commons had fhewn fuch a Difpofition to 
maintain a good Correfpondence with their Lordthips, 
though their Lordfhips, in the Cafe of Abby and White, 
had, contrary to the Judgment of the Courts below, 
allowed the Action, upon which the Plaintiff had taken 
out Execution, and levied the Money, that the Commons 
took no notice of it, and were willing to let the Matter 
fail, which might occafion any Conteft in this Time of 
publick Danger ; but when other Actions of the like Na- 
ture were {till commenced and profecuted, whereby all 
kleétions would be brought to the Determination of the 
Lords, or at leaft, in time, fo influenced, as that the 
Lords would in effect chufe the Commons, and thereby 
the Dependency [a] of the Two Houfes would be deftroy- 
ed, which is the great Safety of the Conftitution; then 
it concerned the Commons, who are the Reprefentatives 
of the People, to oppofe what would be fo fatal to our 
Conftitution. 

The bringing Writs of Habeas Corpus, upon the Com- 
mitments of the Commons, and a Writ of Error there- 
upon before the Lords, would bring all the Privileges 
of the Commons to be determined by the Judges, and 
afterwards by the Lords, upon fuch Writs of Error. 

Nay, fuch Writs of. Error, upon every Habeas Cor- 
pus, would bring the Liberty of every Commoner in 
England to the arbitrary Difpofition of the Houfe of 
Lords. 

And if a Writ of Error cannot be denied in any Cafe, 
and the Lords alone are to judge, whether the Cafe be 
proper fora Writ of Error, then all the Queen’s Revenue, 
all her Prerogatives, and all the Lives and Liberties of 
the People of Exg/and, will be in the Hands of the Lords ; 
for every Felon, Burglar, and Traitor, will be entitled 
to a Writ of Error before the Lords, and they will have 
even Power of Life and Death. 

And by Writs of Error and Appeals, as already ex- 
ercifed, they will have all our Properties; by fuch new 
invented Aétion they will have all our Elections ; and by 
fuch Writs of Habeas Corpus, and Writs of Error there- 
upon, they will have all our Privileges, Liberties, and 
even Lives, at their Determination; who determine by 
Vote, with their Doors fhut, and it is. not certainly 
known who it is that hurts you. 

The Novelty of thefe Things, and the infinite Confe- 
quence of them, is the greateit Argument in Law that 
they are not of Right. 

The Commons are not contending for a {mall Thing, 
but for their All: 

Efpecially, fince the Lords have found out a Way to 
diftrefs the Government, by detaining the Money, given 
by the Commons, which muft come laft to them, becaufe 
the Money Bills muft begin with the Commons ; and if, 

[a] Sic Crig. : 
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by that Means, they can extort Writs of Error, where 
they never were heard of, the Commons muft com- 
mit the Perfons employed in all fuch Innovations, or elfe 
they muft lofe, by {uch Contrivances, all that they have. 

In the Cafe of Denzill Hollis, Sir F. Elli:tt; €e. in 


1667; the Commons declared the Judgment, given in 5° 


Car. 1"', to be an illegal Judgment, and againft the Pri- 
vilege of Parliament; and this they did of themfelves; 
before they acquainted the Lords therewith. 

Afterwards, becaufe it concerned the Lords, as well as 
the Commons, they imparted their Refolutions to the 
Lords, who concurred with the Commons ; and the Writ 
of Error, which was afterwards brought at the Defire 
and Inftance of the Lords, and not at all by the Defire 
of the Commons, they. refted upon their own Refolutions 
that it was an illegal Judgment. Vid. Cro. Car. at thé 
End of the Book. 

The Lords, by way of Reply, faid further, That this 
is a Caufe of Liberty and Property, and judicial Proceed- 
ings, which the Commons had endeavoured to ftop. 

That the Conference therefore afked by the Lords; 
upon the fundamental Rights and Liberties, was pro- 

er. 

That they are the fame Terms the Commons ufed 3° 
Car. when their Liberties were attacked. 

That the true Method of Conference is not by way of 
Queftion and Anfwer, but by Refolutions ; which are 
not fo binding, but, if the Lords are convinced by Ar- 
gument, they may retract them. 

That the Lords fure may regularly take notice of this 
printed Paper, when it contains fuch Declaration, as 
all Perfons are bound to take notice of, at the Peril of 
Commitment. 

That the Right of the Houfe of Commons to deter- 
mine their own Elections is not in queftion, or intended 
to be changed ; but the Two Precedents, prodticed to 
fupport them, are very much miftaken. 

That the Cafe of Sir Francis Goodwin is not fairly fta- - 
ted, the Word ‘* Order” being omitted in the Commons 
Anfwer to the Lords Meffage, relating to the Commons 
Proceedings in this Cafe; which refers to a particular 
Order of the Houfe of Commons, they having before de- 
termined that Election: That it is not taken notice, that 
the Lords went with the Commons to the King, and were 
Mediators ; and that, at the laft, a new Writ iffued; for 
a new Election. 

That in the ftating the Precedent 28° Eliz. the Com- 
mons have not taken notice that the Election was, in 
that Cafe, determined by the Judges. 

That the Commons did not confine their Refolution to 
Armftrong’s Cafe; but it is general, and abfolute, That 
a Writ of Error, in Felony or Treafon, is of Right, and 
not of Grace. 

That by the Writ of Error, brought in the late Bifhop 
of St. David’s Cafe, upon the Denial of a Prohibition, 
and difallowed by the Lords, it appears when a Record 
comes improperly before them, they are fo juft, as to 
difmifs it. 

That, inftead of proving the Law, the Confequences 
are urged; which is not right arguing. 

That the Queftion is, Whether the Queen is’bound to. 


‘ grant a Writ of Error? If the is, it will be hard for any 


Body of Men to interpofe with the Crown, and ftop it, 
to hinder that. Fiat, which, by the Opinion of the | 
Judges, fhe ought to give : 

She is obliged to by Magna Charta: Nulli negabimus, 
null deferemus, juftitiam, . 

That, whether a Writ of Error lies or not, will after- 
wards be proper for the Judgment of this Court, as ’tis 
of any other Court, where a Writ of Error is returnable. 

That the Commons are very fafe, and may depend 
the Lords will be as tender of their Privileges, as of 
their own. 

That, whatever Privileges accrue to the Commons, 
will accrue to the Lords alfo: If the Commitments of 
the Commons are free from the Cognizance of the Courts 
below; thofe of the Lords will be fo too. 


That 
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That 3° Car. the Commons maintained, that the Mea- 

fure of Perfons being bailable is not from the Authority 

that committed, but from the Caule of Commitment. 

Your Managers further obferved, this Subject- matter 
was fcarce ever in Conference betore between the Lords 
und Commons, and will feem ftrange to Pofterity. 

That the Lords Concern for Liberty and Property can- 
not be equal with that of the Commons; for the Lords 
Liberty is better fenced, and confequently their Property 
too, than that of the Commons. 

The Lords are lets interefted in the Event of this Con- 
ference, than the Commons, who are the Truftees of 
thofe who fent them, and are bound in Duty and Inter- 
eft, to preferve their Liberty and Property ; and having 
but a triennial Duration, which is at this lime near ex- 
piring, it’s not to be imagined they will infringe what 
they are intrufted with, and fo much concerned to main- 
tain, and that fo notoriopfly, that the Lords fhould com- 
plain, who are much Icfs concerned, but more to be 
feared, as their Defigns, as well as Honours, may be 
hereditary. 

At the Firft Conference Six Refolutions were deli- 
vered, as Matters of undoubted Truth and Law. 

And the Proceedings of the Commons are to be tried 
by thefe Rules, though they were no Parties to the 
making them. 

The Firft is not to be excepted againft; only is an 
Infinuation, as if the Commons had practifed the con- 
trary; which they are not con{cious of. 

To the Second; There are many Injuries, for which 
no Aétion at Law is allowed; as, if a Judge gives a 
wrong Judgment, the Redrefs by Writ of Error is no 
Satisfaction for the Damage. 

So for other Aéts of a Judge, or Court of Juftice ; as 
denying a Writ of Habeas Corpus, or Bail; no Action 
lies, but upon the late Statute. 

That their Lordfhips not making any Diftinétion be- 
tween Matters and Caufes, which were exempt from the 
Cognizance of the common Law Courts, as being folely 
cognizable in Parliament, and Caufes, which were exempt 
only in refpect of the Perfons fued being entitled to Pri- 
vilege of Parliament, feems to be the Occafion of the 
Miftakes their Lordfhips have entertained in relation to 
the Proceedings of the Commons: That the Houfe of 
Commons is a Court of Judicature in many Refpetts, 
and, as fuch, hath, as well as other Courts, Caufes pro- 
per and peculiar to its Jurifdiction. 

That the Law Books, and particularly the Lord Cook, 
fpeaks of Matters of Parliament, which are not to be 
determined by the common Law, but according to the 
Law and Ufage of Parliament. 

That all Matters, moved or done in Parliament, mutt 
be queftioned and determined there, and not elfewhere, 
has been heretofore afferted by the Houfe of Commons, 
as their ancient and undoubted Right, and has been al- 
lowed, both by the Judges of Law, and by their Lord- 
fhips; and when the Judges in the King’s Bench, 
in the 5th Year of King Charles the Firft, upon an 
Information againft Sir Fobn Elliott, Mr. Hollis, and 
others, held, that Matters done in the Houfe of Com- 
mons, if not done in a parliamentary Way, might be 
queftioned elfewhere, that Judgment was afterwards re- 
verfed in Parliament. 

That their Lordfhips allowed all Matters relating to 
Elections, ought to be determined folely by the Com- 
mons ; and though their Lordfhips attempted to make a 
Diftinétion between the Right of Elections and the Right 
ot Electors, yet their Lordfhips cannot find room for 
fuch a Diftinétion, unlefs they would fay, the Right 
and Qualification of the Electors was, a Matter not re- 
lating to Eleétions. 

That by the Parliament Roll, 11 Richard II. it ap- 
pears, a Petition was exhibited by Parliament, and allow- 
ed by the King, that the Liberties and Privileges of Par- 
liament fhould be difcuffed by the Parliament, and not by 
any other Courts, nor by common or civil Law; and 
therefore, when the Judges have been afked their Opi- 
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nions in Matters of Parliament, they have anfwered, that 
the Privilegesof Parliament ought to be determined there, 
and not by any other; as they did in the Cafe of Thorp, 
Speaker of the Houfe of Commons, 31 H. VI. 

That thefe Matters are not exempt from the Determi- 
nation of other Courts in refpect of the Perfons fued, for 
then they might be determined there, after the Time of 
Privilege was expired ; whereas it is evident, that fuch 
Matters and Caufes cannot be determined in any other 
Courts, than that of Parliament, after the Expiration of 
the Time of Privilege, any more than before. 

That thefe Matters are determinable in Parliament, 
although the Perfons profecuted are not entitled to the 
Privilege of Parliament, as appears by many Inftances; 
particularly, by that of the Mayor of /Yefbury, in the 
8th Year of Queen Elizabeth, who, for taking Four 
Pounds, to get a Perfon elected a Burgefs for that Bo- 
rough, was fined and imprifoned by the Houfe of Com- 
mons, although he was not a Perfon entitled to the 
Privilege of Parliament. 

That it may as well be faid, that an ACtion is maintain- 
able for refufing any of the Lords a Right of Precedency 
in Parliament; yet it cannot be imagined the Houfe of 
Peers would be content, the fame fhould be brought in 
queftion in any the Courts of Law, and decided by a 
Jury of Commoners. 

But the fame Arguments will hold for maintaining fuch 
an Action, to recover Damage for refufing Precedency 
to him that hath Right to it, as for maintaining aA 
Aétion to recover Damages for refufing to take down 
upon the Poll the Vote of an Eletor ; for it may with 
equal Reafon be faid in both Caufes, that the Plaintiff 
hath a Right; that the Defendant refufed him that 
Right; that fuch Refufal is an Injury; and, confe- 
quently, ought to be repaired in Damages. 

As to the Third Refolution ; The Commons are not 
accountable to the Houfe of Lords, or any other Court, 
for what they did in that Matter. 

Their Privileges being Rights peculiar to that Houfe, 
what is their Privilege, and the Breach of it, is only 
examinable, and to be judged, by themielves. 

The Courts of Weftminfter-ball have that Deference for 
each others Judgment, that in Commitments for Con- 
tempt or Mifdemeanor, which are frequent every Term, 
another Court, though fuperior, will not redrefs the Pri- 
foner by Habeas Corpus, or otherwife, but he muft ad- 
drefs ‘to the Court, that committed him; much lefs can 
an inférior Court do it. 

The Houfe of Commons therefore expected the fame 
Deference from thofe Courts, which they pay each other, 
and alfo from the Lords Houfe what:is due to a co-ordi- 
nate Jurifdiction ; the Commons taking themfelvés to be 
fuperior to any Court in Weftminfter-ball, and not allow- 
ing any Court in this Government to be their Superior, 
as their Predeceffors have done. 

The Commons do not intend, by their Declaration, 
to make a new Law; but barely declare what the Law 
was, and prohibit any Perfon to act contrary. 

The Term “Declaration” is not peculiar to the Prince, 
but is a familiar Term in Weftminfter-bail. 

Fhe Commitment was not for acting contrary to the 
Votes of the Commons, ‘but for acting contrary to Law, 
after the Law was notified to them by that Declaration, 
and they thereby prohibited to proceed in that Courfe. 

To fet this in a true Light: Ifa Man fues in the Ad- 
miralty, or ecclefiaftical Court, for a Matter properly 
cognizable at common Law, the Party fhall not indeed be 
committed for commencing that Suit; butifthe Defendant 
in fuch Suit obtains a Prohibition, whichdeclares what the 
Law is, and gives the Plaintiff Notice, that his Suit is con- 
trary to Law, and therefore prohibits him to proceed any 
further therein, if he does proceed an Attachment will 
iffue, to arreft him for Breach of the Prohibition, as it is 
faid, though in truth, it is for a¢ting contrary to Law, 
after he had been admonifhed what the Law was. 

Now there’s no Difference between the Declaration 
complained of, and the Prohibition mentioned, but in the

Name only: Both declare, what the Lawis; both admo- 
nifh the Perfon offending; and both command him not to 
proceed : So that there is as much Reafon to complain 
ot a Prohibition at Law, as of the Declaration mentioned 
in the Refolution. 

To the Fourth Refolution; If it refpeéts the Prifoners 
committed by the Commons, they apprehend, the Appli- 
cation ought to be to their Houfe. 

For the Fifth Refolution; The Commons have the fame 
Exceptions to it, as they had to the Third Refolution : 
For it Counfel, Attorneys, or Solicitors, are prohibited, 
and a¢ét contrary to the Order of any Court, they are 
guilty of a Contempt of that Court, and for fuch Con- 
tempt may be taken into Cuftody. 

To their Lordfhips laft Refolution; It is very true, that 
in the lait Reign the Houfe of Commons did fo refolve in 
the Caute of Sir Thomas Armftrong, as hath been cited ; 
which Cafe was, that Sir homes .Zrimftrong was indicted for 
high Treafon, and afterwards fled beyond Sea, where he 
was at the Time of the Exigent awarded againft him; and 
afterwards, within a Year after the Exigent awarded, he 
was brought Prifoner into England, and would have a 
Writ of Error; but it was denied him; upon which the 
Houie of Commons made the Refolution mentioned. At 
the common Law, if a Perfon had been guilty of a capital 
or any other Crime, and had been in England at the Time 
of the Indictment found againft him, but was beyond Sea 
at the Time of the Exigent awarded, and thereupon an 
Outlawry was had, the Perfon outlawed might any time 
afterwards have reverfed that Outlawry, for that Error 
in Fact; the Practice whereupon was, that Perfons guilty 
of Treafon would fly beyond Sea, and there ftay, till the 
Witneffes againft them were dead ; and then return into 
England, reverie their Outlawry, and become fafe. To 
remedy which Mifchief, was the Statute of Edward the 
6th made; which takes away that Error in Treafon, 
unlefs the Perfon outlawed rendered himfelf to the Chief 
Juftice within a Year after the Outlawry: Within which 
Exception was the Cafe of Sir Thomas Armftrong, as the 
Commons apprehended; which was the Reafon of the 
Refolution. And, in other Cafes, the Practice fince that 
Refolution has been otherwife ,; for in the Cafe of Salu/- 
bury, who was attainted of Felony for counterfeiting the 
Stamps, a Writ of Error was denied him, though he pe- 
titioned for the fame. But if this Refolution is aimed at 
a Writ of Error, for denying a Habeas Corpus, or denying 
to bail, or difcharge Perfons committed by the Houfe 
of Commons, this Kefolution is very wide from the Pur- 
pole; for whether a Writ of Error be a Writ of Right, or 
a Writ of Grace, in all Cafes where a Writ of Error does 
lie; yet their Lordfhips Refolutions cannot be carried fo 
far as to make a Writ of Error lie in the Cafe, where there 
is no Judgment pronounced, as there never is in the Cafe 
of a Habeas Corpus, or in any thing relating thereunto ; 
for if an Habeas Corpus is denied, or if granted, and the 
Perfons thereupon denied to be bailed or difcharged, this 
is no fuch Judgment, but that the fame, or any other 
Court, may grant an Hadeas Corpus, and difcharge or bail 
the Perfon committed. 

Your Managers added, the Commons hoped, it would 
be no Difficulty to convince the Lords, that thefe Refolu- 
tions were both unreafonable and unparliamentary, and 
they have not been much juftified; and certainly it cannot 
be parliamentary or reafonable, for the Lords to condemn 
the Commons, in the Cafe of their own Privileges, when 
the Lords are no Judges of them: And therefore, though 
the Commons have now entered into this Debate with 
their Lordfhips, it was never meant to fubject their Pro- 
ceedings to the Lords Examination, but only to fatisfy 
the Lords, and all Mankind, that the Commons have not 
done any extravagant Thing. 

That a noble Lord faid, they did not intend to inter- 
rupt the Commons in the Determination of their Ele- 
tions, 

The Commons are beholden to them for that; for 
otherwife, when they thought fit, they might as well 
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meddle with that, as feveral other Things they have of 
late taken upon them. 

The Commons hope, their Lerdfhips will confider, 
what the Conftitution is, and think it not reafonable, that 
any Part fhould exceed its due Bounds: But there have 
been great Invafions made upon it by their Lordfhips, and 
fome Inftances of that Kind have been delivered at the 
laft Conference ; and it would be ealy to fhew, that the 
Judicature, which of late has been aifumed by the Lords, 
is not confiftent with the Conftitution. 

A Writ of Error, in this Cafe, the Commons take to 
be fuch; and the Commons would be blameable for ad- 
mitting of it, fince no fuch Writ does lie; and the Com- 
mons have done well in advifing her Majeity not to grant 
it, fince it is againft Law. 

The Commons find no fuch Writ ever brought. 

*Tis faid, their Lordthips wi!l do right to the Commons 
upon it; but the Commons can never think it reafonable 
to truft the Liberties of the People of England to their 
Lordthips Pleafure; for they that have Power to do right, 
have Power to do wrong ; and Power is fo often abuied, 
that the Commons can never tuer the Lords to aflume 
this new Power to themfelves.. Were we certain, ’ower 
could never be abufed, an arbitrary, and what is called a 
tyrannical Power, would be the beit in the World ror 
that, not being tied to any Rute, would apply the Reme- 
dies proper in all Cafes: But fince this is not to be ex- 
pected, the Commons were in the right to ftop this Writ 
of Error. They find, one thing has brought on another ; 
and therefore, for the future, fhall oppote any further 
Progrefs of this Nature. 

It was further urged by the Lords, in Reply, that, if 
fuch a Writ of Error wants a Precedent, ’tis a new sort 
of Imprifonment has occafioned this. 

That the Confequences, urged by Gentlemen, cannot 
avail. 

That, if the Law be fo, nothing but the Legiflature 
can alter it. 

That ’tis faid, the Lords cannot judge of the Privilege 
of the Houfe of Commons. They don’t fay, they can: 
There may be no Occafion : But trom Precedents it ap- 
pears, they have done it by Writ of Error, and at the 
Defire of the Commons. 

That not only the Lords, but all Mankind, will judge 
of what is not their Privileges, if they claim that which 
neither Senfe, nor Reafon, nor Law, will juttify. 

That, if the Commons fay, to bring an Action at Law 
againft Perfons not privileged, is a Breach of Privilege, 
all Mankind will fay, it is not. 

That this comes upon a Petition of Five Men to the 
Lords, fetting forth, they have been imprifoned by the 
Commons, for bringing their Actions again{t the Confta- 
bles of Ailefbury, and for fuing out Writs of Habeas Cor- 
pus, and are at leaft delayed in a Writ of Error. 

The Queftion lies in a narrow Compais ; 

Whether they have a Right to bring their Adtions at 
Law? 

If fo, it is Injuftice to imprifon them for doing it; a 
Hardfhip to deny them Writs of Hadeas Corpus, and a 
greater to imprifon their Counfel and Agents, for en- 
deavouring to procure them their Liberty. 

That their Right is fettled by a Judgment of Law, 
which will ever remain, till altered by the Legiflature. 

That a Declaration of one Houle, or both Houfes, can- 
not alter the Law. 

That the Lords intend not to difturb the Commons in 
their Right of judging only as to their own Members. 

That the material Difference is between judging of the 
Right of the Electors, and the Right of the Elected, 

And there may be Cafes, as here, where the Eleétion is 
not in Queftion, and yet the Electors receive great Da- 
mage in being denied their Vote. 

That the Right of Freehold is a Man’s Birthright, and 
cannot be taken from him but by Law. 

That if any Perfon be injured by any Officer whatfo- 
ever, he may by Law feek for Reparation; otherwife 
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there is a Right, without a Remedy; which is no Right 
at all. : 

In Anfwer to this, your Managers faid, 

This Aétion is of the firft Impreffion; and ’tis a good 
Argument, no fuch Action lies, becaufe none was ever 
brought before; and efpecially, becaufe Occafions cannot 
be prefumed to have been wanting in every new Election 
of Members to ferve in Parliament; nay, many, more 


juftifiable than in the late Cafe of A/bdy and White; where 


the Plaintiff was a Perfon likely to become chargeable to 
the Parifh, and therefore removed by the Order of Two 
Juftices. And this, by the way, brings in mind the print- 
ed Cafe of Abby and White, from the Report of the Lords 
Committees ; where ’tis given in Anfwer, No fuch Action 
before was brought, That few had fuch a true Englifh Spi- 
rit, as that Plaintiff; though, ’tis faid, he was then a 
Cobler, and formerly had been an Hoftler; and his Breaft, 
it feems, was firft warmed with this true Engli/b Spirit, 
which was rather a Spirit of Faction.. 

And it is worthy of Obfervation, that in this Cafe the 
Cofts and Charges, fuftained by A/bdy, or fomebody for 
him, could not be lefs than One hundred Pounds more 
than the Cofts and Damages he recovered ; fo that it was 
infelix victoria, and no Benefit, but a Lofs, to him. 

A noble Lord was pleated to fay further, that, though 
he would not pretend to judge of the Commons Privileges, 
yet he might of what was not their Privilege. ‘That 
Argument appears very ftrange; fince the Commons fay, 
the Matter in Queftion is their Privilege; and if the 
Lords faying ’tis not, is fufficient to diveft them of it, the 
fame Method may diveft the Commons of all the reft. 
The Commons are not going about to create new Privi- 
leges, but continue the Pofieffion of thofe, which their 
Predeceffors ever enjoyed and exercifed, and which they 
think, neither this nor any other future Houfe of Com- 
mons can ever depart from. 

The Lords afterwards receded from the Generality of 
their Second and laft Refolutions. 

They faid, the Second, fo far as that every one, who 
apprehends himfelf injured, has a Right to feek Redrefs, 
was general, but what followed of an Action at Law, 
was confined to the prefent Cafe. 

So the Sixth, though it was general, was to be under- 
ftood in this particular Cafe. . * 

As to what was faid, that none but a fuperior Court can 
take Cognizance of what another does; it was anfwered, 

That when the Earl of Shaft/bury was committed by 
the Houfe of Lords for a Contempt, he was brought by 
Habeas Corpus to the Court of King’s Bench: This was 
complained of to the Houfe of Lords; but they paffed 
it over, being of Opinion, a Man might feek for Liberty 
where he would. | 

The Lords Judicature is too facred a Thing to be 
touched, 

- Your Managers thereupon returned, they wifhed their 
Lordfhips had faid that at the Beginning ; it would have 
faved much Time, and fhortened the Debates; for the 


. Commons think their Privileges as facred, as the Lords 
“can their Judicature. 


Your Managers proceeded to fay, 

That as nothing offered at this Conference, or the laft, 
was meant to fubmit or leffen the Privilege of the 
Commons, much lefs had any thing in the Precedents, in 
the Time of Queen Elizabeth, and Fac. I. produced at 
the laft Conference, any Tendency that way. 

And in Anfwer to fome Objections made to thofe Pre- 
cedents, your Managers faid, The Commons did not take 
upon them to fet forth the whole Proceedings, which are 
very long; but though they had not their Books there, 
to make out their Quotations, can depend upon what 
they have ftated, to be true. 

in the Precedent of Sir Francis Goedwin’s Cafe, cited 
by the Commons, there are no Omiffions, that, duly 
confidered, can make that Cafe lefs to the Advantage of 
the Commons on this Occafion: For if the Word “ Or- 
“< der” be omitted, and taking the Anfwer to have been, 
% That they did conceive, it did not ftand with the 
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«© Honour and Order of the Houfe, to give Account of 
** any their Proceedings or Doings,” that will little alter 
the Cafe ; fince it is plain, from the Entry on the Journal, 
the Commons, in returning this Anfwer, had Regard 
chiefly to the Precedent then quoted, 27 E4z. when the 
Commons refuied to give the Lords any Reafons (thouch 
the Lords defired them) for the rejeGting, at the firft Read- 
ing, a Bill the Lords had fent down to the Commons, 
The Reafons for the Commons Proceedings in this Cafe 
were prepared by themfelves, which they did communi- 
cate to the Lords; but the Lords were not to add, or 
diminifh ; and though fome Lords were prefent at the 
Commons delivering their.Reafons, there is a material 
Diftinction upon the Commons Journals, of thofe Lords 
being prefent as Lords of the Council, and not as Lords 
of the Parliament. 

And the noble Lord, who took notice of the Commons 
Omiffion in the ftating of this Cafe, and pretended to 
{tate it fully and truly himéelf, omitted, that the new Writ 
was ordered to iffue at the Requeft of Sir Fran. Goodxin, 
by his Letter; which, for the Satisfa¢tion of the Houie, 
was read, and entered on the Journal, before any Queftion 
for the new Election was made. 

In that of the 28th Ez. the Commons did not at the 
laft Conference omit to take notice of the Judges Deter- 
mination ; but it’s juitly ftated, as a Matter, the Com- 
mons in the :xamination of that Cafe were informed of, 
bur did not refpect ; the Commons then afferting them- 
felves to have the fole Determination in that Cate. 

Your Manacers further urged, 

Though the Commens do not fubmit their Privileges, 
it may: be proper to aicertain what they claim, -with the 
Reafon, why they are at this Time the more concerned 
to cppoie all Attempts upon them. 

They do agree, the Right of voting may be grounded 
upon Freehoid, Charter, or Prefcription ; and they do not 
pretend to draw them from the Courts of common Law, 
when, as fuch, they come there originally, immediately, 
and directly, in queftion 

But it is as plain, when the Right of voting in an 
Eleétion is the Thing originally, immediately, and dire&- 
ly, in queftion, that is folely cognizable in the Houfe of 
Commons, whoie Determination is the ftanding Rule for 
all Places ; and if the Elections only were examinable by 
the Commons, and every Elector’s Vote was examinable 
elfewhere, the Confequence of fuch different Determina- 
tions is fully ftated, as delivered at the laft Conference: 
Which common and known Difference, of coming ori- 
ginally, or collaterally and incidentally, in queftion, will 
an{wer the Cafe of the Earl of Baubury; where the Order 
of the Houfe of Lords came only incidentally in queftion, 
upon an Indiétment for Murder. Nor is here any Injury 
in this Cafe that requires an Action, much lefs Damages: 
The Elector’s Vote, upon every Election, depends upon 
its own true Foundation, as the Elector then ftands en- 
titled by Freehold, Charter, or Prefcription, whether he 
was entitled, or was allowed, or reiufed, at any former 
Election, or not. 

Nor is Damage always neceflary toa Remedy. That 
which is fpecifick, and gives the Righr, is the moft noble 
and complete Remedy ; Damages being only fecondary, 
iubftituted by way. of Recompence, where the other can- 
not be had ; as appears by many Inftance¢s in the Law. 

The Commons had great Reafon to affert their ancient 
Right, and withitand thefe late and new Attempts upon 
the Conftitution, which in every Step have been unpre- 
cedented ; vizt. the Action, the Habeas Corpus, and the 
Writ of Error. 

The Action was never known, though the like Occa- 
fions have been as frequent, as Elections; unlefs thete 
Ailefbury Men have more refined Notions of their Rights 
and Privileges, than others ever had. 

As to the Habeas Corpus; the Argument is fo much 
ftronger, as Liberty is dearer than Property. 

As tothe Writ of Error; though the Lords Refolution 
is general, they now aliert it to be of Rigiat only in this 
Cale. 
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As the Commons at the laft Conference waved the 
Point of a Writ of Error being of Right, or of Grace, fo 
they do now, by way of Admufiion, ‘but as it’s not mate- 
ria) in this Cafe. 

But thus much may be obferved, that this is not the 
common Cafe, where the Queftion arifes and falls under 
the Determination of the Judges of the Law, which is of 
Petitions of Right, and Writs of Error, in the Courts of 
Weftminfier (as ‘that of Sir Thomas Armftrong’ s was) where 
the Queen is Party: There it is in the room of a Suit 
againit the Crown; and, if denied, the Party has no 
Remedy. 

This Petition to the Queen, for a Writ of Error in Par- 
liament, is properly a parliamentary Cafe, and is the fame 
when the Queen is Party, or not; and feems fome Rem- 
nant of our ancient Conftitution, where all Petitions were 
to the King in Parliament, or to the King, and his great 
Council (which was diftinét trom the Houte of Peers) and 
were examined by Tryers, whether fit for the Parliament 
to proceed upon, or not ; and to fay, that, upon fuch Ex- 
amination, they could not be rejected, is to fay, that Exa- 
mination was infignificant. 

And if in this Cafe no Writ of Error lies, it cannot 
then be faid, that the denying of it is an Obftruction of 
Juftice, or contrary to Magna Charta. 

That a Writ of Error lies not in any Proceeding on an 
Habeas Corpus, has been the uniform Opinion of former 
Times, as appears in a Cafe of the City of London, 7° 
Fac. reported by the Lord Chief Juftice Cock, in his 8th 
Report ; where one under an Arreft, for the Penalty in a 
By-law, brought his Habeas Corpus, and the Judges took 
it for a Ground, that no Iffue or Demurrer could be joined 
upon the Return, nor could any Writ of Error lie upon 
their Award ; and upon that, as a Principle, grounded 
their Refolution, fo. 128. 

And that this never came directly in queftion, is, be- 
caule a Writ of Error in fuch Cafe was never afked, much 
leis had, upon a bare Commitment of any. Court whattfo- 
ever; and it is hard to imagine, that there is any lawful 
Reiort, or Appeal for Liberty, left untried at this Day, 
when io many in all Times have had Occafion to apply 
for it, efpecially confidering the — Commitments of 
both Houfes of Parliament. 

That the Commons are not furprifed, to find the Lords 
make fuch a Shew of fubmitting their Privileges to the 
Courts ot Weftminfter, when it is an Order to draw all the 
Rights and Privileges of both Houfes to their own final 
Determination ; and much leis, when they confider, how 
infignificant all Courts of Juftice are rendered, while their 
Lordfhips exercife the laft Refort in Judicature. 

The feveral Attempts in the way of Judicature, which 
have been made upon the Conftitution, are fo many Rea- 
fons tor the Commons at laft to make a Stand. 

The very Form of Writs of Error in Parliament, is al- 
tered in a moft material Part. 

It is {till returnable into Parliament generally, and the 
Judgment is entered per curiam Parliamenti: 

But where the ancient Form, which appears in Rafall’s 
Entries, fol. 302. was, ut de confilio et advifamento Domi- 
norum Spiritualium et Temporalium, ac Communitatum, in 
Parliamento noftro exiftentium, ulterius pro errore corrigendo 
Jieri faciamus quod de jure, Se. 

Of late, as appears by a Writ of Error, printed in the 
Lord Chief Juftice Saunders’ 2d Réport, fo. 228. (and 
agreeable to that are all the modern ones) that Word 
“© Communitatum’ is omitted. 

This is only touched, for an Inftance, that even the 
higheft Records, which ought to derive to us our Laws 
and Conftitution pure and intire, have been corrupted. 

And to proceed to inftance fome modern Innovations 
upon our Conftitution in point of Judicature , 

In December, 18 Fac. I. it appears by the Lords Jour- 
nal, that an Appeal to the Lords from a-Court of Equity, 
was by them acknowledged to be as new and unprece- 
dented, as any of the Attempts which occafion the prefent 
Conference. 

Here the Lords interrupted your Managers, affirming, 
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that they were reftrained from entering into Debate of 
their Judicature of Appeals from | Equity, as foreign from 
the Subjeét-matter ot the lait Conference. But it was an- 
{wered and infiited by your Managers, that this was Part 
of the Matter offered at the laft Conterence. 

And your Managers declared, that they had more to 
offer, and were ready to proceed upon the Subject-matter 
of the laft Conference, in fuch Manner as they thought 
their Duty to the Commons of England required, if their 
Lordihips thought fit to hear them: Whereupon the 
Lords did rife, and broke off the Conference. 


Refolved, That the Proceedings of this Houfe in rela- 
tion to the 4ilefhury Men, committed by this Houfe for 
a Breach of Privilege, and the other Proceedings of this 
Houfe in that Matter, are in Maintenance of the ancient 
and undoubted Rights and Privileges of the Commons of 
England. , 

Ordered, That all the Proceedings in relation to the 
Ailefbury Men, committed by this Houfe, and the Re- 
port of the Lords Journal, and Reports of the Confe- 
rences, and of the free Conference, be printed. 

Ordered, That Mr. Speaker do appoint the printing of 
the faid Proceedings and Reports.

all fuch Eftates, Rights, Titles, Rents-charge, and other 
Rents, Mortgages, yearly Payments, Leaies, Interefts, 
Claims, and Demands whatfoever, in Law or Equity, 
which they, or any of them, have, fhall, or may, or 
ought to have, of, in, to, or out of, any the faid Lands, 
Tenements, or Hereditaments, or any of them, which 
fhall be forfeited, loft, or diverted, by reafon of this Act, 
other than the Perfon and Perfons, or any in Truft for 
him, her, or them, who fhall not qualify him, her, or 
themfelves, as by this Act is directed. 

And the fame was twice read, and agreed unto by the 
Houfe to be made Part of the Bill. 

Another Amendment was-propofed to. be made to the 
Bill, Pr. 3. L. # to leave out * fhall.”"

Mr. Speaker, 

The Lords have agreed to the Bill, intituled, An Act 
for granting to her Majefty a further Subfidy on Wines 
and Merchandize imported, without any Amendment.

ranted by the Policy of other wife Nations; the Romans 
having often admitted Strangers, to the ¥us civitatis 
whom they did not think fit to allow the us Juffragii. 

For that the admitting this Claufe cannot take awa 
the Votes of other:Foreigners who are entitled thereto ; for 
though they fhould be unjuftly refufed by the Officer at
